A CoUedion of all the Treaties of Peace, 
■^^ Commerce, and Alliance, between 
Great Britain and Other Powers, from the Re- 
volution to the prefent Time, requires no Re- 
commendation. The Utility of fuch a Work 
is fufficlently obvious to the Gentleman, and 
the Politician. To the Statefman it is a Code, 
or Body of Law ; fince a Colledlion of Trea- 
ties is to him of the fame ufe, that a Collec- 
tion of the Statutes is to a Lawyer. Two 
things only are neceifary in both, viz. that 
they fliould be complete and correct. With 
regard to this Work it can be truly faid, that 
no Pains have been fpared to make it complete; 
and it is prefumcd, from the care that has been 
taken, no material Omiffion will be difcovered. 
One or two ihort Obfervations, it is hoped, 
will not feem improper. A Colledlion of 
Treaties was publilhcd in the Year 1732 ; and is 
now very fcarce. The Treaties contained in 
that Work are not only very irregularly arrang- 
ed, but upon comparing them with the detach- 
etj Copies publilhed by Authority, were found 

to 
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to be very inaccurately printed ; and fomc 
Treaties were wholly omitted. The Method 
purfued in this Work is chronological. And, 
in order to naake it as correct as poffible, 
whenever the Treaties have been publiflied 
by Authority, thofe Publications only have 
been copied ; and whenever noTranflation by 
Authority has appeared, the Original is infert- 
ed, together with a Tranflation. 
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TREATIES, &c. 

Tnaty of alliance, {commonly called the grand alliance) he' 
tween the Emperor and the States General, concluded at 
Vienna, May 12, i68g. To which the King of Great 
Britain acceded^ December g, 1689. Together with the 
feparate articles, 

WILLIAM the third, by the grace of God, king of 
Great Britain, France and Ireland, defender of 
the faith, &c. To all and every one to whom thele pre- 
fents fliall come, greeting. Whereas, a certain treaty of 
friendfliip and ftrifter alliance between the moll fcrene, 
moft potent, and moft invincible prince and lord Leopold, 
by the grace of God, eleft Roman emperor, always au- 
guft, and of Germany, Hungaiy, Bohemia, Dalmatia, Cro- 
atia, Sclavonia, &c. king, &c. and the high and mighty 
lords the Slates General of the United Provinces, was 
made and concluded at Vienna, the 12th day of May laft 
part, on the emperor's part, by Leopold William, count 
of Konigfegg, vice-chancellor of the empire, &c. and 
Theodore Althete Henry, count of Stratman, chancellor 
of the court, his Imperial Majefty's plenipotentiaries, and 
counfellors of ftatc : and on the part of the States Gene- 
ral, by Jacob Hop, counfellor and recorder of the city of 
Amiterdara, and deputy for Holland and Weft Frieze- 
land, in the affemblv of the States General. The tenor 
of which treaty is as follows. 

Be it known and declared, that although the treaty con- 
cluded at the Hague a few years fince, between his facred , 
and imperial majcfty, and the high and mighty lords the 
States General of the United Provinces, for their mutual 
defence, does yet remain in its full vigour ; neverthelefs, 
both bis Imperial Majcfty, and the faid States General, 
confidering the greatnefs of the common danger which 
threatens all chriftendom fince the laft French invafion, and 
the unconftant faith of the French in the obfcrvance of 
treaties, have judged it necedary to ftrengtben the condi- 
tions of the aforelaid treaty, and the former union, with 
ftrifter and firmer ties; and, at the fame dnie, to confider

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of more effeaual means, as well for reftoring as prcferving 
the public peace and fafety : ancj therefore the plenipoten- 
tiaries conftituted to that purpofe by both parties, viz. by 
his Imperial Majefty, his counfellors of ftate, Leopold Wil- 
liam, count of Konigfegg, vice-chancellor of the empire, 
&c. and Theodore Althete Heniy, count of Stratman, 
chancellor of the court ; and by tne States General, Ja- 
cob Hop, counfellor and recordet of the city of Amfter- 
dam, and deputy for Holland and Weft Friezeland, in 
the aflembly of the States General, after the mutual ex- 
change of their full powers, have covenanted and agreed 
in the manner following. 

I. There fhall be and remain for ever a conftant, perpe- 
tual, and inviolable friendfhip, and good correfpondence, 
between his Imperial Majefty and the States General; and 
each of them (hall be obliged earneftly to promote the 
other's interefts, and as much as in them lies, to prevent 
all damages and inconveniences to them, 

II. And whereas the French king has lately, without any 
lawful caufe or pretext, attacked as well his Imperial Ma- 
jefty, .a$ the States General, by a moft grievous and moft 
unjuft war, there fliall be during the fame not only a de- 
fenfive, but alfo an ofienfive alliance between the con- 
trading parties, by virtue whereof they fliall both of them 
a6l in a hoftile manner, with all their forces, by fea and 
land, againft the faid French king, and fuch of his allies, 
as upon exhortation to be ufed for that purpofe, fliall re- 
fufeto feparate themfelves from him; and they fliall alfo 
communicate to one another, their advices for the more 
ufefuUy contriving the aflions of the war, either jointly or 
feparately, for the deftru£tion of the common enemy. 

III. It fljall not be lawful for either party to withdraw 
from this war with France, or to enter feparately upon any 
convention, treaty of peace, or ceflation of arms with 
France, and its adherents, upon any pretext whatfoever, 
without the confent and concurrence of the other party. 

IV. There fliall by no means any peace be concluded, 
before the peace of Weftphalia, and thofe of Ofnabrug, 
Munfter, and the Pyreneans, have, by the help of God, 
and by common force, been vindicated ; and that all things, 
both in church and ftate, are reftored to their former con- 
dition, according to the tenor of the fame. V, 
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V. In cafe any negotiations of peace or truce fhall, by 
common confent, be entered into, all things that are tranf- 
afted (hall, on both fides, be communicated bonajide; nor 
fiiall one conclude any thing without the confent and fatis- 
faflion of the other. 

VI. After the prefcnt war, by common confent, fhall 
be ended, and a peace concluded, there fhall remain be- 
tween his Sacred Imperial Majeily, his heirs and fuccef- 
fors, and the States General of the United Provinces, a 
perpetual defenfive alliance againft the often mentioned 
crown of France, and its adherents ; by virtue whereof^ 

' both parties fhall ufe their utmoft endeavours, that the 
peace to be made may remain firm and perpetual. 

VI I. But if it fhould happen, that the crown of France 
fhould again attack one or both of the confederate parties, 
contrary to the fdid peace, at what time foever this fiiall 
be done, they (hall be obliged faithfully to affift each other 
with all their forces, and in the fame manner as now, both 
by fea and land, and to repel ail manner of hoflility and 
violence; and not to defidtill all things are brought again 
into their former ftate, according to the conditions of the 
aforefaid peace, and that (atisfa£tion be given to the party 
offended, 

VIII. Further, his Imperial Majcfiy, and the States Ge- 
neral, (hall at all times, and by all means, and with all their . 
forces, proteft and defend all the rights of each other, a- 
gainft the crown of France and its adherents; nor fiiall 
they themfelves do any prejudice to each other in their faid 
rights. 

IX. If there are any controverfies between the contraft- 
ing parties, on occafion of the limits of their dominions, 
or that any fuch fhould arife hereafter, they fhall be ac- 
commodated and compofed in a friendly manner, either 
by a commi{rion, or minifiers deputed by both fides, with- 
out making ufe of any manner of force ; and, in the mean 
lime, nothing (hall be innovated therein, 

tX. There (hall be invited into the fociety of this prc- 
fent treaty, by his Imperial majefty, the crown of Spain, 
and, by the States General, the crown of England; and 
there fliall be likewife admitted into the fame, all tlie allies 
and confederates of either party, who (hall think fit to en- 
cr into the fame, Ba XI. 
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XL This treaty fliall be ratified hy both fide$^ within 

the fpace of four weeks, or fooner, if it may be. 

In witnels whereof, and for a greater confirmation of 
the credit and fincerity hereof, there are two inftruments 
of the fame tenor made, and figned and fealed by the ple- 
nipotentiaries of both parties, and reciprocally exchanged. 
Done at Vienna the 12th of May, i68g.

Whereas the high and mighty lords, the States General 
of the United Provinces, have fent to us their ambafladors 
extraordinary, copies of the alliance lately concluded with 
his Sacred Imperial Majefty, to the end that we ihould, 
in their name, invite the king of Great Britain to enter 
into this alliance ; we the underwritten ambaffadors ex- 
traordinary do declare j thatlhefe are true and accurate 
copies of thofe that were fent us : for the confirmation 
whereof, we have made this declaration 44 September, 
1689.

And whereas the States General have, by their ambaf- 
ladors extraordinary, invited us, by virtue of the tenth ar- 
ticle, to enter into the alliance of the aforefaid treaty; we 
who defire nothing more than to lay hold of all thofe means 
which are neeeffary and moft ufcful for reftoring and pre- 
ferving the publick peace and quiet, do the more readily 
come into the fame, that we may give this proof of our 
finccre afFeftion and friendfhip for his Imperial Majefty, 
and the faid States General. Know ye therefore, that we 
having perufed, and maturely confidered the faid treaty, 
have accepted, approved, and ratified, as we do by thefe 
prcfents, for us, our heirs and fuccefTors, accept, approve, 
and ratify the fame, together with all and every article 
thereof; engaging, and upon the word of a king promifing, 
that we will religioufly and inviolably obferve and perform 
the faid treaty, without violating it in any article^ or fuf- 

fering 
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fcring it, to the utmoft of our power, to be violated. Pro- 
vided always, that his Sacred Imperial Majefty, and the 
faid States General, do admit us into the faid treaty, and 
give and deliver to us the necelTary inftruments refpcftive- 
\y drawn up in the heft manner. In further witnefs and 
teftimony whereof, we have caufed our great feal of Eng- 
land to be affixed to thefe prefcnis. Signed with our hand. 
Given at our court at Hampton-court, the gth day of De- 
cember, in theyear of our Lordj as above, 1689, and of 
our reign the firft.

Separate Articles. 

FRANCE having openly declared, in fevcral places 
and courts, that notwithftanding the mod fotemn re- 
nunciatioii, they ftill pretend by force of arms to affert, 
for the Dauphin, the fucceflion of the Spanilh monarchy, 
in cafe his Catholick Majefiy (hould die without lawful ilTue, 
and publickly aiming to make the faid Dauphin king of the 
Romans : the States General of the United Provinces, ma- 
turely confidering what a blow either of thefe pretenfions 
would give to their Ilatc, and what prejudice it would bring 
to the pubhck affairs and quiet, do promife by thefe fepa- 
rate articles, which are as valid as if they bad been infert- 
ed,word for word in the principal treaty ; firft, That in 
cafe the prcfent king of Spain fliould die withcut lau'fu! if- 
fuc (which God forbid) they will, with alt their forces, allitl 
his Sacred Imperial Majefty, or his heirs, in taking the fuc- 
ceffion of the Spanilh monarchy, lawfully belonging to that 
houfe, together with its kingdoms, provinces, dominions 
and rights, and in their obtaining and fecuring the quiet 
poffcflion thereof againft the French and their adherents, 
who ftiall direftly or indircftly oppofe this fucceffion ; and 
with force repiilfe the force they bringagainft them. 

They will likewife ufe all friendly offices and endeavours 
with the princes cicflors of the Empire, their confede- 
rates, that the moft fercne Jofeph, king of Hungary, his 
Imperial Majefty's eldeft fon, may be fpcedily chofen 
king of the Romans : and if France ftiould by threats or 
arras hinder, oppofe, or any way difturb this eleftion, they 
B 3 will, 
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will» in oppofition thereto, affift his Sacred Imperial Ma^ 
jeljy with their utmoft force. 

The crown of England ihall be likewife invited to enter 
into the agreement of thefe articles, made at Vienna the 
J 2th of May, 1689. Signed,

A Convention made between the commijffioners of William III. 
King of England, and the ambaffadors 0/ the United Pro- 
vinces, concluded at London, Auguft 44j ^ 689, concern* 
ing the prohibition oj commerce with France. 

FOrafmuch a3 that the Moft Chriftian King hath de- 
clared war againft the States General of the United 
, Provinces of the Low Countries, and the other allies of the 
king of Great Britain ; and his majefty having put forth 
his declaration of war againft the faid Moft Chriftian King, 
it behoves the faid king of Great Britain, and the faid lords 
the States General, to do as much damage as poflibly they 
can to the common enemy, in order to bring him to agree 
to a juft and equitable peace« and to comply with fuch con- 

ditions. 
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ditions, as may reftore the tranquility and repofe of Chri- 
ftendom : and as it is neceflkry for this end, that they 
(hpuid make ufe of all their forces, and more particularly 
onler matters fo, as efFeftually to interrupt and break off 
all trade and commerce with the Molt Chriftian King's 
iubjefts, that the faid king and his fubjcfls may be debarred 
of all manner of fupplies for the ufe of the war, which other- 
wife may, by the continuance of it, become vciy injurious, 
and be the caufe of the efRifion of much chriftian blood; 
and that his faid majefty the king of Great Britain, and the 
faid lords the States General, the better to attain that end, 
have ordered their fleets to fail towards the coaft of France, 
and to block up all the ports, havens and roads, belonging 
to the Moft Chriftian King. 

I. It is agreed and concluded, between his majefty the 
king of Great Britain, and the lords the States General, 
that neither the king, nor the States fubjefls, (hall be al- 
lowed, either with their own fliips, or thofe of any other 
kingdom, country or territory, to traffic, or have any 
commerce with the fubjefts of the Moft Chriftian King, in 
any manner whatfoever; neither fhall they import into the 
havens or countries of the faid king, or the faid States Ge- 
neral, nor into any other countries, any merchandizes or 
wares, the produce of the dominions and territories under 
his Moft Chriftian Majefty's obedience; no, nor to carry 
into the faid countries and territories, any merchandizes or 
wares whatfoever, under the penalty of forfeiting the faid 
merchandizes and wares, as alfo the vellels employed in the 
carrying of them. 

II. And as fevcral kings, princes and ftates in Europe, 
are already engaged in a war againft the Moft Chriftian 
King, and that they have already prohibited, or will in a 
fhort time prohibit all commerce with France : it is agreed 
between his faid majefty of Great Britain, and the faid 
lords the States General, that if, during the courfe of this 
war, the fubjcfts of any other king, prince or ftate, Qjall 
undertake to traffic, or have any commerce with the fub- 
je£b of the Moft Chriftian King; or if their veffcls or /hip- 
ping are met with, in their paftage to the ports, havens or 
roads, under the obedience of the Moft Chriftian King; 
the faid veftels, (hipping, merchandizes or wares, (hall, in 

B 4 the 
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the cafe abovementtoned, be attacked and taken by the 
captains of men of war, privateers, or other fubjeSs of 
the king of Great Britain, and the lords the States Gene- 
ral, and fhall before proper judges be condemned for 
lawful prize. 

III. It is agreed and concluded, that the faid king of 
Great Britain, and the faid lo^rds the States, Ihall, as foon 
as poflible, notify this treaty and convention to all the 
kings, princes and flates of Europe, that are not in war 
agamft France ; and that the faid kings, princes and dates, 
fliall at the fame time be informed, that if the fhips or vef- 
fels of their fubjefts are found, before this notification is 
given, at fea, making their way for the ports, havens or 
roads, under the obedience of the Moft Chriftian King, 
they fhall be obliged, by the Ihips •f the king of Great 
Britain, and of the lords the States, forthwith to turn back: 
and if the (hips or veffels appertaining to thofe kings, prin- 
ces and ftates, or to their fubje61s, fhall be met with fail- 
ing from the faid ports, laden with the merchandizes or 
commodities of France, the faid fhips or veffels fhall be 
obliged to fail back to the faid ports, and there to leave 
the faid goods and merchandizes, upon pain of forfeiture ; 
and in cafe the fhips or veffels of thofe kings, princes and 
flates, or of their fubjefls, fhall, after the faid notificati- 
on, be found at fea, and failing towards the ports, havens, 
or roads, under the obedience of the Mofl Chriftian King, 
or from the ports of the faid king, they fhall be feized and 
forfeited, together with their cargo, and be reputed good 
prize. And as to the princes and allies who are already at 
war with France, it is alfo agreed and concluded, that no- 
tification fhall be given them as fooii as is beforcmention- 
ed, and that they fhall be defired, at the fame time, to 
concur with fuch methods as are fo conducive to the com- 
mon intereft, and give and execute fuch orders as tend 
to the fame end. The prefent treaty fhall be ratified by 
his majefty, and the lords the States General, and the ra- 
tification fhall be exchanged within the fpace of fix weeks, 
unlefs a treaty of an offenfive and defenfive alliance fhall 
be concluded and figned between His Majefty, and the 
faid States General, before the expiration of that term ; 
in which pafe, this prefent treaty fhall be confirmed and 

conri;. 
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comprized therein. In the mean time it is agreed and con- 
cluded, that all and every the articles of this treaty, fhall 
be executed on botli fides, punflually and fincerely, in 
the fame manner as if the ratifications were exchanged.

IT has been agreed by ?nd on both fides, that notifica- 
tion fhall forthwith be given, of all the contents of this 
treaty, not only to the minifters of the kings, princes and 
potentates concerned, that ftiall be refident at His Majefty's 
court, and with the Stales General, but alfo to thofe who 
are at the courts of foreign kings, princes and ftates re- 
ipeflively : and moreover it has been agreed, that in cafe 
either the one or the other party (hall be incommoded or 
molefted by rcafon of the execution of this prcfent treaty, 
or any article thereof, his Britannick Majefty, and the 
high and mighty lords the States, do promife and oblige 
themfelves to be guarantee for and to one another upon 
that account. 



Treaty offriendjhip and alliance between William III. King 
fl/ Great Britain, and the lords the Stales General of the 
United Provinces, in Auguft, i68g. 

THERE fhall, for the future, be a fincerc, firm, and 
perpetual fricndfhip, and good correfpondencc, as 
well by fea and land, every where and in all places, as well 
without as within Europe, between the king of Great Bri- 
tain and his fuccclTors, kings of Great Britain, and their 
kingdoms on the one part, and the lords the States Gene- 
ral of the United Provinces of the Low Countries, toge- 
ther with their dominions, provinces, and fubjefts, reci- 
procally, on the other part. And 
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And to the end that this friendftiip atid good corrclpon- 
dence may be the better confirmed, and all difficulties re- 
moved, which may happei> between both parties, under 
what pretence foever they may be ; it is agreed between 
the faid king of Great-Britaiti, and the laid lords the 
States General, that all the treaties of peace, friendfhip, al- 
liance, confederation, commerce and marine, hereafter 
named and fpecified, fhall be approved and confirmed, 
both on the one and the other part, viz. the treaty of peace 
and confederacy concluded at Breda,' July 44j 1 667. 

The treaties of navigation and commerce, concluded at 
the fame time and place. 

The treaty of peace and friendOiip, concluded at Weft- 
minfter, February -^, i^7t* 

The marine treaty concluded at London the 10th of Oc- 
tober, 1679, with a declaration explaining divers articles 
of the f«ud marine treaty, February 17, 166^, concluded at 
the Hague, December ^, 1675. 

An article for preventing and compofing any difputes 
which may arife between the Eaft India companies of Eng- 
land and Holland, concluded at London, March ^ 167^.

Treaty for prohibiting any commerce with France, con- 
cluded Auguft 4-T, 1689. 

All the laid treaties, and all and every article contained 
in them, are eflPeftually approved and confirmed by this 
prefent treaty, and (hall remain in their original force and 
x'igour, as if they had been inferted here word for word, fo 
far as they do not contradift or derogate from one ano- 
ther, or this prefent treaty ; in fuch a manner that the 
points and matter* ftipulated by a newer treaty, fhall be 
fulfilled in the proper time, without regard had to an 
older treaty : moreover, there fhall be between His Ma- 
^eky and his fucceffors, and the lotds the States General, 
their fubjeSs and inhabitants reciprocally, a ftrifl: alliance 
and finccre confederacy, in order to the mutual fupport 
and prefervation of each other in tranquility, peace, friend- 
fhip and neutrality, by fea and land, and for the main- 
taining of each other in the pofTefTion of all the rights, fran- 
chifes and liberties, they do or have a right to enjoy, or 

fuch 
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fuch as they ftiall acquire, or fiiall be acquired for them, 

by the treaties of peace, friendfhip and neutrality, which 
heretofore have been made, or fiiall be made for the fu- 
ture, conjointly and in coHcert with other liings, republicks 
and cities ; the whole however to be confined within the 
boundaries of Europe only. And they do promifc and 
oblige themfelves, not only to be reciprocally guarantees 
of ail the treaties which His Majefty, or his predeceflbrs, 
and the laid lords the States General, have already made 
with other kings, republicks, princes and ftates, which fhall 
be produced on the one and the other part, before the ex- 
change of the ratification, but alfo of all thole which they 
may make for the future, in mutual concert, and by com- 
mon confent ; and alio to defend the laid treaties, and to 
affiil and continually preferve each other in the pofleflion 
of the territories, cities, and places that now do, or here- 
after fiiall belong, as well to His Majefty and fucceflbrs, 
the kings of Great Britain, as to the lords the States Ge- 
neral, in what part foever tliofe territories, cities and pla- 
ces are fituatcd, in cafe His Majefty and the faid States 
General fiiall, in any cafe, as aforefaid, happen to be mo- 
lefted or attacked by any hoftile aft, or an open war, be it 
under what pretence foever it will; upon which occafion 
they fiiall regulate themfelves on both fides, according to 
what is ftipulated in the forcmentioned treaty concluded on 
ihe third of March, iGj^. 

And as the faid king of Great Britain, and the faid 
lords the Slates, are at this time engaged in a war againft 
France, and that the king of Great Britain, and the States, 
do find they arc under a mutual obligation of aiding and 
defending one another, as alfo of reciprocally maintainintr 
their countries and fubjcfls in their pofleflions, immunities 
and liberties, and likewife navigation and commerce, and 
all other rights whatfoever, as well by fea as by land, to- 
wards and againft all kings, princes and ftates, and par- 
ticularly againft the faid Moft Chriftian King; and to the 
end they may the better attain to a juft and honourable 
peace, by which the repofc and tranquility of Europe may 
be eftabhflied, it is agreed between tlie faid king of Great 
Britain, and the faid lords the States, that neither of thc 
faid allies flialimake any (ufpenfionof arms, truce or peace, 

with 



vith the faid Moft Chriftian King, nor with any other king, 
prince ot ftate/by whom either the one or the other of the 
allies (hall bemolefted or attacked, conjointly, or by coni- 
mon confent. And as the faid king of Great Britain, and 
the iaid States General, have already agreed on a treaty 
by which they are, for this year, to aft in concert with 
their forces, againft the faid Moft Chriftian King, it is a- 
greed and concluded, that they fhall forthwith concert 
other ardcles and ftipulations, concerning the number, 
and employing of their troops and men of war in fuch a 
manner, as fhall be thought moft proper for them to aft 
with the greateft fuccefs againft the common enemy. 

Moreover, it is agreed between the f^d King and the 
faid States, that if after the peace which fhall conjointly, 
and by common confent, be made with the Moft Chriftian 
King, as before ftipulated; and that after that, either one 
or the other party comes to be attacked again by the Moft 
Chriftian King, in that cafe the treaty of alliance and 
guarantee, concluded at Weftminfter on the 3d of March, 
167^, between England and the faid lords the States, and 
which is alfo approved and confirmed by this prefent treaty, 
fliall then fubfift in the full extent of it, and be executed 
in all its points and articles, as if the fame or the like treaty 
had been, made anew, or fmce the conclufion of the peace 
with the Moft Chriftian King, but with this variation only^ 
that if the war happens according to the cafe mentioned in 
the article of this treaty, neit)ier of the faid allies fhall agree 
to any cefTation of arms with the faid Moft Chriftian King, 
or any other affailant; but conjointly, and by common 
confent, all kings, princes, and ftates, who have a mind to 
it, fhall be comprehended in this treaty, before the ex- 
change of the ratification, or fix months after, with the 
common confent of the faid King and States. 

The prefent treaty fhall be approved and ratified by the 
faid King and the faid States General, and the radfication 
Ihall be exchanged on both fides, in due and proper form, 
within the term of fix weeks, or fooner, if it can be done : 
in witnefs whereof, we the amb^adors, &c. by virtue of 
our refpeftive powers, have figned thefe prefents, and put 
ta our feals, at Whitehall^ in Auguft, 1 689,

Artitlts of peace lettvetn the mojl fcrens and inighty prince 
William III. king o/" Great Britain, and the mojt Jtreix 
and mighty prince Lewis XIV. the mojl chrijiian king, 
concluded in the royal palace at Ryfwitke, the |-° day of 
September, 1697, Reprinted from tlic copy printed by 
command of their excellencies the lords jullices, 

I. 'TpHAT there bean univerfal perpetual peace, and a 
X tme and lincere friendfhip, between the moft fc- 
rene and mighty prince William III. king of Great Bri- 
tain, and the molt ferene and mighty prince Lewis XIV- 
themoft chriftian king, their heirs and (iicceflbrs, and be- 
tween the kingdoms, jlates and fiibjcfls of both; and that 
the famebe fo hncereiy and inviolably obferved and kept. 
that the one fhall promote the inicrell, honour, and ad- 
vantage of the other, and that on both fides a faithful neigh- 
bourhood, and true obfervation of peace and friendfhip, 
may daily flourilh andincreafe. 

II. That all enmities, hoftilities, difcords and wars, be- 
tween the faid king of Great Britain, and the Molt Chri- 
ftian King, and their fubje£is, ceafe and be abolilhed, fo 
that on both fides they forbear and abftain hereafter from 
all plundering, depredation, barm-doing, injuries and in- 
feftation whatfoever, as well by land as by fea, and on 
frefh waters, every where ; and elpecialiy throughout all 
the kingdoms, territories, dominions and places, belonging 
to each other, of what condition foever they be. 

III. That all offences, injuries, damages, which the faid 
king of Great Britain and his ftibjefls, or the faid Motl 
Chriftian King and his fubjcfls,- have fuffercd from each 
other during this war, fhall be forgotten; fo that neither, 
on account of ihem, or for any other caufe or pretence, 
neitlier party, or the fubjetls of either, fhall hereafter do, 
caule, or fuffcr to be done, any hoftility, enmity, molefta- 
tion or hindrance to the other, by himfelf or others, fe- 
cretiy or openly, direfliy or indireftly, by colour of right, 
or way of fafl. 

IV. And flnce the Mofl Chriftian King was never more 
defirousofany thing, than that the peace be firm and invi- 
cdable, the faid king promifes and agrees for himfelf and 
his fucceflbrs, that he will on no account whatfoever di- 
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fiurb the faid king of Great Britain, in the freepo/Teflion 
of the kingdoms, countries, lands or dominions, which 
he now cnjuys, and therefore engages his honour, upon 
the faith and word of a king, that he will not give or afford 
any afliAance, diretlly or indirectly, to any enemy or ene- 
mies of the faid king of Great Britain ; and that he will in 
no manner whatfoevcr, favour the confpiracies or plots 
which any rebels, or ill difpofed perfons, may in any place 
excite or contrive againft the faid king ; and for that end 
promifes and engages, that he will not aflift with arms, 
fliips, ammunition, provifions, or money, or in any other 
way, by fca or land, any perfbn or perfons, who fhail here- 
after, under any pretence whatfoevcr, difturb or moleft the 
faid kingof Great Britain, in the free and full poireffion of 
his kingdoms, conntries, lands and dominions. The king 
of Great Britain likewife, promifes and engages forhimfcif 
and fucceflbrS) kings of Great Britain, that he will inviolably 
do and perform the fame towards the faid Moft Chriftian 
King, his kingdoms, countries, lands and dominions. 

V. That there be a free ufc of navigation and commerce 
between tlic fubjc£ls of both the faid kings, as was former- 
ly in the time of peace, and before the decfaration of the 
late war, fo that every one of them may freely come into 
thekingdoms, marts, ports and rivers of either of the faid 
kings, with their merchandizes, and may there continue 
and trade without any moleftation, and Jhall ufe and en- 
joy all liberties, immunities and privilegc;s granted by fo- 
lemn treaties, and ancient cuftom. 

VI. That the ordinary adminillraiion of jufticc fiiall be 
Tcltored and fet open, throughout the kingdoms and domi- 
nions of boih kings, fo that it lliall be free for all the fub- 
jefts of either, to claim and obtain their rights, pretenfions 
and a£tions, according to the laws, conftitutions and fta- 
tutes, of each kingdom. 

VII. The Moft Chriftian King Ihall reftore to the faid 
king of Great Britain, all countries, iflanda, forts and co- 
lonics, wherefoever fituaied, which the Engliih did poffefa 
before the declaration of this prefent war. And in like 
manner the king of Great Britain Ihall reftore to the Moft 
Chriftian King, all countiies, iflands, forts and colonies, 
wherefoever fiiuated, which the French did poffefs before. 

the 
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the faid declaration of war. And this reftitudon Qxdll be. 
made on both fides, within the fpace of fix mondis, or 
fooner, if it can be done. And to that end, immediately 
after the. ratification of this treaty, each of the faid kings 
fhall deliver, or caufe to be delivered to the other, or to 
commiffioners authorized in his name for that purpofe, all 
aQs of conceffion, inftruments, and neceffary orders, duly 
made, and in proper form; fothat they may have their 
efFea. 

VIII. Commiffioners ihall be appointed on bodi fides, 
to examine and determine the rights and pretenfions which 
either of the faid kings hath to the places fituated in Hud- 
fon's-bay ; but the pofTeffion of thofe places which were ta- 
ken by the French, during the peace that preceded this 
prefent war, and were retaken by the Englifh during this 
war, Ihall be left to the French, by virtue of the foregoing 
article. The capitulation made by the Englifh on the fifth 
of September, 1696, fhall be obferved, according to its 
form and tenor ; the merchandizes therein mentioned fhall 
be reflored ; the governor of the fort taken there fhall be 
fet at Uberty, if it be not already done ; the differcBces a- 
rifen concerning the execution of the faid capitulation, and 
the value of the goods there loft, fhall be adjudged and de- 
termined by the faid commiffioners ; who, immediately af- 
ter the ratification of the prefent treaty, fhall be inverted 
with fufficient authority for fetding the limits and confines 
of the lands to be reftored on either fide, by virtue of the 
foregoing article, and likewife for exchanging of lands, as 
may conduce to the mutual intcreft and advantage of both 
kings. 

And to this end the commiffioners, fo appointed, Ihall, 
within the fpace of three months from the time of the rati- 
fication of the prefent treaty, meet in the city of London, 
and within fix months, to be reckoned from their firft meet- 
ing, fhall determine ^l differences and difputes which may 
arife concerning this matter ; after which, the articles the 
faid commiffioners fhall agree to, fhall be ratified by both 
kings, andfhall have the fame force and vigour, as if they 
were inferted word for word in the prefent treaty. 

IX. All letters, as well of reprifal as of marque and 
counter-marque, which hitherto have for any caufe been 
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granted on either fide, fiiall be, and femain null and void ; 
nor. fhall any the like letters be hereafter granted, by either 
of the faid kings, againft the fubjeSs of the other, unlefi it 
be firft made manifeft, that right hath been denied; and it 
Ihall not be taken for a denial of right, unlefs the petition 
of the perfon, who defires letters of reprifal to be granted 
to him, be firft fhewn to the minifter, refiding there on the 
part of the king, againft whofe fubjefls thofe letters are de- 
fired; that within the fpace of four months, or fooner, he 
may inquire into the contrary, or procure that fatisfa£tion 
be made with all fpeed from the party offending, to the 
complainant. But if the king, againft whofe fubjefts re- 
prifals are demanded, have no minifter refiding there, let- 
ters of reprifal fhall not be granted, till after the fpace of 
four months, to be reckoned from the day on which his 
petition was made and prefented to the king, againft whofe 
fubjefts reprifals are defired, or to his privy council. 

X. For cutting off all matter of difpute and contention, 
which may arife concerning the reftitution of fhips, mer- 
chandizes, and other moveable goods, which either party 
may complain to be taken and detained from the other, 
in countries, and on coafts far diflant, after the peace is 
concluded, and before it be notified there ; all fhips, mer- 
chandizes, and other moveable goods, which fhall be taken 
by either fide, after the figning and publication of the pre- 
fent treaty, within the fpace of twelve days in the Britifh 
and North feas, as far as the cape St. Vincent ; within the 
fpace often weeks beyond the faid cape, and on this fide of 
the equino6tial line or equator, as well in the ocean and 
Mediterranean fea, as elfewhere ; laftly, within the fpace 
of fix months beyond the faid line throughout the whole 
world, fl)all belong and remain unto the pofTefTors, without 
any exception, or further diftinftion of time or place, or 
any confideration to be had of reftitution orcompenfation. 

XI. But if it happens through inadvertency or impru- 
dence, or any other caufe whatever, that any fubjeO: of 
either of the faid two kings, fhall do or commit any thing 
by land or fea, or on frefh water, any where, contrary to 
the prefent treaty, or that any particular article thereof is 
not fulfilled ; this peace and good correfpondence between 
the faid two kings, fhall not, on that account, be inter- 
rupted 
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rupled or Infringed, but (haJl remain in its former farce, 
ftrcngth and vigour, and the faid fubjefl only fliall anfwer 
for his own fatt, and undergo the punilhmentto be inflift- 
ed, according to the cuiiomand law of nations. 

XII, But if (which God forbid) the differences now 
compofed between the faid kings, Hiould at any time be re- 
newed, and break out into open war, the fhips, merchan- 
dizes, and all kind of moveable goods of either party, 
which (hall be found to be and remain in the ports and do- 
minions of the adverfe party, (hall not be confifcated or 
brought under any inconveniency, but the whole fpace of 
fix months fliall be allowed to the fubjeftsof bolhofthelaid 
kings, that they may carry away and tranfport the aforefaid 
goods, and any thing elfe that is theirs, whither they fhall 
think fit, without any moleftation. 

XIII. For what concerns the principality of Orange, 
and other lands and dominions belonging to the faid king 
of Great Britain, the feparate article of the treaty of Ni- 
meguen, concluded between the Mod Chriftian King and 
the States General of the United Provinces, the loth day 
of Auguft, 167S, fhall, according to its form and tenor, 
have full effeft, and all things that have been innovated 
and altered, fhall be reftored as they were before. AH 
decrees, edifts, and other a£ts, of what kind foever they 
jbe, without exception, which are in any manner contrary 
to the faid treaty, or were made after the conclufion there- 
of, fhall be held to be null and void, without any revival 
or confeqiicnce for the future : and all things fhall be re- 
ftored to the faid king, in the fame flate, and in the fame 
manner, as he held and enjoyed iliem before he was dif- 
pofTeffed thereof in the time of the war, which was ended 
by the faid treaty of Nimeguen, or which he ought to have 
held and enjoyed according to the faid treaty. And that 
an end may be put to all trouble, differences, procefTcs 
andqueflions, which may arife concerning the fame, both 
the faid kings will name commiffioncrs, who, with full and 
fummary power, may compofe and fettle all thefe matters. 
And forafmuch as by the authority of the Moft Chriftian 
King, the King of Great Britain was hindered from enjoy- 
ing the revenues, rights and profits, as well of his principa- 
lity of Orange, as of other his dcminionj, which after the 
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conclufion of the treaty of Nimcgiien, until the declara- 
tion of the prefent war, were under the power of the faid 
Moft Chriflian King, the faid Moft Chriftian King will 
rcftore, and caufe to be reftored in reality, with efFeft, 
and with the intcreft due, all thofe revenues, rights and 
profits, according to the declarations and verifications that 
Jhall be made before the faid coramiflioners. 

XIV. The treaty of peace concluded between the Moft 
Chriftian King, and the late ElcQor of Brandenburg, at 
JSt. Gennains in Laye, the 2gth of June, 1679, ^^" be re- 
ftored in all its articles, and remain in its former vigour be- 
tween his facred Moft Chriftian Majefty, and his eleftpral 
highnefs of Brandenburg. 

XV. Whereas it will gready conduce to the public tran- 
quility that the treaty be obferved, which was concluded 
between his facred Moft Chriftian Majefty, and his royal 
highnefs of Savoy, on the 9th of Auguft, 1696, it is agreed, 
that the faid treaty fliall be confirmed by this article. 

XVI. Under this prefent treaty of peace, (hall be com- 
prehended thofe who ftiall be named by either party, with 
common confent, before the exchange of ratifications, or 
within fix months after. But, in the mean time, the moft 
ferene and mighty prince William, king of Great Britain, 
and the moft ferene and mighty prince Lewis, the moft 
chriftian king, gratefully acknowledging the fincere offices, 
and indefatigable endeavours, which have been employed 
by the moft ferene and mighty prince Charles, king of Swe- 
den, by the interpofition of his mediation, in bringing this 
happy work of the peace, with the divine afliftance, to the 
defired conclufion; and to fticw the like affection to him, 
it is by confent of all parties ftipulated and agreed, that his 
faid facred royal majefty of Sweden, fhall, with all his king- 
doms, countries, provinces and rights, be included in this 
treaty, and comprehended in the beft manner, in the pre- 
fent pacification. 

XVII. Laftly, the folemn ratifications of this prefent a- 
greementand alliance, made in due form, ftiall be delivered 
on both fides, and mutually and duly exchanged at the 
royal palace ofRyfwicke, in the province of Holland, with- 
in the fpace of three weeks, to be reckoned from the day 
of the fubfcription, or fooncr, if it may be.

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In teftimony of all and every llie tilings before men- 
tioned, and for theirgreater force, and to give them all the ■ 
vigour and full authority they ought to have, the under- 
written ambalfadors extraordinar)' and pienipotcntiaries, 
together with the illuftrious and inofl: excellent the extraor- 
dinary ambalfador mediator, have ligned and fcaled the 
prefent inftnimcnt of peace. Done, &c. 

Signed hy the EngliOi and French amhajfadors, and hy 
the mediator. 

Separate Article. 

BEfides all that is concluded and ftipulated by the treaty 
of peace figried this prefent day, the 2otb of Septem- 
ber, it is moreover agreed, by the prefent feparate article, 
which Ihall have the fame force and effefl, as if it was in- 
fened word for word in the faid treaty ; That the Mofl Chri- 
ftian King fhall covenant and agree, and by the prefent ar- 
ticle he does covenant and agree, that it Ihall be free for 
the Emperor and the Empire, until the ift day of No- 
Venlber next, to accept the conditions of peace lately pro- 
pofed by the Moll Chrifttan King, according to the decla- 
ration made on the ifl: day of this prcfcnt month, unlefs, in 
the mean time, it (hall be otherwife agreed between his Im- 
perial Majcfty and the Empire, and Ilia Moft Chriftian 
Majefty. And in cafe his Imperial Majefly does not, with- 
in the time prefixed, accept thofe conditions, or that ii be 
not oiherwife agreed between bis Imperial Majefty and 
the Empire, and his Moft Chriftian Majefty, the faid treaty 
fliall have its full effcCi:, and be duly put in execution ac- 
cording to its form and tenor ; and it ftiall not be lawful for 
the king of Great Britain, direftly or indirectly, on any 
account or caufe whatfoever, to acl contrary to the faid 
treaty.

I. ^'i ''HE peace re-cftahliflied by the treaty of Ryfwick' 
X beiween the uiofl: fcrene and moft mighty print 
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Lewis XIV. tlie mod chriflian king of France and Navarre, 
tiie moll ferene and moft mighty prince William III. king 
of Great Britain, and the States General of the United 
Provinces of the Netherlands, their heirs and fucccflbrs, 
their kingdoms, dates and fubjeCls, (hall be firm and lad- 
ing; and their majefties, and the faid States General, Jhall 
reciprocally do every thing that may contribute to the be- 
nefit and advantage one of the other. 

II. As the chief aim which his faid Moft Chriflian Ma- 
jcfty, and his faid majefty of Great Britain, and the faid 
States General, do propofe to themfelves, is the maintain- 
ing the general tranquility of Europe ; they have not been 
able to lee. without grief, how the king of Spain's (late of 
health is of late become fo languifhing, that there is all the 
reafbn in the world to fear, that that prince cannot have 
long to live. Now, although they are not able to turn 
their thoughts towards that event without aftliftion, bccaufe 
of the true and fincere friendfhip they have for him; yet 
they have judged it to be much the more necellary to look 
forward upon the fame, becaufe his Catholick Majefty ha- 
ving no ifiiie, the fucccfiion coming to fall, would infallibly 
occalion anew war, if the Moft Chriftian King Ihould main- 
tain his pretenfions, or thole of the Dauphin, to the whole 
fuccelTion of Spain ; if the Emperor fhould likewife fup- 
port his pretenfions, thofe of the king of the Romans, the 
archduke, his fecond fon, or the other children: and the 
clettor of Bavaria diole of the prince cleftoral, his cldcft 
fon, to the faid rucccnioii. 

III. And whereas the two kings, and die States General, 
defire, above alt things, the prelervaiion of die public quiet, 
and the avoidnig a new war in Europe, by atcoinmodaiing 
the difputcs and differences that might arife on account of 
the faid fucceflion, or by realbn of the umbrage from too 
many dominions being united under one prince ; they have 
thought good to take beforehand, the ncceflary meafurcs 
for preventing the caiamities which the faid accident of 
(he dcaih of the Catholick King, without iffue, might 
produce. 

IV' Therefore it hath been ftipulated and agreed, that 
the faid cafe happening, the Moft Chriftian King, as well 
in his own name as that of the Dauphin, his children, male

and female, heirs and fucceffors, bom and to be boPn, as

the name of Sanflo Stephano, Porto Hercolc, Orbitello, 
Telamone, Portolongo, Piombino. in the fame manner 
likewife as the Spaniards do now hold them ; the town and 
marquifate of Final, in the fame manner likewife as the 
Spaniards hold them; the province of Guipufcoa, parti- 
cularly the towns of Fontarabia and St. Sebaftian, fituated 
in that province, and efpecially the port of Paffage, with 
this reftriSion only, that if there be any places depending 
on the faid province, which (hall be found to lie beyond 
the Pyrenees, or the other mountains of Navarre, Alava. 
or Bifcay, on the fide of Spain, they fliall remain to Spain ; 
and in like manner, if there be any places depending on 
the provinces fubjefl to Spain, but lying on this fide the

phin, and to that which is to be affigned to the, archduke 
Charles, by the following articles. And they fhall caufe 
folemn a£ts of the whole matter to be difpatched in the 
ftrongeft and beft form that can be ; to wit, the ele£tor 
of Bavaria, in the quality abovefaid, at the time of the 
deceafe of his Catholick Majefty without iffue, and the faid 
cleftoral prince, as foon as he fhall come to age.

I. nr^HE treaty of alliance concluded on the -j^^ of May^ 

A 1698, fhall remain in force, and be confirmed by 

yirtue of thefe prefents, in the fame manner as if it was 

inferred herein verbatim, ' 

II. In like manner, all the alliances concluded, as well 
between the kings aforefaid. as between either of them and 
the faid lords the States General of the United Nether- 
lands, fhall remain entire and in force, every one accord- 
mg to the term fixed for its duration. 

,11 1. And thefe alliances fhall take place, not only in 
the cafes therein concluded and determined, bult alfo par- 
ticularly, if it fliould happen that one. or more of the con^- 
federates, and contrafling parties, be invaded by reafon 
of this alliance, under any colour or pretence whatlbevdi'. 

IV. And therefore the contrafting powers abovemen- 
tioned, do bind themfelves to the reciprocal guaranty of 
their kingdoms, ftates, provinces, jurifdiftions, and terri* 
tories in Europe ; and promife to defend one another fn 
the beft manner, againft all attacks, infults, and oppreli 
ipons of the enemy whatfoever; fo that, as (bon as any one 
of the confederates is molefted, the othef two fliall hafteni 
to. his defence, according to the condidons of the treaty 
already entered into wath him, and to the ftipulations of

VI. The treaties of Ofnabrug and Munfter, Anno 
1648 ; the treaties of Nimeguen, Anno 1678, and 1679; 
as altb the treaty of peace between the Emperor and Em- 
ptre, and the kingdom of France, concluded at Ryf- 
wicke, the 2och day of 03ober, Anno 1697, as far as 
die fame does not di£Fer from the treaties of peace at Of- 
irabnig, Mimfter and Nimeguen. 

VII. As alfo the treaties of peace concluded at Ryf- 
vicke, the 20th of September, 1697, between the king of 
Great Britain, the king of France, and the lords the 
States General of the United Netherlands. 

VIIL And that the faid engagement or guaranty may 
have its full efficacy and efFeft, the aforefaid contrafting 
parties fhall ufe all their endeavours, that the covenants 
mentioned in the former article^ may remain entire and 
inviolable; and if they happen to be infringed or violated 
in any manner whatfoever, they ftiall endeavour, by ami- 
table ways and means, feparately and jointly, to obtain re- 
paration of the violation and infringement of the faid trea- 
ties of peace. But if thefe endeavours and offices prove 
fruitleis, or if a war fhould be excited before the parties 
can be reconciled, each of the confederates fliall furnifli 
6000 foldiers for performing the faid engagement pr gua- 
ranty, and for obtaining reparation of the violation and 
infringement of the faid treaties of peace, as foon as they 
fcall be required by any one of the confederates, or as 
Ibon as it ihall be thought necefiary, till the violations and 
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inB-ingements committed arc repaired, and the peace is 
reftored. 

IX. Provided neverthelefs, that the faid 6000 foMie^ 
Ihall QOt be required as fuccour by any of the confcderaies 
any more than oncci fo that if they be fent to one of the 
aihes by virtue of this common league, no more are to fic 
lent ; but the confederates fhall agree among ihcmfelves, 
about the place where they are moft neceflary. 

X. That if any of the confederates, upon an exigency, 
fhall furnifh another with the fuccours Ilipulated by private 
convendons, either in whole or in part, then he Ihall tvn 
be obliged to give fuccours to the faid confederate, by vir- 
tue of this common league ; unlefs the furplus which re- 
mains over and above the number of fuccours ftipulaied 
by the common league, exceeds Uk number determined 
by the private treaty. 

XI. But if it Ihall happen, that thefe fuccours are not 
fufficient to eftablifli peace, or if the aforefaid confederates, 
or any one of them, be involved in a war, in that cafe the 
confederates fliall treat with one another for increafing t)»e 
fuccours, according to the contents of the fourth artidc of 
this treaty.

XIV. The faid auxiliary forces, lent as is already faid,

XV. Thofe confederates who happen to be involved in 
war, (ball fincerely and faithfully communicate to one an- 
other, every thing that is done, and undertake no nego- 
tiation, nor make any truce or peace, without mutual 
confent. 

XVI. They (hall likewife confer about all matters with 
that confederate who happens not to be engaged in war, 
and (hall alfo comprehend him in the future treaty of 
peace ; and, in the mean time, they (hall confer with him, 
in what manner the fuccours fent may be made moft ef- 
feftual. 

XVII.* It (hall be lawful for other kings, princes, and 
dates, to accede to the prefent treaty, as far as their ac- 
ceflRon may, by the joint opinion of the confederates, be 
thought conducive to promote, and aflfert the public tran- 
quility. 

XVIII. This league (hall continue 18 years, and the ra- 
ti Gcations (hall be exchanged at the Hague in t\vo or three 
months, or fooner, if poflBble.

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Separate and Secret Articles. 

FOrafmuch as there is a defenfive league concluded this 
day, between his I'acred royal majeily of Sweden, his 
facred royal majeily of Great Britain, and the high and 
mighty lords the States General of the United Netherlands, 
and it has been thoughti for the common intereft, to add 
certain articles to it, which iliall be of the fame vahdity, as 
if they were exprelTed in the treaty itfelf. It is tlierefore 
agreed as follows :

duke Charles, as likewife the elefloral prince o( Bavaria, 
asfoon as they fhall come of age. 

IX. But if the Emperor, the king of the Romans, or 
the eleflor of Bavaria, refufe to enter therein, the two 
kings, and the Slates General, (Iiall hinder the prince, fon, 
or brother of him that refufes, from entering into poiref- 
fion of that which fhall be alTigned him, and his portion 
fhall remain as it were in fequeftration in the hands of the 
viceroys, governors, and other regenis, (who govern on 
the part of the king of Spain, who Iliall not JdifTeife them- 
felves thereof, but with the confent of the two kings and 
the States Genera!, till fuch time as he (hall have agreed 
to the faid partition, and this treaty ; and in cafe tiiat, not- 
withftanding, he fhould endeavour to take poffeflion of his 
portion, or of that which (hall be affigned to others, the 
faid two kings, and the States General, as likewife thofc 
that fliall be contented with their fharc by virtue of this a- 
greement, fliall hinder him with all their might. 

X. The king of Spain coming to die without itTue, and 
the abovefaid cafe by that means happening, the two kings, 
and the States General, do oblige themfelves to leave the 
whole fucceffion in the condition it fhall then be, without 
feizing thereof in the whole, or in part, direftly or iiidi- 
r-eflly; but each prince fhall and may forthwith, put hlm- 
fclf in poffeffion of what is affigned him for his (hare, as 
foon as he fhall, on his part, have complied with the 5th, 
6th, 7ih, and gth articles preceding: and if there he any 
difficulty therein, the two kings, and the States General, 
fhall ufe all pofhble endeavours, to the end that each one 
may be put into poffeRion of his portion, according to this 
agreement, and that the fame may have its full cfFeft ; en- 
gaging to give, by fea and by land, the fuccours and aids 
of men and Ihips as are necelTary to compel, by force, 
jhofe that fhall oppofe the execution thereof. 

XI. If the faid kings, and the States General, or any of 
them, are attacked, by whomfoevcr it may be, on account 
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dates, hnds, and places, vihich at this time depend thcre^ 
upon, except what is above excepted for his part. All 
which they (hall confirm by folemn aQs, in the moft au- 
thentick and beft form as may be ; which fhall be deliver- 
ed at the time of the exchange of the ratification of this 
prefent treaty, to the king of Great Britain and the States 
General. 

V. All the towns, places and ports, fituate in the king- 
doms and provinces which are to compofe the (hare of 
Monfeigneur the Dauphin, fhall be preferved without be- 
ing demoliflied. 

VL The faid crown of Spain, and the other kingdoms, 
iflands, dates, lands and places, which the Catholick King 
at this time poflefles, as well within as without Europe, (hall 
be given to the moft ferene archduke Charles, fecond fon 
to the Emperor, except what has been given in the fourth 
article for the Ihare of the Dauphin, and of the dutchy of 
Milan, according to the faid fourth article, in full propri- 
ety and poffeffion, as his part, excluding all his other pre- 
tenfions to the faid fucceffion of Spain ; to enjoy the fame 
for himfelf and fucceflbrs, born or to be born, for ever, 
without being ever molefted, under any pretext whatfo- 
ever, of rights or pretenfions, direftly or indireftly, by 
ceffion, appeal, revolt, or otherwife, on the part of the 
Moft Chriftian King, or Monfeigneur the Dauphin, or his 
children male, or, &c. For which faid crown of Spain, 
and other kingdoms, iflands, and places thereupon de-^ 
.pending, the Emperor, as well in his own name as in that 
of the king of the Romans, and the archduke Charles his 
fecond fon, the archdutchefles his daughters, his children 
male, or, &c. as alfo the king of the Romans for himfelf, 
and 'the moft ferene archduke Charles, as (bon as he ftiall 
be of age, for himfelf, their children, &c. ftiall be fatisfied 
that the moft ferene archduke Charles,* fliall have in lieu 
of all their pretenfions upon the crown of Spain, the faid 
ceflion abovefaid. And the faid Emperor, as well in his 
own name as in that of the king of the Romans, the moft 
ferene archduke Charles his fecond fon, the archdutchef- 
fes his daughters, his children male, or, &c. or their iflue ; 
as alfo the faid king of the Romans, in his own name fliall 
rcnouncie, when they fliall enter into, and ratify this pre- 
fent 
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rent treaty ; and the raoft ferene archduke Charles, as foon 
as he fhall be of age, all otherrights and pretenfions to the 
raid kingdoms, iflands, dales, lands and places, which com- 
pofe the fharc or portion affigned to Monfeigneuf the 
Dauphin, and of him who fhall have the dutchy of Milan 
by exchange of what fhall be given to Monfeigneur the 
Dauphin: of all which they fliall caufc the molt folemn 
and authentick afl;s to be made that may be ; that is to fay, 
the Emperor and the king of the Romans, when they fhall 
ratify this prcfent treaty, and the mod ferene archduke as 
foon as he (hall come of age; which fball be delivered to 
his Britannick Majefty, andthe faid States General. 

VII. Immediately after the exchange and ratification 
of this prefent treaty, .it fiiall be communicated to the Em- 
peror, who fhall be invited to enter thereinto. But if after 
three months time, front the day of the faid communica- 
tion and the faid invitadon, or the day that his Catholick 
Majefly (hall die, (if it happen before the expiration of the 
faid thrift months) his Imperial Majefty, and the king of 
the Romans, fhould refule to enter thereinto, and to agree 
to the (hare afligned to the moft ferene archduke Charles, 
the two kings, or their fucceffors, and the States General, 
Ihall agree upon a prince to whom that part fhall be given : 
and in cafe, notwithftanding the prcfent convention, the 
moft ferene Archduke (haJI take poireftioii, either of 
the part which might fall to him, before he has accepted 
the prefent treaty, or of that part which might be afligned 
to Monfeigneur the Dauphin, or to him who Ihall have the 
dutchy of Milan in exchange, as abovefaid; the faid two 
kings, and the States General, by virtue of this conven- 
tion, (hall hinder him with all their forces. 

VIII. The moft ferene Archduke fhall not pafs into 
Spain, nor into the dutchy of Milan, during the life of 
his Catholick Majefty, but with common confent, and not 
otherwife. 

IX. If the moft ferene Archduke ftiould die without 
children, either before or after the death of the Cadiolick 
King, the (hare which is hereby alTigned to him by the ar- 
ticles of this treaty, fhall come to fuch male child of 
the Emperor, or, &c. except the king of the Romans, or 
fi4ch children, males, or, &c. of the king of the Romans, 
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which his Imperial Majefty fhall think fit to afSgn it to. 
And in cafe his faid Imperial Majefty fhould die without 
having made the abovefaid aflignment, it may be done by 
the king of the Romans ; but on condition that the laid 
part fhall never be united, nor belong to the perfon of him 
who fhall be Emperor, or king of the Romans, or is be- 
come one or the other, be' it by fucceffion, will, contraft 
of marriage, donation, exchange, cefBon, appeal, revolt, 
or otherways. And in like manner the faid fhare of the 
ferene Archduke, fhall never come^ or belong to, the per- 
fon of a prince that fhall be king or Dauphin of France, or 
that is become one or the other, be it by fucceffion, wiU, 
contraft of marriage, donation, orotherwife. 

X. The king of Spain dying without children, and the 
abovefaid cafe happening, the two kings and the States Ge- 
neral do oblige thcmfelves to leave the whole fucceffion in 
the fame flate as it fhall then be, without feizing the whole 
or any part, direftly or indireftly ; but each prince imme- 
diately may put himfelf in poffeflion of what is affigned him 
as his fhare, as foon as he has fulfilled, on his part, the 
fourth and fixth preceding articles: and in cafe of difficul- 
ty, the two kings and the States General fhall do their ut- 
moft endeavours, to the end that each one fhall be put in 
poffeffion of his part, according to this agreement ; and 
that it may have its entire effeO:, engage themfelves to give, 
by fea and land, fuch help and affiflance of men and fliips, 
ais fhall be neceflary to conflrain, by force, fuch who fhall 
oppofe the faid execution. 

XI. If the abovefaid kings and States General, or either 
of them, be attacked becaufe of this convention, or of the 
execution that fhall be thereof made, they fhall mutually 
^ffift one another with all their forces, and render them- 
felves guarantees of the abovefaid conventions, and of the 
renunciations made thereupon. 

XII. All kings, princes and flates, that will enter into 
the fame, fhall be admitted into the prcfent treaty : and it 
fhall be lawful to the two kings and States General, and to 
each of them in particular, to require and invite all that 
they fhall think fit to enter into this prefcnt treaty, and to 
be jointly guarantees for the execution thereof, and of thq 
validity of the renunciations herein contained* 

XIII. 
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!TI. And for the further fecuring tlie peace of Eurt^i^ 
the faid kings, princes and ftates, ftiall not only be invited 
to be guarantees of the execution of the prefent treaty, and 
of tlie validity of the renunciations, as above: but if any 
one of the princes, in favour of whom the fhares are 
affigned, do in time to come break the order eftablifiied 
by this treaty, and begin new enicrprizes contrary to the 
fame, and To aggrandize himfelf at the expcnce of one or 
other, under any pretence whatfoever ; the guaranty of 
this treaty ftiall be underftood to extend fo far alfo in this 
cafe, that all the kings, princes and ftates, who promjfe 
the fame, lb all be obliged to employ their forces againft 
fuch enterprizes, for the maintaining all things in the fame 
condition as agreed In by the faid articles, 

XIV. In cafe any prince whatfoever oppofe the taking 
poffeflion of the fhares agreed on, the faid two kings and 
the ftates, ftiall be obliged to affift one anothcragainft fuch 
oppofition, and to hinder it with all their forces; andftiall 
agree, after the figning ibis prefent treaty, on the propor- 
tion that each ftiall contribute, both by fea and land. 

XV. The prefent treaty, and all a£ls made, or that 
have dependance thereupon, and efpecially the folemn ails 
thathis moft Chriftian Majefty, and Monfeigneurthe Dau- 
phin, are obliged lo give, by virtue of the fourth article a- 
forefaid, fliall be rcgiftered in the parliament of Paris, ac- 
cording to the form and tenour, andufual ciiftom, to have 
place amongft the conditions therein contained, as foon as 
the Emperor has entered into the prefent treaty, or at the 
end of three months that are allowed bim for that purpofe, 
in cafe he does not enter into it fooner. And tikcwife his 
Imperial Majefty, when he enters into the fame, ftiall be 
obliged to get it approved and rcgiftered, with all the a6ls 
made in confequeuce thereof, or which have relation there- 
unto; efpecially the folemn a£ts which bis Imperial Ma- 
jefty, the king of the Romans, and the moft ferene Arch- 
duke, ftiall be obliged to give, by virtue of the fixth article 
abovefaid, in the council of ftate or oiberwife, according 
to the moft authentick form of the country. 

XVI. The ratifications of the two kings, and the States 
General, fliaU be all three exchanged at London at the 
fame time, withifi the fpacc of three weeks, recktHiing from 
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therdajr that the States General (hall have figned, or fooner, 
if pomble. Done and figned at London, 3 March, N. S. 
1700, and 21 Febr. V. S. 1699, by us plenipotentiaries of 
France and England; and at the Hague, the 25th of the 
laid month of March, 1700, by us plenipotentiaries of 
France, and of the States General ; the two kings and the 
laid States having agreed, that the figning of this prefent 
treaty fhould be performed in this manner. In witneft 
whereof we have figned the faid prefent treaty with our 
hands^ and caufed the feals of our arms to be affixed.

The fecond grand alliance, or the treaty concluded between 
- " the Emperor, the King of Great Britain, and the States 
General, September 7. 1701. 

WHereas Charles the Second, king of Spain, of moflr 
glorious memory, being not long fince dead with- 
out iffue, his facred Imperial Majefty has claimed the fuc- 
ceffion in the kingdoms and provinces of the deceafed king, 
as lawfully belonging to his auguft family ; but the moft 
Cbriftian King, aiming at the fame fucceflion for his 
grandfon the duke of Anjou, and pretending a right did 
accrue to him by a certain will of the decealed king, has 
ufurped the poffeflion of the entire inheritance, or Spanilh 
monarchy, for the aforefaid duke of Anjou, and invaded 
by his arms the provinces of the Spanifli Low Countries, 
and the Dutchy of Milan ; has a fleet ready fitted in the 
port of Cadiz, has fent feveral fliips of war to the Spanifh 
Weft Indies ; and by this and many other ways the king- 
doms of France and Spain are fo clofely united and ce- 
mented, that they may feem henceforward not to be other- 
wife confidered, than as one and the fame kingdom: fo that 
it fufficiently appears, unlefs timely care be taken, that his 
Imperial Majefty will be deftitute of all hopes of ever re- 
ceiving fatisfaflion in his pretenfion, the facred Roman 
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Empire will lofe its rights in the fiefs belongltig to it in Italy 
and the Spaniih Netherlands; the free iniercourfe of navi- 
gation and commerce which the Enghfh and Dutch have in 
the Mediterranean, tiie Indies, and other places, will be 
utterly dellroyed ; and the United Provinces will be' de- 
prived of the fecuriiy, which they enjoyed by the provin- 
ces of the Spaniih Netherlands lying between them and 
the French, which is commonly called a barrier. Laftly, 
that the French and Spaniards, being thus united, wlU 
within a fhort time become fo formidable to all, that they 
may eafily alTume to themfelves the dominion over all Eu- 
rope. And therefore, by this way of proceeding of the nioft 
Chrillian King, his Imperial Majefty was brought under a 
ncceHity of fending an army, for the prefervadon as well 
of his own private interelts, as the fiefs of the Empire; the 
kingof Great Britain has thought it requifite to fend his for- 
ces to the affidance of the Stales General, whofe affairs are 
in the fame condition as if they were actually invaded ; and 
the faid Slates, whofe frontiers lie in a manner expofed on 
all fides, by the breaking and taking away of that fence, 
commonly called a barrier, which fkrecned them from the 
neighbourhood of the French, are forced to do all thofe 
things for the fafety and defence of their commonwealth, 
which they fiiould and could do if they were in a war : and 
whereas fo dubious a pofture of their aHairs ii> more dan- 
gerous than a war itfelf, and that France and Spain take ad- 
vantage of this flate of their affairs, to make a ftrongcrand 
firmer union between themfelves, for opprelfingthe liber- 
ty of Europe, and taking away the freedom of commerce. 
Thefe reafons inducing his Sacred Imperial Majefiy, his 
Sacred Royal Majefty of Great Britain, and the High and 
Mighty Lords the States General of the United Provinces, 
to obviate fo great evils as might arife from thence; and 
dcfiring, as much as lies in their power, to apply remedies 
thereto, have thought a ftrift conjunflion and alliance be- 
tween themfelves, neceffary for repelling the greatnefi of 
the common danger; and to this end have agreed to the 
following articles of alliance. 

I, There (hall be and continue, between his Sacred Im- 
perial Majefty, his Sacred Royal Majefty of Great Bri- 
tain, and the Lords the States General of the United Pro- 
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irintes, ^ coiiftant, perpetual, and itiviolable friendihifi 
and correlpondence : and either party fhall be obliged to 
promote the advantages of the other, and prevent all in- 
conveniencies and damages that might happen to them, a^ 
£ir as lies in their power. 

II. His Sacred Imperial Majefty, his Sacred Royal Ma* 
jefty of Great Britain, and the States General, defiring no- 
thing more eameftly than the peace and general quiet of all 
turope, have judged that nothing can be more efFeflual 
for the eftablifhment thereof, than the procuring an equi- 
table and reafonable fatisfaSion to his Imperial Majefty, for 
his pretenfion to the Spanifli fucceflion ; and that the king 
tf Great Britain, and the States General, may obtain a 
]>articiilar and fufficient fecurity for their kingdoms, pro- 
vinces and dominions, and for the navigation and com-* 
merce of their fubjefts. 

III. The confederates therefore fliall, in the firft place, 
nfc their utmoft endeavours to obtain by amicable means, 
and a folid and firm agreement, an equitaole and reajbnable 
fiklisfa8:ion for his Imperial Majefty, on account of the 
afbrefaid fucceffion, and the fecurity beforementioned to 
Ws Royal Majefty of Great Britain, and the Lords the 
States General of the United Provinces; and the confede- 
rates fhall, to that purpofe, employ two months time with 
all earneftnefs, and without intermiffion, to be reckoned 
from the day that the inftruments of ratification Ihall be 
exchanged. 

IV. But if, contrary to their expeSations and wilhes, 
matters cannot be tranfafted in the manner aforefaid, within 
the time limited, the confederates do engage and promife 
tb one another, that they will aflift each other with all their 
forces, according to a fpecification to be agreed upon in a 
peculiar convention to that purpofe, that fo they may attain 
the fatisfadion and fecurity before mentioned. 

V. The confederates, in order to the procuring the fa- 
tisfaftion and fecurity aforefaid, (hall, amongft other things, 
ufe their utmoft endeavours to recover the provinces of 
the Spanifti Low Countries, that they may be a fence and 
rampart, commonly called a barrier, feparating anddif- 
tancing France from the United Provinces, for the fecurity 
of the States Gene^*al, as they have f?rve4 in, all times un-

til of late, that the Moft Chriftian King has feized them by 
his forces ; as Ukcwife the dutchy of Milan, with its depen« 
dencies, as a fief of the Empire, and contributing to the 
fecurity of his Imperial Majelly's hereditary countries; 
befidcs the kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, and the lands 
and iflands upon the coaftsof Tufcany, in the Mediterra- 
nean, liiat belong lo the Spanifti dominions, and may ferve 
to tbe lame purpofe ; and will alfo be of advantage to the 
navigation and commerce of the fubjefls of the king of 
Great Britain, and of the United Provinces. 

VI. It (hall be lawful for his Royal Majefty of Great 
Britain, and the Lords the States General, by common 
advice, and for the benefit and enlargement of the naviga- 
tion and commerce of their fubjefts, to feizc by their for- 
ces what lands and cities they can, belonging to the Spanifli 
dominions in the Indies ; and whatloever they fliall fo take, 
ihali be their own. 

VII. In cafe the confederates, neceflity requiring it, ftiall 
be forced to enter into a war, for obtaining the fatisfa£lion 
aforcfaid for his Imperial Majefiy, and the fecurity of hit 
Majefty of Great Britain and the States General, they 
ftall Tailbfully communicate their defigns to one another, 
as well in relation to the affions of the war, as all other 
things, where the common caufe is concerned. 

Vm. lifhallnoi be permitted to either party, when 
the war is once begun, to treat of peace with the enemy, 
unlefs joindy, and with the common advices of the other 
parties; and no peace fliall be made, unlef* an equitable 
and reafonable faiisfaftion for his Imperial Majefty, and 
the particular fecurity of the kingdoms, provinces, domi- 
nions, navigalionsandcommerce, for his Majefty of Great 
Britain, and the States General, be firft obtained; and un- 
lefs care be taken by fitUng fecurity, that the kingdoms of 
France and Spain fliall never come and be united under 
the fame government; nor that one and the fame perfon 
DiaU be king of both kingdoms ; and particularly that the 
French ihall never get into the poftelTion of the Spanifti 
Indies, neither ihaJI they be permitted to fail thither on the 
accountof traffick, diretUy or indireftly, on any pretence 
whatfocver: and laftly, unlefc full liberty be granted unto 
ffae fubjcOs of the king of Great Britain and the States Ge- 
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Beral, to cxcrcife and enjoy all the fame privileges, rightfi 
immunities and franchifes, of commerce by fea and land, 
in Spain, the Mediterranean, and all lands and places 
which the king of Spain laft deceafed did poffefs at the time 
of his death, as well in Europe as elfewhere, which they 
ufed and enjoyed, or which the fubje£ls of both, or cither 
€if them, by any right acquired by treaties, agreements, 
cuftoms, or any other way whatfoever, might have ufed 
and enjoyed before the death of the late king of Spain. 

IX, At the fame time that the faid agreement or peace 
fiiall be made, the confederates fhall agree amongft them- 
felves, about all the things that they fhall think neceflary 
for maintaining the navigation and commerce of the fub- 
jefts of his majefty of Great Britain and the States Gene- 
ral, in the lands and dominions they may acquire, and that 
were poffefled by the late deceafed king of Spaixi, and alfo 
in what manner the States General may be fecured by the 
aforefaid fence or barrier. 

X* And becaufe controverfies may arife on account of 
religion, in the places which the confederates, as it is hoped, 
may acquire by their arms, they fhall agree among them- 
felves, concerm'ng the cxercife of it at the fame time, as ii 
mentioned in the foregoing article. 

XL The confederates fhall be obliged to afCft and fuc- 
cour one another, with all their forces, againft any aggref- 
for, if the Moft Chriftian King, or any one elfe, fhall think 
fit to invade any one of the confederates, on the account 
of this alliance. 

XII. But if an agreement can now be made, concerning 
the fatisfaSion and fecurity fo often mentioned, or if after 
a war entered into by neceffity, peace fhall be again re- 
ftored, there fhall, after fuch an agreement, or peace con- 
cluded, be, and always continue between the contrafting 
parties, a defenfive alliance for the maintenance of the faid 
agreement or peace. 

XIII. All kings, princes and ftates, that pleafetohave 
a concern for the general peace, fhall be admitted into the 
fociety of this alliance; but becaufe it is the peculiar inte- 
reft of the Sacred Roman Empire, that the publick quiet 
ihould be preferved, and the recovery of the fiefs of the 
Empire, being among other things th^ fubjeft now in hand. 
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iSic faid Empire (hall in a fpecial manner be invited into the 
fociety of this alliance. It ftiall moreover be lawful for the 
confederates, jointly, or any of them feparately, to defire 
whomfoever they fhall think fit to be an acceflary tothif 
alliance. 

Xiy. This treaty fliall be ratified by all the confe- 
derates within the, fpace of fix weeks, or fooner, if it may- 
be done.

Treaty of Alliance between the Kings of Great Britain and' 
Denmark, and the States General 0/ the United Pro- 

. vinces of the Netherlands. Concluded ^^Odenfee, the 20th 
0/ Jan. 1701. 

BE it known to all whom it concerns. After the change 
of affairs in Europe, by the death of the late Catho- 
lick King, his majetty the king of Great Britain, and their 
High Mightinefles the States General of the United Pro*- 
vinces of the Netherlands, on the one part, and his ma- 
jefty the king of Denmark on the other, have maturely 
confidered, that for the fecurity of their kingdoms and pro- 
vinces, it would be of great ufe to reftore their ancient 
amity and confidence, in fuch manner that there might be 
a perfect union of interefts and concord, and an entire 
confidence eftablifhed between them, with regard to all af- 
fairs that. might happen in Europe, and that they fiiould 
(enter into ftrift engagements to one another, and that for 
this purpofe they ftiould agree on a defenfive alliance : 
and his majefty the king of Denmark, being informed that 
his majefly the king of Great Britain, and their High 
Mightinefles, had fent orders to their minifters at his court, 
to enter into a conference with the minifters, whom his ma- 
jefty Ihould be pleafed to nominate to treat of fuch defenfive 
alliance, has likewife given order to his minifters, to enter 
into a negotiation upon this head, with Mr. Hugh Gregg, 
refident of his majefty the king of Great Britain, at the 
court of the king of Denmark ; and with the Sieur Robert 
Goes, lord of Bouchhorftburg; their High Mijghtinefles re- 
fident at the court of Denmark ; who, after (Kvers confe- 
rences, 
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veficefl, and the communication and exchange of their full 
powers, have agreed on the following articles. 

I. The defenfive alliances concluded between his majeft)^ 
|be king of Great Britain, and the lords the States General 
of the United Provinces on one part, and his majefty the 
king of Denmark on the other part, on the 3d of Novem* 
her, 1690, and the 3d of December, 1696, ihall remain 
in force, and are confirmed and renewed in all their arti- 
cles and clauies, except what are altered by the prefent 
treaty. 

II. His majefty the king of Great Britain, and their 
High MightinefTes, promife to pay, without any abate- 
ment, default or delay, the fums ftipiilated by the faid aU 
liance of 1696, in good money of Holland, at Amfter- 
dam, one half as foonas the troops mentioned in the loth 
article of this treaty, (hall begin their march towards their 
High Mightinefles frontiers, and the other half fix months 
after* 

III. And as it is of very great importance to traders, 
that the navigation be free and fafe, his majefty the king of 
Denmark promifes his majefty the king of Great Britain, 
and the States General, that for the fecurity of commerce^ 
in cafe a war (hould happen, he will fufFer no privateers, 
or men of war, to come into any ports or harbours in his 
dominions, unlefs fuch men of war ferve as convoys to a 
fleet of merchant ftiips: in which cafe they (hall have fre© 
entrance into his majefty 's j>orts and rivers ; but not when 
they convoy particular fliips or ftragglers. Now, it flialt 
not be deemed a fleet of merchant ftiips, unlefs it confift of 
forty fliips or more ; and that number ftiall be fufticient to 
Renominate it a fleet as it paftes by Jutland, but it is not 
abfolutely neceflary that it be fo numerous, when the men 
of war enter into his majefty *s ports, becaufe when t\\& 
merchant fliips come to that latitude, they either fail to 
the Sound, or dilperfe themfelves to the fevcral ports of 
Norway. 

IV. His majefty tlie king of Denmark, will not oppofe 
the ninth elefifcorate, but promifes to conform himfelf to 
the contents of the third article of the treaty of 1696, and 
to the fcventh fecret article of the faid treaty. 

V. Hi« 
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V. His majeft)' the king of Denmark will make no en- 
gagement, nor enter into any treaty, whereby the peace of 
the Nortli may be dillurbed, or whereby a third party may 
be formed, either in the North, or in Germany ; nor will 
he foment fuch dillurbances, on pretence of being tliereia 
forced by former treaties; but, on the contrary, his ma- 
jefty, according to the 4th article of the abovementioned 
alliance, ftiall do his endeavour to hinder any fuch treaties 
from being made. 

VI. His majerty the king of Denmark, cxprcfsly ftipu- 
lates liberty of commerce for his fubjctts, in cafe a war 
fliould happen ; but being unwilling, however, to permit 
foreigners to commit frauds, by making ufe of DaniJh paff- 
ports, it is agreed, that immediately after the figning of 
this treaty, the convention made in 1690, between his ma- 
jefty the king of Great Britain, and their High Mightineilcs 
on the one part, and his majefty the king of Denmark on 
the other part, relating to commerce in France, (hall be 
examined, in order to change it, as far ai> it is necefParv, 
for better preventing of frauds; and, dll this alteration is 
agreed on by common confent, the faid convention fhall be 
put in force as formerly, and fhall fcrve as a law and rule 
for the faid commerce. 

VII. His majefty the king of Great Britain, and their 
High Mightineffes, promife to pay 300,000 crowns fubfidy 
per annum to his majefty the king of Denmark, alt the time 
that the war continues; and it Ihall be paid in good bank 
money at Hamburgh every three montlis. And in cafe it 
does not come to a war, but that the prefent difference* 
fliould be pacified by an accommodation, and that the 
tioops of his majefty the king of Denmark (hould be aftu- 
ally on the march towards the frontiers of the ftate, his ma- 
jefty the king of Great Britain, and dieir High Mightinef- 
fes, fliail, in fuch cafe, be at all tlie charge of railing thofe 
troops. 

And if an accommodation be made after the ratifica- 
tion of this treaty, but before the aftual march of the faid 
troops towards the frontiers of their High Mightineffes, the 
king of Denmark Ihall content himfelf with one year's fub- 
fidy, and a quarter of the fum flipulated lor the levies. 

VIII. 
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VIII. Hismajefty the king of Great Britain al(b pro- 
mifes in particular, to pay to his majefty the king of Oen« 
mark what remains due to him, by virtue of the conven- 
tion in 1689, as well for the transportation of 7000 men 
to Ireland, as with regard to what ftill remains due to the 
laid troops out of their pay, in cafe it appear by infpefting 
the accounts, that the whole has not been paid ; and the 
fame (hall be caft up in a year after the ratification of this 
treaty, and the payment afterwards be made, without delay, 
in the city of Hamburg. 

IX. And in order to remove every obftruftion out of 
the way, his majefty the king of Denmark is willing to re- 
cede from all demands, which he may have upon their 
High Mightinefles, on condition that their High MightineP- 
fes oblige themfelves to pay thofe fums for his majefty, 
which are demanded of him by the province of Holland, 
and the city of Amfterdam, and to reftore to his (aid 
majfefty, the bonds which his late majefty king Frede- 
rick III. of glorious memory, gave to the laid province 
and city. 

X. His majefty the king of Denmark promifes to fend 
to the afliftance of his majefty the king of Great Britain, 
and their High Mightinefles, as foon as the prefent treaty 
is figned, 3000 horfc, 1000 dragoons, and 8000 foot, of 
the kingdom of Denmark, and the country of Holftein; 
which troops flldU be duly mounted and armed, and fur- 
niflied with their officers and generals. The faid troops 
fliall take an oath of fidelity to his majefty the king of 
Great Britain, and their High Mightinefles, in the fame 
manner as the 7000 men of the Danifti troops did former- 
ly to his majefty the king of Great Britain, when they en- 
tered into his fervice. The difpofal of vacant commiflions, 
and the adminiftration of juftice, fliall be upon the fame 
foot as they were, with regard to the faid 7000 men. His 
majefty the king of Great Britain, and their High Mighti- 
nefles, fliall pay for the raifingof the faid troops, 80 crowns 
for eveiy trooper, 60 for every dragoon, and 30 crowns 
for every foot foldier : one half of this money fliall be paid 
as foon as the faid forces are aftually on their march to- 
wards their High Mightinelfes frontiers, and the other half 
>4ien they are all arrived there. The pay and maintenance 
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df thofe troops, fliall be on the fame foot as that of the 
other troops of their High Mightinpfles, and the money 
Ihall be advanced to the Danifh Commiflaries, for them to 
diftribute it, without any difcount or dediiftion; and the 
pay (hall commence from the day that the faid troops be- 
gin their march towards the frontiers. And if it fhould be 
diought proper to tranfport the troops that are to come 
from Denmark and Holftein, either in whole or in part, by 
fea, towards the countries in the dominion of the States, 
the faid tranlportation fhall be at the expence of his. majef. 
ty the king of Great Britain, and their High Mightineffes; 
and in cafe of neceflity, they (hall be permitted to make 
ufe of the Ihips of his majelly the king of Denmark, or 
thofe of his fubje£Ls, to facilitate and haften the faid tranf- 
portation. His majefty the king of Great Britain, and 
their High Mightineffes, may keep the faid troops in their 
fervice, as long as they think fit ; and when they are for 
fending them home, they fhall let hts tnajefly the king of 
Denmark know it three months beforehand. Mean time, 
if any rupture or war happen, the faid troops fhall, neveF- 
thelefs, continue in the fervice of his majefly the king of 
Great Britain, and their High Mightineffes, as long as the 
war lafts, unlefs his majefty tKe king of Denmark fhould 
be attacked in his own kingdoms and dominions, for hav- 
ing furnifhed the faid troops ; in which cafe his majefty the 
king of Denmark refervesto himfelf the right and power of 
recalling them, as foon as he thinks neceffary. 

XI. In cafe that one or more regiments or companies 
of the faid troops have the misfortune to be ruined, his 
majefty the king of Great Britain, and their High Migh- 
tineffes, promife to pay, without lofs of time, to the colo- 
nels or captains of the regiments or companies ruined, the 
neceffary fums to recruit and replace them on the fame foot 
as before. And at the end of the campaign, the fame fums 
for recruits fhall be paid to the Danifh officers, as are 
paid to the other officers of their High Mightineffes; to 
the end that the faid troops may be always kept up in a 
good condition, to be fent home in due time, in as good 
order as they came. 

Xn. In like manner his majefty the king of Great Bri- 
tain, and their High Mightineffes promife, that if his ma- 
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jefty the king of Denmark be attacked, ot difturbed in ther 
poffeffion of his kingdoms, provinces, territories, foUs^ 
navigation, commerce, or other rights, they will fpeedily 
fend back the (aid troops, and give them a month's pay^ 
to bear their charges home ; which month's pay ihaU be 
advanced likewife, when the faid troops are fent home af- 
ter the conclufion of a peace. And befides, they will fend 
to his majefty the king of Denmark, the fuccours both by 
land and fea, which are ftipulated in the fecret articles of 
the treaty of 1690, which fuccours they will maint«dn, 
during the war, at their own expence ; only the king of 
Denmark Ihall be obliged to furnifh them with bread and 
forage. 

XIII. And for rendering this alHance and union ftilt 
more perfeft, and to leave the parties no manner of doubi 
as to the certainty of the fuccours, which they may expefl:. 
from one another in the manner agreed to as above, it i& 
exprefsly contrafted, that in order to form a judgment 
hereafter, in what cafe this alliance exifts or not, if any 
one of the parties be aftually attacked by force of arms, 
though it has not made ufe of any force yet againft the 
aggreffor, that IhaJl be fufhcient to determine the cafe. 
But this article fhall only be applicable to occafions that 
may happen hereafter. And for the prefent, the fupply 
of 12000 men fliall march towards their High MightinefTes 
frontiers, as foon as the treaty is figned, according 
to the loth article. 

XIV. And to the end that no broil may happen hereaf- 
ter between his majefty the king of Denmark, and their 
High Mightineffes, on the account of commerce, , it is now 
agreed, that the projeft of the treaty of commerce and toll 
of the year 1692, upon which a negotiation was entered 
into, firft at Copenhagen, and afterwards at the Hague, 
Ihall be reaflumed, adjufted, concluded and figned, at the 
fame tinre as this. 

XV. This alliance fhall fubfift for the fpace of ten 
years, computing from the day oPfigning this treaty ; and 
the alliances of 1690 and 1696, which are renewed by this 
treaty, fliall alfo continue ten years. 

XVI. The Emperor fliall be invited to enter into this 
alliance ; and if the king of PruiSa, the houfe of Lunen- 
burg, 
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kifg, ot that <>f Hefle Caflel, defire to be included in it, 
the high allies fliall be at their liberty to corifent to it, when 
they dre agreed atriong one another, on the conditiofis 
upon which the faid powers may be received iftto it. 

XVII. For the fuller explanation of all the claufes of 
this pfrefent treaty, relatiiig to the fums for taifing, main* 
taining, tranfporting, marching, recruiting, and fending 
back th6 troops mentioned in the loth article, it is exprefsly 
ftiptilated, that his majefty the king of Great Britain (hall 
pay all thofe charges when the faid troops are in his fervice, 
arid that the States General fhall pay them when they are 
in the fervice of their High Mightineflcs. 

XVIII. The ratifications of this prefent treaty Ihall be 
6xchainged at Copenhagen, in fix weeks from the day of 
figning it, on the part of his majefty the king of Great 
Britain, and in four weeks on the part of the States 
Genera!. 

Inwitnefe whereof we have figncd this treaty, and there- 
unto affixed the feals of bur arms.

Trtaty of alliance^ offenjive and itjtnfwty between Leopold 
Emferor of the RonidLns, Anne Queen ^England, and 
the States General of the United Netherlands, on ^A^ one 
party and Peter II. King o/" Portugal, on the other part; 
for ajferting the liberty of SpBin^ for averting the common 
danger of all Europe, and for defending the right of the 
mo/i auguji houfe of Auftria, to the Spanifli monarchy. 
AtlAfboit, May 16, 1703. Together with fepar at tar ti^ 
cles made and confirmed the fame day. 

WHEREAS the mbft ferene and moft potent prince 
Leopold, emperor of the Romans, and the moft 
ferene and moft potent prince William IIL late king of 
Great Britain, and aifo the High and mighty lords the 
States General of the United Provinces of the Nether- 
lands, entered into an alliance which was concluded at the 
Hague, the 7th of September, 1701, which, after the 
death of the faid king, the moft ferene and moft potent 
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prince fs Anne, queen of Great Britain, chearfiilly undeN 
took to obfcrve ; and whereas they invited the moft ferene 
and moft potent Peter H. king oi Portugal, that he would 
be pleafed to accede to the faid alliance; and his facred 
royal majclly of Portugal, being not only prevailed on by 
fo friendly an invixation of the princes the confederates, 
but alio confidering that the moft chriftian king Lewis XIV* 
fince the late alliance concluded betwixt himfelf and his 
grandfon, the moft ferene the Dauphin's fecond fon, and 
his Portuguefe majefty, made it evidently appear, both by 
tokens and fads, that his fole defign was to opprcfs the li- 
berty of the Spaniards by a French government, and H> 
annex the kingdoms and dominions of Spain, as fo many 
provinces to the kingdom of France, which would not only 
be very prejudicial and pernicious to the interefts of Por- 
tugal, but alfo to all the other kingdoms and nationsof Eu* 
rope; be has thought it moft juft and advifable, to ufe his 
utmoft endeavour to avert the common danger, to free 
not only the Spaniards from the yoke of tyranny, but 
their neighbouring and kindred nation the Portuguefe, 
who are derived from the fame original; efpecially fince it 
were to be feared, that the prefent age and pofterity would 
have blamed a king who is a Spaniard by birth and origin, 
(for the Portuguefe are included in the denomination of 
Spaniards) if he (hould forfake Spain, his native country, 
in the time of her greateft diftrefs, and refufe to ftretch out 
his friendly hand to Spain their common mother, which 
implored the alEftance of her children : therefore, fince 
nothing was decided concerning the right of fucceflion to 
Spain, by the treaties entered into between his facred 
royal majefty of Portugal, and the moft Chriftian King and 
his grandfon, which, without prejudging that caufe, had 
nothing in view but the promoting the peace and tranqui- 
lity of Spain, and the reft of Europe, the faid moft fe- 
rene and moft potent king of Portugal, hath therefore 
thought fit to enter into a treaty with the faid moft ferene 
and moft potent prince Leopold, emperor of the Ro- 
mans, to whom, by the death of Charles IJ. without ifliie, 
the fucceflion to the dominions of Spain belongs, by right 
of birth and treaties; and with his confederates in the fame 
caufe, viz. with the moft ferene. and moft potent princefs 
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Anoe, queen of Great Britain, and the high and mighty 
lords the States General of the United Provinces of the 
Netherlands; to the end that, with their united counfclsand 
forces, they might make the Itrongeft provifton for the 
common fafety, the hberty of the Spaniards, and the law- 
ful right of fuccedion to the Spanilli monarchy. There- 
fore, in order to bring fuch treaty to a conclufion, his Sa- 
cred Imperial Majefty on the one part, hath given bis full 
powers and coramiflion to Charles Erneft, count Wald- 
ilein, his ambafTador in Portugal, and the mod ferene and 
mod potent princefs Anne, queen of Great Britain, to 
Paul Methuen, Efq; her ambalTador in Portugal, and the 
high and mighty lords the States General of the United 
Provinces of the Netherlands, to Francis Schonenberg : 
and on the other part, the king of Portugal to Don Nonio 
dc Mello Alvares Pereira, his deareft coufin, &c. to Don 
Emanuel Telles de Silva, marquis d'Alcgrette, &c. and to 
Don Francis dc Tavora Conde de Alvor, and to Don 
Roque Montegro Paim, and to Don Jofcph dc Faria. 
Which faid plenipotentiaries have agreed and confented to 
the following articles. 

I. The three confederate powers abovcmentioned, to- 
gether with his facred royal majefty of Portugal, fhall 
unanimoufty endeavour, that the moft ferene archduke 
Charfcs, his Imperial majefty's fccond Ton, mav be put in- 
to the poflTeflion of all Spain, as it was poirefTcd by the ca- 
tholic king Charles II. but with this provifo, that his facred 
royal majefty of Portugal fliall not be obliged to carry on 
anoffcnfive war any where, except in Spain itfelf. 

II. For the carrying on of the faid offenfive war in 
Spain, his facred royal majefty of Portugal ftiail not be 
obliged to bring into the field, and maintain there, more 
than 12000 foot, and 3000 horfe, on his own part- 
Ill. Befides thefe, his facred royal majelty fhalllevy 

13000 Portuguefe foldiers. that the forces may amount in 
all lo 28000 ijjcn; of whom 5000 fliall be horfe, and 
23000 foot, 

IV. Of thefe 13000 foldiers, viz. iiooofoot, and 2000 
horfe, the faid 1 1000 foot foldiers fhall be armed with pro- 
per weapons, which the confederate powers Ihall furnifh 
for the purpofc, and 2000 arms over and above. 

E 3 V. 
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V. The confederate powers (hall he obliged to give a 
million of patacoons to his facred royal majefty of Portu* 
gal every year, as long as the war (hall continue, for the 
expence of the faid 13000 foldiers, as well for their wages 
as other charges which they (hall be liable to, as well in 
quarters as in the field. 

VI. The pay of the faid million of patacoons fhall ba 
fetded by equal payments through every month of theyear^ 
viz. that part which relates to the wages of the 13000 (bl- 
djers, (hall commence from the exchange of the ratifi-- 
cations, in proportion to the number of foldiers already 
raifed, and to be raifed forthwith ; and as for that part of 
the million which is for the extraordinary expences of the 
army when brought out of quarters, the payment thereof 
flfiall commence from the firft day that they march out. 
Provided peverthelefs, that two months pay be always ready 
at lifbon, for the difcbarge of the firft part of this million; 
and as for the payment of the fecond part, as foon as the 
army is brought out of quarters, two months pay (hall 
be iidvanced beforehand, which (hall not be reckoned but 
in the two laft months of the year. 

Vlli But if it happen that his facred royal majefty of 
Portugal do not raife the whole number of 13000 foldier$ 
aSpirefaid, fuch part of the wages fhall be dedufted fiiom 
the million of patacoons, as would be fuflBcient for the 
number of foldiers not muftered. 

VIII. Befides the faid million of patacoons which the 
confederate powers ought to furnilh every year, for the 
pay of the 13000 Portugiiefe foldiers, as is premifed, they 
(hall likewife be obliged to furnifli 500000 patacoons for 
accoutring the army, and other things that (hall be necef^ 
fary this firft year; and they (hall deliver the faid fum of 
money at the time of the ratification of this treaty. 

IX. The confederate powers (hall furnilh, and always 
have ready in this kingdom of Portugal, every year as 
long as the war ihall laft, 12000 foreign veteran foU 
diers, viz. 10000 foot, 1000 light horfe, and 1000 dra-^ 
goons; which 12000 foldiers they (hall furnifh not only 
henceforwards at their own expence, as far as is neceflfary, 
but (h^ll likewife arm and pay them their wages both in 
quarters and in the field, and ffiall furnifh the foldiers with 

military 
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ffiiUtary bread, and the horfes with hay and barley.; which 
iaid bread, hay and barley (hall be afforded to them at' 
the fame price as they have been tifually, and are aftually 
afforded to his facred royal majefty of Portugal's own foU 
diers: and this 'fhdJ be taken care of by his general re- 
ceivers and officers. Provided neverthelefs, that his facred 
royal majefty of Portugal fhall be at no manner of ex- 
pence for the faid foreign forces, befides providing hofpi- 
tals and carriages, and every thing thereto belonging. 

X. His facred royal majefty of Portugal fhall fiirnifh 
2000 horfes in Portugal, to be bought with the money of 
<Jie confederate powers, for mounting their cavalry, at 
the rate of 40000 ree* a horfe for every private man^ and 
60000 a horfe for the ofiScers: and at the fame rate they 
fliall be obliged to fumifh all other horfes which the con- 
federate powers fhall defire for augmenting their cavalry. 

XL Together with the above-mentioned 1 2000 veteran 
foldiers, ten great brafs guns mounted on their carriages^ 
and equipped with all the other furniture neceffary for the 
ufe of an army, except the mules to draw them, Ihall be 
brought into the field at the expence. of the confederate 
powers. - 

XH. And with the arms for the 11000 Portuguefe, part 
of the 1 300P which his facred royal majefty of Portugal 
is to furnifh, there (hall be ten other brafs cannons from 
12 to 24 pounders mounted on their carriages, which guns, 
together with the arms for the 1 1000 Portuguefe, fhall be 
the jMToperty of his facred royal majefty of Portugal, fb 
that they fhall not be redemanded of him, nor any price 
required for them. 

XIII. The confederate powers fhall be immediately 
obliged to bring inio the field at their own expence 4000 
auimals of gun-powder, each quintal amounting to 128 
pounds Portuguefe weight, for the ufe of the expedition of 
thi^ firft year; and they fhall alfo take care to buy and 
bring into the field every following year, as long as the 
vj&r continues, 4000 quintals more of gun powder, before 
the forces are brought out of their quarters. 

XIV. The confederate powers fhall likewife fend im- 
mediately, together with the foreign forces, two com- 
manders or general officers, whp fhall have acquired the

character of lieutenant generals, of whom his majefty^ 
ihall be informed beforehand; four ferjeant majors fo 
mufter the army ; four officers of horfc who (hall dis- 
charge the office of commiflaries ; two lieutenant generals 
of the ordnance, 12 engineers, 40 gunners, 10 workers 
in fire-works, 20 pioneers, all to be paid by the confe- 
derate powers, in the fame manner as they are pbliged to 
pay for the 12000 foreign foldiers. 

XV. All the foreign forces which the confederate powers 
are to fend to, and keep in Portugal, Ihall not only be 
fubjeft to his Portuguefe majefty's command, but alfo to 
that of his governors, generals, and the officers who are 
fuperior by their pofts. But for breach of commands and 
other wicked crimes, they fhall be punifhed by the mar- 
fhals or generals and auditor generals of the army, in the 
military way, as the Portuguefe themfelves are or (hall be 
punifhed ; efpecially for thofe things which relate to the 
violation of religious concerns. 

XVI. The confederate powers fliall give all aid and 
affiftance to the king of Portugal's undertakers, in export- 
ing from their lands all the gun-powder, arms, provifions, 
and all the other inftruments and materials for war, whe- 
ther by land or fea, which they fliall defire, at the fame 
prices as the faid confederate powers ufed to get them for 
their own ufe. 

XVII. The maritime powers fliall be obliged to have 
and keep a fufficicnt number of men of war on the •fea- 
coafts, and in the harbours of Portugal, to proteft the faid 
coafts and harbours, and the trade and merchant-fleets 
from hoftilities ; fo that upon notice that the faid harbours 
and fleets are likely to be attacked with a fuperior force, 
the faid confederate powers fliall be obliged before fuch 
cafe happens, to fend fuch a number of men of war to 
Portugal as fliall be equal, and even fuperior to the fliips 
and forces of the enemy, who fliall form a defign to attack 
the faid harbours or fleets. And as fudden cafes may hap- 
pen lipon the departure of the fliips of the faid confederate 
powers from the coaft and harbours of Portugal, the faid 
confederate powers fliall be obliged to let as many fliips 
remain in thofe feas or harbours, as his facred royal ma- 
jefly of Portugal fliall judge neceflkry. 

XVIII. But 
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XVIII. But if any powers make war upon tlie domi-. 
iiions and territories of the Portuguefe beyond the feas; 
or if his facred royal majefty of Portugal be informed 
that the enemies have fuch a defign, the confederate powers 
fhall afford fuch a number of men of war to his facred 
royal majefty of Portugal, as ftiall be of equal, if not fu- 
perior force, not only to repel the enemy's (hips, but to 
hinder fuch war or defcent, as often as occafion ihall re- 
quire. But if the CHemies have taken any town, or poC- 
Icfled any place which they fortify in the faid provinces and 
territories beyond fea, thofe aids fhall be continued till the 
towns or places fo taken are intirely recovered. 

XIX. All the auxiliary fhips fliall be fubjefl to the com-, 
mandof his facred royal majefty of Portugal; and when 
they go to the provinces and territories of the Portuguefe 
beyond fea, they fhall do thofe things which his facred 
royal majefty 's viceroys and governors fliall injoin them in 
his name, 

XX. But when thefe auxiliary fhips, of the two powers, 
happen in any cafe whatever to be joined with the Portu- 
guefe fhips, the commander of the Portuguefe fquadron 
or (hips who has the right of carrying the flag, fhall give 
the fignals, and fumraon a council of war, which fhall he 
held in the Portuguefe commodore's cabin: and from him 
commands fhall be iffued for putting the dclibcraiions of 
the council in exccudon J which the captauis of the auxi- 
liary fhips fhall execute every one in his own fliip. 

XXI. Neither peace nor truce fliall be made but by 
the mutual confent of all ihc alhes: Nor fhall either be 
concluded at anytime, whitft his moft chriftian majefty's 
fecond grandfon by the dauphin, or any other prince of 
French exlraflion, fhall continue in Spain; and the Por-r 
tuguefe crown fhall have the intire poflclTion and govern- 
ment of ail lands, kingdoms, iflands, ftdtes, territories, 
caftles, cities, towns, villages, and their territories and 
appendages, which it hath now in Spain and out of 
Spain. I 

XXII. Nor fhall peace be made with the moft chriflian 
Jting, unlefs he gives up all the right he pretends to have to 
the countries belonging to the North Cape, and the addi- 
tional territories of the ftate of Maranon, lying between 

the 
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the river of Amazons and that of Vincent Pifo; notwith- 
ftanding any treaty, either provHiona! or dccifive, made 
between his facred royal majefty of Portugal and the faid 
jnoft chriftian king, concerning the poffeffion of, and right 
to the faid countries. 

XXIII. After the moft ferene archduke Charles (hall 
have . conquered Spain, he fcall pay to his facred royal 
majefty of Portugal and the India company whatever the 
crown of Spain was obliged to pay to them by virtue of 
a convention made with that crown, as much as if it had 
been really made with him ; and fliall punflually obferve 
all its obligations and conditions, and take care that the 
paynients be made at the terms therein exprefled; viz. the 
firft payment at the arrival of the firft India fleet or Flo- 
tilla, which comes to Spain after the faid moft ferene arch- 
duke! ftiall afcend the throne; the fecond at the arrival of 
the fecond fleet: and he ffiall perform the other things that 
are contained in the faid convention, fo as that the crown 
of Portugal and the India company may obtain all things 
%rhich they ought to obtain by virtue of the faid conven- 
tion. And her facred royal majefty of Great Britain, and 
the high and mighty lords the ftates general of the United 
Netherlands, bind themfelves as guarantees for the moft 
ferene archduke's performance of the contents of this 
article. 

XXIV. The moft ferene archduke Charles ftiall come 
to Portugal, and land there, with all the auxiliary forces 
which the confederate powers ought to fend, as it is ftipu- 
lated and agreed in this treaty ; nor fliall his facred roya! 
majefty of Portugal be obliged to make war, till the moft 
ferene archduke and all the fuccours both of men and 
fhips are arrived in Portugal. 

XXV. Moreover, as foon as the moft ferene archduke 
arrives in Portugal, his facred royal majefty of Portugal 
Ihall acknowledge and hold him for king of Spain, as 
king Charles II. pofTefled it. Provided neverthelefs, that 
he give previous notification in due form of law to his 
facred royal majefty of Portugal, that the right by which 
he is king of Spain is lawfully yielded and transferred to 
him. 

XXVI. At

XXVI. At the fame time that his facred royal majelly 
of Portugal fliall enter upon the war, the maritime powers 
fliall be obliged to fend a ftrong fleet to annoy the coaft 
of Spain, in order to give a diverfion to the cniemy's 
forces, and to facilitate the main bufinefs of the expe- 
dition. 

XXVII. For the fame reafon the confederate powers 
fliall be obliged to profecute the war ftrenuoufly, as well 
in the Netherlands and on the upper Rhine as in Italy, at 
the very time that Portugal fliall carry her arms into 
Spain; and this fliall be continued in the fame manner 
every year as long as the war fliall laft. 

XXVIII. It is provided, that it fliall not be lawful at 
any time for the faid potentates to claim or demand from 
the crown of Portugal all or any part of the cofts and 
charges, which they fliall incur on account of the aids to 
befurnifhed by virtue of this treaty, whether in land-forces 
and fliipping, or in money, arms, gun-powder, guns, &c. 
although the fame be not particularly provided againft in 
all and Angular the claufes and articles of this treaty, in 
which thoie aids are ftipulated. 

XXIX. This treaty (hall be duly and legally confirmed 
and ratified by the above-mentioned principals of the faid 
plenipotentiaries ; and the ratifications fhall be exchanged 
at Lilbon within the fpace of three months from the time 
of figning it. 

In witnefs of all which, we the above-named plenipo- 
tentiaries of bis facred imperial majefty and his facred 
royal majefly of Portugal, and of the high and mighty 
lords the ftates general of the United Netherlands, have 
fet our hands to this inftrument, and fealed it with the 
ieals of our Arms. But the plenipotentiary of her facred 
royal 4najefty of Great Britain, for avoiding the difpute 
between the crowns of Portugal and Great Britain com 
ceming precedence, has, after the manner and cuftom 
obfervcd between both crowns, figned and fealed other 
inftruments of the fame tenor feparately. Done at Lif- 
bon, May 16, 1703.

IT has been agreed that the two fecret articles under* 
written fliould be added to the treaty, figned and fealed 
this day by the plenipotentiaries of his facred imperial 
majefty, his facred royal majeily of Great Britain, and 
thei high and mi^y lords the ftates general of the United 
Netherlands on the one part, and by the plenipotentiaries 
ci his facred royal majefty of Portugal on the other hand; 
with this provifo neverthelefs, that ihey fhall be altogether 
as £irm and valid as the intire and fubftantial part of the 
iai4 ofFenfiv^ alliance. 

\. *Tis^rovidcd, that the moft ferene archduke Charles, 
jafter the right is lawfully yielded and transferred to him, 
for his being king of Spain and the Weil Indies, as the 
cathdick kijig Charles II. pofTefled them both, ihall yield 
and give to his facred royal majefty of Portugal, the towns 
of Badajox, Albuquerque, Valencia, and Alcantara in 
Jlfl:remadura, and the towns of Guarda, Tuy, Bayonne 
and Vigo in the kingdom of Galicia, and all thofe towns, 
cities and caftles, with the territories thereof, as they be- 
long to each refpeftively, and in the fame manner as they 
-are now extended. Which ccflion and donation fhall be 
made to the crown of Portugal for ever, to the end that 
the kings of Portugal may poffefs all thofe towns, cities, 
and caftles, as is premifed, with the fame title, propriety 
and fovereignty as they were pofleflcd by the aforefaid 
catholick king Charles II. 

II. Moreover, the moft ferene archduke fhall in like 
-manlier be obliged at the fame time to yield and give to 
his facred royal majefty of Portugal, and to the crown of 
that kingdom for ever, all and every right which he had, 
and might have had, to the countries fituate on the north 
fide of Rio de^ la Plata, which fhall be the boundary of 
jhe American dominions of bo^h crowps, in fuch manner, 
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that his facred royal majefty of Portugal may poITefs 
garrifon them as their true fovereign, in the fame manner 
as all the other countries of his dominions; notwithftand- 
ing any treaty either provifional or decifive, made with 
the faid crown of Spain. In wiinefc whereof, &c. figned 
as above. 



Treaty of Commerce betwixt Anne Queen of Great Britain, 
and Peter, King 0/ Portugal. Concluded at Lifbon, the 
27iA 0/^ December, 1703. 

WHEREAS the league antl ftrid friendfhip which 
is between the molt ferene and moft potent 
princefs, Anne, (jucen of Great Britain, and the moft 
fcrcne and moft potent, Peter, king of Portugal, requires 
that the commerce of both the Britifli and the Portugal 
nations fliould be promoted as much as poflible; and her 
facred royal majefty of" Great Britain hath fignificd to his 
facred royal majefty of Portugal, by the moft excellent 
John Methuen, Elij; member of the Englifh parliament, 
and embalTador extraordinary in Portugal, that it would 
be very acceptable to her, if the woollen cloths, and the 
reft of the woollen manufaflures of Britain, might be ad- 
mitted into Portugal, the prohibition of them being taken 
off: that this matter may be treated and tranfaftcd, they 
have given their full powers and commands; that is to fay, 
her facred majefty of Great Britain to the abovcfaid moft 
excellent John Methuen, and his facred majefty of Por- 
tugal, to the moft excellent don Emanuel Telles, niarquifs 
of Alegrete, Conde de Villa Major, in the fociety of the 
knights of Chrift. &c. &c. who by virtue of the full powers 
to them refpettivcly granted, having maturely and dili- 
gently confidercd the matter, have agreed upon the follow- 
ing articles. 

1. His facred royal majefty of Portugal promlfes, both 
in his own name, and that of his fuccelfors, to admit, for 
ever hereafter, into Portugal, the woollen cloths, and the 
reft of the woollen manufa£tures of tlie Britons, as was 
accuftomed, till they were prohibited by the laws ; never- 
ihelefs upon this condition,

11. That 18 to fay, that her facred royal majefty of Creat 
Britain (hall, in her own name, and that of her fucceflbrs, 
be obliged for ever hereafter, to admit the wines of the 
growth of Portugal into Britain ; fo that at no time, whe- 
ther there fhall be peace or war between the kingdoms of 
Britain and France, any thing more fhall be demanded 
for thefe wines by the name of cuflom or duty, or by what- 
foever other title, direSIy or indireSly, whether they fhsdl 
be imported into Great Britain in pipes or hogfheads, or 
other cafks, than what fhall be demanded from the like 
quantity or meafure of French wine, dedufting or abating 
a third part of the cuftom or duty. But if at any time 
this dedu6lion or abatement of cuftoms, which is to be 
made as aforefiid, fhall in any manner be attempted and 
prejudiced, it fhall be juft and lawful for his facred royal 
Bfiajefty of Portugal, again to prohibit the woollen cloths^ 
and the reft of the Britilh woollen manufaftures. 

IIL The moft excellent lords the plenipotentiaries pro- 
Hiife and take upon themfelves, that their above-named 
matters fhall ratify this treaty, and within the fpace of two 
months the ratifications fhall be exchanged. 

For the faith and teftimony of all which things, I the 
plenipotentiary of her facred royal majefty of Great Bri- 
tain, have confirmed this treaty, by the fublcription of my 
hand, and by the feal of my coat of arms. And the moft 
excellent lord the plenipotentiary of his facred royal ma- 
jefty of Portugal, for avoiding tJhe controverfy about pre- 
cedence between the two crowns of Britain and Portugal, 
hath fubfcribed another inftrument of the fame tenor, 
changing only what ought to be changed for that reafbn.

The Treaty between her Majejly and the States General for 
fecuring the Succejfion to the Crown of Great Britain, and 
for fettling a Barrier for the States General againjl 

France. Concluded at the Hague the 2gth of Oflober, 
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HE R majefly the queen of Great Britain, and tt<* 
lords the Itates-general of the United Provinces, 
having confidered how much it concerns the quiet and j(e« 
curity of their kingdoms and fiates, and the public tran-* 
quillity, to maintain and to fecure on one fide the fuc- 
cefiion to the crown of Great Britain, in fuch manner as 
it is now eftablifhed by the laws of the kingdom ; and ort 
the other fide, that the faid ftates-general of the United 
Provinces fliould have a ftrong and fufficicnt barrier a-* 
gainft France, and others, who would furprize or attack 
them ; and her raajefty and the faid ftates-general appre- 
hending, with juft reafon, the troubles and the raifchiefs 
which may happen, in relation to this fucccflion, if at any- 
time there fliould b^ any perfon, or any power, who fhouki 
call it in queftion ; and, that the countries and ftates of 
the faid lords the ftates-general, were not provided with 
fuch a barrier. For thefe reafons, her faid majefty the 
^queen of Great Britain^ (though in the vigour of her age, 
and enjoying a perfeQ health, which God preferve for 
many years) according to her ufual prudence and piety, 
has thaought fit to enter with the lords the ftates-general of 
the United Provinces, into a particular alliance and con- 
federacy^ whereof the publick quiet and tranquillity, and 
the preventing, by timely meafures, all the events, which 
might one day or other occafion new wars^ are to be the 
principal end and only aim. With this view it is, that her 
Britannick majefty, for adjufting certain articles of a 
treaty, which is additional to the treaties and alliances 
that fhe has already with the lords the ftates-general of 
the United Provinces, has given her full power to her 
ambaffador extraordinary and plenipotentiary, Charles 
vifcount Townfliend,. baron of Lynn-Regis, and the lords 
the ftates-general of the United Provinces, to the fieurs 
John de Welderen, Frederick, baron of Rheed, Anthony 
Heinfius, Cornelius Van Gheel, Gedeon Hoeuft, Heffel 
Van Sminia, Erneft Itterfum, and Wicher Wichers, who 
have agreed upon the following articles. 

I. The treaties of peace, friendfliip, alliance, and con- 
federacy, between her Britannick majefty and the ftates- 
general of the United Provinces, are approved and con- 
firmed 
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firmed by the prcfent treaty, and (hall remain in theif 
former force and virtue, as if tliey were inferted word for 
word. 

II. The fucceffion to the crowrt of England having 
been fetded by an a6l of parliament pafTed the twelfth 
year of the reign of his late majefty king William thcj 
Third ; the title of which is, " An aQ: for the farther limi- 
•^ tation of the crown, and better fecuring the rights and 
•' liberties of the fubjeft;" and lately, in the fixth year of 
die reign of her prefent majefty, this fame fucceffion hav- 
ing been again eftabliflied and confirmed by another aft 
made " for the greater fecurity of her majefty 's perlbn 
and government, and of the fucceffion to the crown of 
Great Britain, &c. in the line of the moft ferene houfe 
of Hanover, and in the pcrfon of the princefs Sophia^ 
" and of her heirs, fucceflbrs, and defcendants, male and 
** female, born or to be born," And no power havihg 
any right to oppofe the laws made to this purpofe, by the 
crown and parliament of Great Britain ; if it ftiould hap- 
pen, neverthelefs, under any pretence, or for any cau(e 
whatever, that any perfon, or any power, or ftate, fiiould 
pretend to call in queftion the eftablilhment which the par- 
liament has made of the aforefaid fucceffion in the moft 
ferene houfe of Hanover, to oppofe the faid fucceffion, to, 
affift or to favour thofe who may oppofe it, direftly or 
iijdireftly, by open war, or by fomenting feditions and 
confpiracies againft her or him, in favour of whom the 
crown of Great Britain fhall be fettled purfuant to the afts 
aforefaid : the ftates-general of the United Provinces en- 
gage and promife to affift and maintain in the faid fuc- 
ceffion, her or him to whom it fhall belong by virtue of 
the faid a£ls of parliament, to affift them in taking pofTet 
fion, if they have not already got it, and to oppofe thole 
who would difturb them in the taking fuch pofTeffion, or in 
the aftual pofTeffion of the aforefaid fucceffion. 

ni. Her faid majefty and the ftates-general, purfuant 
to the fifth article of the alliance concluded between the 
emperor, the late king of Great Britain, and the lords the 
ftates general, the 7th of September, 1701, fhall employ 
all their forces to recover the reft of the Spanifh Low- 
Countries. 

IV. And 
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IV. And farther, they fhall endeavour to conquer as 
many towns and forts as they can, that they may ferve as a 
barrier and fecurity to the faid Lords the States. - 

V. And whereas, according to the ninth article of the 
faid alliance, it is to be agreed, amongft other things, how 
and in what manner the Sta^s fliall be fecured by means 
of this barrier, the queen of Grteat Britain (hall ufe her en-v^ 
deavours to procure, that in the treaty of peace it may be 
agreed, that all the Spanifli Low Countries, and what elfe 
may be found neceflary, whether in refpeft to towns and 
places conquered, or not conquered, fliall ferve as a bar- 
rier to the States. 

VL That to this end, their High MightinefTes may put 
and keep garrifon, change, augment, and diminifh it, as 
they fliall judge proper, in the places following; namely, 
Newport, Funics, with the fort of Knocke, Ypres, Me- 
nin, the town and citadel of Lifle, Tournay and its cita- 
del, Conde, Valenciennes, and the places which (hall here- 
after be conquered from France ; Maubeuge, Gharleroy, 

ait|ur, and its citadel ; Liere, Halle to be fortified; the 

►rt^ of Perle, Philippe, Damme, the oftle of Gand and 
Dendermonde ; the fort of St. Donas being joined to the 
fortifications of Sluice, and being entirely incorporated 
witb it, fhall remain and be yielded in property to the 
States. The fort of Rodenhuyzen, on diis fide Gand, 
fhall be demolifhed. 

'VII. The faid Lords the States General may, in cafe 
of an apparent attack, or war, put as many troops as they 
fhall think neceffary, into all the towns, places and forts 
of the Spanifh Low Countries, where the ufage of war 
fhall require it. 

VI I I. They may likewife fend into the towns, forts, 
and places, where they fhall have their garrifons, without* 
any hindrance, and without paying any duties, provifions, 
warlike ammunitions, arms, and artillery, materials for the 
fortifications, and all that (hall be found convenient and 
neceffary for the faid garrifbns and fortifications. 

IX. The faid Lords the States General may alfo put in 
the towns, forts, and places of their barrier mentioned in 
the foregoing fixth article; where they fhall have their gaf- 
rifons, fuch governors and commanders, majors-, and other

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officers, as they (hall think fit, who (liall not be fubjeft Co 
any other orders relating to the fccurity and military go- 
vernment of the faid places, whatfoever they may be, or . 
from whomlbever they may come, but only to thofe of 
thejr High Mightineffes, exclufive of all others; yet, with- 
out prejudice to the rights and privileges, as well ecclefi- 
aftical as political, of king Charles III. 

X. That farthermore, the faid Lords the States tnay 
fortify the faid towns, places, and forts belonging thereun- 
to, and repair the fortifications thereof, in fuch manner as 
they Ihall judge neceffary ; and farther, they may do what- 
ever {hall be ufeful for their defence. 

XI. The Lords the States General (hall enjoy all the 
evenues of the towns, places, chatellenies, and their de- 
pendencies, which they (hall have for their barriej from 
France, whereof the crown of Spain was not in. poffeffion 
at the time of th^ death of the late king Charles tl. and, 
befides, a million of livres (hall be fetded, to be paid, of 
one hundred thoufand crowns every three months, out of 
the cleared revenues of the Spanifli Low Countries, which 
the faid king was then in polfeffion of: both which are to 
ferve for maintaining the garrifons of the States, and pro- 
viding for the fortifications,' as alfo the magazines, and 
other neceffary expences in the towns and places above- 
mentioned. And, to the end that the expences to be 
made may be fiipplied from the faid revenues, endeavours 
fhall be ufed for enlarging the dependencies and chatelle- 
nies aboverncntioned, as much as poflfible, and particular- 
ly for flipulating, that the chatelleny of CafTel, and the 
wood of Niepe, may go along with the chatelleny of 
\'pres, and the jurifdiflion of Douay with the chatelleny 
of Lifle ; both the one and the other having bc«n annexed 
thereto before the prefent war. 

XII. That no town, fort, place, or country, of the 
Spanifh Low Countries, fnall be yielded, transferred, or 
given, or defcend to the crown of France, or to any one 
of the Friench line, whether by virtue of any gift, fale, ex- 
change, marriage-agreement, inheritance, fucccflion by 
will, or without will; nor by any title, or in any other 
manner whatlbcvcr, fliall they be put into the power, or 

under 
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under the authority of the Moft Chriftian King, or of any 
one of the French line. 

XIII. And whereas the faid Lords the States General, 
in purfuance of the ninth article of the faid alliance, are 
to make a convention or treaty with king Charles III. for 
putting the States in a condition of fafety, by means of 
the faid barrier, the queen of Great Britain will concur 
with her good offices, that all that is abovementioned, re- 
lating to the barrier of the States, may be inferted in the 
aforefaid treaty or convention ; and that her faid majefty 
will continue her good offices, (ill the abovementioned 
convention, between the States and the faid king Charles 
III. be concluded, agreeably to what is before-mentioned; 
and that her majefty will guaranty the faid treaty, or con- 
vention. 

XIV. And to the end that the faid Lords the States 
may enjoy, from this prefent time, as much as poffible, a 
barrier for the Spani(h Low Countries, they fhall be per- 
mitted to put their garrifons into the towns already taken, 
and which may be taken before the peace be concluded, 
and put in execution ; and in the mean while, the feid 
king Charles III. (hall not enter into pofleffion of the faid 
Spanifh Low Countries, neither in the whole, nor jn part; 
and, during that time, the queen fhall affift their High 
Mightineffes in maintaining them in the enjoyment of the 
revenues, and in finding the million of livres a year above- 
mentioned. 

XV. And whereas their High Mightineffes have flipu- 
lated, by the treaty of Munfter, in the fourteenth article, 
tliat the river Schelde, as alfo the canals of Sas, Swyn, 
and other mouths of the fea joining thereunto, fhould be 
kept fhut on the fide of the States. 

And in the fifteenth article, that the fhips and commo- 
dities going in, and coming out of the harbours of Flan- 
ders, fliall be and remain charged with all fuch impofts, 
and other duties, as are raifed upon commodities going 
and coming along the Schelde, and the other canals above- 
mentioned. 

The queen of Great Britain promifes and engages, that 
their High Mightineffes fhall never be difturbed in their 
right and poffeffion, in that refpeft, neither direflly nor 
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indlreflly, but that ihey fhall continue * fully to enjoy the 
fkme ; as alfo, that in prejudice of the faid treaty, the 
commerce IbaU not be nciade more eafy by the fea ports, 
than by the faid rivers, canals, and mouths of the fea, oh 
the fide of the States of the United Provinces, neither di- 
reftly nor indireflly. 

And whereas, by the fixteenth and feventeenth articles 
of the fame treaty of Munfter, his majefty the king of 
Spain, is obliged to treat the fubjeQs of their High Migh- 
tineffes, as favourably as the fubjefts of Great Britain, and 
the Hans Towns, who were then the people the moft fa- 
vourably treated : her Britannick majefty, and their High 
Mightinefles, promife likewife, to take care that the fub- 
jefts of Great Britain, and of their High Mightinefles, fhall 
be treated in the Spanifli Lov/ Countries, as well as in 
Spain, the kingdoms and States belonging thereunto, equalr 
^y, and both the one and the other, as favourably as the 
nations which are the moft favoured. 

XVI. The faid queen and States General oblige them- 
felves to furnifti, by fea and land, the fuccours and afBfU 
ance neceflar)^ to maintain, by force, her faid majefty in 
the quiet pofleflion of her kingdoms, and the moft ferene 
houfe of Hanover in the faid fucceflion, in the manner it 
is fettled by the afts of parliament before-mentioned; and to 
maintain tne faid States General in the pofleflion of the faid 
barrier, 

XVII. After the ratifications of this treaty, a particular 
convention (ball be made of the conditions, according to 
which the faid queen, and the faid Lords the States Gene- 
ral, will engage to furnifli the fuccours which fliall be 
thought neceflary, as well by fea. as by land. 

XVIII. If her Britifli majefty, or the States General of 
the United Provinces, be attacked by any one whatfo- 
ever, on account of this convention, they fhall mutually 
aflift one another with all their forces, and fliall become 
guarantees of the execution of the faid convention. 

XIX. All the kings, princes and ftate«, that fliall be 
willing to enter into this prefent treaty, fliall be invited 
and admitted into the fame, as foon as poflTible, particu- 
larly his Imperial Majefty, the kings of Spain and Pruflia, 
die Eledor of Hanover, antlher Britannick majefty, and 

the 
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the Sates General of the United Provinces, and each of 
them in particular, (hall be permitted to require and invite 
thole whom they Ihall think fit to require and invite, to en- 
ter into this treaty, and to be guarantees of its execution. 

XX. And as time, has (hewn the omiffion which wa3 
made in the treaty figned at Ryfwicke,. in the year 1697, 
between England and France, concerning the right' of the 
fucceffion of England, irl the perform of her majefty the 
queen of Great Britain, now reigning; and that, for want 
of having fetded in that treaty this indifputable right of her 
majefty, France refufed to acknowledge her for queen of 
Great Britain, after the death of the late king William III. 
of glorious memory : her majefty the queen of Great Bri- 
tain, and the Lords the States General of the United 
Provinces, do agree and oblige themfelves likewife, not to 
enter into any negotiation or treaty of peace with France, . 
before the title of her majefty to the crown of Great Bri- 
tain, as alfo the right of fucceffion of the moft ferene houfe 
of Hanover, to the faid crown, in the manner it is fettled 
and eftablifhed by the abovementioned aQ:s of parliament, 
be fully acknowledged by France as a preliminary ; and 
that France has promifed at the fame time, to remove 
out of its dominions, the perfon who pretends to be king 
of Great Britain ; and. that no negodation nor formal di(V 
cuffion of the articles of the faid treaty of peace (hall be 
entered into, but joindy, and at the fame time with the 
faid queen, or with her minifters. 

XXI. Her Britannick majefty, and the Lords the 
States General of the United Provinces, (hall ratify and 
<;onfirm all that is contained in the prefent treaty, within 
the fpace of four weeks, to be reckoned from the day of 
the (igning. In teftimony whereof, the underwritten am- 
balTador extraordinary and plenipotentiary of her Britan- 
nick majefty, and the deputies of the Lords the States 
General, have figned this prefent treaty, and have affixed 
their feals thereunto. At the Hague the 29th of Oftober, 
in the year 1709. 

Separate Articles. 
I. A S in the preliminary articles figned here at the 
JljL Hggue the 28th of May, 1709, by the plenipo- 
j;e}Hiairie3 of his Imperial majeftv, pf her majefty the queeiji 
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of Great Britain, and of the Lords the States General of 
the United Provinces, it is ftipulatcd, amongft other things, 
that the Lords the States General fliall have the entire pro- 
perty and fovcreignty of the upper quarter of Guilder, ac- 
cording to the 52d article of the treaty of Munftcr of the 
year 1648 ; as alfo that the garrifons, which are, or here- 
after fhall be, on the part of the Lords the States General, 
in the town of Huy, the citadel of Liege, and in the town 
of Bonne, (hall remain there, till it fliall be otherwife fet- 
tled with his Imperial majcfty and the Empire. And as 
the barrier which has been this day agreed to in the princi- 
pal treaty, for the mutual guaranty between her Britifh 
majefty and the Lords the States General, cannot give tp 
the United Provinces the fecurity for which it is eltabh'fh- 
ed, unlefs it be well and clofely formed from one end to 
the other, and tliat the communication thereof be well 
joined together; towards which the upper quarter of Guelr 
der, and the garrifons in the citadel of Liege, Huy, and 
Bonne, are abfolutely neceffary ; experience having thrice 
fliewn, that France having a defign to attack the United 
, Provinces, has made ufe of the places abovementipned, 
in order to come at them, and to penetrate into the faid 
provinces. That farther, in refpeft to the equivalent for 
which the upper quarter of Guelder is to be yielded to the 
United Provinces, according to the 5 2d article of the t ea- 
^iy of Munftcr abovcmentioned, his majefty king Charles 
11 L will be much more gratified, and receive greater ad- 
vantages in other places, than that equivalent can amount 
to. Wherefore, that the Lords the States General may 
have the entire property and fovereignty of the upper 
quarter of Guelder, and that the faid upper quarter of 
Guelder may be yielded in this manner to the faid Lords 
die States General, in the convention or treaty that they 
are to make with his majefty king Charles III. according 
to the 13th article of the treaty concluded this day; as al- 
fo that their garrifons in the citadel of Liege, in that of 
Huy, and in Bonne, may remain there, until it be other- 
wife fettled with his Imperial majefty and the Empire, her 
majefty the queen of Great Britain engages and promifes 
by this feparate article, which fliall have the fame force as 
if it was inlcrtcd in the principal treaty, to make the fame 
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efforts for this, as fhe has engaged to make for procuring 
to' them the barrier in the Spanilh Lqw Countries. 

II. Whereas the Lords the States General have repre- 
fentcd, that in Flanders, the limits between Spanilh Flan- 
ders and that of the States, ar^ fettled in fuch manner, 
as that the land belonging to the States is extremely 
ftreigbtened; fo that on fome pbces, the territory of Spa* 
nifh Flanders reaches to the fortifications, and under the 
cannon of the places, towns, and forts of the States, 
which occafions many inconveniencies, whereof an exam- 
ple has been feen a little before the beginning of the pre- 
sent war, when a fort was going to be built under the can- 
non of the Sas de Gand, on pretence, that it was upon 
the territory of Spain : and as, for avoiding thefe and other 
inconveniencies, it is neceffary, that the land of the States, 
on the confines of Flanders, mould be enlarged, and that 
thereby the places, towns and forts, (hould be better cover- 
ed, her Britannick majefty, entering into the juft motives 
of the faid Lords the States General in this refpcQ:, pro- 
mifes and engages, by this feparate article, that in the 
convention that the faid Lords the States General are lo 
make with his majefty king Charles IIL fhe will affift 
them in having it agreed, that by yielding to the faid 
Lords the States General, the property of an extent of 
land neceffary to obviate fuch like and other inconveni- 
encies, their limits in Flanders may be enlarged more 
conveniendy for their fecurity, and thofe of the Spanifh 
Flanders removed farther from dieir towns, places and 
forts, to the end that the fame may not be fo expofcd for 
the future.

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The titaty of guaranty for the protcjlant fucceffion to the 
crown of Great Britain, and the barrier ojthe States 
General, conducted at Utrecht, January 29, 1713, be- 
tween the queen o/" Great Britain, and the States Gene- 
ral of the United Netherlands, 

WHEREAS, in the treaty which was concluded the 
29th of Oftober, 1709, between the moft ferene 
and potent princefs Anne, queen of Great Britain, France, 
arid Ireland, defender of the faith, &c. and the high and 
mighty Lords the States General of the United Nether- 
latids, about the fucceffion to the crown of Great Britain, 
* and the barrier of the United Provinces, feveral articles 
and claufes are contained, which require a more ample 
explanation, and which, without foine equitable amend- 
ments, are already prejudicial, and may hereafter prove 
dangerous to the welfare and intereft of her faid royal 
majefty's fubjeSs ; and there are alfo others, which fince 
the making of th« faid treaty, are become neither neceffary 
nor convenient : and whereas it was provided in the 17 th 
article of the faid treaty, that a certain agreement fhould 
be made feparately about the conditions on which her faid 
royal majelty, afid the Lords the States General, fhould 
promife and engage to furnifh each other with the necef- 
faiy aids for the mutual performance of the furetifhips, 
commonly called guaranty, which faid agreement was ne- 
ver yet made ; her faid royal majcfty of Great Britain, and 
the Lords the States General of the United Netherlands, - 
lerioufly confidering how much it concerns them, that no- 
thing fliould remain imperfetl or obfcure, in a treaty 
which is of fuch great importance to both nations, and 
that no article which may fcem grievous to the fubjefls of 
either party, ought to be infcrted in a treaty, whofe end 
and purpole was to make the bonds of friendlhip ftrong- 
cr on both fides, and to make better and more effcftual 
pr^ovifion for their mutual fecurity^ have thought fit to 
make a new treaty, to be added to the other treaties 
and leagues which now fubfift betwixt them; and have a- 
grced on the following articles/ 
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I. The treaty, commonly called of fucceffion and bar- 
rier, which was concluded at the Hague on the 29th of 
Oftober, 1709, between the fereije queen of Great Bri- 
tain, and the lords the ftates-general of the United Nether- 
lands, together with two feparate articles, figned the fame 
day, ii to be from henceforwards of no force or virtue ; 
and the faid treaty, with the two articles before-mentioned, 
are hereby refcinded anci declared void, ib the fame ipan- 
ner as if they had never been concluded or ratified. But 
all other treaties of peace, friendftip, union and confe- 
deracy, concluded between her faid royal majefty and the 
lords the ftatcs-general, are hereby approved and con- 
finned, and are to have as much force and authority as if 
they were inferted in this prefcnt treaty. 

li. Whereas it was enafted and declared by a certain 
law made in the parliament of England, in the 12th year 
of the reign of the late moft ferene king William III. the 
tide of which is, " An aft for the further limitation of the 
** crown, and the better fecuring the rights and liberties 
" of the fubjeQ;, &c." That after the deceafe of the faid 
king, and the prefent queen, who was then ftiled princefe 
Anne of Denmark, and upon failure of iffue of the fs^id 
king or queen, that the crown and royal government of 
England, France and Ireland^ with the dominions there- 
unto belonging, fhould defcend and belong to the moft 
excellent princefs Sophia, eleftrefs and duchefs dowager 
of Hanover, and to her heirs, being proteftants. 

And whereas it has fince that time been ena£led in 
feveral parliaments both of England and Scotland, that the 
fucceffion to the monarchy of the united kingdom of 
Great Britain, and the dominions thereunto belonging, 
ftiould, after the death of the faid moft ferene queen, 
and on failure of iffue of her, defcend and belong to the 
moft excellent princefs Sophia, and her proteftant heirs; 
and that all papifts, and thofe of either fex who marry 
with papifts, fliall be excluded from the crown of Great 
Britain, and the dominions thereunto belonging, and be 
for ever rendered incapable to inherit, poflefs, or enjoy 
the famej which faid provifion concerning the faid fuc- 
ceffion, fettled by divers afts of parliament, was after- 
wards eftabliftied and confirmed by a certain law made 
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in the parliament of Great Britain, in the 6th year of the 
reign of her prefent majefty, entitled, " An aft for the 
greater fecurity of her majefty's perfon and govern- 
ment, and of the fucceiEon to the crown of Great Bri- 
•* tain in the proteftant line, &c." And whereas no foreign 
power, nor any perfon whatfoever, has a right of calling 
in queftion any provifion made by a parliament of Great 
Britain, or of oppofing the fame, as concerning the devo- 
lution, limitation, or inheritance of the crown, of the 
fame kingdom : if neverthelefs it ihould happen, that any 
foreign power or ftate, or perfon or perfons whatfoever, 
under any pretence whatfoever, direftly or indireftly, by 
open war or confpiracy, or treafonable violence, (hould 
endeavour to oppofe the right of fucceflion of the heirs 
of her royal majefty after her death; or, for want of fuch 
heirs, the rights of fucceffion of the faid moft excellent 
princeft Sophia, or any of her heirs, to whom the iaid' 
fucceffion fliall then belong, according to the laws and 
fiatutes of Gre^t Britain ; the lords the ftates-general of 
the United Provinces of the Netherlands do promife and 
engage, at any time whatfoever, during the life of the moft 
ferene queen above-mentioned, to affift her to defend the 
right of fucceffion to the royal crown of Great Britain, as 
by the laws and ftatutes of the fame kingdom 'tis fettled 
and limited, and after the deceafe of the aforefaid moft 
ferene queen, to affift her heirs, or for want of them, the 
abovementioned princefs Sophia, or fuch of her heirs to 
whom, as is aforefaid, the fucceffion of the roval crown 
of Great Britain, after the deceafe of the moft ferene 
queen now reigning, ffiall lawfully belong, that they may 
obtain and keep the poffeffion of the fame; and to oppofe 
any perfon whatfoever, who (hall endeavour to obftru6l 
the pofTeffion and keeping of the crown aforefaid; accord- 
ing to fuch rcqueft, and at fuch times, and in fuch manner, 
and with fuch proportion of forces by land and fea, as by 
the 14th article of this treaty is more plainly expreffi^d. 

III. Whereas, by the 5th article of the alliance con- 
cluded at the Hague, the 7th of September, 1701, between 
the moft ferene emperor, the moft ferene king of Great 
Britain, William III. of glorious memory, and the lords 
the ftates-general of the United Provinces of the Nether- 
lands, 
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lands, it was ftipulated and agreed, that the faid allies, 
fhould employ all their forces to recover the pro>inces of 
the Spanilh low-countries, that they may ferve as a barrier 
and reparation between France and the United Provinces, 
and the fecurity to the ftates-general, as they did hereto- 
fore, till the moft chriftian king invaded and took poffef- 
fion of the fame with his armies ; it is now ftipulated and 
agreed, that her majelly the queen of Great Britain (hall 
ufe all her efforts and endeavours in the enfuing treaty of 
peace, not only that the provinces of the Spanifh low- 
countries, but alfo what other towns and places will be 
found neceffary, whether conquered or not conquered, 
may ferve to form the barrier of the ftates-general. 

IV. To this end therefore it is ftipulated and agreed. 
That the lords the ftates-general may put and keep garri- 
fon, augment and diminifli the fame, as they ftiall judge 
proper, in the places following; namely, Furnes, Fort 
Knocke, Ipres, Menin, the town and citadel of Tournay, 
Mons, Charleroy, the town and caftle of Namur, the caftle 
of Gand, the forts la Perle, Philippe and Damme, the fort 
$t Donat being joined to the fortifications of Sluice, and 
yielded in property to the ftates-general. And that the 
fort Rodenhuylen, on this fide Gand, fliall be demo- 
iifhed. 

V. In cafe the faid ftates-general be aQually in war 
againft France, or in manifeft danger of being attacked 
by France, they may put as many troops as they fliall 
think neceflary into thofe towns, places, and forts of the 
Spanifti low-countries, as the ufage of war, and neceflity 
fliall require. 

VI. They may likewife fend into the towns, places, and 
forts, where they ftiould have tjieir garrifons. without any 
hindrance, and without paying any duties or cuftoms, pro- 
vi.fions, warlike ammunitions, arms, artiller)\ materials for 
the fortifications, and, in fliort, all that may be convenient 
and neceflary. 

yil. The faid lords the ftates-general may alfo put in 
/he towns, places, and forts mentione4 in the 4th article, 
where they fliall have garrifons, fuch governors and com- 
manders, majors, and other officers, as they fliall thipk 
^t, who Ihall not be iubjefi to any other orders, relating 

to 
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to the fecurity and miKtary government of the faid places, 
but only to thofe of the Itates-gencral, exclufive of all 
others: yet without prejudice to the rights and privileges, 
as well ecclefiaftical as political, of the mod ferene em^ 
peror Charles VI • 

VIII. Moreover, the faid lords the ftates-general may- 
fortify the faid towns and places, and the forts thereunto 
belonging, and repair the fortifications thereof, in fuch 
manner as they Ihall think neceflary; and farther, they, 
may do whatever Ihall appear to be ufeful for their de- 
fence. 

IX* Now whereas it is agreed, That the fovereignty of 
the provinces of the Spanilh low-countries, both of thofe 
that were pofTefTed by the late Charles II. king of Spain, 
at the time of his death, and of thofe that were not come 
into his poffeflion, and which might be yielded by France, 
in the future treaty of peace, belongs in property to his 
Imperial Majefty; it is therefore neceflary that there be 
an agreement and flipulation, and accordingly it is agreed 
^d ftipulated, that all the revenues, befides thofe that be 
neceflary for the fupport of the civil government of the 
towns, places, caftles, and their dependencies, which by 
virtue of this treaty are to become part of the barrier, 
and which did by no means belong to the late Charles II. 
king 6f Spain, at the time of his death, fliall for the future 
belong to the lords the flates-geaeral, and they.fhall levy 
the fame for the ufe and maintenance of their garrifons, 
and for providing for the fortifications and magazines, and 
other neceflary expences : but with this exprefs condition. 
That neither by virtue of this article, nor under any other 
pretence, the ftates-general may never aflume to them- 
felves the authority to lay new taxes or duties in the places 
above-mentioned, or to raife or diminifli the old. More- 
over, it is agreed and ftipulated, upon the fame condition, 
and no otherwife, That towards the expences before-men- 
tioned, a million of florins yearly, or one hundred thou- 
fand crowns every three months, h^ paid to the lords^ tlie 
ftates-general, out of the cleareft and moft certain revenues 
of the provinces of the Spanifti low-countries, which the 
late king of Spain was in pofleflion of at the time of his 
death. 

X. No 
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X. No town, place, fort, or territory of the Spanift 
low-countries (liall be yielded, transferred, given, or des- 
cend to the crown of France, or to any one of the French 
line, whether by virtue of any gifts, laie, exchange, mar- 
riage-agreement, inheritance, fuccefljon by will or without 
will; nor by any tide, or in any other manner whatfoever, 
(hall any of the faid provinces be put into the power, or 
under the authority of the raofl chriftian king, or of any 
one of the French line. 

XI. And wlicreas by the ninth article of the alliance 
above-mentioned, concluded the 7th of September, 1701, 
it was agreed. That when a treaty of peace fliould be 
made, the allies fiiould, among other things, agree among 
themfclves, in what manner (he lords the Itaics-general 
ihould be put in a condition of fafeiy, by means of the 
faid barrier; her majefty the queen of Great Britain, in 
purfuance of the {aid agreement, promifes, That fhe will 
ufe all her endeavours, to engage his Imperial Majefty to 
enter with the lords the (tates-general into a treaty, agree- 
able to all that has been above ftipulated relating lO the 
barrier: and her faid majefty promifes alfo, that (he will 
continue her good offices till the aforefaid convention be 
concluded, and that ftie will guaranty the faid treaty when 
made, 

XII. Whereas the fupreme authority in the provinces 
of the Spanidi low-countries, fince they happened to be 
recovered from the enemy, was, put in the hands of her 
majefty the queen of Great Britain, and of the lords the 
ftates-general; and whereas moft of the towns, places, and 
forts thereunto belonging are garrifoned by the troops of 
her faid majefty, and of the lords the ftates-general; it is 
now ftipulated and agreed, That neither the government 
of the provinces above-mentioned (hall be changed, nor 
the garrilbns drawn out of any of the faid towns, places, 
or forts, until ilie commerce and concerns of the fubjefls 
of Great Britain be adjufted to her majefty's fatisfadion, 
and until the affairs and intcrefts of the fuhjefts of the 
United Provinces of the Netherlands be regulated accord- 
ing to the intention of their high mighcineffes the ftaies- 
general, and the barrier of the lords the ftates-general be 
(ettled and fccurcd in the manner above-mentioned. 

XIII. And 
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XIII. And whereas experience has fhewn, That it is 
highly neceflary to obviate not only any obftniftion, in- 
terruption, or any other grievance that may befal the 
commerce of Great Britain, from the lords the ftates- 
gcneral being allowed the right to garrifon fo many places, 
that are' fcated on rivers and canals, and other parts of 
the provinces of the Spanifh low-countries, but alfb to 
prevent all frauds and collufions that may be fet on foot 
througli abufe (or under colour) of the privilege or immu- 
nity granted to them by the 6th article of this prefent 
treaty; it is agreed and ftipulated, That the fubje6b of 
the moft ferene queen of Great Britain fhall, for the fu^ 
ture, both in time of war, and in time of peace, enjoy 
the fame privileges, immunities, franchifes, and all manner 
of advantages, in relation to trade, as well for importation 
as exportation, which they ever enjoyed heretofore, in alt 
the places and towns of the provinces of the Spanifh low- 
countries, and of the barrier that is to be yielded to the 
faid ftates-general ; and moreover, that they Ihall enjoy 
all the privileges, immunities, franchifes, and advantages, 
which either have already been granted, or in any time to 
cjmc fhall be granted, to the fubjefts of the ftates-general 
in the provinces of the Spanifh low-countries, and of the 
barrier: in fuch a manner that no officer, civil or mihtary, 
Ihall ever be fuffered to hinder, or delay the free paffage 
of the merchandizes belonging to the faid fubjefls of Great 
Britain. And the faid ftates-general promifc and engage, 
That, as far as it fhall lie in their power, they fhall caufe 
fevcre punifhraents to be inflifted on him or them, who 
fhall be convifted of having, in any manner, afted con- 
trary to the meaning and intent of this article. More- 
over, the faid ftates-general promife and engage, That 
they will give ftriO: and efFeftual orders, and caufe the 
fame to be carefully obferved, That, under colour or pre- 
tence of conveying, or bringing in provifions, warlike ftores,- 
and ofher things mentioned in the 5th article of this treaty, 
no frauds be committed as to the duties and cuftcms laid 
on wares and merchandize, which wares and merchandize 
fhall not be laden or tranfported in the fame vefTels, boats, 
or other carriages, together with the faid provifions, and 
warlike ftores. And to the end that fuch particular rules

and conditions may be fettled, as may be necefTary forlbe 
better and more etfeclual performance of this general ar- 
ticle, it is moreover i^erehy agreed, That commifiioners 
be named on each fide, who, within the fpace of 15 days 
from the figning of the prefent treaty, fliall meet to fetde 
and adjiift between ihemrelves, and with the commifiioners 
of his Imperial Majerty, if he plcates to name any on his 
part, all things relating to the traffick and commerce that 
iiiall be made in the Spanifii low-countries, and in the 
places belonging to the barrier, according to the true fenfe 
and clcarcft meaning of this article. 

XIV. And to the end that die furety fhi'ps or guaran- 
ties mutually undertaken by virtue of this treaty, may be 
the better and the more certainly executed, it is ftipulated 
and agreed. That the moft fercne queen of Great Britain, 
and her heirs or fucceffors, Ihall, at the requelt of the 
lords the dates-genera!, and not othcrwife, furnifh the 
I'uccours hereafter exprcfled, to make good t-he guaranty 
of the barrier ; and in like manner ihe lords the dates- 
general fliall, at the requelt of her royal majedy, or (after 
Jier deceafe) of the next heir born of her body, or (on 
failure thereof) of the next protedant heir who fliall at 
that time have a title to the crown by virtue of die afls 
and ftatutes of Great Britain, and not othcnvife, furnifh 
the fuccours hereafter mentioned to make good the gua- 
ranty concerning the fucceflion to the crown of Great 
Britain. And it is further ftipulated and agreed, that in 
cafe either of the parties ciJntrat'ting fhall be required in 
the manner aforcfaid, the fuccours which are to be fur- 
niilied, lliall be ient according to ttie following propor- 
tions: namely, the mofl fcrene queen of Great Britain, 
her heirs and fucceffors, /hall fend loooo foot to the aflid- 
ance of the lords the ftates-gcncral, and on the other hand, 
the lords the dates-general' Hiall fend to the affiffance of 
her royal majedy, |-,er heirs and fuccedbrs, 6000 foot, well 
provided with a^ms, under fuch generals, and other offi- 
cers, and dirtributed into fuch regiments and companies 
as (hall feein good to her royal majedy, her heirs and fuc- 
ceffors, if fhe or they (hall fend liich fuccours; and as 
the lords the ftates-general diatl ihink fit,, if ihe fuccours 
Ihall be fent by them. Eachpany (had alfo be obliged to 
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fit out 20 men of war well equipped, and provided n/riiSh 
all neceflaries. And the fuccours aforcfaid Ihall be main- 
tained at the expence of the party that fhall fend them, 
for the ufe and behoof of the party who (hall have re* 
quelled them. But if it (hall happen that the danger be 
fo fudden, that there fhould be no time left for any 
friendly applications, and fo great as to require a greater 
number of forces and (hips of war, then each party Jhali 
be obliged, being required by the other to augment thetr 
fuccours, to declare war againft the aggreflfor, and to join 
all their forces by land and fea widi the forces of the party 
attacked. 

XV. Moreover it is agreed, That all kings, princes, 
and ftates, that deiire to come into this treaty, may be 
invited and admitted thereunto ; provided the faid invi- 
tation and admiflion proceed jointly, and not feparately, 
from the moft ferene queen of Great Britain, and the 
lords the ftates-general. 

XVI. Her majefty the queen of Great Britain, antJ 
the lords the ftates-general, have confirmed and ratifife,d 
all that is contained, generally and particularly, in this 
treaty.

A Declaration and Engagement concerning the Rights and 
Privileges of the Britith Merchants in the Kingdom of 
Sicily, made at Utrecht the 8tk oj March, N. S. 
1712-13. 

WHEREAS by feveral treaties of peace, alliance, 
commerce and navigation, formerly made between 
the kingdoms of Great Britain and Spain, and at this 
time fubfifting, but more particularly by the treaiy con- 
cluded at Madrid, the 4^ of May, in the year 1667, and 
the cedalus annexed thereunto, provifion was made for 
the freedom, fecurity, and perfeQ: eafe of the commerce 
of the Britifh fubjcfls trading in the kingdoms and pro- 
vinces of Spain; the obfcrvance and ufage of which trea- 
ties have been hitherto received in the kingdom of Sicily, 
in the fame manner as in any other the dominions of 
Spain, and have remained there in full force, except fome 
variations which have been introduced in the courfe of 
time ; for the reftifying whereof according to the rule 
of riiofe treaties, Great Britain has juftly infifled hitherto. 

Wherefore on occafion of transferring the kingdom of 
Sicily to his roy^ highnefs the duke of Savoy, her facred 
majefty of Great Britain being watchful to preferve the 
rights and privileges of her fubjefts trading in the faid 
kingdom, and being likewife willing to preferve to the 
Sicilians the privileges they have, in Great Britain, which 
are fo very dear to the molt ferene the duke of Savoy, 
hath been gracioufiy pleafed to give inftru6lions to her 
anderwriten minifters plenipotentiaries to agree with the 
G mini[lec& 
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minifters plenfpotenliaries of his royal highneis of SaTojr 
about making declaraiions mutually upon this fubjed. In 
purfuance thereof the faid minifters plenipotentiaries of 
his royal highnefi, in the name of their moft ferene maAcr, 
do moft folemnly declare and promife, that during the 
reign of the aforefkid moft ferene duke in Sicily^ as like- 
wife of his heirs and fucceffors, the firitifli merchants ire 
henceforward to have, and (haU efTeflually have, ufe, and 
enjoy all thofe rights, privileges, liberties and entire fe« 
curity, as to their perfons, goods, fhips, feamen, trade 
and navigation in the faid kingdom of Sicily, which by 
virtue of the treaties made between Great Britain and 
Spain they have hitherto enjoyed, or ought to enjoy: 
and to that end that all abufes which deviate from the tenor 
of the faid treaties ihall be forthwith removed, and the 
rights and privileges acquired to the firitifli fubjeds, by 
virtue of the aforefaid treaties, fliall not on any pccafion, 
or under any pretence, ever be violated or lellened. And 
if hitherto any more favourable privileges have been 
granted, or fiiall hereafter be granted, to the merchants 
of any other foreign nation, any way relating to the per- 
fons of the traders, their fliips, goods, duties, or the 
bufinefs of merchandizing, the Britifh merchants (ball Kke- 
wife in aU refpeds, and in the fuUeft manner, enjoy the 
feme. 

And in like manner, the minifters plenipotentiaries of 
Great Britain do, in the name of her majefty, confirm 
that the Sicilians fliall hereafter enjoy the fame privileges 
and liberties which they have hitherto en^yed, or ought 
to have enjoyed, as fubjeCls of the king of Spain, by vir- 
tue of the aforefaid treaty of the year 1667. 

The ratifications of this prefent declaration and engage- 
ment made in due form (hall be exchanged at Utrecht^ 
within fix weeks, or fooner, if poflBble. In witnefs and 
confirtnation whereof, the aforefaid minifters plenipoten- 
tiaries of her majefty of Great Britain, and of his royal' 
highnefs of Savoy, have figned this prefent inftrument with 
their own hands, and put their feals thereunto, at Utrecht,

Tke AssiziiTo, or ConTR ACT for allowing to the SubjeSs of 
Great Britain tke Liberty of importing Negroei into tke 
Spanifh America.

The AssiENTO adjujled between their Britannick and Ca- 
tkolick Majejliei, for the Engliih Company's obliging it- 
felfto fupply the Spanilh Well Indies with Black Slaves, 
for tke Term of 30 Years, to commence on the 1 ii Day of 
May of this prefent Year iji^, and to endonthe like Day 
in the Year 1743. 

The KING. 

WHEREAS the afliento agreed on with the royal 
Guinea company, lettled in France, for the in- 
troducing of Negro Slaves into the Indies, is determined, 
and die queen of Great Britain being defirous of coming 
into this commerce, and in her name the EngHfh com- 
pany, as is Itipulated in the preliminaries of the peace, 
and that this affiento ftiould continue for the time and 
fpace of go years; Don Manuel Menaffcs Gilligan, de- 
puted by her majefly of Great Britain, did, in purfaance 
thereof, put into my hands a draught, made for that pur- 
pofc, containing 42 articles, for the regulating this con - 
traft; which I referred to the confideration of a junta of 
three minifters of my council of the Indies, that upon pe- 
rufal thereof, they might report to me what (hould occur 
to them upon each article or condition. Which being 
dune, and feveral points remaining upon this examinatioa 
undetermined and controverted, 1 referred it back tt> 
another junta; an^ being fully informed of the whole 
G 2 matter. 
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matter, notwithllanding the objefiions made hy both 
junta's, it being my intention to conclude and finilh thi3 
aflicnto, with all poflible condefcentfon and complacency 
towards the queen of Great Britain, I have thought fit, 
by my royal decree of the 1 2th of this prefent month, to 
admit and approve of the faid 42 articles, contained in 
the forementioned draught, in the manner hereafter fpe- 
cified, with the enlargement, which over and above I have 
of my own fred will refolved to grant to the faid company 
by my faid decree. All which is in the manner follow- 
ing : 

I. Firft then to procure, by this means, a mutual and 
reciprocal advantage to the fovereigns and fubje&s of both 
cro^is, her Britifh majefty does offer and undertake for 
the perfons, whom (he fliall name and appoint. That they 
fhall oblige and charge themfelves with the bringing into 
the Weft-Indies of America, belonging to his cathoKck 
majefty, in the fpace of the faid 30 years, to commence 
on the iflrday of May, 1713, and determine on the like 
day, which will be in the year 1743, viz. 144000 negroes, 
Piezas dt India, of both fexcs, and of all ages, at the 
rate of 4800 negroes, Piezas de India, in each of 
the faid 30 years, with this condition. That the peribns 
who ftiall go to the Weft-Indies to take care of the con- 
cerns of the afliento, fliall avoid giving any offence, for 
iti fuch cafe they fliall be profecuted and puniflied in the 
fame manner, as they would have been in Spain, if the 
like mifdemeanors had been committed there. 

II. That for each negro, Pieza de India, of the regular 
ftandard of feven quarters, not being old or defeCUve, ac- 
cording to what has been praQifed and eftabliflied hitherto 
in the Indies, the aflientifts fliall pay 33 pieces of eight 
(Efcudos) and one third of a piece of eight, in which fum 
fliall be accounted to be, and fliall be comprehended, all 
and all manner of duties of Alcavala, Siza, Union de 
Armas, Boqueron, or any other duty whatfoever, of im- 
portation or Regalia, that now are, or hereafter fliall be 
impofed, belonging to his catholick majefty, fo that no- 
thing more fliall be demanded; and if any fliouldbe taken 
by the goveniQK,- royal officers, or other minifters, they 
fliall be made good to the affientifts, on account of the 
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duties 'which they are to pay to his Catbolick Majefty, of 
33t pieces of eight, as aforefaid, the fame being made ap- 
pear by an authentick certificate, which iliall not be deni- 
ed by any publick notary, thereunto required on the part 
of the Aflientifts; for which purpofe a general order {ce- 
diila) fhall be iffiied in the mofl; ample form. 

III. That the faid Afilicntifts Ihall advance to his Ca- 
tholick Majefty, to fupply the urgent occafions of the 
crown, two hundred thouland pieces of eight (efcudos) in 
two even payments of one hundred thoufand pieces of 
ei^ht each, the firlt to be made two months after his ma- 
jcfty (hall have approved and figned this AflieiUo ; and 
the fecond at the end of two otlier months next after the 
firft payment; which fum fo advanced, is not to be reim- 
burfed before the end of the firft twenty years of this AfTi- 
cnto, and then it may be dedufled by equal portions in 
the ten laft remaining years, after the rate of twenty thou- 
fand pieces of eight yearly, out of the produce of the 
duty upon negroes, which they are to pay in thofe years. 

IV. That the Aflientifts ftiall be obliged to pay the a- 
forefaid advance of two hundred thoufand pieces of eight, 
in this court ; as alio from fix months to fix months, the 
half of the amount of the duties payable for the Fiezas of 
flaves, which they have agreed to import yearly. 

V. That the payments of the faid duties Ihall be made 
in the manner mentioned in the foregoing ardcle, without 
any delay or difpute, or without putting any other inter- 
pretation upon it ; yet, with this declaration, that the Af- 
fientifts fhall not be obliged to pay the duties for more 
than four thoufand negroes (Piezas dc India) yearly, and 
not for the remaining eight hundred, the duties payable 
for thcfe laft, during the whole thirty years of this Aflien- 
to, being to be, as they are hereby given and granted to 
ihem the faid Aftientifts, by his majefty, in the beft form 
and manner polfible, in confidcration of the rifques and 
intercft that ought to be made good to the Affienlills, for 
the money advanced, and payment in this court of the du- 

■ ties for the faid four thoufand ^j'ezds. 

VI. That the laid Alfientifts, after they fhall have im- 
ported the four thoufand eight hundred negroes yearly, ac- 

^ cording to their contra6tj if thcy find it neceffary for his 
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Catholick Majcfty's fcrvice, and that of hif iubjcAs, tOK 
import a greater number, they fhall have liberty to do it, 
during the firft twenty five years of this contrad ; (for as 
much as in the five laft years they (hall import no more 
than the four thoufand eight hunted agreed upon) with 
condition, that they (hall pay no more than fixieen pieces 
of eight, and two tnirds of a piece of eight, for all dutilcs 
on each negro, Pieza de Indian which they fllalf iniport, 
over and above the faid four thoufand eight hundred, that 
being the half of thirty three pieces of eight, and one third 
abovementioned ; and this payment alfo (hall be made in 
this court. 

VII. That the faid Aflientifts fhall be at liberty to em- 
ploy, in this commerce for the carrying of their cargoes, 
her majefty of Great Britain's own Ihips, or thofe of her 
fubje£ls, or any belonging to his catholick majefty's fub- 
je€b, (paying them their freight, and with the confent of 
their owners) navigated with Engliih or Spanifh mari- 
ners, at their choice, care being taken that neither the 
commanders of thofe Ihips employed by the Affientifta, 
nor the mariners do give any offence, or caufe any fcan« 
dkl to the exercife of the roman catholick religion, under 
the penalties, arid purfuant to the regulations eftablifhed 
by the firft article of this Affiento. And alfo it fhall be 
lawful for the faid Aflientifts, and they fhall have power 
to introduce their black flaves contrafted for, into all the 
ports of the north fea, and of Buenos Ayres, in any of 
the aforementioned fhipi, in like manner as has hten 
granted to any former Aflientifts; however always with 
this affurance, that neither the commanders nor feameti 
fhall occafjon any fcandal to the roman catholick religion, 
under the penalties already mentioned. 

VIII. That whereas, experience has fhe%vnit to hie vti. 
ry prejudicial to the intereft of his Catholick Majefty, and 
his fubjefls, that it hath not been lawful for the Aflieifi* 
tifts, to tranfport their negroes into all the ports of India m 
general, (it being certain that the provinces which have riot 
had them, endured great hardfhips for want of having theif 
lands and eftates cultivated, from whence arofe the necef* 
fity of ufing all imaginable ways of getting them, eveti 
though it were fraudulently) it is made 2^n e.xprefs condir 
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tion of this contraQ, thai the faid Affientifls may import 
and vend the faid negroes in all the ports of the north fca, 
and that of Buenos Ayres at their choice, Chis caiholick 
majefty revoking, as he does revoke, the prohibition con- 
tained in other former Affiento's, to import them into any 
other ports, than thofe therein mentioned) with this reftric- 
lion, that the faid Affientills may not import, or land any 
negro, except in thofe ports where there are royal offi- 
cers, or their deputies, who may fearch the Jhips and their 
cargoes, and certify the number of negroes that are im- 
ported. And it is provided at the fame lime, that the ne- 
groes which are carried to the ports of the windward coaft 
Sanfla Martha Cumana, a.nd Maracaybo, {hall not be fold 
by the faid Affientids, for more than after the rate of three 
hundred pieces of eight each, and for as much lefs as is 
poffibic, to encourage the inhabitants of thofe places lo 
buy them ; but as to the other ports of New Spun, its 
iQands, and Terra Firma, it fiiall be lawful for tlie feid 
Affientifts to fell thciii at the beft prices they fliall be able 
to get. 

IX. That the faid Affientifts being allowed, for the rea- 
fons mentioned in the foregoing article, to import their ne- 
groes into all the ports of the north fea, it is alfo agreed, 
that they fhall have power to do it in the river of Plata. 
his Catholiclt Majefty allowing them out of the four thou- 
fand eight hundred negroes, which, purfuam to this Afli- 
ento, they are to import yearly, (in confideration of the 
advantages and benefits that will thereby accrue to the 
neighbouring provinces) to bring into the laid river of 
Plata, or Bncuos Ayres, in each of the faid thirty years of 
this Aflienio, to the number of one thoufand and two hun- 
dred of thofe Pkzai dc India of both fexes, to fell them 
there at fuch prices as they (hall be able, fliipping the 
fame in four veffels, large enough to carry them ; eight 
hundred of them to be difpofed of at Buenos Ayres, and 
the remaining four hundred may be carried mto, and 
ferve for the provinces above, and kingdom of Chili, fell- 
ing them to the inhabitants, if they will come to buy them 
in the faid port of Buenos Ayres ; it being hereby de- 
clared, that her Britannick majefty, and the Affientifts in 
her name, may hold in the faid river of Plata fome 
G 4 par- 
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parcels of land, which his CathoUck Majefiy (hall appoint 
or affign, purfuant to what is ftipulatedin the prelimina* 
ries ofthe peace, from the time of the commencmg of this 
Affiento, fufficient to plant, to cultivate, and breed cattle 
therein, for the fubfiftence ofthe perfons belonging tothe 
Affiento, and their negroes ; they (hall be allowed to build 
houfes there of timber, and not of any other materials, 
and they fhall not throw up the «arth, nor make any the 
lead (or flighteft) fortification : and his Catholick Majefty 
ihall alio appoint an officer to his fatisfaStion, one of his 
own fubje^, who fhall refide upon the aforementioned 
lands, under whofe command are to be ail fuch things as 
relate to the faid lands; and all other matters that concern 
the Affiento, fhall be under that of the governor and roy- 
al officers of Buenos Ayres, and the Affientifts fhall not, 
on account of the faid lands, be obliged to pay any du- 
ties during the time of the faid Affiento, and no longer. 

X. In order to the carrying and introducing of black 
flaves into the provinces of the South-Sea, liberty is to be 
granted, as it is hereby granted to the Affientifts, to freight 
either at Panama, or in any otber dock or port of the 
South-Sea, fhips or frigates of about four hundred tons, 
little more or lefs, on board which they may fhip them 
at Panama, and carry them to all the other ports of Peru, 
and no others on that fide, and to man thofe fhips with 
fuch feamen, and appoint fuch officers, both military and 
for fea, as they fhall think fit, and may bring back the 
produce of the fale thereof to the faid port of Panama, as 
well in fruits of the country, as in money, bars of filver, 
or ingots of gold, and fo as they may not be obliged to 
pay any duties for the filver or gold, which they fhall bring 
either upon importation or exportation, it bemg (lamped, 
and without fraud, and appearing to be the produce of 
the negroes, for that the fame is to be free of all forts of 
duties, in the fame manner as if the faid money, bars of 
filver, and ingots of gold, belonged to his catholick ma- 
iefty : and likewife leave is granted to the faid Affientifts, 
to fend from Europe to Porto fiello, and from Porto BeU 
lo to Panama, by the river Chagre, or by land-carriage, 
cables, fails, iron, timber, and likewife all other (lores 
and pr6vifions, neceflary for the (aid (hips, frigates, or 
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barcoluengO's, and for the maintaining the fame ; provid- 
ed that (hey (hall not be allowed to fell, or trade in the faid 
ftores, in the whole nor in part, "under any pretence what- 
foever; for that in fuch cafe they (hall be confifcatedj 
and as well the buyers as the fellers, (hall be puni(hed ac- 
cording to law, and the Affientifts Ihall be, from that time 
forward, abfoluiely deprived of this privilege, unlets it 
(hall appearihat they had obtained leave for the fale there- 
of from his Catholick Majefty. And it is farther provid- 
ed, that when the term of this Affienio is ended, the faid 
AfTieniifts (hall not be allowed to make ufe of the faid 
(hips, frigates or barks, to cany them to Europe, becaule 
of the inconveniencies that might enfiie, 

XI. The faid Aflientifts may make ufe of Engli(h or 
Spaniards at their choice, for the management and direc- 
tion of this Aifiento, as well in the ports of America, as ia 
the inland places, his Catholick Majefty difpenfmg for that 
end, with the laws which forbid ftrangers entering into, or 
inhabiting in that country ; declaring and commanding 
thai the Englilh, during the whole time of this AfTiento, 
(hall be regarded and treated as if they were fubjefts of 
the crown of Spain, with this reftriSion, that, there ihall 
not refide in any one of the faid ports of the Indies, 
more than four or fix Englilhmen; out of which number 
the faid Afliendfts may chufe fuch as they ihall think fit, 
and (hall have occafion to fend up into the country, where 
negroes are allowed to be carried, for the management 
and recovery of their elfefts ; which they ihall perform in 
the moii convenient manner, and that which they (hall 
think beft, under the regulation mentioned in the ill: ar- 
ticle, without any hindrance or diflurbance from any 
minifters civil or military, of what degree or quality fo- 
ever, under any pretence, unlefs they can be charged 
with afting contrary tothe eftablilhedlaws, or to the con- 
tents of this AiTiento. 

XII. That for the better management of this Affiento, 
L his Catholick Majefty will be pleafed to grant, that as 
I (bon as the peace is proclaimed, her Britannick Majefly 
■ may lend two (hips of war, with the faid faftors, o(Bcers, 
I and otheis, who are to be employed in this fervice, giv- 
B ing firft a lift of the names; both of the one and the others, 
H that 
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that arc to go aOiorQ io all the ports^ where they AmU be 
allowed to fettle and regulate their fitSoriei, as well (bail 
ibcy may gp with the greater conveniency and fecunty^ aa 
Aatdiey n^Y provide all things neceflary for the leceiv- 
iDg:die veffeU that (hall go with negroes, which being pbU- 
gjed to go to take the blacks in upon the coaft of Africa^ 
amd thence transport them to the ports of the Spanifh Ante- 
wk^h it would be very incommodious as well as unprofitr 
able, for the &6lors and others employed, to go on Doard 
tbe fhips made ufe of in thofe voyages, and yet it is indif- 
pen&bly neceflary that houfes be prepared beforehand for 
them to dwell in, and all other provifions made which thcf 
fiiaH want ; and for the tranfporting of the fa3ors, and 
others, befonging to the company, to Buenos Ayres,. a 
vefTel of a middling burden (hall be allowed ; and it is here- 
by declared, that as well this veflel, as the two fliips of 
wadT, are to be vifited and fearched in tbe ieveral ports by 
the royal officers, who may feize their merchandize, if 
tliey carry any ; and farther, the faid (hips fhall be fur- 
lulhed with neceilary provifions for their returot, at a. rear 
fonable rate. 

XIII. The faid Aflientifts may nominate, in all the 
ports and chief places of America,, judges confervators of 
this Afliento, whom they may remove and difplace, and 
ftppoint others at pleafure, in the manner allowed to the 
PoTtugueze in the eighth article of their Afliento, provided 
afways that they fhew a juftifiable caufe for their fo doing, 
before the prefident, governor, or audience of fuch di- 
&n8L, whicn fhall be by them refpeftively qjproved, fo as 
this nomination may fall on fome of his catholick majef- 
ty's minifters ; which faid judges are to have cognizance, 
yexclufiye of all others, of all caufcs, affairs and fiiits, re- 
lating to this Affiento, with full authority and jurifdiSion : 
f^U audiences, minifters s^nd tribunals^ prefidents, captains 
general, governors, corregidores, great alcaldes;, and other 
judges and juftices whatfoever, the viceroys of thofe king- 
doms included, being forbidden to meddle therewith, for- 
afmuch as the faid judges confervators are alone to have 
the cognizance of thefe caufes and their incidents, from, 
vhofe fentences an appeal (ipfuch cafes as the law allows) 
m^ lie to the fuipreme council of the Indies, with this 
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condition, that the faid judges confervators may not 
mand or pretend to greater falaries than thofe the Affictt- 
tifts fhail tiuiik good to allow them for that fervice ; and if 
any of them exatL any more, his Cathdick Majefty wiH 
order it to be reftored ; he will alfo grant that the prefi- 
dent or governor of the faid council for the time being, 
or the decano (eldeft member^ thereof, fliall be proteftor 
of this Affiento; and alfo that they may propofe a mini- 
fter of the fame council, (whom they thall think mod pro- 
per) to be their judge confervator, excluGve of all others, 
with his Catholick M^cfty's approbation, in like manner 
as has been done in former Atiiento's. 

XIV. It Ihall not be lawful for the viceroys, audiences, 
prefidents, captaii^s general, governors, royal officers, or 
other tribunal or minillcr whatever, of his Catholick 
Majcfly, to lay an embargo on, or detain the fhips be- 
longing to this Affiento, nor to hinder them in their voy- 
ages, under any pretence, or for any caufe or motive 
whatever, even though it fhould be to fit them out for 
war, or upon any other defign ; but, on the contrary, they 
fiiaJl be obliged to afford them all the favour, amftance 
and fuccour, that the faid Alfientifts or their faftors fliall 
defire, for the more (peedy fitting out, difpatching, and 
lading of their faid ihips ; and likewife the vifluals, and all 
other things they fhail Hand in need of, for forwarding 
their voyages, at the current prices, with ihis warning, and 
under this penalty, that thofe who do otherwiie, fhail be 
obliged, at their own proper cofts, to make good and fa- 
lisfy all the damages and lofles, which the Afficntifts may 
fuQain by fuch impediment or detention. 

XV. Neither (hall the viceroys, prefidents, captains ge- 
neral, governors, corregidores, great alcaldes, judges, 
and royal officers, or any other tribunal or officer what- 
foevcr, take, fcize, detain, or lay an embargo by violence, 
or in any other manner, under any pretence, or for any 
caufe or motive whatfoever, (though never fo urgent) on 
any of the flock, goods and cfFcfts, that are the produce 
of this Affiento, or belonging to the Aflientifts, under 
the penally of being punilhed, and paying, out of their 
own cflates, the damages and toffcs that fhail accrue there- 
by : nor fhallthe faid miniiters fearch the hqufcsor ware- 
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Ytonki of the faBors or others belonging to this Afliento, 
who are to enjoy this privilege and exemption, to prevent 
the fcandal ana difcredit that attend fuch proceedings ; 
unlefs io cafe it fliall have been proved that there has been 
fome fraudulent and prohibited iniportation, and then 
they may be fearched, with the amftance of the judge 
confervator, herein abfolutely required, who fhall take 
care to prevent pilferings and embezzlements, that ufe to 
happen by the great number of foldiers and officers, that 
croud to fuch places on thofe occafions; it being agreed, 
that]if any fuch goods are found, they may be feized, but 
not the flock or effe6b of the Affiento, which are to con- 
tinue free ; and if the faftors are concerned in fuch offen- 
ces, an account thereof fhall be given to the junta, that 
they may be punifhed. 

Xyi. That the faid Aflientifls, their faftors, and others 
belonging to them in the Indies, may employ in their fer- 
vice fuch mariners, carriers, and workmen, as they fhall 
have occafion for, to load and unload their fhips and vef^ 
fels, upon a voluntary agreement made with them, and 
paying them fuch falaries and flipends as they ihall have 
agreed for. . 

XVII. That the faid Affientifls fhall have liberty to 
load, at their choice, the effcCb they may have in the 
Indies, upon* me fhips of the Flota or the Galeons, to 
bring them into Europe, agreeing for the freight with the 
captains and owners of the faid fliips, or upon the vefTels 
belonging to the Affiento ; which if they think it conve- 
nient, may come under convoy with the faid Flotas and 
Galeons, or other fhips of war belonging to his Catho- 
lick Majefly, who will be pleafed to lay his expoefs com- 
mands, both upon the one and the other of them, to ad- 
mit and take them under their proteftion and fafeguard, 
with this warning, that no fum whatever be demanded of 
them, by way of ordinary or extraordinary indulto, or for 
their coming in company with the faid fleet or galeons ; 
and that the effefls which fhall come in them, and fhall 
appear, by an authentick writing, to belong to the Aflien- 
tifls, fhall be free of all duties whatfoever, on their impor- 
tation in Spain, feeing their flock is to be looked upon to 
have the fame privilege as if it belonged to his Catholick 
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Majefty; and it is forbid, that the faid fliips belonging to 
the Affiento (which may come in company with the flotas) 
do bring on board them any Spanifh paflenger, or any 
effefts of any fubjecl of his Catholick Majefty. 

XVIII. That from the ift day of May of this prefent 
year 1713, till they fliall have talien pofleiTion of this 
Affiento, nor after their taking fuch poflelTion, it fhall not 
be lawful for the French Guinea company, or any other 
perfon whatfocver, to introduce any negro flaves into 
India, and if they do, his Catholick Majefty will declare, 
as by this prefent article he does declare, them to be con- 
lifcated and forfeited, in favour, and for the benefit of 
thefe Affienlifts, to whom they Ihall remain, they being 
obliged to pay the duties for the negroes thus imported 
contrary to this article, as arc regulated and fettled by 
this contract, for which purpofe, lo (bon as it is ligned, 
circular orders, in the moft ample form, fliall be dif- 
patchcd to America, that there be not any negroes for the 
account of the French company admitted into any of the 
ports, to whofe agent the fame Ihall be notified; and that 
this may be the more effeflual and advantageous to the 
royal revenue, it is agreed, that when the faid Afliemifis 
fhall have notice that any lliip with negroes fnot belonging 
to them) is come upon tlie coaft, or entered into any port, 
they may fit out, arm, and fend out immediately (iich 
velTels as they fhall have of their own, or any others be- 
longing to his Cathohck Majefty, or his fubjefls, with 
whom they ftiall agree, to take, Jeize, and confifcate fuch 
fhips and their negroes, of whatever nation or perfon they 
be, to whom the fame Ihall belong ; to which end the faid 
Aflientifts, and their faftors, fliall have liberty to take cog- 
nizance of, and fearch all ftiips and vefteis that ftiall come 
upon the coafts of India, or into its ports, in which they 
ftiall have rcafon to believe or fufpect, that there are con- 
traband negroes: provided always that for the making of 
fuch fearches, vifits, and 'other proceedings before-men- 
tioned, they fliall firft have leave from the governors, to 
whom they fhall communicate what occurs, and defire 
them to inierpofe their authority ; provided that peace 
ihall be proclaimed before auy thing of this can be done, 
or this Affiento take place. 

XIX. That 
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XIX. That tlie faid Aflieniifts, tiieir faQow and agents, 
fiiatl hav? power to navigate and import their negro flaves, 
according to their contra8, to all the northern porta of 
his Catholick Majefty's Weft-Indies, including the river 
of Plata, with prohibition to all others, whether fubjefls 
of the crown, or ftrangers, to carry and introduce thither 
any negroes, under the penalties eftablifhed by the laws 
ihat relate to this contra£t of trade; and his Catholick 
Majcfty obliges himfelf by his faith and royal word, to 
maintain the (aid Aflientifts, in the entire and full pofleffion 
and performance of all the articles thereof, during the 
time agreed on, without allowing or conniving at any 
thing that may be contrary to the punctual and exaft ful- 
filling thereof, his majefty confidcring it as his own con- 
tern; with this condition, that they fhall not import into 
the faid river of Plata, or Buenos Ayres, more than the 
1200 Piezai de Negroes allowed by the 8th article. 

XX. That in cafe the faid AflientiOs be molefted in the 
rxeculion and performance of this Afliento, and that their 
proceedings and rights be dillurbed by way of fuits at 
law, or in any other manner whatfoever, his Catholick 
Majefty declares that he will referve to himfelf alone the 
cognizance thereof, and of all canfes that may be moved 
thereupon, with an inhibition to all and whatibever judges 
and juitices to take to themfelves the examination and 
cognizance of the faid caufes, or of the fiiits, omiflions 
or defeEls that may happen in the performance of this 
Afliento, 

XXI. That whenever the finps of the faid Aflientifts, 
fliall arrive in the ports of the Indies with their cargoes of 
negroes, the captains thereof fliall be obliged to certify 
that there is not any contagious diftemper amongtl them, 
that the gov^Tior and royal officers may permit them td 
enter into the faid ports, without which certificates, they 
fhall not be admitted. 

XXII. When the faid fhips {hall have entered into any 
of the ports, they are to be vifited by the governor.and 
royal officers, and fearched to the bottom, even to the 
bailaft; and having landed their negroes in whole or in 
part, they may at the fame time land the provifions, which 
they fhall bring for their fubfiUence, laying ihem up in 

particular

■particular houfes or magazines, having obtained leave 
the minifters who had fearched the faid ihips; to avoid by 
thefe means all opportunities of fraud or controvcriy ; bia 
they (hall not land, import, or vend any goods or mer- 
chandize under any pretence or motive whatfoever; ar»d 
if there fiiould be any on board the (hips, they (hall be 
feized, as if they were found on (liore, excepting only tbc 
faid negro (laves, and the magazines of provifions for their 
fubfiltence, under the penalty, that thole who are gmlty, 
(hail be feverely punifhed, and their merchandize aiui 
eiFefls conGfcated or burnt, and they fhall be declared for 
ever incapable of having any employment in the faid 
Afliento; and the officers and fubjetts of his Cathotick 
Majefty who (hall connive at the fame, fliali be feverely 
puni(hed alfo, all importation and trading in merchandize 
being abfblutcly forbidden and denied to the faid AITieR- 
tifts, as being contrary to, and againft the laws of thefe 
kingdoms, and the fincerity and good faith with which 
they ought to difcharge the obligations they are under by 
this Afliento. And his majefty declares and ordains, that 
the merchandize which (hall be lb feized, as being fraudo- 
iently imported, fhall be appraifed and valued, and imme- 
diately burnt in fome publick place, by order of the faid 
governors and royal olficers, and the captain or mafter of 
the faid (hip or veffel, (hall be condemned to pay the piicc 
at which it was valued, though he thould be guilty of no 
other fault, than of omiRion, in not taking care, that no 
fuch merchandize (hould have been put on board; but if 
ihey are accomplices, or delinquents, they fliall be con- 
demned to pay a forfeiture proportionable to their o(Fence, 
feverely punillied, and declared incapable to hold there- 
after any employment in the fervice of this Afliento : 
and his Catholick Majefty will require from all his mini- 
fters and officers, an exaft and (trift account of the per- 
formance of what is above-mentioned; and it is declared 
that the fhips, on board which the negroes (hall be, or 
any provilions brought for their fub(iftence, (hail not be 
liable to the faid forfeiture and confifcation, they being 
declared to remain free, as not being in fault; and the 
perfon or perfons, who have charge of them, may go on 
with their traffick ; and if the merchandize or goods fcized 
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do not exceed the value of loo pieces of eight (Efcudos) 
they fhall be burnt without any remifTion (being nrft ap* 
praUed) and the captain fhall pe condemned to pay the 
film at which they were appraifed, as a puniOiment for his 
negleft and omiffion, and if he does not pay down the 
value of what (hall have been fo feized, he mall be fuf- 
pended and imprifoned till payment made ; but if it be 
proved that he was not an accomplice, he (hall be obliged 
to deliver up the peiibn guilty, and in that cafe he (halt 
lie free. 

XX II I. That the viftuals and other proviiions which 
(hall be put on fliore for the fubfiftence of the negroes^ 
iball not pay any duties of importation or exportation, or 
any others whatever, ,that now are, or hereafter may be 
impofed; but if the Aflientifts buy or export them from 
the ports, then (hall they be 9bliged to pay the duties efta- 
bliflied, in the fame manner as his Catholick Majefty's 
fubjeSs ought to do ; and it is declared, That if, of the 
provifions that were laid up in tKe ware-houfes, there 
fiiould remain fome, which could not be expended, and 
Bkely to perifli, they may be fold, or carried to other 
ports to be difpofed of, paying the duties there eftablifhed; 
the whole, with the interpofition and knowledge of the 
royal officers. 

XXIV. That the duties upon the negroes imported, 
are to be due from the day of their landing in any of the 
ports of the Indies, after the fearch made, and all matters 
regulated by the royal officers; and it is declared, That 
if any of the faid negroes die before they are fold, the 
Aflientifts fhall not thereby be quit of the obligation of 
paying the duties for thofe that die, nor have any preteh- 
fion to make upon that account ; except only, that in cafe, 
upon making the fearches, there be found any negroes 
ditngeroufly ill, they may be landed for their recovery, 
and if thefe die within the fpace of 15 days, from the 
time of their being put oh (bore, the Aflientifts fhall not be 
' obliged to pay any duties, in regard they were not landed 
for fale, but in order to recover their health in the faid 
15 days; which being expired, if they fhall be yet alive, 
then they fhall become indebted for the duties for them, 
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in like manner as for the reft, and fliall pay them in this 
court, purfuant to what is agreed in t^e 5th article. 

XXV. That after the Aifientifts, or their fitftors, ftiall 
have fettled the duties, and fold part of the loading of 
blacks, which they had brought to that port, they ftiall be 
allowed to carry the remainder to any other port, carry- 
ing certificates from the royal officers of having therie ac- 
counted for the duties, that fo the fame may not be de- 
manded of them again in any other port ; and they may 
receive in payment for thofe they ftiall fell, money, bar$ 
of filver, and ingots of Gold, which ftiall have paid the 
king's Quinto without fraud, as alfo the produce of tlie 
country, which they may carry away, and embark freely, 
as well the money, bars of filver, and ingots of gold, a^ 
the other e£Feds and fruits, as being the produce of the 
fale of the faid negroes, without being obliged to pay any 
duties, except only thofe. that ftiall be eftabliflied in .the 
places from whence thofe fruits and effe£ls are brought, 
.which they are allowed to receive in exchange, or for the 
value of their negroes, of whatever kind they be, upon 
fales made in this manner for want of money, which they 
jnay carry on board the veflels employed in this com- 
merce, to fuch ports as they ftiall think fit, and fell them 
•diere, paying the accuftomed duties, 
i XXVL That the ftiips which ftiall be employed by this 
Affiento, may fail from the ports of Great Britain or 
•Spain at the choice of the Aflientifts, who ftiall give an 
account taiiis Catholick Majefty of what ftiips they ftiall 
diipatch yearly for the negro-trade, and the ports fqr 
^which ihey are defigned, and may return to either, with 
the money, bars of filver, gold, fruits and produce of 
the country, being the produce of the fale of their ne- 
groes, and ihey ftiall be under this obligation, that if the 
ieturhs comd into the ports of Spain, the captains and 
x:ommander8 ftiall give to his Catholick Majefty 's minifters 
an authentick regitter, by which it may appear what they 
have on board ; and if they come back to Great Britain, 
.they ftiall fend over an exaft account of their lading, that 
vhis majefty may be fully informed thereof; with this warn- 
ing, that they may not bring over, in any of the faid 
ftiips, any filver, gold, or other effefts, tliaa wliat ftiall

be the produce of the fale of the negroes, nor ' any Spa-' 
ni(h paffengcrs, they being forbid to receive on board 
any merchandize or other effefts, on account of his Ca- 
tholick Majefty's fubjefts in thofe dominions, without an 
exprefs licence firft obtained from his Catholick Majefty; 
and they confent, that if the captains, commanders and 
officers, do bring any fuch on board, without fuch licence, 
they (hall be declared guilty, and puniflied as having de- 
frauded his majefty's cuftoms, and tranfgrefled againft the 
contents of this article, and the orders which his majefty 
fliall have been pleafed to give for the execution thereof, 
and for the avoidings of fuch frauds in the ports of the 
Indies, fo that the offenders, being convifted thereof, fhall 
be conftantly punilhed. 

XXVII. If it fhould happen that the fhips of this 
Affiento fliould be fitted out as (hips of war, and fhould 
take any prizes from the enemies of either crown, or from 
the pirates that ufually cruize and plunder in the feas of 
America, they may bring them into any port belonging 
to his Catholick Majefty, where they are to be admitted; 
and the Aid prizes being declared good and lawful; thfc 
captors (hall not be obliged to pay greater duties, upon 
the entry of their prizes, that what are eftablifhed and 
payable by the natural fubjefts of his majefty ; and it is 
declared, that if there fhould be any negroes on board 
fuch prizes, they may fell them in part of the number 
they have engaged to furnifh, as likewife the viftuals and 
provifions that (hould be over and above what is needful 
for their fubfiftence ; but this is not to extend to the mer- 
chandize and goods which they may take, the f^le whereof 
is ever to remain prohibited : however fucH regard is had 
fo their interefts, that they are allowed to carry the faid 
merchandize and goods fo taken, to the porl^ of Cartha- 
gena or Porto Bello, and deliver them to die king's offi- 
cers, who are to receive them, and make an inventory 
thereof, and lay them up in warehoules, in the prefence 
of the captors, where they are to be kept ' till the arrival 
of the Galeons, and the time of holding the fairs in the 
faid ports of Carthagena and Porto Bgllo ; and then the 
king's officers are to take care that they be fold, with the 
interpofition, and in the prefence of the deputies of com- 
V merce, 
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merce, and tKe faid captx)rs, or their agents ; for which 
purpofe his Catholick Majefty is to give the neceflary 
orders, as he does give them by this prefent article, and 
deduding a founh part of the produce of the fale thereof, 
which is to belong to his Catholick Majefty, to be put 
into the royal coffers, and remitted to Spain, with a dif- 
tinft account of the faid produce, they are to deliver the 
three remaining parts of each prize, without the leaft 
delay to the captors, or their agents, deduQing and retain- 
ing thereout all expences for their fale and warehoufe* 
room, and fatisfying at the fame time that thefe prizes 
are fold, the accuftomed duties payable for the fame to 
the royal exchequer. And for the preventing all manner 
of doubt and cavil, his majefty declares. That the Ihips, 
ketches,. and other veffels, (thus made prize of) of what- 
ever fort they be, with their arms, guns, ammunition, and 
all the furniture and tackle on board them, fliall belong to 
the captors. 

XXVIII. That whereas in the eftablifliing and adjufting 
this Affiento, a particular regard is had to the advantage 
that may thence accrue to their Britifh and Catholick Ma- 
jefties, and to their revenues, it is agreed and ftipulated, 
That both their majefties fliall be concerned for one half 
of this trade, each of them a quarter part, which is to 
belong to them purfuant to this agreement: and whereas 
it is neceflary that his Catholick Majefty (in order to have 
and enjoy the benefit and gain that may be obtained by 
this trade) fliould advance to the faid Aflientifts, one mil- 
lion of pieces of eight, {Efcudos) or a quarter of the fum, 
which they fliall judge neceflary for the putting of this 
commerce into a good order and method, it is agreed 
and fettled, That if his Catholick Majefty fliall not think 
it convenient to advance the faid fum, the aforementioned 
Aflientifts do offer to do it out of their own money, upon 
condition, that his Catholick Majefty fhall make good the 
intereft out of what they fifall be accountable for, to him, 
after the rate of eight per cent, yearly, commencing from- 
the refpeftive days of their laying out the faid' money, 
and to continue till they are reimburfed and fatisfied, ac- 
cording to the account that fhall be prefented to "him, that 
his majefty may thus enjoy the profits that may accrue to 
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hjiH, \il^h th^y oblige tjiemfdvea to fbowi this time ; huf . 
ir^ caje th^y do not m^ike any profit by r^afon of aceidenl» ' 
or misfortunes, and that iqftead thereof they fufFcr loflfes j 
his, majetty will be pWigcd i^st he docs oblige himfelf froia 
this tiai^) to caufe theai to he reimburfed io far a& he'is* 
concerned, according to juftice, s^wd in fueh way aa may 
be leaft prejudicial tq hii royal revenues. And loos Catho- 
liok Msijefty is lo naine two direftora oar faftors^ who are 
to re.Gdc at Lotion, two oiore in the Xodies^ and one at 
Cadiz, tlwfct they may be concerned o© his part, together 
v^b tlK)fe of her Britannick Majefty, and thole that ihatt 
biB interefted) in all the direftio»3, pujFchafes; and accounts, 
of this; Afl&enliQ, to whom bis Catholick Majsefly is to give 
proper ijiiftruftions by which to govern thomfelve^, paitit^ 
ci^laHy to thoie in the Indies, for the better avoiding alt^ 
ii^ipediments and difpvites which, may happen* 

XXIX. That the laid Affientifts ajre ta give, ajir account 
of their profits and gain at the end of the firft five years 
of this Aflfcnto, vith ac^ouwts taken upon oath, and cer- 
tified by kgaJi iuftruinen?fe>^ of the change of the purchaie, 
fui>fiftence, tranfport^tioa, and lale- of the negroes, and 
att otjlier expence^ upon tlieir account; and alfo eertifijcates 
Ib due form^ of the produce of their fale in all the poirts 
and parts of America^ belonging to his Catholick M^^efty-, 
whither they (hall have been, imported and fold; which 
accounts, as weU of the charge as the prod^ce^ are fiarft 
te> h^ exaWHed and fettled, by her Rrit'OLnnicfc Majefty 's 
rainiilens employed in this fe^vice, in regard to the fliare • 
fhe is to have in this Affiemo, and then to be examincdi . 
in, lijke m.anner in this court ; and his Catholick Majefty » 
ftoe of the profits Hgiay be adjufted and reoove^e^ from 
tfee Aflientift?, who are tt) be obliged to pay the fanoe 
woQ- regularly and punctually, in purfu^nce of this arti-t 
cle, which h to be of the f^ime force: and vigour as^if it 
were a puWici. inftruiment, and under the regulation men- 
tioned in the 28tjx article, co kerning the fji^lprs wJuck 
his Catholick Majefty ia to appoint. 

XXX. That tf the amount of the ga^irn made dbiriog 
the firft five years, does exceed the fciint which tir« Affien-.. 
tiftvs ax-e to advance, aad fliall advan<2e; for te Catholick- 
M^jxjfty; together witji tlie iutQreft of oigbtj^^r centj^Mhick 
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^i to be iftGl\>d*d attd mkdt good ill (he hiatintr abm*tS 
mentioned, the Affientifts are to reimbiirfe thewifelv^i ift 
Ihfe firft J>lace, what they fhall hav^ advanced, with all the 
Sfitef^ft, and then t© pay to his Catholick Maj^fty th^ re- 
fta:indet of thft profit that (hall come to his ftiate, togew 
thef with the duties upon negroes artttually imported, with- 
iHit any delay or irtipedimeht ; which praftice i« likewife 
to be obferved and continued every five years futceffively, 
'duriAg the tettn of this AflBehto ; and at the er>d thereof 
Ah account (ha!l be giten of the gaih made in the laffi 
five years, in the famt rtwnner aS is mentioned in rlelation 
to the firft five years ; fe that his CathoHck Majefty, and 
his minifters, whom he (hail ertfiploy in this alfair, may 
fetttain fally fatisfied, purfiiant to what is mentioned ifi 
che 28th article, concerniiig the faQors which his Catho- 
litk Majefty is to appoint. 

XXXI. That whereas the faid AlTieYitifts have t>flFered 
by the jd article of this contraft, to advance 200000 pieces 
of dghl itt the manner therein exprefled, they flhail not be 
t^myxitf&d the feme, till the end of the firft 20 years of 
th1§ AiBeMo, ^s is mentioned iii the faid 3d article, nor 
ftafl they Ijretetid to afty aUowante for tlie rifque or in- 
te^ft of that fiiTti ; but if upon the account that is to be 
^vfett by the Affientifts, at the end of the firft five y^ab, 
TOfey fliatl appear to be gainers, they may reimburic them- 
felves the (urn, (or part thereof) which they (hall have 
Advanced for the quarter part, wherein his Catholick Ma- 
jefty is interefted in this Affiento, as alfo the intereft due 
t6 "rtietn On this accx)unt, purfuant to what is mentioned iti 
tht iBth article. 

XXxn. Thalft-offi ^nd after the determination and 
futtilling-of this Affiento, his Catholick Majefty docs grai^ 
to th^ Affientifts the I^ace of three years, to adjufl \heM 
laccouhtSi and gather in all their eflR^as in the Indies, and 
tnak^ tip a balance of the whote, during which term oF 
^hree ye^fs, the feid Affiehtifts, their faftors, agents, and 
others employed by them, Ihall enjoy the fame privileges 
a'ftd irtitnianitiej as are granted to them for the term of 
this contraQ, foi- tfce free entrance of their ftiips Av.d vc&]s 
ifx aU thfe potts of America, and exportation of Tuch effe^ls 
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as they may have there, without any alteration Or re^, 
firiflion whatfoever. 

XXXIII. That all the debtors to the Affientifts (hall 
be compelled and forced to pay their debts, by taking 
them and their goods in execution, thefe debts being con- 
lidered upon the fame foot as thofe due to his Catholick 
Majefty himfelf, who declares them as fuch, that they may 
be the more efFeflually recovered. 

XXXIV. That it being requifite for the fupport and 
fubfiftence of the negroe flaves, who fhall be fet on fliore 
in the ports of the Weft Indies, as likewile of all the 
perfons employed in this commerce, to keep conftantly 
magazines filled with cloathing, medicines, provifions, and 
other neceflaries, in all the faftories that Ihall be efta- 
blifhed, for the more eafy and better management of this 
Affiento, as alfo with all naval ftores, for the repairing of, 
and furnifliing the fhips and veflels employed in its fer- 
vice, the Affientifts truft that his Catholick Majefty will 
pleafe to allow them, from time tp time, to bring from 
Europe or her Britannick Majefty 's colonies in North 
America, direSly to the ports and coafts of the Northern 
Sea of the Spanifti Weft Indies, where there (hall be 
royal officers, or their deputies, and likewife to the river 
of Plata or Buenos Ay res, cloathing, medicines, pro>i- 
fions, and naval ftores, for the ufe only of the Affientifts^ 
their negroes, faftors, fervants, mariners, and fliips; and 
they may import the fame in fmall vefTels, of about J 50 
tons, (and not in thofe wherein the negro flaves are carried) 
of which and their cargoes, they are, at the time of their 
departure, to fend an account to the council of the Indies, 
and to lay before it a declaration of the faftors, of what 
goods the loading confifts, none of which ftiall be fold, 
under penalty of confifcation arad fevere punifliment to be 
inflifted on the offenders, unlefs it be, in the cafe of an 
urgent neceflity, for a Spanifii fliip, the captain whereof, 
in order to his return home, may be obliged to buy the 
fame as he can agree with the faftors. 

XXXV. For the refrefliing and preferving in health 
the negro flaves, which they Ihall import into the Weft 
Indies, after fo long and painful voyage, and to prevent 
any contagious illnefs or diftemper amongft them, > the 
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favors, of this Affiento fhall be allowed to hire fuch par- 
cels of land as they Ihall think fit, in the neighbourhood 
of the places where the faftories (hall be eftablifhed, in- 
order to cultivate the faid lands, and make plantations in 
which they may raife frelh provifions for their relief and 
fubfiftence ; which cultivating and improvement is to be 
performed by the inhabitants of the country, and the ne- 
groe flaves, and not by any others, nor may any minifters 
of his Catholick Majefty hinder them, provided they keep 
to this rule. 

XXXVI. That leave fhall be granted to the Aflientifts 
to fend a fhip of 300 tons to the Canary iflands, and to 
carry from thence fuch fruits as are cuftomarily taken on 
board there, for America, purfuant to what was allowed 
to Don Bernardo Francifco Marin by the 26th article of 
his Afljento, and by the 21ft article of the Affiento of 
the Guinea company of Portugal, for one time only, 
during the continuance of this Affiento. 

XXXVII. That orders Ihall be difpatched for the pub- 
lication in all the ports of America, of an Indulto for the 
negroes unduly imported from the day that this Affiento is 
to take place, with free liberty to the faftors to lay an 
Indulto on them at what time and price they Ihall think 
fit; and that the produce of this Indulto Ihall be applied 
to the benefit of tlie Affientifts, who {hall be obliged to 
pay to his Catholick Majefty the regular duties of 33 
pieces of eight, and one third of a piece of eight, for 
each negro, at the time that the Indulto is laid. 

XXXVIII. That for the better and more expeditious 
difpatch of this affair, his Majefty will be pleafed to efta- 
blifh a junta of three minifters, fuch as he fhall think 
moft proper, who, with the affiftance of the fifcal and. 
fecretary of the council of the Indies, fhall hear and take 
cognizance, (exclufive of all others) of all matters and 
caufes relating thereunto, during the time that is ftipu- 
lated; and that the faid junta fhall lay before his majefty 
what (hall occur to them, in the fame manner as was prac- 
tifed for the French company. 

XXXIX. That all the conceffions in former Affientos 
to Don Domingo Grillo, the confulado of Seville, Don 
Nicolas Porcio, Don Eernfirdo Marin y Gufman, the 
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cortipanies 6f Portugal, and France, not beih^ fcontraiy 
to the contents of this contraft, (hall be underAood arid 
declared to be in its favour, as if they ^^•tre herein literally 
inferted ; and that all the orders that, have at any tiifae 
been difpatched in ifavour of thofe fore-mentioned AflSeri* 
titts, Ihall be granted to thefe, whenever they Ihall afk; 
therh, witlioilt aiiy doubt or difficulty. 

XL. That in caLfe of a declaration of war (which Go4 
forbid) of the ch)wn of Great Britain againft that of Spairi^ 
or of Spain againft Great Britain, this Affiento is to be. 
fufpeiided; however the Affientifts are to be fiifFeffed to 
remove with all fecurity, (during the fpacc of one year 
and 2lh half, frbim the time of the declaration of fuch rup- 
ture) dll theit efFefts, and to bring them home freely in 
llieh of their fhip^ as fhall then happen to be in the ports 
of the Indies, or in thofe belonging to the Spaniards; with 
this tonditionj that if they (hoUld bring them to the port* 
of Spain, they may freely carry them away rgain, as if 
the Afliehlo was yet in force, it being firftmade to appear, 
that they at-e the produce of the negroe trade; and it w 
farther declared, That if it fhould happen that the crowns 
of Spain and England, or either of them, jointly or fe- 
pAratelj^, /hall enter upon a war with other nations, in 
fuch cafe the (hips employed in this Affiento are to have 
paffes and carry flags with different arms from what are 
ufoally borne by the Englifh or Spaniards, fuch as his Ca- 
th^lick Majefty fhall pleafe to make choice of, the like to 
which are not to be granted to any other veffels than thofe- 
belonging to this trade, which (hall proteft them from 
being molefted or aflaulted by the ihips of fuch nations 
a« Ihall be, or declare themfelves enemies to the two 
crowns ; in order to the fecuring of which, her Britannick 
Majefty will take tipoii her to folicit and obtain that in the 
enfuing general treaty of peace, an exprefs article may be- 
inferred, that all the princes may take notice of it, and 
may be obliged to command tneir fubje&s to govern 
themfelves accordingly, and to obferve the fame exaftly 
and punftually. 

XLI. That all the contents of this prefent contraQ, 
and the conditions therein inferted, as likewife all that 
Ihall be ahhexed thdreuntb, or depending thereon, (hall 
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be fulfilled, and fincerely and punftualljr executed, fo as 
itmay notbe obiftructed by any pretence, caufe, or mo- 
tive whatfoever ; for which purpofe his majetty is to dip 
penfe, (^s he do^s hereby difpenlej with all laws, ordinan- 
ces, procianiations, privileges^ eftablifhrnents^ ufages and 
cuftorris^ ^contrary hereunto, wherever the fame may be 
fubfifiing in any of the ports, places, and provinces of A- 
merica, belonging to his majefty, for the term of thirty 
years, during ^yhich thi« Aifiento is to continue, and the" 
three years farther, which are flowed to the Aflientifts, 
for the getting in their effefts, and balancing their ac- 
counts, as has been already mentioned ; which laws, &c. 
are, however, to continue in all their force and vigour, in 
all other cafes that do not relate to this contraft, and in 
all time coming, after the expiration of the tliirty three 
years thereof. 

XLII. And finally, his majefty grants to the faid Af- 
fientifts, their agents, faftors, minifters, officers civil and 
militaryj as well at fea as at land, all the favours, free- 
doms, privileges and exemptions, that have ever been 
granted to any former Affientifts, without any reiftriftioii 
or liniitation, fo jFar as they are not contrary to what is a- 
jreed and expreffed in the foregoing articles ; which the 
.fSentifts do likewife oblige themfelves to accomplifh and 
eixecute entirely and pundually. 

. Additional Article. 

BEfides the foregoing articles ftipnlated onbehallTof th« 
Englifh company, his Catholic!^ JMajefty, conlidcr- 
mg the loffes which former Affientifts have fuftained, and 
upon this expreft condition, that the faid company fliall 
not carry on, nor attempt any unlawful trade, direftly nor 
indireftly, under any pretence whatfoever; and to mani-r 
feft to her Britannick majefty, how much he defires to 
pleafure her, and to confirm more and more a ftriO; and 
good correfpondence, has been pleafed, by his royal de- 
cree of the 12th of March, in this prefent year, to allow 
to the company of this Affiento, a fliip of five hundred 
tons yearly, during the thirty years of its continuance, to 
trade therewith to the Indies, in which his Catholick Ma* 
jefty is to partake a fourth part of tb^gaia, a$ in the Af- 
fiento; 



fiento ; befides which fourth, his Catholick Majefty is ta 
receive five per cent, out of the neat gain of the other 
three parts which belong to England, upon this exprefs 
condition, that they may not fell the goods and nnerchan^ 
dizes, which each of thofe (hips Ihall carry, but onfy at 
the time of the fair ; and if any of thefe ftiips IhaU arrive 
in the Indies, before the flotas and galeons, the faflors of 
the AfSento Ihall be obliged to land the goods and mer* 
chandize (with which they Ihall ^be laden) and put them 
into warehoufes that fhall be locked with two keys, one 
of which to remain with the royal officers, and the other 
with the faftors of the company, to the end the faid goods 
and merchandize may be fold during the continuance of 
the faid fair only ; and they are to be free of all duties in 
the Indies. 

Conclusion. 
And whereas my will and pleafure is, that all that is con- 
tained in each of the articles and conditions (expreffed in 
the above draught herein inferted) and that which is the 
laft of all (being added thereto of my own free will) 
fcould have its full effeft, I do by thefe prefents approve 
and ratify the fame, and command that it be obferved, ful- 
filled and executed, literally, in the whole and throughout, 
according to the contents of it, and of every article there- 
of, and what is therein declared, and that nothing be done 
or afted, or be any ways fuffered to be done or afted, 
contrary to the tenor and form thereof, difpenfing (as I 
do for this time difpenfe) with all laws and prohibitions that 
may be contrary thereunto ; and I promife and aflure, up- 
on my faith and royal word, that provided the company of 
England perform this contraft on their part, fo far as 
concerns them, and as they are obliged, I will perform it 
on my part : in witnefs whereof I have granted to the lord 
Lexington, her majefty of Great Britain*s minifter in this 
court, the prefent writing and acceptance of this contraft, 
correfponding with its entire performance and validity ; 
which, in purfuance of my royal command, has been 
made out by the regifter's office of the chamber of my 
council of the Indies, the 26th day of this prefent month 
and year ; and 1 will, that for the execution of all that is 
iBentioned in this Affiento, -aU the cedulas, difpatches and 
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orders, -required fot the entire efFeft and fulfilling thereof 
be ifliied in their proper time : and the comptrollers of ac- 
counts, who attend my faid council, are to take notice of 
thefe prefents. Given at Madrid the twenty fixth day of 
March, one thoufand feven hundred and thirteen,.

. I. nr^HAT there be an univerfal perpetual peace, and a 
X true and fincere friendihip, between the mod fe- 
rene and moft potent princefs Anne, <jueen of Great Bri- 
tain, and the moft ferene and moft potent prince Lewis 
XIV. the moft Chriftian King, and their heirs and fuc- 
ceffors, as alfo the kingdoms, ftates; and fubjefts of both, 
as well without as within Europe ; and that the fame be fo 
fincerely and inviolably preferved and cultivated, that the 
one do promote the intereft, honour, and advantage of 
the other, and that a faithful neighbourhood on all fides, 
and a fecure cultivating of peace and friendihip, do daily 
flourifh again and encreafe. ' 

IL That all enmities, hoftilities, difcords, and wars, be- 
tween the faid queen of Great Britain, and the faid moft 

' Chriftian King, and their fubjeSs, do ceafe and be abo- 
liflied, ' fo that on both fides they do wholly refrain and dc- 
fift from, all plundering, dejprediatioq, barm-doing, inju- 
ries, 
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liea, and arifi6yanee w}):itibev<$l-, ^6 W^Il by UM^ as (Tf ftt 
and freih water, in ^U parte 6f t)^ WdrM> «ilid ^htdly 
through all trafts, dominions, and (J^cts, <]f \vhfeit kind ft>- 
ever, of the kingdoms, countries^ ahd tetritof ife« <rf Sidl^nr 
fide. 

III. All offences, injuries, harms, and damages, which 
the aforefaid queen of Great Britaih, and her fiifajfeSfe, dr 
the afofefaid naoft Chriftian King, and his fubjeSs, have 
fuffered the one from the other, during this war, fhall be 
buried in oblivion, fo that neither on account, or under 
pretence thereof, or of any other thing, {hall either here- 
after, or the fubjeSs of either, do, or give, caufe, or fuf- 
fer to be done or given to "the other, any hoftility, enmity, 
moleftatioil, or hindrance, by themlelves or by others, fe- 
cretly or openly, direftly or indirefctly, under colour of 
right, or by way of faft. 

IV. Furthermore, for adding a greater ftrehgth to the 
peace which is reftored, and to the faithful friendihip 
which is never to be violated, and for cutting off all oc-' 
cartons of diftruft, which might at any time arife from 
the eftabliflied right and order of the hereditary fuccef- 
fion to the crown of Great Britain, and the liiltiiiation 
thereof by the laws of Great Britain, (made and etiafted 
in the reigns of the late king William III. of glorious me- 
mory, and of the prefent queen) to the iffue of the Jk 
fcovefaid queen, and in default thereof, to the ittoft ferene 

>rincefs Sophia, dowager of Brunfwitk- Hanover, and h^r 
leirs, in the p4-oteftant line of Ha¥io\'er. That therefof e 
the faid fucccffion nuay remain fafis and fecute, the iti<>ft 
Chriftian King fincerely knd fotemtily ackriowledges the . 
abovefaid limitation of the fucceffion to the kingciotn of 
Great Britain, and on the faith and ^voMof a kin^, on the 
pledgfe of his own luid his fu'cCeiFors honour, he does de- 
clare and engagti^ thsit he accfepti and approves the faitit, 
ind thiyt hife tieirs and fa^Gdfcflfors do aftd fhiall accept awd' 
approve the fame for ever. And under tht fame obligii- 
tion of the word and honour of ia king, the moft Chriftian 
King protfiifes, that tib oht beJBdes the queen herfelf, 
and htr fuCc^flbr*, afccording^ to the feries of th^ faid K- 
tnitatioft, fhall ev^t bf hiift, ot by his heirs or fucCelfofs, ^ 
be ackfli)wie4ged, <3t Jrefwiftfed lb bfc kittg or queisn of Ctckt 
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Britain. And for adding more ample credit to the fiu(f 

acknowkdgment and promifes, the moft Ckriftkn K^ng 

does engage, that whereas the perfon who, in the hfe-tiroe 

of the late king James IL did take upon him the title of 

prince of Wales, and fince his deceafe, that of king oT 

Great Britain, is lately gone, of his own accord, out of 

the kingdom of France, to refide in fom^ other place, he 

the aforefaid moft Chriftian King, his heirs and fucceffbrs, 

will take all poffible care, that he fhall not at any time 

hereafter^ or under any pretence wbatfoever, return into 

the kingdom of France, or any the. dominions thereof. 

v^ Moreover, the moft Chriftian King promifes, as well in 

hi$ own name, as in that of his heirs and fucceflbrs, that 

they will at no time whatever difturb^ or give any motefta- 

tfon to the queen of Great Britain, her heirs and fucceffors, 

dfcfcendjed from the aforefaid jwroteftant line, who poffefe 

the crown of Great Britain, and the dominions belonging 

thereunto. Neither will the aforefaid moft Chriftian King, 

or any one of his heirs, give at any time any aid, luccour, 

favour, or council, direftly or indireftly, by land or by 

fea* in money, arms, ammunition, ^^arlike provifion, fhips, 

foWiers, feamen, or any other way, to any perfon or per* 

f<tm3, whofoevcr they be, who for any caule, or under any 

pretext- whatfoever, Ihould hereafter endeavour to oppofe 

the feid fuccefllon, either by open war, or by fomenting 

feditbns^ and forming confpiracies againft fuch prince or 

princes wIk) are in pofleffion of the throne of Great Bri- 

Uin, by virtue of the afts of parliament aforementioned, 

or againft that prince or princefe, to whom the fqcceffion 

of the crown of Great Britain fliall be open, according 

to the iaid afts of parhament. 

VI. Whereas the moft deftruQive flame of war, which 
h to be extinguifhed by this peace, arofe chiefly from 
thence, that the fecurity and hbetties of Europe could by 
no means be^r the union of the kingdoms of France and 
S^ain under one and the feme king ; and whereas it has at' 
length been brought to pafe, by the affiftance of the divine 
power, upon, the moft caimeft inftances of her facred royr 
al majefty of Grieat Btrtaih, and vnth the confent both of 
the Moft Chriftian^ and of the Catholick King, that thi>- 
cttiL ibQttid ioL all times to. come* be obviated^ by means' of 



renunciations drawn in the mod effedual form,^ and 
cuted in the mod folemn manner, the tenor whereof is' as 
follows. 

Letters patents by the kingy which admit the renunciation of 
the king of Spain to the crown of France, and thofe aflk. 
the duke of Berry, and of M. the duke of Orleans, to the 
crown of Spain* 

LEWIS, by the grace of God, king of France and 
Navarre : to all people prefcnt, and to come, greet- - 
lag. During the various revolutions of a war, wherein 
we have fought only to maintain the juftice of the rights 
of the king, our moft dear, and mod beloved grandfon, to 
the monarchy of Spain, we have never ceafed to defire 
peace. The greateft fucceffes did not at all dazzle us, and 
the contrary events, which the hand of God made ufe of 
to try us, rather than to deftroy us, did not give birth to 
that defire in us, but found it there. But the time mark* 
ed out by divine providence for the repofe of Europe was 
not yet come ; the diftant fear of feeing one day our 
crown, and that of Spain, upon the head of one and the 
feme prince, did always make an equal im predion on the 
powers, which were united againd us ; and this fear, which 
had been the principal caufe of the war, feemed alfo to lay 
an infuperable obdacle in the way to peace. At lad, after 
many fruitlefs negotiations, God being moved with the fuf- 
ferings and groans of fo many people, waspleafed to open 
a furer way to come at fo difficult a peace. But the fame 
alarms dill fubfiding, the fird and principal condition, 
which was propofed to us by our mod dear and mod be- 
loved fider the queen of Great Britain, as the eflential 
and neceflary foundation of treating, was, that the king of 
Spain, our faid brother and grandfon, keeping the monar- 
chy of Spain, and of the Indies, diould renounce for him- 
felf, and his defcendants for ever, the rights which his 
birth might at any time give him and them to our crown ; 
that on the other hand, our mod dear and mod beloved 
grandfon the duke of Berry, and our mod dear and mod 
beloved nephew the diike of Orleans, fliould likewife re- 
nounce for themfelves, and for. their defcendants male and' 

female 
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ale for ever, their rights to the monarchy of Spain and 
Indies. Our faid fifter caufed it to be reprefented un^ 
us, tiiiat without a formal and pofitive aflurance upon 
I point, which alone could be the bond of peace, £u-- 
pe would never be at reft ; all the powers which ihare 
e fame, being equally perfuaded, that it was for their 
:neral intereft, and for their common fecurity, to con- 
cmue a war, whereof no one could forefee the end, rathil* 
than to be expofed to behold the fame prince become one 
day mailer of two monarchies, fo powerful as thofe of 
France and Spain. But as this princefs, (whofe indefati« 
gable zeal for re-eftablilhing the general tranquility we can- 
not fufficiently praife) was lenfible of all the relufclancy we 
had to confent, that one of our children, fo worthy to in- 
herit the fucceffion of our forefathers, fhould ^neceffarily 
be excluded from it, if the misfortunes wherewith it has 
pleafed God to afflift us in our family, (hould moreover 
take from us, in the perfon of the Dauphin, our moft dear 
and moft beloved great grandfon, the only remainder of 
thofe princes which our kingdom has fo juftly lamented 
with us ; Ihe entered into our pain, and after having joint- 
ly fought out gentler means of fecuring the peace, we a- 
greedwith our faid fifter to propofe to the king of Spain 
other dominions, inferior indeed to thofe which he pofTefles, 
yet the value thereof would fo much the more increafe 
under his reign, in as much as in that cafe he would pre- 
ferve his rights, and annex to our crown a part of the faid 
dominions, if he came one time or other to fucceed us. 
We employed therefore the ftrongeft reafons to perfuadc 
him to accept this alternative. We gave him to under- 
ftand, that the duty of his birth was the firft which' he 
ought to confult ; that he owed himfelf to his houfe, and 
to his country, before he was obliged to Spain ; that if he 
were wanting to his firft engagements, he would perhaps 
one day in vain regret his having abandoned thofe rights, 
which he would be no more able to maintain. We added 
to thefe reafons, the perfonal motives of friendfhip, and of 
tender love, which we thought Ukely to move him ; the 
pleafure we fliould have in feeing him from time to time 
near us, and in pafling fome part of our days with him, 
which we might promife ourfelves from the neighbourhood 

of 
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of the ^Qminions that were oflfered him, the fatisfafkian 
of inftru£ling him ourfelves concerning the ftate of our af* 
fairs, and of relying upon him for the future ; fo that, if 
God (houlcl prefervo to us die Dauphin^ we couid give 
our kingdom, in the perfonofthe king our brother, and 
grandfon, a regent inftrufted in the art of government ; 
and that if this child, fo precious to us and to our Aib« 
jafts, were al(b taken from us, we fbould at leaft have the 
confolation of leaving to our people a virtuous king, fit 
to govern them, and who wbuld iikewife annex to our 
crown very confiderablc dominions. Our inftances reite- 
rated with all the force, and with all the tender affeftioa 
neceflary to perfiiade a fon, who fo juftly deferves thofe 
efforts, which we made for preferring him to France, pro-» 
duced nothing but reiterated refufals on his part, ever to 
abandon fueh brave and faithful fubjefts, whofe zeal for 
him had bQen diftinguiflied in thofe conjun(9:ures, wheiji 
his throfje feemed to be the moft fhaken. So that perfift- 
ing with an invincible firmnefs in his firft refolution, aflfert'- 
ing Iikewife, that it was more glorious, and more advan- 
tageous for our houfe, and for our kingdom, than that 
wiiich we preiTed him to take, he declared in the meeting 
of the Aat^ of the kingdom of Spain, affembled at Ma- 
drid for that purpofe, that for obtaining a general peace, 
and fecuring the tranquility of Europe by a balance of 
power, he of his own proper motion, of his own freewill, ♦ 
and without any conftraint, renounced for himfetf, for 
his heirs and fucceffors, for ever and ever, all pretenfionis 
rights and titles, which he, or any of his defcendants, have 
at prefent, or may have at any time to come whatfoever, 
to the fucceffion of our crown ; that he held for excluded 
therefrom himfelf, his children, lieirs, and defcendants 
forever; that he confented for himfelf and for them, 
that tiow, as well as then, his right, and that of his de- 
fcendants, fhould pafs over and be transferred to him a- 
tnong the {Princes, whom the law of fucceffion, and the or- 
*der of birth calls, or fhall call to inherit our crown in de- 
fault of our faid brother and grafidfon the king of Spain, 
end of his defcendants, as it is more amply fpecified-in tlie 
;aa of renunciation, approved by the ftates of his king- 
-^( dom; -a nd CQiifequently he declared, thy hcdefiftedp ar- 
^ ' " ticuk riy 
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^ flatly ft6m the right jsdiich hath Lee n added to that of y^ 
'ijirl'h ^ l3y our letters patents of the month of Decern^ ^ 
j^r 1700. whereby we. declared, that it was our will, that 
t king of Spain and his defcendants, fhould always pre- 
rve the rights of their birth and original, in the fame 
tanner as if they refided aftually in our kingdom ; and 
Om the regiftry which, was made of our faid letters pa- 
ints, both in our court of parliament, and in our cham- 
er of accounts at Paris. We areJenfible, as king, and 
ai father, how much it were to be defired, that the gene- 
ral peace could have been concluded without a renunci- 
ation, which makes fo great a change in our royal hbufe, 
and in die ancient order of fucceeding to our crown ; but 
w6 are yet more fenfible, how much it is our duty to fe- 
cure fpeedily to our fubjefts a peace, which is fo neceflary^ 
* for them. We ftiall never forget the efforts which they 
made for us during the long continuance of a war, which 
we could not have fupported, if their zeal had not been 
Tnuch more extenfive than their power. The welfare of a 
people fo faithful, is to us a fupreme law, which ought to 
be preferred to any other confideration. It is to this liw, 
that we this day facrifice the right of a grandfon, who is 
fo dear to us, and by the price which the general peace 
will coft our tender love, we fhall at leaft have the com- 
fort of (hewing our fubjeHs, that even at the expence of 
our blood, they will always keep the firft place in our 
heart. 

For thefe caufes, and other important confiderations 
us thereunto mbying", after having feen in our council the 
faid a£l of renunciation of the king of Spain, our faid bro- 
ther and grandfon, of the fifth of November laft, as alfj 
the afts of renunciation, which our faid grandfon the duke 
of Berry, and our faid nephew the duke of Orleans, m^tde 
reciprocally of their rights to the crown of Spain, as well 
for themfelves as for their defcendants, male and female, 
in confequence of the renunciation of our faid brother and 
grandfon the king of Spain, the whole hereunto annexed, 
with a copy collated of the faid letters patents of the month 
of December, 1700, under the counter- feal of our chan- 
cery, of our fpecial grace, full power, and royal authority, 
"we have declared, decreed, and ordained, and by thefe 
Vol. I. I' prefents 
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pretentf Cgned wiih our hand, we do declare, decree^ 

y^ and ordain, we will, and it is our pleafurc, that the faid 
aft of renunciation oT our faid brother and grandlbn the 
king of Spain, and thofe of our faid grandfon the duke of 
Berry, and of our faid nephew the dukeof Orleans, which 
we have admitted, and do admit, be regiftcrcd in all our 
courts of parliament, and chambers of our accounts in 
our kingdom, and other places where it ihall be necella- 
ry, in order to their being executed according to their 
form and tenor. And confequcmly, we will and intend, 

» that our faid letters patents of the month of December, 

1700, jeand remain^ null, and as i f they had never 
been mad e, that thcyTe brought back to us, and that in 
tTie margfn of the regifters of our faid court of parlia- 
ment, and of our faid chamber of accounts, where the en- 
rolment of the faid letters patents is, the extraft of ihefe 
prefents be placed and infcrted, the better to fignify our 
intention as to the revocation, and nullity of the faid let- 
ters. We will, that in conformity to the faid aft of re- 
nunciation of our faid brother and grandfou the king of 
Spain, he be from henceforth looked upon and confider- 
ed , as excluded f rom ou r fucceflion . that his heirj , fur - 
ceflors, and def endants be like wife excluded for ev er, and 
looked u pon_as_incapable of enjoyin g the fame. We un- 
derftand, that in failure of them, all rights to our faid 
crown, and fucceflion to our dominions, which might at a- 
ny time whatfoever belong and appertain to them, be and 
remain transferred to our m nft ^\c-ar , a nd moft belove^ 
randfqn the duke of Berry, and to his thildre nj_ and 
iefcendants. being males, born in law ful marriage_; and 
fucceflively in failure of them, to thofe of the princes of 
our royal houfc, and their defendants, who in right of 
their birth, or by the order eftablilhed fince the founda- 
tion of our monarchy, ought to fuccecd to our crown. 
And fo we command our beloved and trufty counfel- 
lors, the members of our court of parliament at Paris, 
that they do caufethefe prefents, together with the aftsof 
renunciation made by our faid brother and grandfon the 
king of Spain, by our faid grandfon the duke of Berry, 
and by our faid nephew the duke of Orleans, to be read,

WHereas. on the fifth of November in this prefent 
year, 1712, before Don Manuel of Vadillo and 
Velafco, my fecretary of ftate, and chief notary of the 
kingdoms of Caftile and Leon, and witneHes, I delivered, 
fwore to, and figned a publick inftrument of the tenor 
following, which is word for word as here enfues : 

D. Philip, by the grace of God, king of Caftile, Leon, 
Arragon, the two Sicilies, Jerufalem, Navarre, Granada, 
Toledo, Valentia, Galicia, Majorca, Seville, Sardinia, 
Corduba, CorGca, Murcia, Jaen, the Algarves, Algezi- 
ra, Gibraltar, the Canary Idands, the Eafl. and Weft In- 
dies, the Iflands and Terra Firma of the ocean, archduke 
ofAuftria, duke of Burgundy, Brabant, and Milan, count 
of Habfpurg, Flanders, Tirol, and Barcelona, lord of 
Bifcay and Molina, &c. By the account and information 
of this inftrument and writing of renunciation and relin- 
I z quilhmcnt, 
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nbenti and that it may remaipi for a perpetual re^i I 
mcmbrance, I do make known and dtclare to kings, prin- 
ces, potentates, Lommonwtallhs, communities, and par- 
ticular perfons, which now arc, and fliall be in future ages: 
tliat it being'onc of the principal poiitions of the treaties 
of-pcace, depending between the crowns of Spain, and of 
France, with that of England, for the rendering it firm and 
lalting, and proceeding to a general one, on a maxim of 
fecuring for ever the univerfal good and quiet of Europe, 
by an equal weight of power, fo that many being united 
in one, the balance of the equality dclired, might not turn 
to, the advantage of onCj and the danger and hazard of the 
rtji; it waspropofed, and inlifted on by England, aud it 
was agreed to on my part, and on that of the king my 
grandfather, that for avoiding at any time whatever the 
union of this monarchy, with that of France, and the 
peffibility that it might happen in any ca{i:, reciprocal re- 
nanciations (hoiild be made by me, and for all my defcen- 
dants, to tlie potfibility of fucceeding to the monarchy of 
France, and on the part of tliofe princes, and of all their 
race, prcfent and to come, to that of fucceeding to this 
monarchy ; by forming a proper projetl of abdication of 
aU rights which might be claimed, by the two royal lioufes 
of this, and of that monarchy, as to the ir fucceeding mu- 
tually to each other ; .bv feparating, by the legal means of 
my renunciation, my branch from the royal flem of France, ' 
and all the branches of !■ Vance from tbc flem of the blood 
royal of Spain ; bv taking care at tbc fame time, in pur- 
fijance of the fundamental and perpetual maxim of the ba- 
lance of power in Europe, v.'hich pcrfuades and juftifies 
the avoiding, in all cafes imaginable, the union of the mo- 
narchy of France with that of Spain, that ihe- inconveni- 
ence ihould likewife be provided againfl, left, in default 
of my iftue, the cafe fliould happen that this monarchy- 
fliould devolve again to the honlb of Aullria, whole do-i 
millions and dependencies, even without the union of the 
tiTipire, would make it formidable; a motive which at, 
other times made it juflifiable to feparate the hereditary 
dominions of the houfe of Auftria, from the body of the 
^panUh monarchy ; it being agreed and fettled to this end 
by Enjjland with me, and widi. the king my grandfather, 

that 
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that in failure of me, and of my iffiie, tlie duke of SavoyJ 
and his fons, and defcendants, being males, born in con- 
ftant lawful marriage, are to enter upon tJic rucccJIion of 
this monarchy ; and, in default of his male line, the prince 
Armadeo of Carignati, and his Tons, and defcendants, be- 
ing males, born in conftant lawful marriage ; and, in de- 
fault of his line, prince Thomas, brother of the prince of 
Carignan, his Tons, and defcendanis, being males, born 
in conftant lawful marriage, who, as defcendants of the 
infanta Donna Catherina, dauglitcr of Philip II. and be- 
ing expreisly called, have a clear and known right, fup- 
pohng the friendfhip and perpetual alliance, which the 
duke of Savoy, and his delcendants, are to folicit and 
obtain from this crown; it being to be believed, that by 
this perpetual and never-ceafing hope, the needle of the 
balance may remain invariable, and git the powers, weari- 
ed with the toil and uncertainty of batdes, may be ami- 
cably kept in un equal poife; it not remaining in the dif- 
pofal of any of the parties, to alter this federal equilibri- 
um, by way of any conirafl: of renunciation, or retrocef- 
fion, (ince the fame reafon, which induced its being ad- 
mitted, demonftrates its permanency, a fundamental con- 
ftitution being formed, which may fettle, by an unalte- 
rable law, the fucceflion of what is to come. In confe- 
quence of what is above faid, and for the love I bear to the 
Spaniards, and from the knowledge I have of what I owe 
to them, and the repeated experience of their fidelity^ and 
for making a return to Divine Providence, by this re- 
fignation to its deftiny, for the great benefit of having pla- 
ced and maintained mc on the throne, among fuch illuf- 
trious and well-deler-'ing vafiaks, I have determiniid to ab- 
dicate, for myfeif, and all my defcendants, (.tie right of 
fucceeding to the crown of France, defiring not lo depart 
from living and dying with my beloved, and faithful Spa- 
niards; leaving to all my dffcendaiits, the infcparable 
bond of their fidelity and iovc. And to the end that this 
refolution may have its due effeft, and that the matter may 
ceafe, which has been looked upon as one of the principal 
motives of the war, which has hitherto attlifled Europe, 
of my own motion, free, fpontaneous, and unconitrained 
will, I Don Philip, by tlic grace of God, king uf Caltille.

crown aforementioned. I will that none of the faid reme- 
dies, nor others, /)f whatfoever name, ufe, importance^ 
• and quality they may be, do avail us, or can avail us. 
And if in fa6l, or under any colour we fhould endeavour 
to feize the faid kingdom by force of arms, by making, or 
. moving war, offenfive or defenfive, from this time for 
ever, that is to be held, judged, and declared, for an un- 
sJ lawful, unjuft, and wrongfully undertaken war, and for 
violence, invafion^ and ufurpation, done againft reafon 
land confcience ; and on the contrary, that is to be judged 
and efteemed a juft, lawful, and allowed war, which Ihall 
be made, or moved in behalf of him, who by the exclufi- 
px\ of me, and of my laid fons and defcendants, ought to 
fucceed to the faid crown of France, to whom the fub- 
jcfls and natives thereof are to apply themfclves, and to 
obey hijp, to take and perform the oath and homage of 
fealy, and to ferve him as their lawful king and lord. And 
t':e relinquifhment and renunciation, for me, and my faid 
fons and defcendants, is to be firm, ftable, valid, and irre- 
vocable perpetually, for ever and ever. And I declare 
and promife, that I have not made, neither will I make; 
any proteftation, or reclaiming, in publick, or in fecret, 
to the contrary, which may hinder, or diminifli the force 
of what is contained in this writing; and that if I fhoul d 
make it, although it be fworn to. it is not to be valid, nei- . 
,ther can it have arjy forcp ; an^ for the greater ftrength 
aftd fecurity of what is contained in this renunciation, and 
pf what is faid and pronjifed on my part therein, I give 
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ajtaln the pledge of my faith, and royal word, and I fwear 
fujcmnl y by the ^"Ip^^^ contai ned in iliis miflal upon >^' 
^vKicHl lay my ri ght hand , that I will obleivc, 'maintain, 
and accompHfh this att, and inftrumeiu of renunciation, 
as well for myfelf, as for all my fucceflbrs, heirs, and de-

Read and publifticd, the court being afTembledj and re- 
giftered in the rolls of the court, the king's advocate gene- 
ral being heard, and moving for the fame, to the end that 
it may be executed according to the form and tenor there- 
of, in purfuance of, and in conformity to the a£b of this 
day : at Paris in parliament, the igtii ofMarth, 1713.

CHARLES, fonof France, duke of Berry, Alenfon, 
and Angoulefme, vilcount of Vernon, Andely, and 
Gifors, lord of the chatellenies of Coignac and Merpins; 
to all kings, princes, commonwealths, communities, and 
to all other bodies, and private perfons, prefent and to 
come, be it known. All the powers of Europe finding 
themfelves almoft ruined on account of the prefent wars, 
which have carried defblation to the frontiers, and into 
many other parts of the richeft monarchies, and other do- 
minions, it has been agreed in the conferences and treaties 
of peace, which are negotiating with Great Britain, to 
citabliili an equilibrium, and political boundaries between 
the kingdoms, whereof the interelts have been, and arc 
ftili the fad occafion of a bloody difpute: and to hold it 
for a fundamental maxim in order to preferve this peace, 
^at provifion ought to be made, that the forces of thefc 
kingdoms may not become formidable, nor be able to 
caule anyjealoufy, which, it has been thouglit, cannot be 
fettled more (blidly, than by hindering thera from extend- 
ing them felves, and by keeping a certain proportion, to 
the end that the weaker being united together, may de- 
fend themfelves agaiiilt the more powerful, and fupport 
themfelves refpeftivcly againft their equals. 

For this purpofe the king, onr mod honoured lord and 
grandfather, and the king of Spain, cur moft dear bro- 
ther, have agreed and concluded with the queen of Great 

Britain,

Britain,, that reciprocal renunciations fhall be made by alt 
the princes, both prefent and to come, of the crown of 
France, and of that of Spain, of all rights, which may 
appertain to each of them, to the fuccelfion of the one, 
or of the other kingdom, by eftablifhing an habitual right 
to the fucceffion to the crown of Spain, in that line which 
Jhall be made capable thereof, and declared immediate 
after that of king Philip V. our brother, by the eftates of 
Spain, who were to aflemble for this purpofe; by making 
an immoveable balance to maintain the equilibrium, which 
is intended to be placed in Europe, and by going on to' 
particularize all the cafes of union which are fbrefeen, to 
ferve as an example for all fuch as may happen. It has 
likewife been agreed and concluded between the king, our 
moft honoured lord and grandfather, king Philip V. our. 
brother, and the queen of Great Britain, that the faid 
king Philip fhall renounce for himfelf, and for all his de-^ 
fcendants, the hopes of fucceeding to the crown of France ; 
that on our fide we fhall renounce in like manner for us, 
atid for our defcendants, the crown of Spain ; that the 
duke of Orleans, our moft dear uncle, fhall do the fame 
thing ; fo that all the lines of France, and of Spain, rc- 
fpeSively and relatively, fhall be excluded for ever, and 
by all kind of ways, from all the right, which the lines of 
France might have to the crown of Spain, and the lines 
of Spain to the crown of France ; and laftly, that care 
Ihall be taken, that under pretence of the faid renuncia- 
tions, or under any other pretence whatfocver, the hoirfe 
of Auftria may not make ufe of the pretenfions, which it 
might have to the fucceffion of the monarchy of Spain ; 
forafmuch as by uniting this monarchy to the hereditary 
countries and dominions of that houfe, it would become 
formidable, even without the union of the empire, to the 
other powers, which are between both, and which would 
find themfelves as it were furrounded ; which would der- 
ftroy the equality, that is eftablifhing at prefent, to fecure 
and ftrengthen more perfectly the peace of chriftendom, 
and to take away all manner of jealoufy from the powers 
of the North, and of the Weft, which is the end that is 
propofed by this political equilibrium, by removing and 
excluding all .thefe brfinches, and calling to jhe crown of 
. Spain, 
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Spam, in default of the lines of king Philip V; our bro- ' 
ther, and of all his children and defcentiants, the hoiife of 
the duhe of Savoy, which delcends from the infanta Ca- 
therina, daughter of Philip II. it having been confidered, 
that in making the faid houfe of Savoy fucceed immedi- 
ately in this manner, this equahty and balance between 
the three powers, may be fixed as it were in its centre, 
without which it would be impoflible to extinguifii the 
flame of war, wliith has been kindled, and is capable of 
deftroying every thing. 

Being willing therefore to concur, by our rehnquifli- 
ment, and by the abdication of all our rights, for us, our 
fucfceflbrs and defendants, to the eilablilhing of the uni- 
verfal repofe, and the fccuring the peace of Europe, bc- 
caufe, we believe, that this method is the fureft, and moil 
efFetlual, in tlie terrible circumftances of this conjunc- 
ture, we have refolved to renounce tlie hopes of fucceed- 
ing to the crown of Spain, and all the rights tlicreunio, 
which belong to us, and may belong to us, under any liilc-, 
and by any means whatfoever. And to the end that this 
refolution may have Its full effccl, and alfo by reafon that 
king Philip V. our brother, did on his parr, the 5th of this 
prefentmonlh of November, make his renunciation of ths 
crown of France, wc of our meer, free, aTid frank will, 
and without being moved thereunto by any refpe8ful 
awe, or by any other regard, except thoic abovementioii- 
ed, do declare, and hold ourfelves. from this prefent, we, 
our children, and defcendants, excluded and difablcd ab- 
folutely for ever, without limitation or diftinflion of pcr- 
fons, degrees, or fc.xes, from every aS, and from all 
rightof lucceeding to the crown of Spain.

defcent, or to reckon our degrees from tlie perfoiis of 
the queen Maria Therefa of Aultria, our moll honoured 
lady and grandmother of the queen Anne of Auftria.our moft 
honoured lady and great-grandmother, or of the glorious 
kings their anccftors; on the contrary,wc ratify the claufcs of 
their wills, and the renunciations made by the faid ladies, our 
grandmother and great-grandmother, we renounce like- 
wife the right, which may belong to us, and to' our chil- 
dren and defcendants, by virtue of the will of king Charles 
II. which, notwithftanding what is above-meniioned, calls 
us to the fuccefHon of the crown of Spain, in cafe of fail- 
ure of the line of Philip V. We therefore rclinquilh this 
right, and renounce the fame, for us, our children and 
defcendants; we promife and engage, for us, our faid 
children and defcendants, to employ ourfelves with all our 
might, in caufing this prcfent aft to be fulfilled, without 
allowing, or fuffering that the fame be violated direflly or 
indireflly, in the whole, or in part; and we relinquith all 
means, ordinary or extraordinary, which by common 
right, or by any fpecial privilege might belong to us, our 
children and defcendants ; which means we likewife re- 
nounce abiblutely, and particularly, that of evident, enor- 
mous, and moft enormous prejudice, which may be found 
in the faid renunciation of the fucceflion to the crown of 
Spain. And we will that none of the faid means may, or 
can have any cffeft, and that if, under this pretext, or any 
other colour, we would polTefs ourfelves of the faid king- 
dom by force of arms, the war which we fhould make, or 
ftir up, be deemed unjuft, unlawful, and unduly underta- 
ken. And on the contrary, that the war, which he (hould 
make upon us, who by virtue of this renunciation Ihould 
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have right to fuccced to the crown of Spain, be deemed 
juft and allowable. And that all the fubjedts and people 
of Spain, do acknowledge him, obey him, defend him, do 
him homage, and ftvxar fealty to him, as to their king and 
lawful lord. 

And for the greater fecurity of all that we fay qnd pro- 
mife for ourfelves, and in the name of our children and 
dcfcendants, we IWear folemnly on the gofpels contained 
in this miifal, upon which we lay our right hand, that we 
will keep, maintain, and fulfil the fame in all and every 
part thereof; that we will never afk to be relieved from 
the fame, and if any one do alii it for us, or if it be grant- 
ed us motu propria, we will not make ufe, or take "ad- 
vantage of it. But rather, in cafe it Ihould be granted 
us, we over and above make this other oath, and this 
(hall fubfift and remain for ever, whatever difpenfiitions 
may be granted us. We fwear and promife likewife, that 
we have not made, neither will we make, in publick, or 
in fecret, any proteftation, or reclamation to the contra- 
ry, which may hinder what is contained in thefe prefcnts, 
or leffen the force thereof; and if we ihould make any, 
whatever oaths they may be accompanied with, they Ihall 
not have any force or virtue, or produce any effe£t. 

In witnefs whereof, and to render thefe prefents authen- 
lick, they have been palled before mailers Alexander le 
Fevre, and Anthony le Moyne, counfcllors to the king, 
notaries, minute-keepers to his majelly, and feal-keepers 
in the chatelel of Paris, hereunder written, who have 
wholly delivered this prefent aft ; and for caufing thefe 
prefents to be publilhed and regiftcred, wherever it (hall 
be neceffary, my lord the duke of Berry has conltituied 
the bearers of thefe difpatches, by duplicates thereof, Ms 
general and fpecial aitornies to whom my faid lord has, 
by thefe faid prefents, given fpecial power and authoriiy 
in that behalf. At Marly, the 94th day of November, 
1712, before noon, and has figned the prefent duplicate, 
and another, and minute thereof rem^iining in the hands 
of the laid Le Moyne, notary.

monwealths, potentates, communities, and to all perfons, 
as well prcfcnt as to come, we make known by tliefepre- 
lenls ; that the fear of ilic union of tlie crowns of France 
and Spain, having been the principal motive of the prc- 
fcnt war, and the odier powers of Europe having aiwava 
apprehended, lell ilicfe two crowns fliould come upon 
one head, it has been laid down as iho foundation of the 
peace, which is treated of at prclent, and which it is hoped 
may be cemented more and more, for the repofe of fuch 
a niimber of countries, which have tacrificed themfelves, 
as (b many vi£iims, to oppofe the dangers, wherewith they 
thought themfelves threatened, that it was ncccffary to 
ellablith a kind of equality and equilibrium between the 
princes, who were in dilpute, and to fcparate for ever, in 
an irrevocable manner, the rights which they pretend to 
have, and which they defended, fwordin hand, with a re- 
ciprocal flaughtcr on each fide. 

That witli intent to ellablifh this equality, the queen of 
Great Britain propofcd, and upon her inflances, it has 
been agreed by the king, our mod honoured lord and 
imcle, and by the cathoHck king, our molt dear nephew, 
that for avoiding at an)' time whatfoever the union of the 
crowns of France and Spain, reciprocal renunciations 
Ihould be made, that is to lay, by the catholick king Phi"- 
lip V. our nephe^v, for himfelf and for all his defcen- 
dants, of the fucceifion to the crown of France; as alio 
by the duke of Berry, our moft dear nephew, and by us, 
for.ourfelves, and for all our defcendants, ofthe crown of 
Spain; on condition likewife, that neither the boufe of 
Auftria, nor any of the defcendants thereof, (hall be able 
to fucceed to the crown of Spain, becaufe this houfe itfelf, 
without the union of the empire, would become formi* 
dable, if it flionld add a new power to its ancient domi- 
nions; and confequcntly this equilibrium, which is defigii- 
ed to be ettabiilhed for the good ofthe princes and ftates 
of Europe, would ceafe. Now it is certain, that withotit 
this equilibrium, either the flates fuffer from the weight of 
their 'own greatnefs, oi envy engages their neighbours to 
make alliances to attack them, and to reduce tliem to fuch 
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ft point, iliat thefe great powers may Jiifpire lefs fear, and 
may not afpirc to an univerfal inonarcliy. 

For attaining the end which is propofed, and by reafon 
that his Catholick Majefty has on his part made his re- 
nunciation the ,5th of this prefent month, we confent 
that, in failure of PhiUp V. our nephew, and of his defccn- 
dants, the crown of Spain do pafs over to the houfe of 
the dulie of Savoy, whofe rights are clear and known, 
inafmiich as he defcends from the infanta Catberina, daugh- 
ter of Philip II. and as he is called by the other kings his 
fucceffors ; fo that his right to the fucccffion of Spain is 
iiidifpii table. 

And wc defiring on our fide to concur towards the glo- 
rious end, which is propofed for re-eftabli(hing the pub- 
lick trantjuility, and for preventing the fears which the 
rights of our birth, or all others, which might appertain 
unto us, might occafion, have refolved, to make this re- 
linquilbment, this abdication, and ibis renunciation of all 
our rights, for ourfelves, and in the name of ail our fuc- 
ceffors and defcendants ; a.nd for the accomplifhing of this 
rcfolution, which we have taken of our meer, free, and 
frank will, we declare and hold ourfelves from this pre- 
fent, us, our children and defcendants, for excluded and 
difabled, abfoUitely, and for ever, and without limitation 
or diltinftion of perfons, of degrees, and of fexcs, fr-oni 
every aft, and from all right of fucceeding to the crown 
of Spain. We will and confent, for us and our defcen- 
dants, that from this time, and for ever, we be held, we, 
and ours, for excluded, difabled, and incapacitated, in 
■whatever degree we may happen to be, and in what man- 
ner [bever the fuccefTion may fall to our hne, and to all 
others, whether of the houfe of France, or of that of Au- 
ftria, and of all the defcendants both of the one and the 
other houfe, which, as it is faid and fuppofed, ought like- 
wife to hold themlelves for cut off and excluded ; and that 
for this reafon the fucceflion tn the faid crown of Spain 
be deemed to be devolved, and transferred to him to 
whom the fuccelTion of Spain ought to be transferred, in 
fuch cafe, and at any time whatfoevcr ; fo that we do 
take and hold him for true and lawful fucceffor, becaufe 
neither we, noF our defcendants, ought any more to be 
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confidered as having any foundation of reprdentatioi^ 
aSive or paflive, or making a continuation of a line effec- 
tive, or contentive of lubltance, blood, or quality, nor 
ought we to derive any right from our defcent, or reckon 
the degrees from queen Anne of Auftria, our moft ho- 
noured lady and grandmother, nor from the glorious kingji 
her anceftors. On the contrary, we ratify the renuncia- 
tion which the faid lady queen Anne made, and all the 
claufes which the kings Philip III. and Philip IV. inferted . 
in their wills. Wc renounce in like manner all the right 
which may appertain to us, and to our children and de- 
icendants, by virtue of the declaration made at Madrid, 
the 29th of October, 1703. by Philip V. king of Spain> 
our nephew ; and any right which might appertain to us^ 
for us, and our defcendants, we relinquifh the fame, and 
renounce it for us and for them ; we promife and engage 
for us, our faid children and defcendants, prefent and to 
come, to employ ourfelves with all our might, in caufing 
thefe prefents to be obferved and fulfilled, without allow- 
ing, or fuffering that, direQly or indiredly, the fame be 
violated, whether in the whole, or in part. And we re- 
linquifh all means, ordinary or extraordinary, which by^ 
common right, or any fpecial privilege might appertain to^ 
us, our children and defcendants ; which means we re- 
nounce abfolutely, and in particular that of evident, enor- 
mous, and moft enormous prejudice, which maybe found 
in the renunciation of the fiicceffion to the faid crown of 
Spain ; and we will that any of the faid means neither may, 
nor can ferve, or avail us* And if under this pretext, or 
any other colour whatever, we would pofTefs ourfelves of 
tlie faid kingdom of Spain by force of arms, that the war 
which we Ihould make, or ftir up, be held for unjufl, un- 
lawful, and unduly undertaken ; and that on the contraiy, 
that which he fhould make upon us, who by virtue of this 
renunciation fhould have right to fucceed to the crown 
of Spain, be held for juft and allowable; and that all the 
fubjefts and people of Spain do acknowledge him, obey 
him, defend him, do homage to him, and take the oath 
of fealty to him, as to their king, and lawful lord. 

And for the greater afTurance, and fecurity of all that 
we fay and promife, for us, and in the name of our fuccef- 
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K>f8 and defcendants, we fwear folemnly on the holy gofr 
j>els, contained in this miflal, whereon we lay our right 
hand, that we will keep, maintain, and fulfil the fame 
wholly and entirely ; and that we will at no time afk to have; 
Durfelves relieved therefrom ; and if any perfon a£ks it, or 
if it is granted us mo tu propria, we willnot make ufe, or 
avail ourfelves thereof; but rather, in cafe it fhould be 
granted us, we make another oath, that this fhall fubfift 
and remain for ever, what difpenfation foever may be 
granted us. We further fwear and promife, that we have 
not made, neither will we make, either in publick, or in 
fecret, any proteftation, or reclamation to the contrary, 
which may hinder that which is contained in thefe pre? 
fents, Of leffen the force thereof, and if we fliould make 
any, what oath foever they may be attended with, they 
fhall not have either force or virtue, or produce any ef- 
fea. 

And for greater fecurity, we have paffed, and do pafg 
the prefent aO: of renunciation, abdication, and relin- 
quilhment, fcefore matters Anthony le Moyne, and Alex- 
ander le Fevre, counfellors to the king, notaries, niinute- 
keepers, and feal-keepers at the chatelet of Paris, hereun- 
der written, in our palace-royal at Paris, 1712, the 19th 
of November, before noon ; and for caufing thefe pre- 
fents to be infinuated and regiftered in every place, where 
it fhall appertain, we have conftituted the bearer to be our 
attorney, and we have figned thefe prefents, and the mi- 
nute thereof remaining in the pofTeflion of the faid Le 
JFevre, notary.

The KiNG-'s Lettbrs Patents 0/ the Month of Decern* 

ber, 1700. 

LEWIS, by the grace of God, king of France and 
Navarre, to all- prefent and to come, greeting. The 
profperity, which it has.pleafed God to heap upon us dur- 
ing the courfe of our reign, are fo many motives to us, to 
apply ourfelves, not only for the time prefent, but alfo 
for the future, to the happinefs and tranquility of the peo- 
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pie whereof Divine Providence has entrufted to us the 
government. His impenetrable judgments, let us only 
iee, that we ought not to place our confidence, neither in 
our forces, nor in the extent of our dominions, nor in a 
numerous pofterity, and that thefe advantages which we 
receive from his goodnefs alone, have no other folidity 
than what it pleafcs him to give them. But as it is, how- 
ever, his will that the kings, whom he chufes to lead hi» 
people, fhould forefee afar off the events able to produce 
dilbrders, and the moft bloody wars; that they fhould 
make ufc of the lights, which his divine wifdom pours 
upon them ; wc fulfil his dcfigns, when, in the midft . 
of the univerfal rejoicings of our kingdom, we loolc 
upon, as a pofliblc thing, a fad futurity, which we 
pray God to avert for ever. At the fame time that we 
accept the will of the late king of Spain ; that our moft 
dear and moft beloved fon the Dauphin, renounces his 
lawful right to that crown, in favour of his fecond fon the 
duk^ of Anjou, our moft dear and moft beloved grand- 
fon, inftituted by the late king of Spain, his univerfal 
heir ; That this prince, known at prefent by the name of 
Philip V. king of Spain, is ready to enter his kingdom, 
and to anfwer the earneft wiQies of his new fubjefts ; this 
great event does not hinder us from carrying our views be* 
yond the time prefent, and when our fucceffion appears 
the beft eftablifhed, we judge it to be equally the duty of 
a king, and of a father, to declare, for the future, ourwiH 
conformably to the fentiments which thefe two qualities 
infpire io us. Wherefore, being pcrfuaded that the king 
of Spain, our grandfon, will always preferve for us, for 
our houfe, for the kingdom wherein he is born, the fame 
tendcrnefs, and the fame fentiments, whereof he has given 
us fo many proofs, that his example, uniting his new fub- 
jefts to ours, is going to form a perpetual amity, and 
ihe moft perfeft correTpondence between them ; we fhoulcf 
think Hkewife, that we do him an injuftice, whereof we 
are incapable, and occafion an irreparable prejudice to 
Qwr kingdom, if we fhould hereafter look upon as a ftran- 
ger. a prince, whom we grant to the unanimous requefts 
of the Spanifh nation. 

For 
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Fpr tliefe caufos, and other great confideraiions os 
hereunio moving, of our fpecial grace, full power, and 
royal authoriiy, we have relblved, declared, and orda^led, 
and by thcfe prefents figned with our hand, we do rclclve, 
declare, and ordain, we will, and it is our pleafure, that 
our moft dear and molt beloved grandfon the king ofSpain, 
do preferve for ever the rights of his birth, in the lame 
manner as if he made his aftual refidence in our kingdom ; 
whercfare our mod dear and moU beloved only fon the 
Dauphin, being the true and lawful fucceffor and heir of 
our crown, and of our dominions, and after him our mofl 
dear and moft beloved grandlbn the duke of Burgundy, if 
it ftiould happen (which God forbid) ibai our laid grand- 
fon the duke ofBiifgundy, (hould come to die without male 
children, or that thofc wliich lie fiiould have in good and 
lawfiri marriage, fliould die before him, oj-ifthefaid male 
children fhould not leave any male children after them 
born in lawful marriage, in fuch calc oar laid grandfon the 
king of Spain, making ufe of the rights of his birth, is to 
be the true and lawful fucceffor to our crown, and to our 
dominions, notwithftaBding'he (hoidd be at that time ab- 
fent, and refiding out of our faid kingdom ; and immedi- 
ately after his dcceafc, his heirs male begot in lawful mar- 
riage, (hall come into tlie faid fucceffion, notwithftanding 
that tliev may be born, or that they may dwell out of our 
kingdom ; we will that, for the abovelaid caufes, neither 
our faid grandlbn, the king of Spain, nor his childrcji.be- 
ing males, be deemed and reputed Icfs able and capable to 
enter upon the faid fucccllion, or upon others whicli may 
fall to them wtthin our faid kingdom. On the contrary 
we intend, that all rights, and generally other ihiugs what- 
ever, which may at prcfcnt, or for thj; future, belong and 
appertain to them, be and remain prcfcived whole and 
intire, as if they did relide and dwell conftandy within 
our kingdom to the time of their deceafe, and as if their 
heirs had been natives, and inhabitants of the kingdom ; 
having for this purpofe, as far as there is or lliall be need, 
enabled and difpcnfcd with thera, as we do enable and diC 
penfe with them by thcfe prefents. And lb wc give it iij 
command to our beloved and trully counfeilors, the mem- 
fcers of OUT cour^ of parliameia, ^nd chamber of our ac- 
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counts at Paris, prefidents and treafurers general of Franco 
in the office of our exchequer eftablilhed in the fame 
place, and to all others our officers and juftices to whoni 
it fhall appertain, that they caufe thefe prefents to be re- 
giftered, and our faid grandfori the king of Spain, hi^ 
children and defcendants, being male, bom in lawful 
marriage, to enjoy and ufe the contents thereof, fully and 
peaceably, any thing to the contrary notwithftanding ; to 
which, by our grace and authority, as abovefaid, we have 
derogated, and do derogate ; for this is our pleafare. 
And that this may be a matter firm and 'lading for ever, 
we have caufed our feal to be put to thefe prefents. Given 
at Verfailles, in the month of December, in the vear of 
our Lord, 1700, and of our reign the 58th. Signe(| 
LEWIS, and on the fold, by the king, Phelipcaux. And 
fcaled with the great feal on green wax, with ftringjj of re4 
and green filk. 

Regiftered, the king's attorney general being heard and 
requiring the fame, in order to their being executed ac- 
cording to their form and tenor, purfuant to the aQ: of thi^ 
day. At Paris in parliament, the ift of February, 1701. 
Signed, DOmOIS. 

NOW whereas it is provided and fetded by the pre- 
ceding renunciation (which is always to have th6 
force of a pragmatick, fundamental, and inviolable law) 
that at no time whatever either the Catholick King himfelf, 
or any one of his lineage, (hall feek to obtain the crown 
of France, or afcend the throne thereof; and by recipro- 
cal renunciations on the part of France, and by fettlements 
t)f the hereditary fucceflion there, tending to the fame 
purpofe, the crowns of France and Spain are fo divided 
and feparated from each other, that the aforefaid renun- 
ciations, and the other tranfaftions relating thereto, re- 
maining in force, and being truly and faithfully obfer^ed, 
they can never be joined in one. Wherefore the moft fe- 
rene queen of Great Britain, and the moft ferene the moft 
Chriftian King, engage to each other folemnly, and on 
their royal words, that nothing ever fhall be done by them, 
or their heirs and fucceflbrs, or allowed to be done by 
bthers; whereby the aforefaid renunciations, and the other 
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tranfaftions aforementioned, may not have their full ef- 
feft ; but rather on the contrary, their royal majefties, 
with joint councils and forces, will always fincercly take 
that care, and ufe thofe endeavours, that the faid founda- 
tions of the pubHck fafety may remain uicfliaken, and be 
preferved untouched for even 

Moreover, the moft Chriftian King confents and en- 
gages, that he will not, for. the intereft of his fubjeQs, 
hereafter endeavour to obtain, or accept of any other 
ufage of navigation and trade to Spain, and the Spanifli 
Indies, than what was praftifed there in the reign of the 
late king Charles II. of Spain, or than what fhall likewife 
be fully given and granted, at the fajne time," to other 
nations and people conterned in trade. 

VII. That there be a free ufe of navigation and 
commerce between the fubje£ls of both their royal ma- 
jefties, as it was formerly in time of peace, and before 
the declaration of this laft war, and alfo as it is agreed and 
concluded by the treaty of commerce this day made be- 
tween the two nations. 

VIII. That the ordinary diftrlbution of juftice be re- 
vived, and open again, through the kingdoms and domi- 
nions of each of their royal majedies, fo that it may be 
free for all the fubjefts on both fides, to fue for, and 
obtain their rights, pretenfions and anions, according 
to the laws, conftitutions, and ftatutes of each king- 
dom. 

IX. The Moft Chriftian King fhall take care that all 
the fortifications of the city of Dunkirk be razed, that the 
harbour be filled up, and that the fluices or moles which 
ferve to cleanfe the harbour be levelled, and that at the 
faid king'^own^expence, within the fpace of five months 
after the conditions of peace are concluded and figned ; 
that is to fay, the fortifications towards the fea, within the 
fpace of two rnonths, and thofe towards the land, together 
with the faid banks, within three months; on this exprels 
condition alfo, that the faid fortifications, harbour, moles 
or fluices, be never repaired again. All which fhall not, 
however, be begun to be ruined, till after that every 
thing is put into his Chriftian Majefty's hands, which is to 
bp given him, inftead thereof, or ^s an equivalent. 
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X. The faid tnoft Chriftian King (hall reftore to the 
kingdom and queen of Great Britain, to be poffeffed in 
full right for ever, the bay and ftreights of Iludfon, to- 
gether with all lands, feas, fea-coafts, rivers, and place? 
lituate in the faid bay, and ftreights, and which belong 
thereunto, no traSs of land or of fea being excepted, 
which are at prefent poffeffed by the fubjefts of France. 
All which, as well as any buildings there made, in the con- 
dition they now are, and likewife all fortreffes there ere£l- 
ed, either before or fince the French feized Jie fame, fliall 
within fix months from the ratification of the prefent trea- 
ty, or fooner, if poffible, be well and truly delivered to 
the Britifli fubjefts, having commiflion from the queen of 
Great Britain, to demand and receive the fame, entire and 
undemoliflied, together with all the cannon and cannon- 
ball which are therein, as alfo with a quantity of powder, 
llFit be there found, in proportion to the cannon-ball, and 
with the other provifion of war ufually belonging to can- 
non. It is however provided, that it may be intirely fref 
for the company of Quebec, and all other the fubje&s of 
the moft Chriftian King whatfoever, to go by land, or by 
fea, whitherfoever they pleafe out of the lands of the faid 
bay, together with all their goods, merchandizes, arm^, 
and effeQs, of what nature or condition foever, except 
fuch things as are above referved in this article. But it i? 
agreed on both fides, to determine within a year, by com- 
miffaries to be forthwith named by each party, the limits 
which are to be fixed between the faid bay of Hudfon, 
and the places appertaining to the French ; which limits 
both the Britifli and French fubjefts fhall be wholly forbid 
to pafs over, or thereby to go to each other by fea or by 
land. The fame commiffaries fhall alfo have orders to 
defcribe and fetde, in like manner, the boundaries between 
the other Britifli and French colonies in thofe parts. 

XI. The abovementioned moft Chriftian King fhall 
take care that fatisfa£lion be given, according to the rulq 
of |uftice and equity, to the Englifli company trading tp 
the bay of Hudfon, for all damages and fpoil done tp 
their colonies, fhips, perfons, and goods, by the hoftilc 
incurfions and depredations of the French, in time of 
peace, an eftiinate being made thereof by commifTaries to 
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t.e named at the rcquifilion of each party. The fame 
commiffaries (hall moreover inquire as well into the com- 
plaints of the Britilh fubjefts concerning Diips taken by 
.the French in time of peace, as alio concerning the da- 
mages fullained lafl: year in the ifland called Montferai, 
and others, as into thofe things of which the Frencii fub- 
jefl:s complain, relating to the capitulation in the ifland 
of Nevis, and calUe of Gambia, alfo to French Ihips, if 
perchance any fuch have been taken by Britifh fubjeSsin 
time of peace. And in like manner into all difputesof this 
, kind, which fhall be found to have arifen between both 
nations, and which are not yet ended; and due juflice 
ihall be done on both fides without delay. 

XII. The molt Chrillian King Ihal! take care to have 
delivered to the queen of Great Britain, on the fame day 
that the ratifications of this treaty ihal! be exchanged, fo- 
, Icmn and authentick letters, or inllruments, by virtue 
whereof it fliall appear, that the ifland of St. ChriDophers 
js to be poffeffed alone hereafter by Eritilh fubjefls, like- 
wife ail Nova Scotia or Acadia, with its ancient bounda- 
ries, as a!Ib the city of Port Royal, now called Annapolis 
Royal, and all other things in tliofe parts, which depend 
pn the faid lands and illands, together with the dominion, 
propriety, and polfelTion of the faid idands, lands, and 
places, and all right whatfoever, by treaties, or by any 
other way obttiined, which the mod Chriftian King, the 
crown of France, or any the fubjcEts thereof, have hither- 
to had to the faid iflands, lands, and places, and the inha- 
bitants of the fame, are yielded and made over to the 
queen of Great Britain, and to her crown for ever, as the 
mod Chriflian king does at prefent yield and make over 
all the particulars abovefaid ; and that in fuch ample man- 
ner and form, that the fubje6ts of the moft Chriftian King 
fhall hereafter be excluded from all kind of fifhing in the 
faid feas, bays, and other places, on the coafts of Nova 
Scotia, that is to fay, on thofc which lie towards the Eaft, 
within 30 leagues, beginning from the ifland commonly 
called Sable, inclufively, and thence ftretching along to- 
wards the South-weft, 
V XIII. The ifland called Newfoundland, with the adja- •= W ^ 
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wholly to Britain ; and to that end the town and fortrefs of 
Placentia, and whatever other places in the faid ifland, are 
in the pofTeflion of the French, Ihall be yielded and given 
up, within feven months from the exchange of the ratifi- 
cations of this treaty, or fooner, if poffible, by the moft 
Chriftian King, to thofe who have a commiflion from the 
queen of Great Britain, for that purpofe. Nor fhall the 
moft Chriftian King, his heirs and fucceflbrs, or any of 
their fubjeSs, at any time hereafter, lay claim to any right 
to the faid ifland and iflands, or to any part of it, or them. 
Moreover, it Ihall not be lawful for the fubjeQs of France, 
to fortify any place in the faid ifland of Newfoundland, or 
to ereO: any buildings there, befides ftages made of boards, 
and huts neceflary and ufual for drying of fifti; or to re- 
fort to the faid ifland, beyond the time neceflary for fifh- 
ing, and drying of fifli. But it fliall be allowed to the fub- 
jcfts of France, to catch fifli, and to dry them on land, in 
that part only, and in no other befides that, of the faid 
ifland of Newfoundland, which ftretches from the place 
^ called cape Bonavifta^ to the northern point of the faid 
I ifland, and from thence running down by the weftern 
L fide, reaches as far as the place called Point Riche. But 
the ifland called Cape Breton, as alfo all others, both in 
the mouth of the river of St. Lawrence, and in the gulph 
of the fame name, ftiall hereafter belong of riglit to .the 
French, and the moft Chriftian King fliall have all manner 
ofliberty to fortify any place, or places there. 

XIV. It is exprefsly provided, that in all the faid plar 
ces and colonies to be yielded and reftored by the moft 
Chriftian King, in purfuance of this treaty, the fubjefts of 
the faid king may have liberty to remove themfelves with- 
in a year to any other place, as they Ihall think fit, toge- 
ther with all their moveable effeSs. But thofe who are 
willing to remain there, and to be fubjeO: to the kingdom 
of Great Britain, are to enjoy the free exercife of their 
religion, according to the ufage of the church of Rome, 
as far as the laws of Great Britain do allow the fame. 

XV. The fubjeSs of France inhabiting Canada, and 
others, fliall hereafter give no hindrance or moleftation to 
the five nations o*" cantons of Indians, fubjefl; to the do- 
minion of Great Kritain, nor to the other natives of Ame- 
rica, 
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flea, who ire friends to llie fame. In like manner the 
Iiibje£ls of Great Britain, lliall behave themfelves peace- 
ably towards the Americans, who are fubjetia or friends 
to France ; and on botli fides they fhall enjoy full liberty 
of going and cominf^ on account of trade. As alio the 
natives of thofc countries fliall, with the fame liberty, re- 
fort, as they pleaie, to the Britifii and French colonies, 
for promoting trade on one fide, and the other, without 
any moleftation or hindrance, cither on the part of the 
Britifii fubjetis, or of tlie French. But it is to be exaflly 
anddiitinttly fetUed by commiflaries, who are, and who 
ought to be accounted the fubjefls and friends of Britain, 
or of France. 

XVI. That all letters, as well of rcprifal, as of mark 
and counter-mark, which have hitherto on any accotint 
been granted on either fide, be and remain null, void, and 
of no effeft ; and that no letters of this kind be hereafter 
granted by cither of their laid royal majeilies, againft the 
iiibjects of the other, unlefs there iBall have been plain 
proof beforehand of a denial, or wrongful delay of judicc ; 
and unlefs the pedtion of him, who defires the grant of let- 
ters of reprifal, be exhibited and fliewn to the minifler, 
who refides there in the name of that prince, againft 
whofe fiibjefts thole letters are demanded, that he within 
the fpacc of four months, or fooner, may make enquiry 
to the contrary, or procure that fatisfatlion be forthwith 
given to the plaintiff' by the party accufed. But in cafe 
no minifter be refiding there from that prince, againlt 
whnfe fiibjeQs reprifals are demanded, that letters of rcpri- 
Cil be not granted till after the fpace of four months, to 
be computed from the day whereon the petition was exhi- 
bited and prcfcntcd to tjie prince, againft wbofc fubjeSi 
reprifals are defircd, or to his privy council, 

XVII. M'hcreas it is exprefsly ftipulated among the 
conditions of the fufpenfion of amis, made between tlic 
abovcmentioned contracting parties the 4.;. day of Augiift 
laft pall, and afterwards prolonged for four months more, 
in what cales Ihips, merchandizeif, and odier moveable 
cfTpcls, taken on either fide, fiioiild either become prize 
to the captor, or be reflorcd to the former proprietor ; it 
is therefore agreed, that in thofe cafes the conditions of 
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t^e aforefaid fufpenfion of arras (hall remain in full force', 
id that all things relating to fuch captures, made either 
the Britifh and Northern Teas, or in any other place, 
Ihall be well and truly executed according to the tenor of 
the fame. 

XVIII. But in cafe it happen through inadvertency, or 
imprudence, or any other caufe whatfoever, that any fub- 
jeft of their aforefaid royal majcdies do, or commit any- 
thing by land, by fea, or on frelh waters, in any part of 
ihe world, whereby tliis prcfent treaty be not obfervcd, or 
vhereby any particular article of the fame hath not its cf- 
feQ, this peace and good correfpondence between the 
qu?en of Great Britain, and the molt Chriniaii King, {hall 
not be ''lerefore interrupted or broken, but ihall remain 
in its former ftrength, force, and vigour. But that fub- 
je£t alone Ihall be aniwerahle for bis own fatt, and fliall 
fuffcr the punifhment, which is infhfted by the rules and 
direQions of the law of nations. 

XIX. However, in cafe {which God Almighty forbid) 
the diffentions which have been laid adeep, Ihould at any 
time be renewed, between their faid royal majcllies, or 
their fuccelTors, and break out into open war, the (hips, 
merchandizes, and all the effefts, both moveable and im- 
moveable, on both fides, which fhall be found lo be and 
remain in the ports, and in the dominions of the adverib 
■Jiarty, (hall not be confifcated, or any wife endamaged; 
but the entire fpace of fix months, to he reckoned from 
the day of the rupture, fliall be allowed to the faid fub- 
jefls of each of their royal majcflies, in which they may 
fell the aforefaid things, or any part elfe of their effefts, 
or carry and remove them from thence whither they plea(c, 
without any molcftadon, and retire from thence them- 
felves. 

XX. Juft and reafonablc fatisfaftion fliall be Riven ta 
all and (ingular the allies of the queen of Great Britain, in 
thofe matters which thev have a right to demand from 
France. 

XXI. The mod Chriftian Kinj; will, in confideration 
of the friendlhip of the queen of Great Britain, grant, 
that in making the treaty with the Empire, all things con- 
cerning the flateof religion in die aforefaid Empire, (hall

be fettled conformable to the tenor of the treaties of WeR- 
phalia, fo that it ftall plainly appear, that the moft Clifi- 
ftian King neither will have, nor would have had any al- 
teration made in the faid treaties, 

XXII. Moreover, the moft Chriflian King engages, 
that he will forthwith, after the peace is made, caufe juf- 
lice to be done to the family of Hamilton, concerning 
the dukedom of Chatelraut, to the duke of Richmond, 
concerning fuch requefts as he has to make in France, as 
alfo to Charles Douglas, concerning certain lands to be 
jeclaimed by liim, and to others. 

XXIII. By the mutual conlent of the queen of Great 
Britain, and of the moft Chriftian King, the fubjefls of 
each party, who were taken prifoners during the war, fliall 
be fet at liberty, without any diftindion or ranfom, paying 
fuch debts, as they fhall have contratted during the time 
of their being prilbners. 

XXIV. It is mutually agreed, that all and lingular the 
conditions of the peace, made this day between his facred 
royal moft Chriftian Majelly, and his facred royal majef- 
ty of Portugal, be confirmed by this treaty ; and her fti- 
cred royal majeliy of Great Britain takes upon jierfelf the 
guaranty of the fame, to the end that it may be more 
firmly and inviolably obferved. 

XXV. The treaty of peace made this day between his 
facred royal molt Chriftian Majefty, and his royal higli- 
nefs the duke of Savoy, is particularly included in this 
treaty, as an effcntial pan of it, and is confirmed by it, in 
the fame manner as if it were word for word inferied 
therein ; her royal majefty of Great Britain declaring ex- 
prefsly, that IIjC will be bound by the ftipulations of lecti- 
rity and guaranty promifed therein, as well as by thofe, 
wliich ftie has formerly taken upon herfelf. 

XXVI. The moft fercne king of Sweden, with his 
kingdoms, dominions, provinces, and rights, as alfo the 
great duke of Tufcany, the republick of Genoa, and the 
duke of Parma, arc in the beft manner included in this 
treaty. 

XXVII. Their majefties have alfo been pleafed to 
comprehend, in this treaty, the Hans-towns, naraelv, Lu- 
beck, Bremen, and Hamburg, and the city of Da'ntzick, 

with 



With this effeft, that as fbon as the general peace fhaH b^ 
concluded, die Hans-towns and the city of Dantzick may, 
for the future, as common friends, enjoy the ancient ail- 
vantages which they have heretofore had in the bulmeis ol* 
trade, either by treaties, or by oW cuftom. 

XXVIII. Thofe Iball be comprehended in this prefent 
treaty of peace, who Ihall be named by common con^ 
fent, on the one part and on the other, before the exchange 
of the ratifications, or within fix months after. 

XXIX. Laftly, folemn ratifications of this prefent trea- 
ty, and made in due form, (hall be exhibited on both fides 
at Utrecht, and mutually and duly exchanged within the 
Ipac^ of four weeks, to be computed from the day o£ the 
figning, or fooner, if poffible. 

XXX. In witnefs whereof, we the underwritten ambaf- 
fadors extraordinary and plenipotentiaries of the queen of 
Great Britain, and of the molt Chriftian King, have put 
our feals to thefe prefent inftruments, fubfcribed with our 
own hands, at Utrecht the ^th day of5l5!£^in the year

Treaty of Navigation and Comffierce between the mojlferent 
and mojl potent princefs Anne, [by the grace of God, 
Queen of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, and the ,, 
mof ferene and mofi potent Prince Lewis XIV. the mofi^ 
Chrijtian King ; concluded at Utrecht the 44 Day of ^^lilft 

1713, Reprinted from the copy publifhed by the 
Queen's fpecial command. 

I. TT is agreed and concluded between the mofb ferene 
X and mod potent queen of Great Britain, and the 
moft ferene and molt potent, the molt Chriftian King, that 
there Ihall be a reciprocal, and entirely perfe8: liberty of 
navigation and commerce, between the fubjefts on each 
part, through all and every the kingdoms, ftates, domi- 
nions, and provinces of their royal majefties in Europe, 

con- 
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concerning alland lingular kinds of goods, in tliofe places, 
and on thole conditions, and in fitch manner and form, 
as is leiilcd and adjufted in ihe following articles. 

II. But that the commerce and friendfhip between the 
fiibje£ls of the abovefaid parties may be hereafter (ecure, 
and free from all trouble and moleftation, it is agreed and 
concluded, that ifai any time any ill underftanding, and 
breach of fricndlliip, or rupture {hould happen between 
the crowns of their roval majefties, (which Cod forbid) in 
fuch cafe the term of fix months Ihall be allowed, after the 
faid rupture, to the fubjefts and inhabitants on each part, 
refiding in the dominions of the other, in which they them- 
felves may retire, together with their families, goods, 
merchandizes, and cffefls, and carry them whitherfoever 
they fhall pleafe ; as likewife at the fame time the felling 
and difpofing of their goods, both moveable and immove- 
able, Diall be allowed them freely, and without any diP- 
turbance ; and inthe mean time their goods, efiefts, wares, 
and merchandizes, and particularly their perfons, Jhall 
not be detained or troubled by arreft or feizure : but ra- 
ther, in the mean while, the fubjefts on each fide Ihall 
have and enjoy j^ood antl fpecdyjultice, fo that, during 
tlie faid fpace of lix months, they may be able to recover 
their goods andefFcfts entruded, as well to the publick, as 
to private perfons. 

III. It is likewife agreed and concluded, that the fiib- 
je£ls and inhabitants of the kingdoms, provinces, and do- 
minions of each of their royal majefties, Ihal! exerciii^ no 
afls of hollility and violence againit each other, neither bv 
fea, nor by land, nor in rivers, flreams, ports or ha\'ens, 
under any colour or pretence whalfoever, fo that the fnb- 
jefts of either party Ihall receive no patent, commiflion. 
or inftruftion, for arming and afling at fea as privateers, 
nor letters of reprifal, as they are called, from any prin- 
ces or flates, which are enemies to one fide or the other ; 
nor by virtue, or imder colour of fuch patents, commit 
fions, or reprifals, ihall they diflurb, infelt, or any way 
prejudice or damajre the aforcfaid fubjefls and inhabi- 
tants of the queen of Great Britain, or of the moll Chri- 
ftian King; neither fliali they arm fhips in fuch manner as 
is abovefaid, or go out to fea therewith. To which end. 
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as often as it is required by either fide, firia: and ekprdSi 
prohibitions fhall be renewed and publifhcd in all the regi-* 
ons, dominions, and territories of each party wherefoevef, 
that no one (hall in any wife ufe fuch commifEons or let- 
ters of reprifal, under the fevereft punifhmeiit that can be 
inflifted on the tranfgreflbrs, befides reftitution and full 
fatisfaftion to be given to thofe, to whom they have done? 
any datnage ; neither fhall any letters of reprifal be here- 
after granted on either fide by the faid confederates, to the 
detriment or difadvantage of the fubjefts of the other, ex- 
cept in fuch cafe only as juftice is denied or delayed- 
to which denial or delay, credit fliall not be given, unkfi 
the petition of the perfon who defires the faid letters of re- 
prifal, be communicated to the minifter refiding there on 
the part of the prince, againft whofe fubjefts they are to 
be granted, that within the fpace of four months, or foon- 
er, if it be poffible, he may evince the contrary, or pro- 
cure the performance of what is due to juftice. 

IV^ The fubjeQs and inhabitants of each of the afore- 
faid confederates, fhall have liberty, freely and fecurely, 
without licence or paffport, general or fpecial, by land or 
by fea, or any other way, to go into the kingdoms, coun- 
tries, provinces, lands, iflands, cities, villages, towns, wall- 
ed or unwalled, fortified or unfortified, ports, dominions, 
or territories whatlbever, of the other confederate in Eu- 
rope, there to enter, and to return from thence, to abide 
there, or to pafs through the fame, and in the mean time 
to buy and purchafe as they pleafe, all things neceflary for 
their fubfiftcnce and ufe, and they fliall be treated with all 
mutual kindnefs and favour. Provided however, that in 
all thefe matters they behave and comport themfelves con- 
formably to the laws and ftatutes, and live and converfe 
with each other* friendly and peaceably, and keep up re- 
ciprocal concord by all manner of good underftand- 

V. The fubje6ls of each of their royal majefties may 
have leave and hccnce to come with their (hips, as alfb 
with the merchandizes and goods on board the fame (the 
trade and importation whereof are not prohibited by the 
laws of either kingdoms) to the lands, countries, cities, 
pons, places, and rivers of either fide in Europe, to enter 

int« 
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ihto dbe fame, to refort thereto, to remain and refide there?, 
Vithdilt any limitation of time ; alfo to hire houfes, or to 
lodge with other people, and to buy all lawful kinds of 
merchandizes, wherie they think fit, from the firft work- 
man or feller, or in any other manner, whether in the pub- 
lick market for the fale of things, in mart-towrts, fairs, or 
wherefoever thofe goods are manufaftured or fold ; they 
iriay likewife lay up andke;ep in (heit* itiagazin^s aind ware-* 
houfes, and from thence expofe to fale merchandized 
feroiigfit from other parts ; neither fhall they be in any wife 
obliged, Unlefs willingly and of their o^^n ^accord, to bring 
their faid merchandizes to the marts stnd fairs, on this 
condition howevet*, that they fhall not fell the fame by re- 
tail in fhops, or any where elfe. But they are not to be 
loaded with any impofitions, or taxes, on account of the 
faid freedom of trade, or for any other caufe whatfoever, 
fexcept what are to be paid for their fhips and goods, ac- 
cording to the laws and cuftoms received in each kingdom. 
And nioreover, they fhall have free leave, without any mo- 
leftation, to remove themfelves, alfo if they fhall happen 
lo be married, their wives, children, and fervatits, toge- 
Ither \Vith their merchandizes, wares, goods and efFefts, 
either bought or imported, whenfoever and whitherfoeVer 
khey fhall think fit, out of the bounds of each kingdom, 
by land and by fea, on the rivers arid frefh waters, dif- 
feharging the ufu^l duties, notwithftandirig any law, privf- 
lege, grant, immunity or cuftom, in any wife importing 
the contrary. Biit in the bufinefs of religion, there fhsLll 
be an entire liberty allowed to the fubjefts of each of the 
confederates, as alfo, if they are ttiarried, to their wiv^s 
and children, nefther fhall they be compelled to go to the 
churchbs, or to be prefent at the religious Worfhip in, any 
otheJr place. On the contrary they may, without any kind 
of mol(iflatiort, perform their religious exercifes after their 
own way, although it be forbid by the laws of the king- 
dom, privately and within their (Jwn walls, and without 
the admittance of any other perfons whatfoever. More- 
bver, liberty fhall not be refufcd to bury the fubjefls of 
either party, who die in the territories of the other, in con- 
venient and decent places, to be appointed for that pur- 
J)ofe, as occafion fhall requite ; neither fhall the dead bo- 
VoL. t, L di€;3 
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dies of thofe that are buried, be any ways molefted. The 
laws and (latutcs of cacli kingdom fliall remain in full 
farce, and (hall be duly put in execution, whether they 
relate to commerce and navigation, or to any other 
right, thofe cafes only being excepted, concerning which 
it is otherwife determined in the articles of this prcfcnt 
treaty. 

VI. The fubjefls of each party Ihall pay the tolls, cuC- 
toms, and duties of import and export through all the do- 
minions and provinces of eidier party, as are due and ac- 
cuftomed. And, that it may be certainly known to eveiy 
one what arc all the faid toils, cuflomsj and duties of im- 
port and export, it is likewife agreed, that tables fhewing 
the cuftoms, port-duties, and imports, fhall be kept in 
publick places, both at London, and in other towns within 
the dominions of the queen of Great Britain, and at Roan, 
and other towns of France, where trading is uied, where- 
unto recourfe may be had, as often as any quellion or dif^ 
pute arifes concerning fuch port-duties, cuftoms, and ini- 
pofts, which are to be demanded in fuch manner, and no 
otherwife, as iha!! be agreeable to the plain words, and ge- 
nuine fenfe ef the abovefaid tables. And if any officer, 
or other perfon in his name, fliall, under any pretence, 
publickly orprivately, dirc£lly or indireflly, afli or take of 
a merchant, or of any other perfon, any fum of money, 
or any thing elfe on account of right, dues, ftipend, ex- 
hibition, or compcnfation, although it be under the name 
of a free gift, or in any other manner, or under any other 
pretence, more, or otherwife, than what is prefcribed a- 
bove, in fuch cafe the faid officer, or his deputy, if he be 
found guilty, and convifled of the fame before a compe- 
tent judge^ in the country where the crime was commit- 
ted, ihall give full fatisfaflion to the party that is wronged, 
and fliall likewife be puniflied according to the direftion 
of the laws. 

VII. Merchants, mafters of fliips, owners, mariners, 
men of all kind^, fliips, and all merchandizes in general, 
and effeEts of one of the confederates, and of his fubjetls 
and inhabitants, ffiall on no publick or private account, by- 
virtue of any general or Ipccial edift, be feized in any the 
lands, ports, havens, fliores, or dominions whaifoever of 

the 
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tJic other confederate for the publick ufe, for warlike ex- 
peditions, or for any other caufe, much lefs for the private 
life of any one, fhall they be detained by arrefts, com- 
pelled by violence, or under any colour thereof, or in any 
wife molefted or injured. Moreover, it fhall be unlawful 
for rile fubjeSs of both parties, to take any thing, or to 
extort it by forCe, except the perfon to whom it belongs 
confent, and it be paid for with ready money. Which, 
however, is not to be underftood of that detention and 
feizure, which fhall be made by the command and autho- 
rity of juflice, and by the ordinary methods, on account 
of debt, or crimes, m refpeO: whereof the proceeding 
mufl be by way of law, according to the form of juftice. 

VIII. Furthermore, it is agreed and concluded as a 
general rule, that all and fingular the fubjefts of the moft 
ferene queen of Great Britain, and of the mofl ferene 
the mofl Chriflian King, in all countries and places fub- 
jeft to their power on each fide, as to all duties, impofiti-* 
ons, or cuftoms whatfoever, concerning perfons, gooda 
and merchandizes, fhips, freights, feamenr navigation and 
commerce, fhall ufe and enjoy the fame privileges, li- 
berties, and immunities at leaft, and have the like favour 
in all things, as well in the courts of juflice, as in allfuch 
things as relate either to commerce, or to any other right 
whatever, which any foreign nation, the mofl favoured, 
has, ufes, and enjoys, or may hereafter have, ufe, and 
€njoy. 

IX. It is further agreed, that within the fpace of two 
months after a law fhall be made in Great Britain, where- 
by it fliall be fufficiently provided, that no more cuftoms 
or duties be paid for goods and mercliandizes brought 
from France to Great Britain, than what are payable for 
goods and merchandizes of the like nature, imported in- 
to Great Britain, from any other country in Europe ; and 
that all laws made in Great Britain fince the year 1664, 
for prohibiting the importation of any goods and mer- 
chandizes coming from France, which were not prohibit- 
.ed before that time, be repealed, the general tariflp made 
4n France the 18th day of September, i^ the year 1664^ 
ihall take place there again, and the duties payable in 
.France by the fubjefts of Great Britain, for goods import- 
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cd and exported, fhall be paid according to the tenor 6( 
the tariff abovementioned, and fhall not exceed the rule 
therein fettled, in the provinces whereof mention is there 
made, and in the other provinces the duty fhall not be"^ 
payable, otherwife than according to the rule at that time 
prefcribed; and all prohibitions, tariffs, edifts, declarati" 
ons or decrees, made in France fince the faid tariff of 
the year 1664, and contrary thereunto, in refpeft to the 
goods and merchandizes of Great Britain, fhall be repeal* 
ed. But whereas it is urged on the part of France, that 
certain merchandizes, that is to fay, manufaQures of wool, 
fugar, faked fifh, and the produa of whales, be excepted 
out of the rule of the abovementioned tariff, and likewifc 
other heads of matters belonging to this treaty remain, 
which having been propofed on the part of Great Britain, 
have not yet been mutually adjufled, a fpecificationof all 
which is contained in a feparate inftrument fubfcribed by 
the ambaffadors extraordinary and plenipotentiaries on 
both fides ; it is hereby provided and agreed, that within 
two months from the exchange of the ratifications of this 
treaty, commiffaries on both fides fhall meet at London, 
to confider of, and remove the difficulties concerning the 
merchandizes to be excepted out of the tariff of the yeaf 
1 664, and concerning the other heads, which, as is above- 
faid, are not yet wholly adjufted. And at the fame time 
the faid commiffaries fhall likewife endeavour, (which feems 
to be very much for the intereft of both nations) ^ to have 
the methods of commerce on one part, and of the other, 
more thoroughly examined, and to find out and eflablifh 
juft and beneficial means on both fides for removing the 
difficulties in this matter, and for regulating the duties mu- 
tually. But it is always underftood and provided, that all 
and fingular the articles of this treaty, do in the mean 
while remain in their full force, and efpecially that nothing 
be deemed, under any pretence whatfoever, to hinder the 
benefit of the general tariff of the year 1664, from being 
granted to the fubjefts of her royal majefly of Great Bri* 
tain, and the faid Britifh fubjefts, from having and enjoy- 
ing the fame, without any delay or tergiverfation, within 
the fpace of two months after a law is made in Great Bri- 
tain, as abovefaid, in as ample manner and form as the 
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liibjeQs of any nation, the moft favoured, might have 
and enjoy the benefit of the aforefaid tariff, any thing to 
be done, or difcufled by the faid commiffaries, to the con- 
trary in any wife notwithftanding. 

X. The duties on tobacco imported into France, either 
in the leaf, or prepared, fhall be reduced hereafter to the 
fame moderate rate, as the faid tobacco, of the growth of 
any country in Europe or America, being brought into 
France, does or fhall pay. The fubjeQs on both fides 
Ihall alfo pay the fame duties in France for the faid to- 
bacco ; there fhall be likewife an equal liberty of felling 
it ; and the Britifh fubjefts fhall have the fame laws as 
the merchants of France themfelves have and enjoy. 

XI. It is likewife concluded, that the impofition or tax 
of 50 Sols Tournois, laid on Britifh fhips in France for 
every tun, fhall wholly ceafe, and be from henceforward 
wnulled. In like manner the tax of five fhillings fleriing, 
laid on French fhips in Great Britain for every tun, fhall 
ceafe ; neither fhall the fame, or any the like impofiti- 
ons, be laid hereafter on the fhips of the fubjefts on either 
fide. 

Xir. It is further agreed and concluded, that it fhall 
be wholly free for all merchants, commanders of fhips, 
and other the fubje£ts of the queen of Great Britain, in 
all places of France, to manage their own bufinefs them- 
felves, or to commit them to the management of whomfo- 
eyer they pleafe, nor fhall they be obliged to make ufe of 
any interpreter, or broker, nor to pay them any falary, 
-unlefs they chufe to make ufe of them. Moreover, maf- 
ters of fhips fhall not be obliged, in loading or unloading 
their fhips, Xo make ufe of thofe workmen, either at 
Pourdeaux, or in any other places, as may be appointed 
by publick authority for that purpofe ; but it fhall be en- 
tirely free for them to load or unload their fhips by them- 
felves, or to make i;ife of fpch perfons in loading or un- 
loading jthe fame, as they fhall think fit, without the pay- 
ment of any falary to any other whomfoever ; neither fhall 
they be forced to unload any fort of merchandizes, either 
into other • fhips, or to receive them into their own, or 
\o wait for their being loaded longer than they pleafe. 
^n(i all an4 every the fubjeft^ of th^ mpft Chriflian King. 
' L 3 Ihall 
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(hall reciprocally have and enjoy the fame privileges anrf 
liberty, in all places in Europe fubje£l to tlie dominion of 
Great Britain. 

XIII. It flaall be wholly lawful and free for merchant! 
and others, being fubjefts either to the queen of Great Bri-r 
tain, or to the moft Chriftian King, by will, and any other 
difpofition made^ either during the time of ficknefs, or at 
any other time before, or at the point of death, to devife 
or give away their merchandizes, effefts, money, debtSi, 
belonging to them, and all moveable goods, which they 
have, or ought to have at the time of their death, within 
the dominions, and anyother.places belonging to the queen 
of Great Britain, and to the moft Chriftian King. Morie- 
over, whether they die, having made their will, or intef? 
tate, their lawful neirs and executors, or adminiftrators, 
refiding in either of the kingdoms, or coming from any 
other part, although they be not naturalized, ftiall freely 
and quietly receive and take pofleflion of all the faid goods; 
and effefts whatfoever, according to the laws of Great 
Britain and France refpeflively ; in fuch manner however^ 
that the wills, and right of entering upon the inheritances 
of perfons inteftate, muft be proved according to law, a^ 
well by the fubjefits of the queen of Great Britain, as by 
the fubjefts of the moft Chriftian King, in thofe places 
where each perfon died, whether that may happen in Great . 
Britain, or in France, any law, ftatute, edift^ cuftom„ 
or I)roit d' Anhene whatever to the contrary notwithftand - 

jng. 

XIV. A difpute arifing between any commander of 
the fhipson both fides, and his feamen in any port of the 
other party, concerning w^ages due to the faid feamen, or 
other civil caufes, the magiftrate of the place ftiall require 
no more from the perfon accufed, than that he give to the 
accufer a declaration in writing, witnefTed by the magif: 
trate, whereby he .fliall be bound to anfwer that mat- 
ter before a competent judge in his own country, 
which being done, it ftiall not be lawful either for the fea- 
men to defert their fiiip,* or to hinder the Commander 
from profecuting his voyage. It ftiall moreover be lawful 
forthe merchants on both fides, in the places of their a- 
bode, or ^IfeY^here, to keep books of their accounts, ancj 

affairs^ 



affairs, as they fliall tliink fit, and to have an intercourie 
of letters, in fiich language or idiom, as they (hall pleafe, 
without any moleftation or fearch whatfoevcr. But if it 
fliould happen to be neceffary for them to produce their 
books of accounts for deciding any difpute and controver- 
fy, in fucii cafe they ihall be obliged to bring into court 
the entire books or writings, but fo as that the judge may 
not have liberty to infpett any other articles in the laid 
books, than fuch as Ihall relate to the teftimony, or au- 
thority in qucftion, or fuch as (hall be neceflary to give 
credit to the faid books; neither Ihall it be lawful, under 
any pretence, to take the faid books or writings forcibly 
out of the hands of the owners, or to retain tliem ; the 
cafe of bankruptcy only excepted ; neither Ihall the faid 
fubjefls of tlie queen of Great ]3rltain, be obliged to 
write their accounts, copies of letters, a£ts or inflruments 
relating to trade, on ftamped paper, in French, Paper 
timbre, except tlicir day-book, which, that it may be pro- 
■duced as evidence in any law-fuit, ought, according to 
the laws, which all perfons trading in France are to ob- 
ferve, to be fubfcribed gratis by the judge, and figned 
with his own hand. 

XV. It fhall not be lawflil for any foreign privateers, 
not being fubje£ts of one or of the other of the confederates, 
who have commiffions from any other prince, or (late, 
in enmity with cither nation, to Ht their fhips in the ports 
of one or the other of the aforelaid parties, to fell what 
ihcy have taken, or in any other maiinei whatever to ex- 
cliange either (hips, merchandizes, or any other ladings ; 
neither (hall they be allowed even to purchafc viftuals, 
except fuch as (hall be neceffary for their going to the 
next port of that prince from whom they have commi(^ 
lions. 

XVr. The fliips of both parties being laden, failing a- 
long the coafls, or ihorcs of the other, and being forced 
by (iorm into the havens or ports, or coming to land in 
any other manner, lliall not be obliged there to unlade 
their goods, or any part thereof, or to pay any duty, 
unlefs they do, of their own accord, unlade their goods 
there, or difpofe of any part of their lading : but it may 
tiC la-wful to take out of the (hip, and to Icll, leave being 
L 4 iirlt 
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firft obtained from thofe who have the infpeftion of fea^ 
affairs, a fmall part of their lading, for this end only, that 
peceffaries, either for the refrelhment or yiftualing of the 
ftiip may bepurchafed ; and in that cafe the whole lading 
of the (hip (hall not be fubjeft to pay the dutie?, but that 
Imall part only, which has been taken out and fold. 

XVII. It (hall be lawful for all and fingular the fub- 
jefts of the queen of Great Britain, and of the moll Chri- 
ilian King, to fail with their Ihips, with all manner of li- 
berty and fecurity, no diftinflion being made, who are 
the proprietors of the merchandizes laden thereon, from 
any port to the places of thofe who are now, or fliall be 
hereafter at enmity with the queen of Great Britain, o^* 
the moft Chriftian King ; it Ihall likewife be lawful for 
the fubjeQs and inhabitants aforefaid, to fail with the fhips 
and merchandizes aforementioned, and to trade with the 
fame liberty and fecurity from the plaices, ports, and har 
vcns of thofe who are enemies of both, or of either par-: 
ly, without any oppofition or difturbance whatfo^ver, not 
only direftly from the places of the enemy aforementionr 
jCd to neutral places, but alfo from one place belonging to 
an enemy, to another place belonging to an enemy, whe- 
ther they be under the jurifdiftion of the fame prince, op 
under feveral. And as it is now ftipulated concerning fhips 
and goods, that free (hips (hall alfo give a freedom to goods^ 
and that every thing fhall be deemed to be free and ex- 
empt, which fhall be found on board the fhips belonging 
to the fubjeQs of either of the confederates, although th§ 
wliole lading, or any part thereof, fhould appertain to th^ 
enemies of either of their majefties, contraband goods be^ 
ing always excepted, on the difcovery whereof mattery 
il:iall be managed according to the fenfe of the fubfequent 
articles. It is alfo agreed in like manner, that the fame li- 
beriy be extended tq perfons who are on board a free 
Ihip, with this effeQ:, that although they be enemies tq 
both, or to either party, they are not to be taken out of 
.that free fhip,* unlefs they are foldiers, and in a£lual fer-r 
.vice of the enemies. 

XVIII. This liberty of navigation and commerce fhal) 
f xtend to all kinds of merchandize?, excepting thofe only 
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which follow in the next article, and which are fignified 

llie name of contraband. 

XIX. Under this name of contraband, or prohibited 
goods, Jhall be compreliended arms, great guns, bombs, 
with their fufees, and other things belonging to them ; 
fire-balls, gunpowder, match, cannon-ball, pikes, fwords, 
lances, fpears, halberds, mortars, petards, granadoes, 
faltpetre, muflcets, mufket-ball, helmets, head-pieces, breaft- 
plaies, coats ofmail, and the like kinds of arms, proper 
for arming foldiers, mulket-refts, belts, horfes with their 
furniture, and all other warlike inflruments whatever. 

XX. Thefc merchandizes which follow, fliall not be 
reckoned among prohibited goods, that is to fay, all forts 
of clothes, and all other manufa£lures woven of any 
wool, flax, filk, cotton, or any other materials whatever; 
all kinds of clotties and wearing apparel, together with the 
Ipecies whereof they are ufed to be made ; gold and filver, 
as well coined as uncoined, tin, iron, lead, copper, brafs, 
coals ; as alio wlicat and barley, and any other kind of 
corn and puHe ; tobacco, and likewife all manner of fpices, 
falted and fmoaked Qefh, faked (i(h, cheefc and butter, 
beer, oils, wines, fugars, and all forts of fait, and, in ge- 
neral, all provifions which fervc for the nourifhment of 
piankii]d, and the fuftenance of life. Furthermore, all 
Itinds of cotton, hemp, (lax, tar, pitch, ropes, cables, fails, 
failcloths, anchors, and any parts of anchors; aifo fhip- 
jnafts, planks, boards and beams of what trees foevcr; 
and all other things proper either for building or repairing 
Ihips ; and all other goods whatever, which have not been 
worked into the form of any inftrumenl, or diing pre- 
pared for war, by land or by fea, fhail not be reputed 
contraband, much lefs fuch as have been already wrought 
and made up for any other ufe; all which Ihall wholly be 
reckoned among free goods, as likewife all other merchan- 
dizes and things which are not comprehended, and par- 
ticularly mentioned in the preceding article, fo that they 
may be tranfported, and carried in the freeft manner by 
the fubjefls of both confederates, even to places belong- 
ing to an enemy, ftich towns or places being only except- 
ed, as are at that time befieged, blocked up round about, 
pr invefted, 
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XXI. to the end that alt manner of diflentions and 
quarrels may be avoided and prevented on one fidfc, and 
the other, it is agreed, that in dafe cither of their royal 
majeftics, who are allied, fhould be engaged in war, the 
fliips and veffels belonging to the fuhjcfls of the other ally, 
muft be furniihed with fea-letters of paflports, expreffing 
ihe name, property, and bulk of the fhip, as aMb the 
name and place of habitation of the mafter or command- 
tr of the faid Ihip, that it may appear thereby, that the 
ftip really and truly belongs to the fubjefts of one of the 
primies ; which paiTports fliall be made out and granted, 
according to the form annexed to this treaty ; they (haU 
likcwife be recalled every year, that is, if the fhip happem 
to return home within the fpace of a year. It is likewife 
Jigreed, that fuch fhips being laden, arc t(3 be provided, 
Hot only with paflports, as abovementioncd, but alfb witK 
certificates containing the feveral particulars of the cargo, 
the place whence the fhip failed, and whither fhe is bound, 
tfxat fo it may be known, whether any forbidden or contra- 
band goods, as are enumerated in the 19th article of this 
treaty, be on board the fame, which certificates fhall be 
inade out by the officers of the place whence the fhip fct 
fail, in the accuftomed form. And if any one fliall thinlj 
it fit, or advifeable, to exprefs in the faid certificates, the 
J>crfon to whom they belong, he may freely do fo. 

XXII. The fhips of the fubjefts and inhabitants of 
Both their mofl fcrene royal majefties, coming to any of 
the fea-coafts within the dominions of either of the confe-? 
derates, but not willing to enter into port, or being enter- 
ed, yet not being willing to fhew or to fell the cargoes 
t>f their fhips, fhall not be obliged to giye aft account of 
their lading, unlefs they are fulpefted upon fure evidence^ 
of carrying to the enemies of the other confederate prohi- 
bited goods, called contraband. 

XXIII. And in cafe of the faid manifefl fufpicion, the 
faid fubjeftsand inhabitants of the dominions of both theit^ 
mofl ferene royal majcflies, fliall be obliged to exhibit in 
the ports their pafTports and certificates, in the manner be:? 
fore fpecified. 

XXIV.- But in cafe the fhips of the fubje6ls and inha- 
bitants of both their mofl ferene royal majeflies, oither oq 
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tlie fea-Goaft, or on the high feas, fiiall meet with the men 
of war of the other, or with privaieerSj the faid men of war 

and privateers, for preventing any iiiconvcnicncies, are 
to remain out of cannon-Ihot, and to fend a boat to the 
merchanl-fhip, which has been met with, and lliall enter 
her with two or three men only, to whom the maftcr or 
commander of fach fliip or vefTel fliall Ihew his pailport, 
concerning the property thcieof, made out according to 
the form annexed to this prefent treaty ; and the Ihip 
which fhall exhibit one, {hall have free paffage, and it 
fhali be wholly unlawful any way to molefl: her, fearch, or 
compel her to quit her intended courfe. 

XXV. But that merchant {hip of the other party, which 
Intends to go to a port at enmity with the other confede- 
rate, or concerning whofe voyage, and the fort of goods 
onboard, there maybejuft fufpicion, Ihall be obliged to 
exhibit, either on the high feas, or in the ports and havens, 
not only her paflports, buther certificates, expreffing, that 
ihey are not of the kind of goods prohibited, which are 
fpecihed in the igth article. 

, XXVI. But if one party, on the exhibiting the above- 
faid certificates, mentioning the particulars of the things 
on board, Ihould difcover any good^ of that kind which 
are declared contraband or prohibited by the 19th article 
of this treaty, dcfigned for a port fubjctt to the enemy of 
the other, it (hall be unlawful to break up the hatches of 
that fliip, wherein the fame flia!! happen to be found, whe- 
ther fhe belong to the fubjcds of Great Britain, or of 
France, to open the chefts, packs, or callis therein, or to 
ycmove even the fmalleft parcel of the goods, unlcft the 
lading be brought on fhore, in the prefence of the officers 
of the court of admiralty, and an inventory thereof made ; 
but there Ihall be no allowance to fell, exchange, or alie- 
nate the fame in any manner, unlefs after that due and 
lawfid procefs fhall have been had againft fuch prohibited 
goods, and the judges of the ', admiralty refpeSively fhall, 
by a fentence pronounced, have confifcatcd the fame, fav- 
ing alwavs a^ well the fhip itfclf, as the other goods found 
therein, which by this treaty arc to be cfteemedfree ; nei- 
ther may they he detained oh pretence of their being, as 
\i. were, infected by the prohibited goods, much lefs fhall 
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they be confifcated as lawful prize : but if not the whole 
cargo, but only part thereof, fhall confift of prohibited or 
contraband goods, and the commander of the fhip fhall be 
ready and willing to deliver them to the captor, who has 
difcovered them, in fuch cafe the captor having received 
thofe goods, Ihall forthwidi difcharge the fhip, and not 
hinder her, by any means, freely to profecute the voyage 
on which fhe was Dound. 

XXVII. On the contrary it is agreed, that whatever 
fhall be found to be laden by the fubjeSs and inhabitants 
of either party, on any fhip belonging to the enemy of 
the other, and his fubjefts, the whole, although it be not 
pf.the fort of prohibited goods, may be confifcated^ in 
the famfe manner as if it belonged to the enemy himfelf; 
except thofe goods and merchandizes as were put on board 
fuch fhip before the declaration of war, or even afier fuch 
declaration, if fo be it were done within the time and limits 
following ; that is to fay, if they were put on board fuch 
ihip, in any port and place within the fpace of fix weeks 
after fuch declaration, within the bounds called the Naze 
in Norway, and the Sounding^; of two months from the 
Soundings . to the city of Gibraltar ; of ttn weeks in th^ 
Mediterranean Sea ; and of eight months in any other- 
country or place in the world ; fo that the goods of the 
fubjeSs of either prince, whether they be of the nature 
of fuch as are prohibited, or otherwife, which, as is afore? 
faid, were put on board any fhip belonging to an enemy 
before the war, or after the declaration of the fame, with- 
in the time, and limits abovefaid, fhall no ways be liable 
to confifcation, but fhall well and truly be reflored, with- 
out delay, to the proprietors demanding the fame ; but 
fo as that if the faid merchandizes be contraband, it fhall 
not be any ways lawful to carry them afterwards to the 
ports belonging to the enemy. 

XXVIII.. And that more abundant care maybe taken 
for the fecurity of the fubjeSs of both their mpftferene 
royal majefties, that they fuffer no injury by the men of 
war or privateers of the other party, all the commanders 
of the fhips of the queen of Great Britain, and of the 
mofl Chriftian King, and all their fubjeQs, fhall be forbid 
doii)^ any injury or damage to the other fide ; and if 
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they aO: to the contrary, they ftiall be punifhed, and tbslXi 
moreover be bound to make fatisfaSion for all caufe of da*- 
mage, and the intereft thereof, by reparation, under the 
bond and obligation of their perfpn and goods. 

XXIX, For this caufe all commanders of privateers, be^ 
fore they receive their patents, or fpecial commiffions, 
fhall hereafter be obliged to give, before a competent 
judge, fufficient fecurity by good bail, who are men able 
to pay, and have no intereft in the faid fhip, and are each 
bound in the whole, for the fum of 1500 1. fterling, or 
16500 Livres Tournois; or if fuch Ihip be \)rovided with 
above one hundred and fifty feamen or foldiers, for the 
fum of 3000 I. fterling, or 33000 Livres Tournois, that 
they will make entire fatisfaftion for any damages and in- 
juries whatfoever, which they, or their officers, or others 
in their fervice, commit during their courfe at fea, con- 
trary to this prefent treaty, or the ediQs of either of their 
moft ferene royal majefties, publifhed by virtue thereof; 
under penalty likewife of having their Ipecial commiffions 
and patents revoked and annulled. 

XXX. Both their abovenamed royal majefties being 
willing to fhew a mutual and equal favour in all their do- 
niinions refpeftively, to the fubjefts of each other, in the 
fame manner as if they were their own fubjeQs, will give 
flich orders as fhall be neceffary and effeftual, that juIKce 
be adminiftered concerning pnzes in the court of admi- 
ralty, according to the rule of equity and right, and the 
articles of this treaty, by judges who are above all fuipi-^ 
cion, and who have no manner of intereft in the caufe in 
difpute, 

XXXI. Whenfoever the ambafTadors of each of their 
royal majefties abovenamed, and other their minifters, 
having a publick charafter, and refiding in the court of 
the other prince, fhall complain of the unjuftnefs of the 
fentences which have been given, their majefties on each 
fide, fhall take care, that the fame be revifed and re-exa- 
mined in their refpeftive councils, that it may appear whe- 
ther the direftions and provifions prefcribed in this treaty 
have been obferved, and have had their due effeft : they 
Ihall likewife take care, that this matter be effeftually pro- 
vided for, and that right be done to every complainant, 
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within the fpace of three months; However, before o# 
after judgment given, the revifion thereof ftill depending^ 
for the avoiding of all damage, it (hall not be lawful to felf 
the goods in . difpute, or to unlade them, unlefs with the 
confent of the perfons concerned. 

XXXII. A fuit being commenced between the captors 
of prizes on one part, and the reclaimers of the fame on 
the other, and a fentence or decree being given in favour 
of the reclaimer, that fame fentence or decree, fecurity 
being given, Ihall be put in execution, the appeal of the 
captor to a fuperior judge in any wife notwithftanding ; 
which, however, is not to beobferved when judgment has 
been given againil the reclaimer. 

XXXIII. In cafe that either fhips of war, or merchant- 
men, forced by ftorm, or other misfortune, be driven on 
rocks or (helves on the coafts of one or the other party, 
and are there broken to pieces, and (hip-wrecked, what** 
ever part of the (hips, or tackling thereof, as alfo of the 
goods and merchandizes (hall be faved, or the produce 
thereof, (hall be faithfully reftored to the proprietors, re- 
claimers, or their faftors, paying only the expences of 
preferving the fame, in fuch manner as it may be fetded 
on both fides concerning the rate of falvage : faving, at 
the fame time, the rights and cuftoms of each nation. And 
both their moft ferene royal majefties will interpofe their 
authority, that fuch of their fubjefts may be feverely pun- 
i(hed, who in the like accident (hall be found guilty of in^ 
humanitv. 

XXXIV. It (hall be free for the fubjefls of each party, 
to employ fuch advocates, attornies, notaries, folicitors, 
and faftors, as they (hall think fit ; to which end the faid 
advocates, and others abovementioned, may be appointed 
by the ordinary judges, if it be needful, and the judges 
be required thereunto. 

XXXV. And that commerce and navigation may be 
more fecurely and freely followed, it is further agreed, 
that neither the queen of Great Britain, nor the moft 
Chriftian King, ihall receive any pirates and robbers, in-^ 
to any of their ports, havens, cities or towns, neither 
Ihall they permit them to be received into their ports to be 
proteEled, or aDSited, by any manner of harbouring, or 

fupport.

fupport, by any the fubieiils or inhabitants of either of 
them ; but they fhall rather caufe all fuch pirates and fea- 
robbers, or whoever Ihall receive, conceal, or aflift them, 
to be apprehended, and punifhed as they deferve, for 2 
terror and example to others. And all the Jbips, goods, 
or merchandizes, being piratically taken by them, ajid 
brought into the ports of the kingdom of either, as much 
as can be found, ahhough they liave by fale been con- 
veyed to others, lliall be reflored to tlic lawful owners, or 
their deputies, having inftrumcnts of delegation, and an au- 
thority of procuration for reclaiming the iame; and indcm- 
nifatioo fhall be made, proper evidence being firft given 
in the court of admiralty, for proving die property. And 
all ihips and merchandizes, of what nature foever, which 
can be refcued out of their hands on the high feas, (hall be 
- brought into fome port of cither kingdom, and (hall be 
delivered to the cuilody of the officers of that por^ 
with this intention, that they be delivered entire to (he true 
proprietor, as foon as due and fufficicnt proof (hall have 
been made concerning the property thereof. 

XXXVI. It (hall, be lawful, as well for the fiiips of war 
of both their mod ferene royal majellies, as for privateers, 
to carry whitherfoevcr they pleafe, the (liips and goods ta- 
ken from their enemies, neither (hail they be obliged to 
pay any thing to the olhcers of the admirally, or to anv 
otlier judges, nor fliall the aforementioned prizes, wheii 
they come to, and enter the ports of cither of tbeir molt 
ferene royal majellies, be detained by arrcft, neither (ball 
fearchers, or other officers of thofe places, make exami- 
nation concerning them, or die validity thereof; but ra- 
ther, they (Ijall have liberty to hoifl fail at any time, to 
depart, and to carrj' their prizes to that place, which is 
mentioned in their commillion or patent, -vvhich the com- 
maiidcrs of fuch lliips of war fiiall be obliged to (hew : on 
the contrary, no fhelter or refuge fhall be given in ihcir 
ports to fuch as have made a prize upon the fubjcfts of 
either of their royal majefties. And if perchance fuch fliips 
fliall come in, being forced by flrefs of weather, or the 
danger of the fea, particular caie (hall be taken, (as far 
#s it is not repugnant to former treaties made with other 
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Em^MQ Bates) that thcy^ go from thence, and retire"^ 
where, as (bon as poQible, 

XXXVII. Neither of their moft ferene royal majcf- 
ties, fhall permit that the Ihips or goods of the other be ta- 
ken upon the coafts, or in the ports, or rivers of their do- 
minions, by fliips of war, or others having comniitTion 
from any prince, commonwealth, or town whatfoever. 
And in cafe fuch a thing (hould happen, both parties {hall 
ufe their authority and united force, that the damage done 
be made good. 

XXXVIII. If hereafter it fhall happen through inadver- 
tency, or othemife, that any contraventions, or inconve- 
niencies on either fide arife concerning the obfertation of 
this treaty, the fricndJhip and good intelligence fiiall not 
immediately thereupon be broke off; but this treaty fhall 
fubfiflinail its force, and a proper remedy for removing 
the inconveniencies Ihall be procured, as Hkewife repara- 
tion of the contraventions ; and if the fubjefts of the one 
or the other be found in fault, they only fliall be feverely 
punilhed and chadized, 

XXXIX. But if it Ihall appear that a captcr made ul^ 
of any kind of torture upon the mafter of the Ihip, the 
fliip's crew, or others who flial! be on board any (hip be- 
longing to the fubjeSs of the other party ; in fuch cafe, 
not only the fliip itfclf, together with the perfons, mer- 
chandizes, and goods whatfoever, fhall be forthwith releaf-

BE it known unto all men, that whereas in the gth ar- 
ticle of the treaty of commerce, concluded this day 
between the moft ferenc queen of Great Britain, and the 
moft ferene the moft Chriftian King, by their majefties 
ambalTadors extraordinary, and plenipotentiaries, mention 
is made of fome heads of matters, which being propofed 
on the part of Great Britain, have not as yet been mutu- 
ally adjufted; and therefore it was thought fit to refer 
them to be difcuffed and determined by commilTioners : 
we therefore the underwritten ambaffadors, that it may 
certainly appear what are thofe heads of matters which 
are to be referred to commiCioncrs, have refolved to 
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give 81 particular defcrlption of them in this writing ; de* 
daring that they are the iame, and no other than what 
follow : 

1. TVTO manufa6hires of either kingdom, and the domi* 
-^ ^ nions belonging thereunto, fhall hereafter be fub-. 
jeft to beinfpeftedand confifcated, und^r any pretence of 
fraud or deleft in making or working them, or becaufe of 
any other imperfeftion therein ; but abfolute freedom Ihall 
be allowed to the buyer and feller to bargain and agree for 
the fame, as they fhall fee good ; any law, ftatute, edift,. 
arreft, privilege, grant, or cuftom, to the contrary not- 
with Handing. 

II. And forafmuch as a certain ufage, not confirmed by 
any law, has obtained in feveral towns of Great Britain 
and Frattee ; that is to fay, that every one for coming in, 
and going out, fhall pay a kind of tax,, called in Englifh, 
Head-Money, and in French, Du Chef, k 19 concluded, that 
neither the fame, nor any other duty on that amount, fhaU 
any more be exafted. 

III. And the Britifh merchants fhatt not hereafter be 
forbidden to fell the faid tobacco to itny buyer whom they 
fdeafe, for which purpofei»the letting out the d-uties on the 
faid tobacco to farmers, which has been hitherto praftifed,. 
fhall ceafe, neither fhall fuch farming be ufed again here- 
after. 

IV. The following cafe only being excepted, that is to 
fay, where Britifh fhips fhall take up merchandizes in one 
port, and carry them to another port of France, in. which 
cafe, and in no other, the Britifh fubjefts fhall be obliged 
(o pay the duties abrogated and abolilhed by this article, 
only in proportion to the goods which they take in, and 
jiot according to the bulk of the fliip. 

V. Whereas feveral kinds of goods, contained in cafks, 
chefts, or other cafeSy for which the duties are paid by 
weight, will be exported from, and imported into France 
by Britifh fubjefts, it is therefore agr^ped, that in fuch cafe 
the aforefaid duties fhall be payable only according to the 
weight of the goods themfdves,. but the weight of the cafks, 
chelb> and other cafes whatever, fball be dedufted in fuch 
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iBanner, and in fiich proportion, as has been hitherto in 
ufe in England, and is ftill pradifed. 

VI. It is further agreed, that if any miftake or error 
Ihall on either fide be committed by any matter of a (hip, 
his interpreter, or fador, or by others employed by him, 
in making tjie entry or declaration of the goods on board 
his (hip, for fuch defeft, if fo be fome fraud does not evi- 
dently appeai^j neither the Ihip nor the lading thereof {hall 
be fubjeft to be confifcated, but it jDhall be free for the 
proprietors to take back again fuch goods as were omitted 
in the entry or declaration of the mafter of the (hip, pay- 
ing only the accuftomed duties according to the rates fet- 
tled in the books; neither (hall the merchants, or the mafter 
of the (hip, lofe the faid goods, or fuSer any other puni(h- 
ment, if fo be that the faid goods, fo omitted, were not 
brought on (Kore, before the declaration made, and the 
cuftoms paid for the fame. 

VII. And whereas the quality of the (hip, mafter, and 
goods, will fufficiently appear from fuch paflfports and cer- 
tificates, it (hall not be lawful for the commanders of men 
of war to exa6b any other verification under any title what- 
Ibever. But if any merchant (hip (hall want fuch paflfports 
or certificates, then it may be examined by a proper 
judge, but in fuch manner, as if it (hall be found from 
other proofs and documents, that it does truly belong to 
the fubjefts of either of the confederates, and does not 
-eentain any prohibited goods, defigned to be carried to the 
enemy of the other, it fhall not be liable to confifcation, 
but (hall be releafed, together with its cargo, in order to 
|>roceed on its voyage, (ince it may often happen that fuch 
papers could not come to the (hip when (he was fetting fail 
from any port, or that they have been loft by fome chance 
or other, or that they have been taken away from the (hip. 
And if, befides the pafTports and certificates made accord- 
ing to the form of their treaty, other pa(rports and certifi- 
cates happen to be found in the (hip, in another form, and 
perhaps according to the prefcriptiori of treaties made with 
others, no pretence (hall be taken from thence, of detain- 
ing, or in any wi(e molefting, either tlie (hip, or men, or 
goods. If the mafter of the (hip named in the pa(rports 
be removed by deaths or any other caufe, and another be 
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put in his place, the pafTports Ihal! neverthelefs retain tlieir 
force, and the fhips, and goods laden thereon, ihall be fc- 
cure. 

VIII. It is further provided on both fides, and flial! be 
taken for a general rule, that a Ihip and goods, although 
they have remained in the enemies power for four and 
twenty hours, ihall not therefore be eflecmed as capture, 
and be immediately made prize ; but, if on other accounts 
they ought to be reltorcd, they may be reclaimed, and ftiall 
be given again to the proprietors. 

IX. It Ihall be free for both their royal majeflies, for 
the advantage of their fubje£ts, trading to the kingdoms 
and dominions of the other, to conllitute national confuls 
of their own fubjefls, who ftial! enjoy that right and liber- 
ty which belongs to them by rcafon of theexercife of their 
function ; but as to the places where fuch confuls are lo be 
appointed, both fides Ihall afterwards agree between theniT 
felves.

BE it known unto all men, that whereas in the gth ar- 
ticle of the treaty of navigation and commerce, con- 
cluded the 44 day of ^!?I!i "713, between the moft ferene 
queen of Great Britain, and the moft ferene the moll 
Chriftian King, by the ambalfadors extraordinary and 
plenipotentiaries of their majefties, certain merchandizes, 
namely, woollen manufactures, fugar, fait fifti, and what 
is produced from whales, are excepted in general words 
from the rule of the Tariif made the iSthdayof the month 
of September, in the year 1664, in order to be afterwards 
referred to the difcuffion of commiftaries ; to prevent there- 
fore all miftakcs and ambiguity, which might perhaps arife 
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from fuch general terms, and to make it more evidently 
appear what particular forts of goods are to come under 
the confideration of the aforefaid commiflaries. We the 
underwritten ambaffadors extraordinary and plenipoten- 
tiaries, have declared by thefe prefents, and do declare, 
that the exception of the abovementioned merchandizesj 
is to be underllood in the manner following : 

I . WJ Halebone cut and prepared, fins and oils of whales, 
W ftiall pay at all places of importation in the king- 
dom, the duties appointed by the Tariff of the 7th of De- 
cember, 1699. 

II. Clothes, ratines, and ferges, fhall be likewife fub- 
jefl to the fame duties of the Tariff of the 7th of Decem- 
ber, 1699, and in order to facilitate the trade thereof, it 
fiiall be allowed to import them by St, Valery upon the 
Somme, by Rouen, and by Bourdeaux, where thefe goods 
fhall be fubjeft to vifitation in the fame manner as thofe 
which arc made in ihe kingdom. 

III. Salt fifh in barrels only is to be imported into the 
kingdom, and at all places of entrance in the kingdom, 
countries, and territories under the dominion of the king, 
even at all free ports, the duties of landing and of con- 
fumption fhall be paid, which were appointed before the 
Tariff of 1664, and befides 40 livres per lall, conGfting of 
12 barrels, weighing each 300 lb. for the duty of entry, 
which entry ihall not be permitted but by St. Valery upon 
the Sorame, Rouen, Nants, LIbourne, and Bourdeaux, 
and ihall remain prohibited at all other harbours or ports, 
as well in die Oceaii as in the Mediterranean, 

IV. Refined fugar in loaf or in powder, white and 
brown fugar candy, fhall pay the duties appointed by the 
Tariff of 1699,

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Treaty of Peace and Friend/hip between the mojl ferem 
and mojl potent princefs Anne, by the grace of Gods 
Queen of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, De/eTtrr 
der of the Faith, &c* and the moji ferene and mojl potent 
Prince Philip V. the Catholick King of Spain, concluded at 
Utrecht, the -^ Day of JfiUy, 1713. Reprinted from thp 
Copy publifhed by the Queen's fpecial Command* 

I. 'TH HAT there be a chriftian univerfal peace, 
X and a perpetual and true friendfhip, between 
the mod ferene and moft mighty princefs Anne, queen 
of Great Britain, and the moft ferene and moft migh- 
ty prince Philip V. the Catholick King of Spain, 
and their heirs and fucceflbrs, and alfo the kingdoms, 
fiates, dominions, and provinces of both parties, where- 
foever fituated, and their fubjefts ; and that the fame be 
fo fincerely preferved and cultivated, that neither party 
do, under any colour whatever, endeavour to attempt any 
thing to the deftruftion or detriment of the other, or yield 
any aid, by what name foever it be called, to thofe whp 
attempt the fame, or who endeavour to do any damage, 
neither may or ought they to help them by any means. 
On the contrary, their royal majefties (hall be obliged, 
the one to promote the advantage, honour, and intereft 
of the otlier, and to direft their councils to that end with 
all care, that by mutual proof ^of friendfliip, the peace 
which is now made, may daily receive new additions of 
ftrength. 

II. But whereas the war, which is fb happily ended by 
this peace, was at the beginning undertaken, and was 
carried on for fo many years with the utmoft force, at im-. 
menfe charge, and with almoft infinite (laughter, becaufe 
of the great danger which threatened the liberty and fafe- 
tyofall Ejurope, from the too clofe conjunflioia of the 
kingdoms of Spain and France. And whereas, to take a- 
way all uneafinefs and fufpicion, concerning fuch conjunc- 
tion, out of the minds of people, and to fettle and eftab- 
li(h the peace ancj tranquility of chriftendom, by an equa| 
balance of powpr, (which is the beft and moft folid foun- 
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, 4ation of a mutual friejidfhip, and of a concord which wiU 
be lafting on all fides) as well the Catholick King, as the 
moft Chriftian King, have confented, that care Ihould be 
taken by fufficient precautions, thjat the kingdoms of Spain 
and France fhould never come and be united under the 
feme dominion, and that one and the fame perfon fhould 
never become king of both kingdoms. And to this end his 
Catholick Majefty has for himfelf, his heirs, and fuccef- 
fors, moft folemiily renounced all manner of right, title, 
and pretenfion to the crown of France, in the form andi 
words following : 

[The injlruments of renunciation^ are exaBly the fame with 
thofe already inferted in the treaty with France of this date."] 

His faid Catholick Majefty hereby renews and confirms 
the moft folemn renunciation abovementioned, made oh 
his part ; and as it has obtained the force of a general and 
fundamental law, he engages again in the moft facred 
manner poffible, thkt he will obferve, and take care that 
the fame be obferved inviolably, and he will likcwife ufe 
his utmoft diligence, and provide with the greateft earn- 
eftnefi, that the aforefaid renunciations may be irrevoca- 
bly obferved, and put in execution, as well on the part of 
Spain, as on the part of France, forafmuch as while they 
fiibfift in their full force, and are faithfully kept on both 
fides, as alfo the other tranfaftions relating thereto, the 
crowns of Spain and France will be fo feparated and di- 
vided from each other, that they can never hereafter be 
united in one. 

III. That there be a perpetual amnefty on both fides, 
and oblivion of all things which have been in an hoftile 
manner committed in any place, or by any way, on one 
fide and on the other, during the late war. So that nei- 
ther on account thereof, nor by reafon or under pretence 
of any other matter, fliall the one any way do, or fufFcr 
to be done, any enmity to the other, or give any molcf- 
tation, directly or indireftly, under colour of right, or by 
yray of fa ft. 

IV. All and Angular the prifoners on each fide, of 
what ftate or condition foever they be, fliall immediately 
^fter the ratification of this prefent treaty, be reftored to 
^heif former liberty, without any ranfom, paying only fuch

debts as they may have contrafled, during their being prif 
fpners. 

V. Moreover, for giving a greater and more lading 
flreDgth to the peace which is rcftored, and to this friend- 
ftiip. which is never to be violated, and for cutting off all 
occafions of diftruft, which may at any time arife from the 
eftabliihed right and order of the hereditary fuccefGon 
to tlie crown of Great Britain, and the limitation thereof 
by the laws of Great Britain, fmade and enafted in the 
reign of the late king William III. of glorious memory, 
and in the reign of the prefent queen) to the ilTue of the 
abovenamed queen, and in failure thereof to the moft fe- 
rene princefs Sophia, eleflrefs dowager of Brunfwick, ancj 
her heirs, in the proteflant line of Hanover. That there- 
fore the faid fucceffion may be well and fecurely preferved, 
according to the laws of Great Britain, the Catholick King 
fincerely and folcmnly acknowledges the abovemendone^ 
limitation of the fuccelfion to the kingdom of Great Britain ; 
and declares and engages, on the faith and word of a king, 
and on the pledge of his and his fucceffors honour, that 
the fame is, and fliall for ever be, approved and accepted 
by him, and his heirs, and fucceffors ; and, under the 
feme tie of the word of a king and his honour, the Ca- 
tholick King does promife, that no perfon befides the faid 
queen, and her fucceffors, according to the order of limi- 
tation eflablifhed by the laws and uatutes of Great Bri- 
tain, fhall ever be acknowledged, or reputed by him, or 
by his heirs and fucceffors, to be king or queen of Great 
Britain. 

VI. The Catholick King doth further promife, as well 
in his own name, as in that of his heirs and fucceffors, 
that they will not at any time diflurb or molell the faid 
queen of Great Britain, her heirs and fucceffors, of the 
proteflant line, as aforelaid, being in poffeflion of the 
crown of Great Britain, and the dominions fubjecl there- 
unto; neither will the aforefaid Catholick King, or any 
of his fucceffors, give at any time any aid, fuccour, fa- 
vour, or counfel, direflly or indire£lly, by land or by fea, 
in money, arms, ammunition, warlike inftruments, fliips, 
foldiers, feamen, or in any other manner whatever, to any 
perfon or perfons, whofocver they be, who on any caufe 



or pretence (hould hereafter endeavour to oppofe the fai4 
fucceffion, either by open war, or by encouraging fedi- 
tion, and forming confpiraciesagainft Inch prince and prin- 
ces, who are in poITefTion of the throne of Great Britain, 
by virtue of the afts of parliament there made, or againfl: 
lliat prince or princefs to whom the fucceffion to the crown 
of Great Britain fliall belong, according to the aSs of par- 
liament, as abovefaid. 

VII. Tliat the ordinary diftribution of juftice be re- 
ftored, and open again through the kingdoms and domi- 
nions of eacliof their royal majefties, fo that it may be free 
for all the fubjeftson both fides, to profecute and obtaiq 
their rights, pretenfions and anions, according to the 
laws, conftitutions and (latutes of each kingdom. And 
efpecially if there be any complaints concerning injuries or 
grievances, which have been done contrary to the tenor of 
the treaties, either in time of peace, or at the beginning of 
the war lately ended, care fhall be taken that the damages 
be forthwith made good, according to the rule of juftice. 

VIII. That there be a free ufe of navigation and com- 
merce between the fubjefts of each kingdom, as it was 
heretofore, in time of peace, and before the declaration 
of this late war, in the reign of Charles II, of glorious 
memory, Catholick king of Spain, according to the trea- 
ties of friendlhip, confederation, and commerce, which 
were formerly made between both nadons, according to 

. ancient cuftoms, letters patents, cedulas, and other par- 
ticular afts ; and alfo according to the treaty or treaties of 
commerce which are now, or will forthwith be made at 
Madrid. And whereas, among other conditions of the 
general peace, it is by common confent eltabtifhed as a 
chief and fundamental rule, that the exercife of naviga- 
tion and commerce to the Spanifh Weft-fndies, fliould re- 
main in the fame ftate it was in the time of the aforefaid 
king Charles II. That therefore this rule may hereafter 
be obferved with inviolable faith, and in a manner never 
to be broken, and thereby ail caufes of diftruft and fufpi- 
cion, concerning that matter, may be prevented and re- 
, moved, it is elpecially agreed and concluded, that no li- 
cence, nor any permidion at ail, fhall at any time be given, 
either to the French, or to any nation whatever, in any 
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name, or under any pretence, direftly or indireftly, to 
fail, to traffick in, or introduce negroes, goods, merchan- 
dizes, or any thfngs whatfoever, into the dominions fub- 
je£l to the crown of Spain in America, except what may 
be agreed by the treaty or treaties of commerce above- 
laid, and the rights and privileges granted in a certain 
convention, commonly called el Affienio dc Ncgros, where- 
of mention is made in the twelfth article ; except alfo 
^ whatfoever the faid Catholick King, or his heirs or fuc- 
ceffors, fhall promife by any contract or contracts for the 
introduQion of negroes into che Spanifli Weft-Indies, to 
be made after that the convention, or the AJfimto dc Nt* 
^ra5 abovementioned fliall be determined. And that more 
ftrong and full precautions may be taken on all fides, as 
abovefaid, concerning the navigation and commerce to the 
Wcft-lndies, it is hereby further agreed and concluded, 
that neither the Catholick King, nor any of his heirs and 
fucceffbrs whatfoever, Ihall fell, yield, pawn, transfer, or 
by any means, or under any name, alienate from them 
and the crown of Spain, to the French, or to any other 
• nations whatever, any lands, dominions, or territories, or 
any part thereof belonging to Spain in America. On the 
contrary, that the Spanifh dominions in the Weft-Indies 
may be preferved whole and entire, the queen of Great 
Britain engages, that flie will endeavour, and give aflift- 
ance to the Spaniards, that the ancient limits of their do»» 
minions in the Weft Indies be reftored, and fetded as they 
flood in the time of the abovefaid catholick king Charles II. 
if it fhall appear that they have in any manner, or under 
any pretence, been broken into, and leffened in any 
part, fince the death of the aforefaid catholick king 
Charles II. 

IX. It is further agreed and concluded as a general 
rule, that all and fingular the fubjefls of each kingdom 
. iliall, in all countries and places on both fides, have and 
enjoy at leaft the fame privileges, liberties and immunities, 
as to all duties, impofitions, or cuftoms whatfoever, rela-^ 
ting to perfofts, goods, and merchandizes, fhips, freight, 
feamen, navigation, and commerce; and fhall have the 
like favour in all things, as the fubjefts of France, or any 
other foreign naition, the moft" favoured, have, pofTefs, 
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and enjoy, or at any time hereafter may have, poffefs, or 

enjoy, 

X. The Cathoiick King does hereby, for himfelf, his 
heirs and fucceflbrs, yield to the crown of Great Britain 
the full and entire propriety of the town and eaflJe of Gib- 
raltar, together with the port, fortifications, and fort* 
thereunto belonging ; and he gives up the faid propriety 
to be held and enjoyed abfolutely with all manner of right 
for ever, without any exception or impediment whatfoever. 
But that abufes and frauds may be avoided by importing 
any kinds of goods, the Cathoiick King wills, and takes it 
to be underftood, that the abovenamed propriety be yield- 
ed to Great Britain, without any territorial jurifdi&ion, 
and without any open communication by land with the 
country round about. Yet whereas the communicatioii 
by fca with the coaft of Spain, may not at all times be fafc 
or open, and thereby it may happen that the garrifon, and 
other inhabitants of Gibraltar, may be brought to great 
ftraits; and as it is the intention of the Cathoiick King, on- 
ly that fraudulent importations of goods fhould, as is above- 
laid, be hindered by an inland communication, it is there- 
fore provided, that in fuch cafes it may be lawful to pur- 
chafe, for ready money, in the neighbouring territories of 
Spain, provifions, and other things neceflary for the ufe of 
the garrifon, the inhabitants; and the Ihips which lie in die 
harbour. But if any goods be found imported by Gibral- 
tar, either by way of barter for purchafing provifions, or 
under any other pretence, the fame Ihall be confifcated, 
and complaint being made thereof, thofe perfons who have 
afted contrary to the faith of this treaty, Ihall be feverely 
puniflied. And her Britannick majefty, at the requeft of 
the Cathoiick King, does confent and agree, that no leave 
(hall be given, under any pretence whatfoever, either to 
Jews or Moors, to refide, or have their dwellings, in the 
faid town of Gibraltar ; and that no refuge or flielter fhall 
be allowed to any Moorifh (hips of war in the harbour of 
the faid town, whereby the communication between Spain 
and Ceuta may be obftrufted, or the coafts of Spain be in- 
fefted by the excurfions of the Moors. But whereas trea- 
ties of friendlhip, and a hberty and intcrcourfe. of com* 
merce, are between the Britifh and certain territories, fi« 
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ttidte ori the coaft of Africa, it is always to be iinderftoorf; 
tliat the Britifh fubjefls cannot refufe the Moors, and theif 
ihips, entry into the port of Gibraltar, purely upon the ac- 
count of merchandizing. Her majefty the queen of Great 
Britain does further promife, that the free exercife of their 
religion fhall be iii^ulged to the Roman-catholick inhabi- 
tants of the aforefaid town. And in cafe it (hall hereafter 
fcem meet to the crown of Great Britain, to grant, fell; 
or by any means to alienate therefrom tht propriety of the 
(aid town of Gibraltar, it is hereby agreed, and concluded, 
that the preference of having the fame, Ihall always be gi- 
ven to the crown of Spain before any others. 

XI. Moreover, the Catholick King doth in like manner 
for himfelf, his heirs and fucceflbrs, yield to the crown of 
Great Britain, the whole ifland of Minorca, and dotK 
transfer thereunto for ever, all right, and the moft abfolute 
dominion over the faid ifland, and in particular over the 
town, caftle, harbour, and fortifications of the bay of Mi- 
norca, commonly called Port Mahon, together with the 
other ports, places, and towns, fituated in the aforefaid 
iflahd. But it is provided, as in the above-written article, 
that no refuge or ftielter ftiall be open to any fhips of war 
of the Moors in Port Mahon, or in any other port of the 
faid ifland of Minorca, whereby the Spanifli coafts may be 
infefted by their excurfions : and the Moors and their 
Ihips fhall only be allowed to enter the ifland aforefaid, on 
account of trafBck, according to the agreement of treaties. 
The queen of Great Britain promifes alfo on her part, that 
if at any time it fhall happen, that the ifland of Minorca,' 
and the ports, towns, and places therein fituated, be by any 
means hereaftei* alienated from the crown of her kingdomsf; 
the preference fhall be given to the crown of Spain, be- 
fore any other nation whatever, of redeeming the pofTeffiori 
and propriety of the aforefaid ifland. Her royal majefly 
of Great Britain moreover engages, that fhe will take care; 
that all the inhabitants of the faid ifland, both ecclefiafli- 
cal and fecular, fhaU lafely and peaceably enjoy all theii' 
eftates and honours, and the free ufe of the Roman-ca* 
tholick religion fhall be permitted : and meafures fhall be 
taken for preferving the aforefaid religion in that ifland, 
provided the fame be confiftent with the civil government 
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end laws of Great Britain. Thofe Hkewife who are now 
in the fervice of his Catholick Majefty, fhall enjoy their 
honours and eftates, though they continue in the faid fer- 
vicc; and it fliall be lawful for any perfon who is defirous 
lo leave the faid ifland, to fell his eftate, and pafs freely 
with the value thereof into Spain. 

XII. The Catholick King doth furthermore hereby give 
and grant to her Britanniek majefty, and to the company 
of her fubjefls appointed for that purpofe, as well the fub- 
jefts of Spain, as all others, being excluded, the contraQ 
for introducing negroes into fcveral parts of the dominions 
of his Catholick Majefty in America, commonly called cl 
Pado de el AJfiento de Negros, for the fpace of thirty years 
fuccefllivcly, beginning from the firft' day of the month of 
May, in the year 1713, with the fame conditions on which 
the French enjoyed it, or at any time might or ought to 
enjoy the fame, together with a traft or trafts of land to 
be allotted by the faid Catholick King, and to be granted 
.to the company aforcfaid, commonly called la Campania de 
el AJficnto, in fome convenient place on the river of Plata, 
(no duties or revenues being payable by the faid company 
on that account, during the time of the abovcmentioned 
contratl, and no longer) and this feitlement of the faid Ib- 
ciety, or thofe traEls of land, fhall be proper and fufficient 
for planting, and fowing, and for feeding cattle for the 
fubftftence of thofe who are in the fervice of the laid com- 
pany, and of their negroes ; and that the faid negroes 
may be there kept in fafety till they are fold ; and more- 
over, that the mips belonging to the faid company may 
come clofe to land, and be fecure from any danger. But 
it ftiall always be lawful for the Catholick King, to appoint 
sn officer in the laid place or fctdement, who may take 
care that nothing be done or pradifed contrary to his royal 
interefts. And all who manage the affairs of the faid 
company diere, or belong to it, ihall be fubjeft to the in- 
fpe£tion of the aforefaid officer, as to all matters relating to 
the traEls of land abovcmentioned. But if any doubts, 
difficulties, or controvcrfies, ftiould arife between the faid 
officer and the managers for the faid company, they Ihall 
be referred to the determinationof the governor of Buenos 
Ayres, The Catholick King has been likcwife pleafed to 
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grant to the laid company, feveral other extraprdinafyg^ 
vantages, which are more fully and amply explained in 
the contrafl of the AfGento, which was made and conclu- 
ded at Madrid, the 26th day of the .month of March, of^ 
thisprefent year 17 13. Which contrad, or AJ^nte dc 
NrgroSy and all the claufes, conditions, privileges and im^ 
munities contained therein, and which are not contrary to 
this article, are and fhall be deemed, and taken to be, part 
of this treaty^ in the fame manner as if they had been here 
inferted word for word. 

XI I L Whereas the queen of Great Britain has conti- 
nually prefled, and infifted with the greateft eanieftneis^ 
that all the inhabitants of th^ principality of CatsJonia, 
of whatever ftate or condition they may be, (hould not 
only obtain a full and perpetual oblivion of all that was 
done in the late war, and enjoy the entire poiTeifion of all 
their, eftates and honours, but fiiould alfo have their an- 
cient privileges preferved fafc and untouched ; the Catho- 
lick King, in compliance with the faid queen of Great 
firitain, hereby grants and confirms to all the inhabitants of 
Catalonia whatfoever, not only the amnefty defired, to- 
gether with the full poiTeilion of all their eftates and ho- 
nours, but alio gives and grants to them all the privileges 
which the inhabitants of both Caftiles, who, of all the Spa- 
niards, are the mod dear to the Catholick king, have and 
enjoy, or may hereafter have and enjoy. 

XIV. And whereas die Catholick King, at the requeft 
of hfer royal Britannick majefty, has been pleafed to yield 
the kingdom of Sicily to his royal highnefs Viftor Ama- 
deus, duke of Savoy, and by the treaty this day entered 
into between his royal Catholick Majefty, and his royal 
highnefs of Savoy, does make a ceffion of the faid king- 
dom, her royal majefty of Great Britain aforefaid, pro- 
mifes and engages, that Ihe will take great care, that in de» 
fai^lt of the heirs male of the houfe of Savoy, the poffef- 
fion of the aforefaid kingdom of Sicily, fhall revert again 
. to the crown of Spain ; and her abovefaid royal Britan- 
ijfcick majefty, doth further confent, that the kingdom of 
Sicily may not, und^r any pretence, or in any manner 
whatever, be alienated or given to any prince or ftate, unleis 
to the Catholick king of Spain, and to his heirs and fuccef- 
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tors. And whereas, the Catholiqk King hath made known 
to her royal Britannick Majefty, that it would be both rea- 
fonable in itfelf, and acceptable to him, that not only the 
fubjefts of the kingdom of Sicily, although they may re- 
fide in the dominions of Spain, and be in the fervice of 
his faid Catholick Majefty, but alfo the Spaniards and 
other fubje&s of Spain, who may perhaps have eftates 
and honours in the aforefaid kingdom of Sicily, Ihould, 
without any diminution, intirely enjoy their faid eftates 
and honours, and fliould in no wife, under pretence of 
perfonal abfence out of the faid kingdom, be troubled or 
difquieted. And whereas the abovefaid Catholick King 
freely promifes likewife on his part, that he will confent, 
that the fubjefts of the faid kingdom of Sicily, and other 
fubjefls of his faid royal highnefs, if they fliould chance 
to have eftates and honours in Spain, or other the domi- 
nions belonging to Spain, fliall in like manner, without 
any diminution, intirely enjoy the fame, and that they 
ihall in no wife be troubled or difturbed under pretence 
of perfonal abfence; Therefore her royal Britannick Ma- 
jefty promifes, that flie will endeavour, and will give in- 
ftruftions to her ambafladors extraordinary, and plenipo- 
tentiaries at Utrecht, that they interpofe the moft effeftual 
good offices, that the Catholick King and his royal high- 
nefs may mutually agree concerning this matter, and may 
take care and provide for the fame, in fuch manner as 
fliall be moft commodious on both fides. 

XV. Their royal majefties on both parts renew and 
confirm all treaties of peace, friendfliip, confederation, and 
commerce, made heretofore, and concluded between the 
crowns of Great Britain and Spain, and the faid treaties 
are hereby renewed and confirmed in as full and ample 
manner, as if they were now particularly here inferted; 
that is to fay, as far as they are not found to be contrary 
to the treaties of peace and commerce which were the laft 
made and figned. And efpecially by this treaty thofe 
agreements, treaties, and conventions are confirmed and 
ftrengthened, which relate as well to the exercife of com- 
merce and navigation in Europe, and elfewhere, as to the 
introduftion of negroes into the Spanifli Weft Indies, and 
which either are already made, or will forthwith be made 
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between both nations at Madrid. And whereas k is im 
Cfted on the part of Spain, that certain rights of Bfhing: 
at the iOand of Newfoundland belong to the Guipufcoans^ 
or pther fubjeEls of the CathoUck King, her Britannick 
Majefty confents and agrees, that all luch privileges af* 
the Guipufcoans and other people of Spain are able 'to- 
make claim to by right, fhall be allowed ahd preferved to^ 
them . 

XVL Whereas, in the convention for making a fulpen* 
fion of arms, from the ^^ day of the month of Augull laft 
pad, for four months, between the queen of Great Britain^ 
and the mod Chriftian King ; which the Catholick King ak 
fo approved by his confent, and does hereby fiirther ajt- 
prove ; and which by another convention was prolonged 
to the 4rl of the month of April of this prefent year, among 
other conditions it is exprefsly ftipulated, in what cafes the 
fliips, merchandizes, and other moveables taken on one^ 
fide and the other, fhould either become prize to the cap^ 
tor, or be reftored to the former owner; it is therefore a- 
greed, that in thofe cafes the conditions of the aforefaiA 
fufpenfion of arms (hall remain in fiill force, and all things 
relating to fuch captures, made either in the Britifli and 
Northern feas, or elfewhere, fiiall be well and truly exe- 
cuted according to the tenor thereof. 

XVII. But if it happen through inadvertency, or im- 
prudence, or any other caufe, that any fubjcS of either ojf 
their aforefaid royal majefties, do or commit any thing by 
land, fea. or on frefli waters, in any part of the world, 
whereby this prefent treaty be not obferved, or whereby 
any particular article of the fame hath not its efFeft, this, 
peace and good correfpondence between the queen of 
Great Britain and the Catholick King, fhall not therefore 
be interrupted or broken, but fhall remain in its former 

^ flrength, force, and vigour. And that fubjeft only fhall 
be anfwcrable for his own faCi, and fhall fufFcr fuch punifh- 
ment as is inflicled by law, and according to the prefcrip.* 
tion of the law of ^lations. 

XVIII. But if (which God forbid) the? difputes* which 
are compofed, fliould at giny time be renewed between 
their faid royal majefiies, ^dhrc^k out into open war, the 
ibips^ merchandizes, and :&i$^s^ both moveable and im« 
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Ihoveable, of tlie fubje£ls on both fides, which fball bd 
found .^o be and remain in the ports and dominions of the 
adverfe party, (hall not be confifqated, or fufFer any da- 
mage ; but the fpace of fix months, on the one part, and on 
the other, Ihail be granted to the faid fubjefts of each of 
their faid royal majefties, in order to their felling the afore- 
faid things, or any other their effeSs, or carrying away and 
tranfporting the fame from thence, whitherfoever they 
pleafe, without any moleftation. 

XIX. Thd kings, princes, and dates, mentioned in thd 
following articles, and all others who Ihall be nominated on 
either fide, by common confent, before the ratifications 
are exchanged, or within fix months after, fliall, for*a mark 
of mutual friendfhip, be included and comprehended in 
this treaty, their royal majefties aforenamed being perfuad* 
ed, that they will approve all the fettlements made and 
eftablifhed by it. 

XX. Whatfoever fliall be contained in the treaty of 
peace next entered into between his facred royal majefty 
of Spain, and his facred royal majefty of Portugal, with 
the previous approbation of her royal majefty of Great 
Britain, fhall be deemed an effential part of this treaty, in 
the fame manner as if it was tranfcribed here word for 
word. Moreover, her facred royal majefty of Great 
Britain, offers herfelf to be a furety, or guarantee of th^ 
aforefaid agreement of peace, which Ihe promifes to fulfil 
according to the fubftance and words thereof, to the 
tnd that it may be obferved the more facred arid invi- 
olable. 

. XXI. The treaty of peace this day entered into, be* 
tween his royal Catholick Majefty, and his royal highnefs 
the duke of Savoy, is fpecially included in, and confirmed 
by this treaty, as an effential part thereof, as fully as if it 
was inferted therein word for word, her royal majefty of 
Great Britain exprefsly declaring, that flie will be obliged 
by the terms of the promife and guarantee therein made. 

XXII. The moft ferene king of Sweden, together with 
his realms, dominions, provinces, and rights, and the moft 
ferene princes the great duke of Tufcany, and the duke of 
Parma, together with their people and fubjefts, and the li- 
berties and advantages of their fubjefls in matters of trade, 
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fliall ht incladed in this treaty in the moft effeClual maa*^ 
ncr. 

XXIII. Tiic moftferene republick of Venice, for the 
fake of the neutrality, which during the war they exaftly ob- 
fervcd between the parties in hoftility, and for the fake of 
many afts of humanitv performed by it, (the dignity, power, 
and fecurity of the eitates and dominions thereof, remain- 
ing ever inviolable) fhall be particularly comprehended 
and included in this treaty, in the belt manner poffible as 
a common friend, and one to whom their royal majefties, 
at all times, defire to repay the offices of a faithful friend- 
fliip, according to the exigencies of the faid republick. 

XXIV. It has been thought good to comprehend in the 
prefent tieaty, the moft ferene repubhck of Genoa, which 
by a conftant neutrality, during the war, hath cultivated 
the ancient friendfliip with the crowns of Great Britain and 
Spain, that the benefit of this peace may be extended to 
every thing that concerns that repubhck, and the fubjeSs 
thereof, may in all things, and every where, fully enjoy 
the fame liberty of commerce hereafter, as they enjoyed 
formerly, and during the life of Charles II. the catholick 
king of Spain. 

XXV. The city of Geneva is likewife included in this 
agreement, to the end that it may, for the future, enjoy all 
the advantages in trade, which it has heretofore enjoyed in 
either kingdom, cither by treaties or ancient cuftom. 

XXVI. Solemn ratifications of this treaty, and drawn 
up in the proper form, (hall be duly and reciprocally ex- 
changed on both fides, within fix weeks, to be computed 
frdm the time of figning, or iboner, if poffible. 

In witnefs whereof the ambaffadors extraordinary and 
plenipotentiaries abovenamed, having on each fide exhi- 
1)ited, and duly exchanged their letters of full powers, figned 
and fealed this prefent treaty at Utrecht, the ^-^ day of the 
jnonth of July, in the year of our Lord 1713.

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WE having feen and confidered the treaty of peace 
and friendfhip above-written, have approved, ra-^* 
tified, and confirmed ihe fame, in all and every one cf its ' 
articles, as we do by thefe prefents approve, ratify, and' 
confirm it, for ourfelves, our heirs, and fuccelfors, pro-* 
mifing and engaging our royal word, that we will faithfully 
aYid inviolably perform and obferve the aforefaid treaty, 
and all and every one of the things contained therein, ahd 
that we will never fuffer the faihe to be violated or tranf- 
grefled by any one, as far as it lies in our power. For the 
greater teftimbny and validity whereof, we have caufed our 
great feal of Great ^Britain to be affixed to thefe prefents, 
which we have figned with our royal hand. Given at our 
court at Kenfington the 31ft day of July, 17 13^ in the 
twelfth year of our reign. 

The Jirjl Separate Article. 
I.T3 Efides thofe things which have been ftipulated between 
JLJ the lord baron of Lexington, on the part of her 
royal majefty of Great Britain, and tlie lord marquis of 
Bedmar, on the part of his royal Catholick Majefty, by 
the treaty of the 27th of March laft at Madrid, it is further 
agreed by this feparate article, which fhall be of the fame 
force, as if it was inferted word for word in the treaty this 
day concluded between their royal majefties, that fince his 
royal Catholick majefty is ftedfaftly refolved, and does fb- 
lemnly promife by thefe prefents, that he will not confent 
to any further alienation of countries, provinces or lands 
jof any fort, or wherever fituate, belonging to the crown of 
Spain ; her royal majefty of Great Britain does likewife 
reciprocally promife, that fhe will perfift in thofe meafures 
and councils, by which flic has provided and taken care, 
that none of the parties in war fliall require or obtain of his 
Catholick Majefty, that any farther part of the Spanifh 
monarchy be torn from it ; but that any new demand of 
that kind being made, and the fame refufed by his Catho- 
lick Majefty, her royal majefty of Great Britain will ufe 
fier endeavours, that fuch demands fhall be receded 
/rom. 

And when it fhall feem to her royal majefty of Great 
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Britain, to be for the common benefit, that a new treaty 
be entered into, between her Britannick majefty, the Ca- 
tholick King, and king of Portugal, that the fecurity of the 
crown of Portugal may be provided for, his Catholick Ma- 
jefty does, by thefe prefents, give his confent to fo whol- 
fome a work, and does hereby teftify it. 

This article fliall be ratified, and the ratifications there- 
of fhail be exchanged at Utrecht, witliin fix weeks, or 
fponcr, if it can be. 

In teftimony whereof, we the ambafTadors extraordina- 
ry, and plenipotentiaries of their royal Britannick and 
Catholick majefties, by virtue of the full powers exchang- 
ed this day, have figned and foaled the prefent article, at

The fecond Separate Article. 
II.TnHAT it may appear what confideration her facred 
X majefty the queen of Great Britain has for t^e 
princefs of Urfini, her faid majefty the queen of Great 
Britain, in the 21ft article of the conventions of peape, 
made between the baron of Lexington, on tlie part of her 
faid Britannick majefty, and the marquis de Bedmar, on 
the part of his Catholick Majefty, at Madrid, the 27th day 
of March laft, did obHge herfelf, as by the prefent article 
fne does oblige herfelf, and promifes and agrees for he^- 
feif and hej: fucceilors, that flie ^^411 really procure and ef- 
fe6l, that forthwith and without any delay, the faid ladv 
princefs of Urfini be put into real and aftual pofleffion of 
the dutchy of Limburg, or of other countries in the Ne- 
therlands, which Ihall be fubftituted in lieu thereof, to th^ 
full fatisfaftion of the lady princefs of Urfini, with all man- 
jier of abfolute and independent fuperiority, clear frona 
any fee, or other tie whatfoever, which fliall produce an 
annual revenue of 30,000 Scudo's, according to the form 
and tenor of the diploma granted by his faid Catholick Ma- 
jefty to the faid princefs, ^e 28tli day of September, 1711, 
to the eifeft following : ' ' ' 

PHILIP 
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PHILIP, by the grace of God, king of Caftille, Leon, 
Arragon, both Sicilies, Jerufalem, Navarre, Grana- 
da, Toledo, Valencia, Galicia, Majorca, Seville, Sadi- 
Jiia, Cordoua, Corfica, Murcia, Jaen, Algarves, Algezi- 
ra, Gibrakar, Canary Iflands, Eaft and Weft Indies, 
Iflands, and Terra Firma of the Ocean Sea, archduke of 
Auftria, duke of Burgundy, Brabant and Milan, count of 
Apsburg, Flanders and Tirol, and of Barcelona, lord of 
Bifcay and Molina, &c. To all who Ihall fee thcfc pre* 
ients, or hear them read, greeting. Our dearcft aiid moft 
well-beloved coufin, the princefs of Urfini, has, fince the 
beginning of our reign, rendered us, and continues to ren-» 
tier us fo many fignal and acceptable fervices, that we 
thought we could not defer any longer, giving her lively 
ieftimonies of our acknowledgments, and of the efteem we 
have for her perfon. This princefs having quitted the rank, 
and the prerogatives Ihe had at the court of Rome, to ac- 
cept the employment of firft lady of the bed-chamber to 
ibe queen our deareft confort, fli-e went to meet her at 
Nice in Provence, and conduSed her into our dominions of 
Spain, and difcharged her duty with fo much care, ex- 
aSnefs; and wifdom, that fhe has gained all poffible cons- 
cience and consideration. 

When WiEtruftedthe regency of our kingdoms of Spain 
to the queen our deareft confort, that we might go and 
command our armies, in the kingdoms and ftates of Italy, 
ihe princefs of Urfini redoubled her zeal and affiduity 
about her perfon, ftie has always aflifted her with her care 
and her counfel, with equal prudence and affeQion, and 
In all times, and on all occafions, we have experienced the 
happy effeQs of fo judicious, fo faithful, and fo valuable 
conduft. 

Since it has pleafed God to blefs our royal houfe, and to 
jlecure the fucceffion of it by a happy ifTue, flie has hkewife 
taken upon her to beftow her moft tender and effefiual 
care on the education of our deareft and moft beloved fon, 
the prince of the Afturias, in whom we already obferve 
the benefit and progrefs of it. All thefe fervices, fo di- 
ftinguiftiing, and fo important to the welfare of our domi- 
nions, ^nd tQ the felicity of our reign, the application 
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Mvith which this princefs gives U5 dill frefli proofs of aif 
entire afFeftion to the perfon of us, the queen our deareft 
confort, and the princes our children, and the good fuc? 
cefs that has attended the wholefome counfels (be has gi? 
vcn us, have engaged us to find out means to grant her a 
reward fuitable to fo many fervices, and that might ferve 
for the future as a certain proof of the greatnefs of our 
gratitude, as well as of the merit and virtues of this priur 
ccfs. This has given us occafion to think of fecuring to 
her not only a confidcrable revenue, but alfo a country fhe 
might enjoy with the tide of fovereign; which we have 
embraced with the greater readinefs, that this princefs, be- 
ing born of the houfe of la Triinouille, one of the nioft an- 
cient and mod illuftrious of France, is not only allied tq 
the princes of the blood of the houfe of France, but like- 
wife to fevcral other fovereign houfes of Europe, and that 
knowing the endowments of her mind, and the wifdom of 
her conduft in all things, we are perfuaded fhe will goverr^ 
with juftice the country and people that flialj be under he^ 
fubjeftion ; and that this great favour will ey^r be looked 
iipon as the juft effeft of the juftice and magnificence of 
the fovereigns towards thofe who have been fo happy as to 
render them important fervices. Know ye therefore, that, 
out of our full power, meer motion, and royal and abfu- 
lute authority, we have given, yielded and transferred, a§ 
we do give, yield and transfer by thefe prefents, to our 
deareft and moft well-beloved coufin, Mary Anne de I4 
Trimouille, princefs of Urfini, for herfelf, her heirs, fuc? 
ceffors, and affigns, the dutchy, town, and caftle ofLim^ 
bourg, being part of the Spanifh Netherlands, with th^ 
towns, boroughs, villages, caftles, houfes, lands, and othe?" 
appurtenances of the faid dutchy, to enjoy the fame to 
herielf the faid princefs of Urfini, her heirs, fucceffors or 
affigns, in full property and perfcfl fovereignty, withouf 
referving or detaining any part thereof, to ourfelves, and 
to our fucceflbfs, the kings of Spain, under any tide what- 
foever, either of refort or feodality, as alfo without return 
or reverfion in any cafe, or at any time, whereof we have 
exempted the faid dutchy of Limbourg, and its dependen- 
cies comprehended in the prefent donation : to which end, 
fp far as is, or ihoql4 I^^ necefTary, we have extinguiflied 




and fuppreffed, as we do extinguifb and fupprefs the faid 
rights; willing that the faid princefs of Urfini do exercife» 
i/i her name, all the rights of fovereignty within the faid 
dutchy of Limbourg, the territories and jurifdiftions there- 
to annexed, with the fame authority as we exercifed,.and* 
fiad right to >exercife the fame before thefe prefents, and^ 
that .(he enjoy there all the revenues, fruits, profits and^ 
emoluments whatfoevef; as well ordinary, as extraordinar 
ry and cafual, of what nature foever, either for the collation 
and patronage of the livings, the provifion and deftitution 
of offices, the cuftoms, entries, fubfidies, impofitions, and 
other rights, expreffed, and not exprefled, the defence o£ 
the country, and the tranquility of the people, the raifing 
the revenues of the faid dutchy, and its dependencies; all^ 
which rights and revenues the faid princefs of Urfini fhall^ 
commence to enjoy from the day of thefe prefents, from^ 
the reckoning of which, the agents, receivers, clerks, or 
others appointed to receive the faid revenues, {hall be ac-. 
countable, and remit the produce into the hands of the 
bearers of the powers of the faid princefs, and in fo doing 
they fhall be duly acquitted and difcharged thereof towards 
us, as by thefe prefents we difcharge them thereof; and 
confequen ly the faid princefs of Urfini, fnall remain un- 
alterable proprietor of the faid dutchy of Limbourg. and 
its dependencies, as well for the fovereignty, as for all the 
revenues, as the whole belonging to her, in full, free and 
entire property, with power to difpofe thereof, by dona- 
tion between perfons alive, or legacy to fuch perfon, and 
with fuch claufes and conditions, as ftie fhall think fit, and 
even to treat thereof by exchange or otherwife, and the 
fame rights and powers fhall belong fucceffively, after her, 
to her nearefl heir, in cafe fhe has not otherwife difpofed 
thereof. To which end we have difcharged, abfolvcd, and 
free(}, as by thefe prefents we difcharge, abfolve, and free 
the inhabitants of the faid dutchy of Limbourg, and its de- 
pendencies, of what flate, quality or dignity they are, as 
Well ecclefiaftical as fecular, political, military, and of 
what other ranks and conditions they are, or may be, and 
,each of them in general and iq particular, of the oaths of 
fidelity, faith, and obedience, promifes, obligations, and 
jijitie^ they owed us, as their lord and fovereign prince : or- 
dering 



Bering and enjoining them mod exprcfsly, that by viitoe oT 
chcfe prefents, they do own and acknowledge the faid prin- 
cefs of Urfini, and after her, her heirs, fucceflbrs, or fucb 
as have a right thereto, fucceiTively for their princes and 
^ereign lords ; that they uke and fwear to her the oaths 
of fidelity and obedience in the ufual manner, and more- 
over, that they pay all homage, reverence, afFeftion, obe- 
dience, fidelity, and fervices, as good and loyal fubjeOs 
are obliged to do to their ibvcreign lord, and as they have 
done hitherto to the kings our predecefTors, and to u$. 
And farther, our intention being, that the faid dutchy of 
limbourg, and its dependencies, fhould produce at leaft 
the efFeQual and real revenue yearly to the profit of the 
faid princefs of Urfini, her heirs, fucceflbrs, and afligns, 
thirty thoufand crowns, each crown of eight filver reals, 
old double money of Caftille, deduftion being made 
of local employments, maintenance of places, andofHcers 
thatufed to be paid and maintained out of tlie revenues of 
the faid dutchy. Our will and pleafure is, that during the 
firft year of enjoyment by the faid princefs of Urfini, after 
her having taken pofleffion of the faid dutchy of Limbourg, 
and after the publication of the peace, a ftate be made of 
the revenues and employments oftlie dutchy of Limbourg, 
and its dependencies, in the prefence of pcrfons appointed 
for that purpofe, as well on our part, as on that of the faid 
princefs of Urfini, and in cafe, after deduftion is made for 
the faid employments, the revenues for the neat remain- 
der to the profit of the faid. princefs of Urfini, do not a- 
mount to the faid thirty thoufand crowns per annum, whe- 
ther by reafon of the alienations that might have been made 
of fome part of that dutchy, or whether becaufe any of 
the faid rights, revenues, and appurtenances, fliould have 
been fold, engaged, or charged with fome rents, even 
fome debts for fums taken by loan, or anticipation, inthi^ 
cafe, we ordain, and our will and pleafure is, that the 
whole be redeemed and difengaged, and the purchafers, 
mortgagers, tenants, and other creditors, reimburfed, paid, 
Und fatisfied out of the produce of the moft liquid re- 
venues of the other provinces of the Spanifh Netherlands, 
fo as that the faid princefs enjoy, ftiUy, really, and without 
any charge, the faid thirty thoufand crowns yearly ; to 

which 
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wliicli end, and until the full reimburremenl for the 
deeming the faid alienations or engagements, conftiiutions 
of rents, anticipations, or other loans whatever lliey may 
be, the purchafers of the funds alienated, or mortgagers, 
tenants, and all other creditors, fliall be, and remain af- 
figncd, as from this time we affign them to receive their 
arrears, or interells of their capitals, out of the faid reve- 
nues of the other provinces of the Spanilh Netherlands ; 
and confequently, we have from this time yielded and 
transferred, as we do yield and transfer all and fuch of our 
revenues as fhall be requifite to the mortgagers and credi- 
tors, and until the concurrence of what is due to them for 
principal inierefts, to take, have, and receive out of the 
mod liquid and cfFcflive part of the faid revenues of the 
faid Spanilh Netherlands, except thofe of the faid dutchy 
of Limbourg, to enjoy the fame themfelves, until they 
fiiall be fully reimburfed. And if it fiiould happen^ that 
notwithftanding the (aid redemption and rcimburfement 
being made or alTigned, the revenue of the faid dutchy of 
Limbourg fiiould not amount to the faid fum of thirty thou- 
fand crowns yearly, all charges deducted, we will, that 
there be difmembred, as from this time we difmember, 
from the other countries belonging to us, adjacent, or ly- 
ing convenient to the faid dutchy of Limbourg, fuch 
other towns, boroughs, villages and territories, as Dial 1 be 
requifite to make up by their yearly produce and reve- 
nue, what (liall be wanting of the faid thirty ihoufand 
crowns yearly in the dutchy of Limbourg, which towns, 
boroughs, villages and territories, together with the reve- 
nue and appurtenances, fhall remain difmembred from our 
pthef Iprdlhips, and fiiall be united and joined for the fu- 
ture, and for ever, to the faid dutchy of Limbourg, to be 
poffeficd by the faid princefs of Urfini, with the fame title 
of (bvereignty, jurifdiciion, and prerogative before men- 
tioned, and as jnaking part of the faid dutchy of Lim- 
bourg. And whereas, by the feveral propofals that are 
from time to time made to us, to attain the peace fo much 
defired by us, and other princes and ftates of Europe en- 
gaged in the prefent war, fomq of them tend to certain 
difmembrings of the faid Spanifii Netherlands, from the 
other dominions that make up our monarchy, we declare, 

that 
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ihat our intention is, that thefe prefents fhall not be pre- 
judiced by the treaties .of peace that (hall be made, and 
that all ^ the princes and . potentates interefted in the faid 
propofals, do ratify the difmcnibring we make by thefe 
preients of the faid dutchy of Limbourg, and the erefting 
of that in fovereTgnty, in favour of the princefs of Urfini, 
lb. as that Ihe be put, and remain in full poffeffion, and 
peaceable enjoyment thereof, within the full extent of 
thefe prefents, according to their form and tenor, and 
without any referve or reftri£Uon whatfoever; it being 
oujr will, that the prefent donation be one of the conditi- 
ons of the treaties that may be made, in what fhall con- 
cern the faid Spanilh Netherlands, to the end the faid prin- 
cels of yrfini, lier heirs, fucceffors and affigns, may en- 
joy, the* faid dutchy of Limbourg and its appurtenances, 
fully, p^eaceably, perpetually, and for ever, with the title 
of fovefeignty, without any trouble and hindrance ; on the 
contrary, to efFefl: the fame, and to conflrain thereto all 
thofe whom it fhall concern, or that are therefore to be 
conftrained, we. have, out of our full power and royal au- 
thority, fupphed^ as we do hereby fupply all defensor 
oipifCoDs of right or faft, that might be found or happen 
in this donation, celTion, and conveyance, either by the 
fault of exprefTion, of the value of the revenues, and of 
the employments of the faid dutchy of Limbourg, that are 
not therein fpecified or declared, and that might be requi- 
fite by former ordinances, to which, and the derogatories 
of the derogatories therein contained, we have exprefsly 
derogated, as we derogate by thefe prefents ; for fuch is 
our will and good pleafure : willing that thefe prefent let- 
ters patents be delivered to the faid princefs of Urfini, that 
fhe may caufe the fame to be regiflered and publifhed 
where it fhall be neceflary, and even to caufe them to be 
inferted, with the donation and ceffion therein contained, 
in the treaty of peace to be negotiated, therein to be in- 
cluded and acknowledged in the quality of fovereign prin- 
cefs of the dutchy of Limbourg, and in that quality to 
exercife the rights thereof, and there to make treaties and 
alliances with the princes and fovereigns that fhall inter- 
vene, enjoining the minifters and ambaffadors who fhall 
be thicre oh our part, to acknowledge her as fbch, and all 
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our officers of the faid dutchy of Limbourg, to obey-thefo 
prefents from the moment thev fliall be notified to theai ; 
and to the end this prefent aonation be firm and lading 
for ever, we have figned thefe prefent letters with our own 
hand, and caufed our great feal to be affixed to, them, 
wiHing and ordaining that they be regiftered m all and eve- 
ry one of our councils, and chambers of accounts where it 
fhall belong. Given at our city of Corella, in our king- 
dom of Navarre, the 28th day of September, in the year 
of our Lord, 171 x, and of our reigri the Eleventh. 

And her faid majefty of Great Britain promifes, that Ihc 
will maintain the faid lady princefs of Urfini, or her af- 
figns, in the real, a6lual, and peaceable poffeffion of the 
laid foVereignty and territory, againft all and eveiy one, at 
any time, and for ever, and that (he will not permit, that 
the faid lady princefs be difturbed or molefted in the laid 
poffeffion by any body, by right or faft. And whereas, 
the real poffeffion of the fovereignty of the faid dutchy of 
Limbourg, or of the territories as aforefaid to be • fubro- 
gated, ought, by virtue of the before-mentioned conven- 
tion, concluded the 27th of March laftpaft, to have been 
already given to the faid lady princefs, although it is not 
yet given : therefore her faid royal majefty of Great Bri- 
tain, as a farther furety, promifes, and engages her royal 
word, that fhe will not yield or remit, nor fuffer to be 
yielded or remitted to any body, the faid Spanifli Nether- 
lands, but will keep, or caufe the fame to be kept, not on- 
ly until the faid lady princefs of Urfini be put in aftual and 
peaceable poffeffion of the faid fovereignty, but alio, that 
the faid lady princefs of Urfini be, as aforefaid, acknow- 
ledged fovereign lady of the faid fovereignty, and put in 
poffeffion thereof by the prince to whcnn the faid Spanifli 
Netherlands are to be yielded and remitted. 

This prefent article fhall be ratified, and the exchange 
of the ratifications ffiall be made at Utrecht within fix weeks, 
orfooner, ifpoffible. 

, In witnefs whereof, we the ambaffadors extraordina- 
ry, and plenipotentiaries ofherfacre4 royal majefty of 
Great Britain, have fubfcribed this prefent article, and

tol, our ambaflador extraordinary and plenipotentiary^ 
dean of Wind for, and regifter of our raoft noble order of 
the garter, did on our part, together with the plenipoten- 
tiaries of his Gatholick Majefty, conclude and (ign at U^

mercc between the fubjefts of Great Britain and Spain as 
follows ; 

A Good and firm peace, and a true and fincere friend-^ 
fliip having, by the merciful affiftance of God, been 
happily eftablifhed between the moft ferene and potent 
prince and lady, Anne, by the grace of God, queen of 
Great Britain, France, and Ireland, &c. and the moft fe- 
rene and potent prince and lord, Philip V* by the grace 
of God, Caiholick King of Spain, &c. and their heirs 
and fucceffors, kingdoms, and fubjeSs, by a treaty of pa- 
cification concluded at Utrecht the 4^ dky of the month 
of July laft paft, their m^jefties before all things made it 
their care, that the mutual advantage of their fubje£is in 

matters 
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matters of trade, niight be provided for after the bell mau- 
ner ; and therefore they moft gracioufly gave inftruftionsto 
their ambafladors extraordinary and plenipotentiaries, (by 
whofe means the peace had been happily concluded) to 
draw up into a folemn treaty of commCTce,. whatfoever, 
after all things had been thoroughly confidered at the con- 
ferences held for that purpofe at Madrid, fhould fecm ta 
conduce moft to this good end; the faid ambafladors 
therefore, by virtue of their full powers, (copies whereof 
are iiiferted word for word at the end of this inftrument) 
agreed upon articles of commerce for the explanation <^ 
former treaties, and greater eafe and convenience af trade^ 
in the manner and form following : 

I. nr^HE treaty of peace, commerce, and alliance, con- 
jL eluded at Madrid, between the crowns 6f Great 
Britain a«KJ Spain, the ^dsy of May, 1667, is ratified 
and confirmed by this treaty, and for the greater ftrehgth- 
cning and confirmation of the fame, it has been thought 
proper to infert it word for word in this place, together 
With the royal fchedules or ordinations annexed to it, as 
follows : 

The treaty of peace and friendihip between the crowns 
of Great Britain and Spain, concluded at Madrid the 4|^ 
day of May, in the year of our Lord, 1667, entered into 
and concluded by the moft excellent lord Edward, earl of 
Sandwich, privy-counfellor to the moft ferene and potent 
king of Great Britain, and his ambafTador extraordinary 
to Spain, in the name of the moft ferene king his matter; 
and the moft excellent lords, Don John Eberardo Nidar- 
do, confcfTor to the moft ferene Catholick Queen, inqui- 
fitor general and councilor of ftate, Don Ramiro Pheli- 
pezNunezde Guzman, duke of San Lucar Mayor, and 
of Medina de las Torres, counfellor of ftate, and prefident 
of Italy, and Don Gafpar of Bracamonte and Gufman, 
count of Penaranda, counfellor of ftate, and prefident of 
the Indies, in the name of the moft ferene and potent 
king and queen of Spain, at Madrid the |^ day of May, 

In 
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In the name of the mojl Holy Trinity ^ Father, Son, and Ho* 
ly Ghofl, three di/linH Perfons, and One only true God. 

A R T I C L E I. 

FIRST, it is agreed and concluded, that from this day 
forward there fhall be, between the two crowns of 
Great Britain and Spain, a general, good, fincere, true, 
firm, and perfeft amity, confederation and peace, which 
ftall endure for ever, and be obferved inviolably, as weD 
by land, as by fea, and frefh-waters; and alfo between 
the lands, countries, kingdoms, dominions, and territo- 
ries, belonging unto, or under the obedience of either of 
them. And that their fubjefts, people, and inhabitants 
refpeftively, of what condition, degree, or quality foever, 
from henceforth reciprocally, fliall help, affift, and fliew 
.to one another all manner of love, good ofEces, and fripnd- 
fliip. 

II. That neither of the faid kings, nor their refpe6Hve 
people, fubjefls or inhabitants within their dominions, up- 
on any pretence, may in publick or fecret, do, or procure 
to be done, any thing againft the other, .in any place, by 
fea or land, nor in the ports or rivers of the one or the 
other, but fhall treat one another with all love and friend-v 
ftip ; and may, by water and by land, freely and fecurdly 
pafs into the confines, countries, lands, kingdoms, iflands, 
dominions, cities, towns, villages, walled or without wall, 
fortified or unfortified, their havens and ports (where hi- 

. therto trade and commerce hath been accuftomed) and 
there trade, buy and fell, as well of and to the inhabitants 
of the refpeSive places, as thofe of their own nation, or a* 
ny other nation that fhall be or come there. 

III. That the faid kings of Great Britain and Spain, 
fhall take care that their refpeftive people and fubjefls, 
from henceforward, do abflain from all force, violence, 
or wrong; and if any injury fhall be done by either of 
the faid kings, or by the people or fubjefts of either of 
them, to the people or fubjecls of the other, againft the 
articles of this alliance, or againft common right, there 
Ihall not therefore be given letters of rcprifal, marque, 
or counter-marque,, by any of the confederates, until fuch 

time 
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time as juftice is fought and followed in the ordinary 
courfe of law. But if juftice be denied or delayed, then 
the king whofe people or inhabitants have received harm, 
fliall aflc it of the other, by whom (as is faid) the juftice 
fhall have been denied or delayed, or of the commiffion- 
ers that ftiall be, by the one king or the other, appointed 
to receive and hear fuch demands, to the end that all fuch 
differences may be cornpounded in friendfliip, or accord- 
ing to law. But if there fhould be yet a delay, or juf- 
tice fliould not be done, nor fatisfaQion given within fix 
nionths after having the fame fo demanded, then may be 
given letters of reprifal, marque, or counter-marque. 

IV, That, between the king of Great Britain, and the 
king of Spain, and their refpefclive people, fubjeQs and in- 
habitants, as well upon fea as upon land, and frefli-waters, 
in all and every their kingdoms, lands, countries, domi- 
nions, confines, territories, provinces, iflands, plantations, 
cities, villages, towns, ports, rivers, creeks, bays, ftreights, 
"and currents, where hitherto trade and commerce hath 
been accuftomed, there fliall be free trade and commerce, 
in fuch way and manner, that without fafe conduft, and 
without general or particular licence, the people and fub- 
jefts of each other may freely, as well by land as by fea, 
and frefti-waters, navigate and go into their faid countries, 
kingdoms, dominions, and all the cities, ports, currents, 
bays, diftricts, and other places thereof; and may enter 
into any port with their fhips laden or empty, carriage or 
carriages, wherein to bring their merchandize, and there 
' buy and fell what, and how much they pleafe, and alfo at 
juft and reafonable rates provide themfelves with provifi- 
ons, and other neceffary things, for their fubfiftence and 
voyage ; and alfo may repair their fhips and carriages, and 
from thence again freely depart with their fliips, carriages, 
goods, merchandize and ettate, and return to their own 
countries, or to fuch other places as they fliall think fit, 
without any moleftation or impediment, fo that they pay 
the duties and cuftoms which fliall be due, and faving to 
either fide the laws and ordinances of their country. 
4 • W Item, It is likewife agreed, that for the merchan- 
dizes which the fubjeQs of the king of Great Britain fliall 
buy in Spain, or other the kingdoms or dominions of the 
V^OL. I. O king 
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king of Spain, and fliall carry in their own fliips, or in Ihip^ 
hired or leiii unto them, no new cuftoms, toil, tenths. lUb- 
Cdics. or other rights or duties whatloever, fiiall be taken 
or increaRd, other than thofc which in the iiLi caic the na- 
tives them fclves, and all other ftrangers are obliged to p»ay ; 
and tlie fubjefts aforclaid buying, Icliing and contratting 
for their mcrchandixes, as well in refped of the prices, as 
of all duties to be paid, fliall enjoy the fame privileges 
which are allowed to the natural fu]pjecls of Spain ; and 
may buy. and lade their fliips with fuch goods and mer- 
chandizes; which faid fhips being laden, and culloras paid 
for the goods, fliall not be detained in port upon any pre- 
tence whatfoever ; nor fhall the laders, merchants, or fac- 
tors, who bought and loaded the goods aforefaid, be que- 
llioned after the departure of the laid fhips, for any matter 
or thing whatfoever concerning the fame. 

VI. And to the end that the officers and miniflers of all 
cities, towns, and villages belonging to either, may nei- 
ther demand nor take from the refpeftive merchants and 
people, greater taxes, duties, ftipends, recompences, gifts, 
or any other charges, than wl^t ought to be taken by vir- 
tue of this treaty ; and that the faid merchants and people 
may know and underftand with certainty what is ordained 
in all things touching this, it is agreed and concluded, 
that tables and lifts fhall be put up at the doors of the cuf- 
tom-houfes and regiftries of all the cities, villages, and 
towns of, or pertaining to one or the other king, where 
fuch rights and excifes, or cuftoms, are uiiially paid ; in 
which, how much, and of what quality fuch rights, cuf- 
toms, fubfidies, and payments, either to the kings, or any 
the aforefaid officers are allowed, fliall be put down in wri- 
ting, declaring as well the fpecies of what is imported, as 
what is carried out. And if any officer, or any other in 
his name, upon any pretence whatfoever, in pubhck or 
fecret, dirc6ily or indireflly, fliall afl; or receive of any 
merchant, or other pcrfbii refpeclively, any fum of mo- 
ney or other thing, by the name of right, due, ftipend, 
allowance, or recompence, (though it be by the way of vo- 
luntary donative) more or otherwife dian aforefaid, the 
faid officer or his deputy being in fuch manner guilty, and 
conviil before a competent judge in the country whe^c 

the 
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iW triirtt is committed, ihall be put in prifon for three 
months, and ftiall pay thrice the value of the thing fo re- 
ceived ; of which, the half Ihall be for the king of the 
Country where the crime is committed, and the other half 
for the denunciator, for the which he may fue his right 
before any competent judge of the country where it Ihall 

happen, ^b 

VII. That it fhall be lawful for the fubjefts of the king 
of Great Britain, to bring out, and carry into Spain, and 
all or any lands and dominions of the king of Spain, (where 
heretofore they have ufed trade and commerce) and trade 
there with all kind of merchandize, clothes, manufaftures, 
and things of the kingdom of Great Britain, and the ma- 
nufaftures, goods, fruits, and kinds of the iflands, towns, 
and plantations to him appertaining, and what Ihall have 
been bought by Englifh faftors on this fide, or farther on 
the other fide of the cape of Buena Efperancc^^- without 
being enforced to declare to whom, or for what prfce^they 
fell their faid merchandize and provifions, or being mo- 
lefted for the errors of the matters of the fhips, or others, 
• in the entry of the goods; and at their pleafure to return 
again out of the dominions of the king of Spain, with all, 
or any goods, eftates, and merchandize, to any of the 
territories, iflands, dominions, and countries of the king 
of England, or to any other place, paying the rights and 
tributes mentioned in the antecedent chapters; and the reft 
of all their lading which is not brought to land, they may 
detain, keep and carry away in their faid Ihip or fhips, vef- 
fel or vefleLs, again, without paying any right or impofi- 
tion whatfoevcr for it, as if therewith they had never been 
Xvithin any bay or port of the Catholick King. And all 
the goods, eftates, merchandize, Ihips, or other vefTcls, 
with any things introdiiccd into the dominions or places of 
the crown of Great Britain as prizes, and judged for fuch 
in the faid dominions and places, ft:all be taken for goods 
and merchandize of Great Britain, comprehended lb by 
the intention of this article. 

VIIL That the fubje6ts and vafTals of the moft ferene 
king of Great Britain, may bring and carry to all and An- 
gular the dominions of the king of Spain, any fruits and 
commodities of the Eaft Indies, it appearing by teftimony 
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of the deputies of the Eaft-India company in Londoff, 
that they are of, or have come from the Englifh conquefb, 
plantations or faftories, with like privilege, and according 
to what is allowed to the fubj efts of the tfnited Provinces, 
by the royal cedulas of Contravando, bearing date the 
27th of June, and, the 3d of July, 1663, and publiflied 
on the 30th of June, and 4th of July, the fame year. 
And for what may concern both the Indies,* ^nd any 
other parts whatfoever, the crown of Spain doth grant to 
the king of Great^ Britain and his fubjefts, all that is grant- 
ed to the United States of the Low Countries, and their 
fubjefls, in their treaty of Munfter, 1648, point for point, 
in as full and ample manner as if the fame were herein 
particularly inferted, the fame rules being to be obferved, 
whereunto the fubjefts of the faid United States are ob- 
liged, and mutual offices of friendfhip to be performed 
from one fide to the other. 

IX. That the fubjefts of the king of Great Britain, 
trading, buying, and felling in any of the kingdoms, go- 
vernments, iflands, ports, or territories of the faid king of 
Spain, fhall have, ufe, and enjoy all the privileges and 
immunities, which the faid king hath granted and confirna- 
ed to the Englifli merchants that refide in Andaluzia, by 
his royal cedulas or orders, dated the i gth day of March, 
the 26th day of June, and the 9th day of November, 
1645, his Catholick Majefty, by thefe prefents, re-con- 
firming the fame as a part of this treaty between the two 
crowns. And to the end that it may be manifeft to all, it 
is confented, that the faid fchedules (as to the whole fub- 
ftance thereof) be pafled and transferred to the body of 
the prefent articles, in the name and favour of alt and An- 
gular the fubjefts of the king of Great Britain, refiding 
and trading in any places whatfoever, within his Catholick 
Majefty's dominions. 

X. That the Ihips, or any other veffels that fliall belong 
to the king of Great Britain, or his fubjefts, navigating in- 
to the king of Spain's dominions, or any of his ports, fhall 
not be vifited by the judges of counterband, or by any 
other officer or perfon, by his own, or by any other au- 
thority ; nor Ihall any foldiers, armed men, or other of- 
ficers or peribnSi be put on board any of the faid (hips or 

veflek ; 
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veffels ; nor fhall the officers of the cuftom-houfe of the 
one or the other party, fearch in any veffels or Ihips be- 
longing to the people of the one or the other, which fhall 
enter into their regions, dominions, or refpeftive ports, 
until their faid (hips or veffels are unladen, or until they 
have carried on fhore all the lading and merchandize 
which they declare they refolve to difembark in the faid 
port ; nor fhall the captain, matter, or any other of the 
company ©f the faid fhips, be imprifoned, or they or 
their boats detained on fhore ; but in the interim, officers 
of the cuflom-houfe may be put on board the faid veflels 
or fhips, fo they exceed not the number of three for each 
fliip, to fee that no goods or merchandise be landed out 
of the faid fhips or veffels, without paying fuch duties as 
by thefe articles either party is obliged to pay ; which faid 
officers are to be without any charge to the ftiip or fhips, 
veffel or veffels, their commanders, mariners, company, 
merchants, faftors, or proprietors. And when it happens 
that the matter or owner of any fhip fliall declare the 
whole lading of his faid fliip is to be difcharged in any 
port, the entry of the faid lading fhall be made in the cuiP- 
tom-houfe, after the ufual mlanner ; and if, after the entry 
made, any other goods be found in the faid fhip or fliips, 
more than what are contained in the faid entry, eight 
working days fhall be allowed them, on which they may 
work, (which fhall be reckoned from the day they began 
to unljide) to the end that the concealed goods may be en- 
tered, and the confifcation of th^m prevented : and in cafe 
that in the time limited, the entry or manifettation of them 
fihall not have been made, then fuch particular goods on- 
ly, which fhall be found, as aforefaid, though the unlad- 
uig be not finifhed, fliall be confifc^ted, and not any other, 
fior fhall other trouble be given, or punifhment inflifted 
pn the merchant or owner of the fhip ; and when the fhips 
or veffels are relc^den, they may have freedom to go out 
l^gain. 

XI. That the fhip qv fhips appertaining to the one or 

. the other king, or to their rcfpeftive people and fubjefts, 

that fhall 'enter into any ports, lands, or dominions of the 

pne or the other, and fhall difcharge any part of their good^ 

. ^^ ii^ef9han4iz;es i^ any port or haven, being configncd 
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^vith the reft to other places, \vithin or without the faid da^ 
minions, fliall not be obliged to regifter or pay the rights 
of any other goods or merchandizes, than of that which 
they fliall unlade in the faid port or haven, nor be coir- 
ftrained to give bond for the goods they (hall carry to 
other places, nor any other fccurity, if it be not in cafe 
of felony, debt, treafon, or other capital crime. 

XII. Whereas, the one moiety of the cuftom of all fo- 
reign goods and merchandizes imported into England, is 
allowed and returned back to the importer, if the faid 
goods be exported out of the faid kingdom within twelve 
months after ib'" firft landing, upon oath made that they 
are the fame g( o K: which paid cuflom inwards, and that if 
they be not refliipVl within the faid twelve months, yet 
they may at all times he exported without paying any cuf- 
tom or duty outwards : it is iiicrefore agreed, that if any 
the fubjeQs of the king of Great liiitain, fliall hereafter 
land any goods or merchandizesj of what growth or nature 
foever they be, in any of the ports of his Catholick Ma- 
jefty, and having entered them, and paid the cuftom 
w^hich by this treaty ought to be paid, and ft^all afterwards 
defire to tranfport them, or any part of them, to any other 
place whatfoever, for a better market, it fliall and may 
be lawful, for him or them, fo to do freely, without pav- 
ing, or being demanded any other cuftom or duty at all 
for the fame, he or they making oath, if required there- 
unto, that tr.cy are the fame goods for which cuftom was 
paid at the landing : and in cafe th.':^ :hc fubjefls, people, 
arid inhabitants of the dominions cf either part fhall uri- 
ladc, or have in any city, town, or village refpeftively, 
iiny goods, merchandizes, fruits, or eftates, and have paid 
the cuttoms due, according to what hath been declared, 
and after that, not being able to put them off, fliall refolve 
to remit them to fome other city, town, or village of the 
faid dominions, they m^y not only doit without difficulty 
or impediment, and without paying other rights than what 
were due at their entry, but likewife the cuftom or 
rights (hall not be paid again in any other part of the faid 
dominions, bringing certificates from tlie officers of the 
cnftom-houfe, that they were paid before in the due form. 
^;id the chief farmers and commiffionprs of the kingfef. 
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Spain's rents in all places, or fome other officer or officers 
to be appointed for that purpofe, (hall at all times permit 
and fufFer the tranfportation of all fucli goods and mer- 
chandizes from place to place, and give fufhcicnt certifi- 
cate to the ownfcrs thereof, or their affigns, of their hav- 
ing paid their cuftom at their firft landing, whereby they 
may be carried to, and landed at any other port or place 
of the faid jurifdiftion, free from all duties or impediments 
whatlbever, as aforefaid, faving always the right of any 
third perfon. 

XIII. That it (hall be lawful for the fhips belonging to 
the fubjefts of the one or the odier king, to anchor in the 
roads or bays of either, widiout being conflrained to enter 
into port ; and in cafe they be neceffitated to enter there- 
into, either by diftrefs of weather, fear of enemies, pi- 
rates, or any other accident, in cafe the faid fliips be not 
bound to an enemy's port, and carrying thither contra- 
band goods, (whereof without fome clear proof they fliall 
not be queftioned) it fhall be lawful for the faid fubjefts, 
to return to fea freely when they pleafe, with their fhips 
and goods, fo as they do not break bulk, or expofe any 
thing to fale •, and that when they caft anchor, or enter 
the ports aforefaid, they be not molefted or vifited ; and 
it fhali fuffice, that in this cafe they (hew their paffports, 
or fea-papers, which being fecn by the refpettive officers 
of either king, the f^i4 fhips fhall return freely to fea 
without any moleftation, 

XIV. And if any fhip or fhips belonging to the fubjeQs 
^nd merchants of the one or the other, entering into bays, 
or in the open fea, fhall be encountered by the fhips of 
the faid kings, or of privateers their fubjefts, the faid 
ihips, to prevent all diforders, fhall not cotne within can- 
non fliot, but fliall fend their long-boat, or pinnace, to 
the merchant-fhip, and only two or three men on board, 
to whom the mailer or owner fliall fliew his paffports and 
fea-letters, according to the form which fhall be inlerted 
at the end of this treaty, whereby not only the fhip's lading, 
but the place to which ihe belongs, and as well the mcfter 
and owner's name, as the name of the fliip, may appear; 
by wrliich means the quality of die ftiip, and her mafter or 
pwner, >y}lj be fufficiently known, as alfa the commodities 
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fhe carries, whether they be contraband, or not ; to the 
which paffports and fea-letters, entire faith and credit fliall 
be given, fo much the rather, for that as well on the part 
of the king of England, as of the king , of Spain, foiiie . 
counter-figns (hall be given, (if it (ball be found neceflary) 
whereby their authenticabiefs may the better appear, and* 
that they may not be in any wife falfified. 

XV. If any prohibited merchandize or goods fliall be 
exported from the kingdoms, dominions, and territories of 
either of the faid kings, by the refpeftive people or fub- 
jeQs of the one or the other, in fuch cale the prohibited 
goods Ihall be only confifcated, and not the other goods ; 

• neither fhall the delinquent incur any other punilhment, 
except the faid delinquent (hall carry out from the refpec- 
tive kingdoms or dominions of the king of Great Britain, 
the proper coin, wool, or fulIers-carth of the faid king- 
doms ; or fliall carry out of the relpe6tive kingdoms or 
dominions of the faid king of Spain, any gold or filver, 
wrought or unwrought ; in either of which cafes, the laws 
of the refpeQive countries are to take place. 

XVI. That it fliall be lawful for the people and fub- 
jeQs of both kings, to have accefs to the refpcflive ports 
of the one and the other, and there remain, and depart 
aga'n with the fame freedom, not only with their fliips, and 
other veflels for trade and commerce, but alfo with their 
other fliips fitted for war, armed, and difpofcd to refift and 
engage the enemy, and arriving by ftrefs of weather to re^ 
pair their fliips, or furnifli themfelves with provifions ; fo 
that entering willingly, they be not lb numerous, that they 
give jufl: occafion of fufpicion, tp which end they are not 
to exceed the number of eight, nor continue in their ha- 
vens, nor about their ports, longer time than they fhall 
have juft caufc, for the repair of their fliips, to take in 
provifions, or other neceffary things, much lefs be the oc- 
cafion of interrupting the free commerce, and coming in of 
other Ihips, of nations in amity with either king; and 
when an unufual number of men of war by accident fhall 
come unto any port, it fhall not be lawful for them to 
com6 into the faid ports or havens, not having firfl ob- 
tained permiflion of the king unto whom the faid ports do 
belong, or the governor of the faid ports, if they be not 
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forced thereinto by ftrefs of weather, ot other necelfity, 
to avoid the danger of the Tea; and in fuch cafe they (hall 
prefently acquaint the governor, or chief magiftrate of the 
place, with the caufe of their coming ; nor (hall they re- 
main there any longer time than the faid governor or ma- 
giftrate Ihall think convenient, or do any aft of hoftility 
in fuch ports, that may prove of prejudice to the one or 
the other of the faid kings.' 

XVII. That neither the faid king of Great Britain, 
nor the king of Spain, by any mandate general, nor par- 
ticular, nor for any caufe whatfoever, (hall embark or 
detain, hinder or take, for his refpeftive fervice, any mer- 
chant, mafter of a ftiip, pilot or mariner, their (hips, mer- 
chandize, cloaths, or other goods belonging unto the one 
or the other, in their ports or waters, if it be not that 
either of the faid kings, or the perfons to whom the (hips 
belong, be firft advertifed thereof and do agree thereun- 
to ; provided, that this Ihall not be conftrued to hinder or 
interrupt the ordinary courfe of juftice and law in either 
country. 

XVIII. That the merchants and fubjefts of the one 
and the other king, their faftors and fervants, as alfo their 
fhips, mafters or mariners, may as well going as coming, 
upon fea and other waters, as in the havens and ports of 
the one and the other refpeftively, carry and ufe all 
kind of arms, defenfive and ofFenfive, without being ob- 
liged to regifter them,, as alfo upon land to carry and 
ufe them for their defence, according to the cuftom of 
the place. 

XIX. That the captains, officers and mariners of the 
Ihips belonging to the people and fubjefts of either party, 
may not commence an aftion, nor hinder or bring trouble 
upon their own (hips, their captains, officers or mariners, 
in the refpeftive kingdoms, dominions, lands, countries 
or places of the other, for their wages or falaries, or un- 
4er any other pretence. Nor may they put themfelves, 
or be received, by what pretext or colour foever, into the 
fervice or proteftion of the king of England, or king of 
Spain, or their arms ; but if any controverfy happen be- 
tween merchants and mafters of (hips, or between mafters 
imd mariners, the compofing thereof (hall be left to the 
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conFuI of the nation, but after fuch manner, as he who 
fhall not fubmit to the arbitremeiit. may appeal to the or" 
dinary juftice of the place where he is fubjecl.J 

XX. And \o the end that all impedimchrN be taken a-' 
way, and that the merchants andadvcp^'p rs of the king- 
doms ctf Great Britain, be permitted aurn to Brabant, 
Flanders, and other the provirM ;s o; the Low- Countries, 
under the jar! Miction oi t.;..^ !::; i; of Spain ; forairriuch as 
it hath been thoiinlu convciiicnt, that all, and any the 
laws, editls, arid ads, by which the importation of. cloth, 
oj any cloth, or any other woollen manufafture, of what 
kind foever, dyed or undyed, milled or unmilled, into 
Flanders, or the other provinces, hath been prohibited, 
be revoked and difaunulled ; and that if any right, tri- 
bute, imposition, charge? or money, hath been, with per- 
miffion, orotherwiie, put upon cloths, or any of the aforer 
laid woollen manufaQures fo imported, (except the ancient 
tribute upon every piece of cloth, and proportionably up- 
on every other woollen manufafture, agreeable to the an- 
cient treaties and agreements between the then kings of 
England, and the dukes of Burgundy, and governors of 
the Low-Countries) the fame Ihould be altogether void, 
and no fuch tribute or impofition from henceforth impofed, 
or putmpon the faid cloths or manufaclures, for any caufe 
or pretext whatfoever ; and that all the Englifh merchants, 
trading in any of the faid provinces, their tafctors, fervants, 
or commiflioners, fhould enjoy from hencefon^^ard, all 
the privileges, exemptions, immunities and benefits, which 
formerly have been agreed and given by the aforefaid an- 
cient treaties and agreements, between the then kings of 
England, and the dukes of Burgundy, and governors of 
the Low-Countries: it is therefore agreed, that deputies 
feail be named by the king of Great Britain, who meet- 
ing with the marquis of Caftel-Rodrigo, or the governor 
of thofe provinces for the time being, or any other minif- 
ters of the king of Spain, fufficicntly authorifed in this be- 
half, (liall friendly treat and conclude hereupon ; and ^1- 
fo fuch further privileges, immunities, and neceffary ex- 
emption, fuitable to the prefent ftate of affairs, fliall be 
granted for the encouragement of the faid merchants and 
adventurers, and for the fegurity of their trade and com- 
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inerce, as fhall be; agreed upon in a Ipecial treaty, that 
(ball be made between both the kings, touching this partis 
cular. - 

XXI. The fubjeSs and inhabitants of the kingdoms 
• and dominions of the moft ferene king of Great Britaia 

and Spain refpeftively, (hall with all fecurity and liberty- 
fail to, and traffick in all the kingdoms, eftates, or coun- 
tries, which are or Ihall be in peace, amity, or neutrality, 
•yvith the one or the other. 

XXII. And they ftiall not be difturbed or difquieted 
in that liberty, by the fhips or fubjefts of the faid kings 
re(pe£tively, by reafon of the hoftilities which are- or may 
be hereafter, between either of the faid kings, and the a- 
fprefaid kingdoms, countries, and ftates, or any of them, 
which (hall be in friendfliip or neutrality with the other. 

XXIII. And in cafe that within the faid (hips refpec- 
tively,.be found by the abovefaid means, any merchan- 
dize hereunder mentioned, being of contraband, and pro- 
hibited, they fliall be taken out and confifcated, before 
the admiralty, or other competent judges ; but for this 
reafon the (hip, and the other free and allowed commodi- 
ties which (hall be found therein, fhall in no wife be either 
feized or confifcated. 

XXIV. Moreover, for better prevention of the dif- 
ferences which might arife touching the meaning of for- 
jbidden merchandize, and of contraband; it is declared 
and agreed, that under this name fhall be comprehended 

' all fire-arms, as ordnance, mufkets, mortar-pieces, pe- 
tards, bombs, granadoes, fire-crancels, fire-balls, mufket- 
refts, bandeliers, gunpowder, match, falt-petre, and bul- 
lets; likewife under the name of forbidden merchandize, 
iare underftood all other arms, as pikes, fwords, pots, 
helmets, backs and brealls, halberds, javelins, and fuch 
like armour ; under this name is likewife forbidden the 
tranfportation of foldiers, horfes, their harnefTes, cafes of 
piflols, holflers, belts, and other furniture, formed and 
compofed for the ufe of war. 

XXV. Likewife, to prevent all manner of difpute and 
contention, it is agreed, that under the name of forbid- . 
den merchandize, and of contraband, fliall not be com- 
prehended wheat, rye, barley, or other grain, or pulfe, 
** ' ' fait. 
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Uiy Wine, oil, and generally whatfoever belongs to the 
fuftaining and nourifliing of life, but they fhall remain free, 
as likewife all other merchandizes not comprehended in 
the preceding articles ; and the tranfportation of them 
Ihal! be free and permitted, although it be to the towns and 
places of enemies, unlefs fuch towns and places be befieged, 
and blocked up, or furrounded. 

XXVI. It is alfo agreed, thai whatfoever fhall be found 
laden by the fubjefts or inhabitants of the- kingdoms and 
dominions of either of the faid kings of England and Spain, 
aboard the (hips of the enemies of the other, though it be 
not forbidden merchandize, fhall be confifcated, widi all 
things elfe which (hall be found within the faid fhips, with- 
cnit exception or referve. 

XXVII. That the conful which hereafter fhall refide in 
any of the dominions of the king of Spain, for the help and 
prote£lion of the fubjefts of the king of Great Britain, 
fhall be named by the king of Great Britain, and he fo 
named, fhall have and exercife the fame power and autho- 
rity in the execution of his charge, as any other conful 
hath formerly had in the dominions of the faid king of 
Spain; andinhkc manner the Spanifh conful refiding in 
England, fhall enjoy as much authority as the confulsof any 
other nation have hitherto enjoyed in that kingdom. 

XXVIII. And that the laws of commerce that are ob- 
tained by peace, may not remain unfruitful, as would fall 
out if the fubjefts of the king of Great Britain, when they 
go to, come from, or remain in the dominions or lordfhip!^ 
of the king of Spain, by reafon of their commerce or 
other bufinefs, Ihould be molefted for cafe of confcience; 
therefore, that the commerce be fecure, and without dan- 
ger, as well upon land as fea, the faid king of Spain fhall 
provide, that the fubjefts of the faid king of Great Bri- 
tain, fhall not be aggrieved contrary to the laws of com- 
merce, and that none of them fhall be molefted or difturbed 
for their confcience, fo long as they give no publick fcandal 
or offence ; and the faid king of Great Britain fhall likewife 
provide, for the fafne reafons, that the fubjefts of the king of 
Spain fhall not be molefted or difturbed for their confcience, 
againft the laws of commerce, fo long as they give no pub-t 
lick fcandal or offence. 

XXIX. That tht' people suid fubjeSs refpeQively of one 
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kingdom, in the dominions, territories, regions^ orcolo-* 
nies of the other, fhall not be compelled to fell their nier- 
chandi!ze for brafs-metal coin, or exchange them for other 
coin or things, againft their will ; or having fold them, to 
receive the payment in other fpecies than what they bar* 
gained for, notwithftanding any law, or other cuftom, 
contrary to this article. 

XXX. That the merchants of both nations, and their 
faftors, fervants, and families, commiflioners, or others 
by them employed ; as alfo matters of ftiips, pilots, and 
mariners, may remain freely and fecurely in the faid do- 
minions, kingdoms, and territories, of either of the (aid 
kings, and alfo in their ports and rivers ; and the people 
and fubjeQs of the one king, may have, and with all free- 
dom and fecurity enjoy, in all the lands and dominions 
whatfoever of the other, their proper houfes to live in, 
their warehoufes and magazines for their goods and mer^ 
chandize, which they fhall poflefs dUring the time for which 
they fhall have taken, hired, and agreed for them, with- 
out any impediment. 

XXXI. The inhabitants and fubjefts of the faid confe- 
derate kings, in all the lands and places under the obedi- 
ence of the one or the other, fhall ufe and employ thofe 
advocates, proftors, fcriveners, agents, and folicitors, 
whom they think fit, the which fhaH be left to their choice, 
and confented to by the ordinary judges, as often as there 
Ihall be occafion ; and they fhall not be conflrained to 
fhew their books and papers of account to any perfbn, if 
it be not to give evidence for the avoiding law-fuits and 
controverfies ; neither fhall they be embarked, detained, 
or taken out of their hands, upon any pretence whatfo- 
ever. And it fhall be permitted to the people and fub- 
jefts of either king, in the refpeflive places where they 
Ihall refide, to keep their books of account, traflfick and 
correfpondence, in what language they pleafe, in EngliOi, 
Spanifh, Dutch, or any other, the which fhall not be mo- 
Jefted, or fubjeft to any inquifition. And whatfoever 
elfe hath been granted by either party, concerning this par- 
ticular, to any other nation, fhall be underflood likewife 
to be granted here, 

XXXII. That in cafe the ef^ate of any perfon or per- 
fons* fhall be fequeftcred, or feized on by any court of 

juflicc

juftiGC or tribunal whatfoever, witbin the kingdoms anci 
dominions of either party, and any ellate or debt happen 
to lie in the hands of the dchnqucnts belonging bona jidt 
to the people and fubjcfts of the other, the faid eftate 6r 
debts (hall not be confifcated by any of the faid tribunal 
but ihall be rcftorcd to the true owners in Jpecie, if they 
yet remain, and if not, the value of them (according to 
die contraft and agreement which was made between the 
parties fliali be reftored widiin three months after the faid 
fequeftration. 

XXXIII. That the goods and eftates of the people and 
fubje6ls of the one king, that fliall die in the countries^ 
lands, and dominions of the other, (hall be preferved foi* 
the lawful heirs and (iicceflTors of the deceafed; the right 
of any third perfon always referved. 

XXXIV. That the goods and eftates of the fubjeSsof 
the king of Great Britain, that fliall die without making a 
will in the dominions of the king of Spain, fliali be put in- 
to inventory, with their papers, writings, and books of ac- 
count, by the conful, or other publick minifter of the king 
of Great Britain, and depofited in the hands of two or 
three merchants, that (hall be named by the faid confuF 
or publick minifter, to be kept for the proprietors and 
creditors; and neither the Cruzada, nor any other judica- 
tory whatlbever, (hall intermeddle therein ; which al(b^ 
in the like cafe, fliall be obfcrvcd in England, towards the 
fubjefts of the king of Spain. 

XXXV. That a decent and convenient burial-place' 
fliall be granted and appointed to bury the bodies of the 
fubjeQs of the king of Great Britain, who (hall die within 
the dominions of the king of Spain. 

. XXXVI. If it fliall happen hereafter that any diflFe- 
rcrice fall out, (which God forbidj between the Jdng of 
Great Britain and the king of Spain, whereby the mutual 
commerce and good correfpondence may be cndangered,- 
the refpeftive fubjeQs and people of each party fliall have 
notice thereof given them in time, that is to fay, the fpace 
of (ix months, to tranfport their merchandize and effcfts^ 
without giving them in that time any moleftation or trouble, 
or retaining or embarking their goods or perfons. 

XXXVII. All goods and rights concealed or embark- 
ed, 
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ed, moveables, immoveables, rents, deeds, debts, credit^ 
and the like, which have not, with a formal notice of the 
caufe, and by a legal condemnation, according to the or- 
dinary juftice, been brought into the royal exchequer at 
the time of concluding this treaty, Ihall remain at the full 
and free difpofal of the proprietors, their heirs, or of thofe 
>yhb flialL have their right, with all the fruits, rents, and 
emoluments thereof, and neither thofe who have conceal- 
ed the faid goods, nor their heirs, fliall be molefted for 
this caufe, by the exchequers refpeQively; but the pro- 
prietors, their heirs, or thofe who fhall have their right, 
fhall have, for the faid goods and rights, their aQion at 
law, as for their own proper goods and eftate, , . 

XXXVIII. It is agreed and concluded, that the peo- 
ple and fubjetls of the king of Great Britain, and of die 
king of Spain, Ihall have and enjoy in the refpeftive lands, 
feas, ports, havens, roads, and territories of the one or the 
other, and in all places whatfoever, the fame privileges, 
fecurities, liberties, and immunities, whether they con- 
cern their perfons or trade, with all the beneficial claufes 
and circumftances which have been granted, or fhall be 
hereafter granted by either of the faid kings, to the moft 
Chriftian King, the States General of the United Provin- 
ces, the Hans-Towns, or any other kingdorii or ftate what- 
foever, in as full, ample, ^nd beneficial manner, as if 
the fame were particularly mentioned and inferted in diis 

treatv. 

XXXIX. In cafe any difference or difpute fliall happen 
on either fide concerning thefc articles of trade and com- 
merce, by either the officers of the admiralty, or other 
perfon whatfoever, in the one or the other ^kingdom ; the 
complaint being prefented by the party concerned, to 
their majefties, or to any of their council, their faid ma^ 
jefties fhall caufe the damages forthwith to be repaired, 
and all things, as they are above agreed, to be duly exe- 
cuted: and in cafe, that in progrefs of time any frauds or 
inconveniencie^ be difcoxered in the navigation and com- 
merce between both 'kingdoms, againft which fufficient 
prevention hath not been made in thefe articles, other pro- 

.vifions may be hereafter mutually agreed on, as fhall be 
judged convenient, the prefent treaty remaining iiill in full 
force and vigour. XL, 



XL. It is> likewife accorded and concluded, that the 
moft ferene and renowned kings of Great Britain and 
Spain, fliall fincerely and faithfully obferve and keep, and 
procure to be obferved and kept, by their fubje6b and in- 
habitants refpedively, all and fingular the capitulations in 
this prefent treaty agreed and concluded, neither fliall 
Aey, direftly or indireftly, infringe the fame, or confent 
that the fame fliall be infringed by any of their fubjefts or 
inhabitants. And they fliall ratify and confirm all and 
fingular the conventions before accorded by letters patents 
reciprocally, in fufficient, full, and effeftual form, and 
the fame fo formed and made, fliall interchangeably deli- 
ver, or caufe to be delivered, faithfully and really, within 
four months after the date of thefe prefents ; and they fhall 
then, as foon as conveniently may be, caufe this prefent 
treaty of peace and amity to be publiflied in all places, and 
in the manner accuftomed. 

In witnefs whereof, we the abovementioned ambaflador 
extraordinary of the moft ferene king of Great Britain, 
and the commiffaries of the moft ferene king and queen 
of Spain, have put our feals to this prefent treaty, fub- 
fcribed with our own hands, at Madrid the 44 day of May,

CERTIFICATE. 

ANdrez Perez de ManfiUa, notary publick for our lord 
the king, and for the government of this city, do 
certify, that by the regifters of publick afts made upon 
what hath been adjufted, and concluded between this 
crown and that of England, for renewing the articles of 
peace, and commerce, which were publilhed in this city, 
the 29th day of the month of December, in the year 1677, 
by virtue or the ccdula from our lady the queen, direfted 
to the count de Hiimaiies, who was then governor, and 
colonel of the forces in this city and its dillrifts, and which 
copy, authorized and compared, is in the (aid afts, and 
with them a copy for the continuation and renewing of tbe 
peace and- amity between the two crowns of Spain and 
Great Britain, printed in quarto, which is that which was- 
remitted to Madrid with the laid cedula, and is the fame 
which was publifhed in this faid city, and in the publick' 
P 2 places 
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places diereof, and amongft the articles of the faid treaty, 
of peace, there are two, the one number nine, and the 
other number thirty-eight, wliich are of tlie tenor follow- 
ing, viz. 

Article 'T'HAT the fubjeQs of the king of Great Bri- 
IX. jL tain, trading, buying and felling, in any of 
the kingdoms, governments, iflands, pons, or territories 
of the faid king of Spain, fhall hold, ufe, and enjoy, all 
the privileges and immunities which the faid king hatli 
granted and confirmed to the £ngU(h merchants, which re- 
fide in Andalucia, by his royal cedulas or orders, made 
the 19th of March, the 26th of June, and 9th of Novem- 
ber, 1645: his Catholick Majefty, by thefe prefents, rati- 
fying the fame, as part of this treaty between the two 
crowns ; and to the end that it may be manifeft to all peo- 
pie, he hath confented that the (aid cedulas, as to their 
entire fubftance, be brought, transferred, and incorpo* 
rated in. thefe prefent articles, in the name, and in behalf, 
of air and every of the fubjecis of the king of Great Bri- 
ton, refiding and trading in-any part whatfoever, within 
the dominions of his Catholick Majefty. 

Article TT is agreed and concluded, that die people 
XXXVIII. A and fubjefts^ of the one and the other of 
flieir (aidmajefties, Ihall have and enjoy in their refpec- 
tive lands, feas, ports, roads, coafts, territories, and pla- 
ces belonging to each other, the fame privileges, fecurities,

Forafmuch as on the part of you Richard Anthony, 
conful of the Englifli nation, by you, and in the name of 
the vaflals of the king of Great Britain^ information hath 
been given to me, that by means of the peace, wHich be- 
tween this and that kingdom is fettled, thofe which do re- 
fide and. commerce in Andahizia, principally in the city 
of Sevilla, San Lucar, Cadiz and Malaga, humbly entreat 
. me, that I would be pleafed to confirm to you the privi- 
leges, exemptions, and liberties which appertain to you, as 
well by the articles of the faid peace, as by the confirma- 
tions of them, and other favours and indulto's, which the 
king my lord and father, (now in giory} granted you, and 
all others whatfoever, that have been granted by my crowns 
of thefe my kingdoms of Cattille and of Portugal, com- 
manding that they be obferved and accomplifhed in all, 
and through all, withopt any limitation, and that they may 
be of more force, to grant them anew, with the qualities, 
amplifications, conditions and declarations, which may be

^hat it may be known what they arc, that there be given" 
copies of them, of what favour I have granted them, ha-* 
ving a due regard to the aforefaid, and becaufe that for the 
occafions which I have of wars, you have oiFcred to a£Bft 
me with two thoufand five hundred ducats of filyer, pay- 
ing one thoufand down, and the other thoufanc) five hun* 
drcd remaining, in the month of April, of this prefent 
year, for which Don Francifco Moreno, with the inter- 
vention of Don Antonio de Campo-Redondq y Rio, knight 
of the order of St, James, of my privy council, and of ray 
exchequer, in your name, and by virtue of your power, 
f Rifled a writing or obligation in form, before John Cortex 
3e la Cruz, my notary, I have thought fit, and by diefc 
prefcnts, of my own proper motive, certain Hnpwledge, 
4nd royal and abfolute power, whi(:h in this part I will 
ufe, and do ufe, as king and natural lord, not apknow- 
ledgJrig any fuperior in temporals, I confirm apd apprpyq 
the faid privileges of exemptions, and liberties whicn api* 
pertain to you, as well by the articles of the faid peace, 
?s by the confirmations of them, and the reft of the fe-i 
vours, indulto's, which the king my lord and father grant- 
ed you; and any others whatfocver, which havp ^epn 
•granted by my crowns of Caftiile and Portugal, to th^ 
laid vaffals in all, and through all, as- therein, and in eve- 
ry thing, and in part thereof is fpecified, contained and 
declared, that they may be firm, ftable, and valid to you, 
and be obferved to you, .kept and fulfilled, becaufe tha^ 
jny intention and deliberate will is, that all thofe of the faid 
nation may enjoy, and dp enjoy them without any limi- 
tation, wit^ conditior), that during the time they fhallrefidq 
in Andaluzia, the f^id Englifli may not be put upon any 
office, or in any publick poft, nor made guardians, truf* 
Jees, nor colleftors, although they may be of the duties of 
Alcavalus, and Millon^s, or other duties which relate to 
iny royal treafury ; nor Ihall they demand from you loans* 
or donatives, nor oblige you to farm any rents, nor take 
your horfes or flaves. . ^ . . .. . 

And to dp you further faypuir, in conformity of what 
is capitulated in the faid ipeace-, I will apd. permit that you 

may, and do trade and coiKiraerce freely, and fell your 
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merchandizes and goods, and buy tbbfe of my kingdgms, 
and carry them thence, obfervtng what is ordained py the 
laws and decrees that treat thereof, paying intt> ihy roy^ 
trcafury the duties that ought to be paid, prohibiting as I 
do pronibit, and command that they do not take from you 
by force, any merchandizes, as wheat or barley, althougfi 
it be for difpatch of my Armadas, fleets or galloons, nei- 
ther for the Aflentiftas, nor Eftranqucros, and the faid 
privileges (hall be as to wheat and barley, according to the 
tax ; and as to other things and merchandizes, as yqu fhal 
covenant and agree for, without taking them from you till 
they have paid you for them, and that they (half not, upon 
the account aforefaid, give you any manner of ^rouble or 
vexation. 

And becaufe- that many of you trade in bringing to the 
ports of Andaluzia, city of Sevilla, and other parts, a great 
quantity of Bacallao, and other kinds of fifh dry and falt- 
cd, which being the moft neceffary provifions that can be, 
and creates you a great deal of coft and trouble, I will 
and command that you enjoy the cuftom of the city of 
Sevilla, in which it is ordered, that thofc which arrive 
with any fifh dry and falted there, may not be impofed 
any rate, but that they fell at the price they will, withoyt 
that it be neceffary that they manifcft it to more than to 
>be minifters which recover my royal revenues, and that 
4f the fhips in which they bring the laid bacallao be great, 
jhat they cannot come up the river, and fhall unload them 
in barks, the judge of the admiralty, or any other, may 
not put in the faid barks, any guards at ihe cofl of the 
owners of them. In like fort I command, that in cafe it 
appears that the faid fifh is rotten, and cannot be fpen(, it 
be burnt or call into the fea, without that by reafon there- 
of, there may be made any procefs againfl the owners, 
or perfons thaj fold it, or J>e i.mprifbned or informed a- 
gainfl. 

And becaufe that the adminiftrator of the Almonarifar- 
gos, and diyers other duties, which are recovered on 
goods and merchandizes, bave been ufcd upon informa- 
tion given, to fcize the perfon they fufpeft, which, to 
tnen of trade, occafions much difcredit, cofl^ and vexa- 
tions : my\fill is, and J comman4i that upon the faid in- 
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formations, they only proceed againft the merchandizea, 
and not againft the perfons, permitting them, as I do 
permit them, that they may malce, and do make their de- 
fences againft the faid vexations. 

And whereas, according to one article of the faid peace, 
which treats in maucr of religion, notwithftanding that in 
fome law-fuit, it hath been endeavoured that they declare, 
whether they be Roman-catholicks, or not, excufing, giv- 
ing credit to tliC oath which they make, as being parties, 
or as witnefles, I command therefore, that in thofe mat- 
ters, they Ihall not meddle with the natives of the faid king- 
dom : but that the faid condition be fully obferved, with- 
out making them any fuch queftions, and to the oath you 
fliall tender them in court, the fame faith and credit Ihall 
Jbe given, as if they were natural Spaniards, without that 
upon this account, they are molefted, or troubled, or re- 
ceive any grievance. 

And by reafon that for juftification of fome caufes, the 
judges and juftices pretend, that the merchants (hould ex- 
hibit their books of trade, and thereupon they receive vex- 
ation and trouble, I command and will, that the books of 
the merchants of the faid nation, be not taken from them, 
but that they produce them in their own houfes, to take out 
the article which fhall be appointed, without demanding 
others, nor may be taken from them any other papers, 
upon punifhment of him that (hall contravene herein, to 
be chaftifed according to law. 

And becaufe likewife the merchants enter their goods 
in the cuftom-houfe of the city of Sevilla, of all the duties, 
which, becaufe they are many, is made upon one flieet of 
paper, and firmed and figned by all the officers, and re- 
mains in poffeffion of the warehoufe-keeper of the cuftom- 
houfe, that by virtue thereof, he may deliver fuch goods 
as go in bales, packs, trunks and chefts, and after ;hey 
have taken them out, and put them in their houfes, and 
warehoufes, the head waiter of the cuftom-houfe, and the 
officers of the half per cent, fliall not fearch yoqr houfes, 
nor goods, cauling you trouble and vexation, afking of 
you the difpatches, it being manifeft that you cannot have 
them, having left them in the power of the faid head waiter. 
I prohibit therefore and cojpmand, thjit the houfes of thf 
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faid merchants fhall not be vifited, nor be aflced of tbem 
^the difpatches of their goods, which doth not remain in 
their cuftody, To that this is to be underftood^ and4« under- 
flood of the houfes which are within the walk of the faid 
city. "And that it may be known, thofe who Are uf the faid 
nation, let copies be given of the faid privileges, and ex- 
emptions which concerns you, and were granted you, as 
well by the articles of the faid peace, as in any other man- 
ner whatfoever ; and fot the execution and accompliftiing 
of all the aforefaid, I command thofe of my privy council, 
and the reft of my counfcllors, juntas, and tribunals of mjr 
court, and the prefidents, and juftices of my courts, as al- 
fo the judges, and juftices of the peace belonging to my 
houfe, court, and chancery, and the regent, and judges 
of my court de Grados, in the city of Sevilla, and the chief 
magillrate of the court thereof, and all mayors, governors, 
magiftrates, and other inferior officers, as well of the faid 
cities of Sevilla, Cadiz, and Malaga, and San Lucar dc 
Barrameda, as of all other cities, towns, and places of 
thefe ray kingdoms, and dominions, and judges, and juf- 
tices thereof, of whatever quality and condition they may 
be, to whom principally or accidentally it ftiall concern in 
any manner whatfoever, the accomplifliing of all that is 
contained in this my letter, that as foon as they fliall have 
been required herewith, or with a copy thereof figned by 
a publick notary, (to which fliall be given as much credit 
as to the original) each one for that part which (hall concern 
him, obferve and accomplifti, caufe to be obferved and 
accompliflied, in all, and through all, as is contained there- 
in, without that in the whole, or in part, there be put any 
impediment, or other doubt, or difficulty that fliall oppole* 
or contravene its tenor, and form, nor confent, or allo\^ 
that it be interpreted, limited, or fufpended in whole, or 
in part, contrary to the cedulas, provifions, or other or- 
ders for obfervance thereof in that part which fhall relate 
to each of you, and that they provide, and give the necef- 
fary orders for the greater fecurity of the favour, which by 
this my letter I grant you, and that at all times, this fa- 
vour may be certain and fecure to you, that you may 
have a judge confervator for Andaluzia, principally for the 
faid citie^ of Seville, Malaga, Cadiz, and San Lucar de 
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BarraTDeda, to whom I (ball give fufficietit commiffion for 
tfac prcien'ation and accompliihing of the &id privileges, 
liberties and exemptions, (which may oblige and compel 
all aiwl-evcry perfon whattoevcr, ofwhatfoever condition, 
or quality foever they be> as fhall concern the faid nation, 
M well in tbofc in which they fhall be defendants, as ia 
ibole in which they fhall be plaintiffs, although the periba 
vhich fhall fue them, and of whom they fhall be fucd, may 
liave any other fpecial judges whatfoever, as well by co- 
Tcnant or contract which they may have made, as by the 
preeniinencies or immunities which they may have, becaufe 
that of the faid caufesonly the faid judge confcrvator may 
take cognizance, and no other judge or tribunal whatfo- 
ever, although it be for any excefs or notorious crimes^ 
or in any other manner and form whatfoever ; and the 
iaid judge confervator for the prefent, fhall be doftor Don 
Francifco de Vergara, judge of my court of d^rees of 
the city of Scvilla, during the time that he fliall a€l therein, 
and, in his abfcncc, dofctor Don Francifco de Medrano, 
judge of the fame court, who, for matters and law-fuit$ 
vhich fhall offer in the faid cities of Cadiz, Malaga, and 
San Lucar, may fubftitute his confervatorfhip in the per- 
son that fhall be propoled by the faid nation, that they 
may be laid before, and remitted to him, for the deter- 
miuation thereof; and of that which fhall be fo detcr^ 
fniped by him, they may appeal to my council, and not to 
any other tribunal, and becaufe that my will is, that each 
pne in his time may have jurifdiction and fpecial commif- 
fion, to proteft and defend you in all that is contained in 
this mv letter, and that all of it may be obferved, and ac- 
compliflied, in the form that it is offered to you; I have 
thought fit to give charge, as by thefe prefents I give 
them charge of the proteflion and defence thereof, and 
command them, that they fee this my letter, and the qua-? 
lities, and conditions, and preeminencies, and amplifica- 
tions, contained therein, and caufe all of it to be obferved 
and accoinpUfhed, in the form accordingly, and in the 
manner that is contained therein, and declared, without 
f:onfenting or allowing that in whole or in part, they may 
put, or do put any doubt or difficulty therein ; and before 
the faid Don JE'rancifco de Yergar^, and in his abfence 
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bcroreUie fald Don Francifco de Medfano, and not be- 
fore any other fpecial judge, ihe firft motion Ihall pafs, 
and be followed in all cauTes and law-fuits for what relate* 
thereunto, and caul'e the lame to be executed, and a chaf- 
tifemcntof the difobcdient, for fuch is my will ; and that 
the cogni'iancc and determination of all that is contained 
ill this fpecial letter, fhall concern them, and doih con- 
cern them, that they proceed agaiiift thofe that Ihall be 
guilty, executing on them fuch penalties as the law requires, 
rcferving, as I do refcrvc to my council, the appeals, 
which by their aEls and fentences iney Ihall interpole, ajid 
not for any other tribunal, without that any of the rell of 
my councils, tribunals, courts or chanceries, or any other 
judges or jullices of thefe my kingdoms and dominions, of 
whatfoever quality they be, may intermeddle, or do inter- 
jneddle therein, neither in the practice nor exercife of the 
fpecial jurifdiftion, which by this my cedula I grant them, 
be it by way of excels, appeal, or any other rccourfc 
whatfoever; to whom and to each of them I inhibit, and 
hold for inhibited their cognizance, and declare them for 
judges incompetent thereof, for the whole, and in each 
jhing, and part thereof, granting them as full and com- 
pleat power, and moll ample commifTion as in law is re- 
quired, and is neceffary, with their incidencics, dependen- 
cies, annexities, and connexities ; and that, after lliem, 
the faid Englifli nation of the faid city of Sevilla, may name 
jn the faid commifllon, one of the judges of the faid couri., 
whom the faid nation (hall think fit ; and I command the 
yrefident, and thofc of my privy council, that prefenting 
before them his name, in cale the faid commiffion be va- 
cant by promotion, or vacation of the faid Don Francif- 
co de Vergara, or Don Francifco de Mcdrano, or in any 
other manner, they (hall be difpatchcdby him that flialt be 
jiamed, in the form accordingly, and as by this my letter 
js ordained: and for the better performance hereof, for 
jtime to come, 1 grant them power, licence, and authority, 
ihatihey may fubltitute, and do fubftitute tiiis commiflion 
for matters, and law-fuits, which fliall offer in the faid ci- 
ties of Cadiz, and Malaga, and San Lucar de Barrame- 
da, in the perfon which by you ihall be propofed to them, 
^artbe^ uiay examine matters, and bring them to conclu- 
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fioDy and remit them the law fuits and caules jrou (ball 
have, to determine them in the form they fhall think fit, 
and fee convenient for the fecurity of what is contained 
in this my letter; and I encharge the moft ferene prince, 
Don Balthaiar Carlos, my very dear and beloved fon, 
and command the infantes, prelates, dukes, marqueRes, 
counts, barons, knights, e(quires, governors of caftles, 
fortreffes, and plains, and thofe of my council, prefident and 
judges of my couns, officers *of my houfe, and court, and 
chancery, and all mayors, governors, deputy-governors, 
juftices of the peace, and other whatfoeveir juftices and 
judges of my kingdoms, and dominions, that they obferve 
to you and accomplifh, and caufe to be obferved and ac- 
complilhed, this my letter, and favour, which I do girant 
you, and againft the tenor and form thereof, not to go, 
nor aft now, nor at any time, nor by any manner, per- 
petually, for ever, nor confent, or allow that they be limit- 
ed to you, or fufpended in whole, or in part, all its con- 
tents, whatfocver laws, or orders of thefe my kingdoms, 
and dominions, ordinances, ftile, ufe, and cuftom of the 
faid cities of Sevilla, Cadiz, Malaga, and San Lucar, and 
all others, which they have, or may have, to tlfe contrary 
notwithftanding, forafinuch as doth concern thefe prefents, 
accounting it to be here inferted and incorporated, as if it 
had been word for word, and of this my letter Geronimo 
de Canencia, my chief treafurer and accountant, and my 
fecretary de la Media Anata, is to take cognizance, to 
whofe charge is committed the account of the faid duty; 
and I declare, that of this favour, you have payed the 
duty of Media Anata, which imports thirty and five thou- 
fand, one hundred, fifty and five Maravedis in filver, which 
you are to pay every fifteen years perpetually, and that 
being complied with, you fliall not have the power to ufe 
this favour, without that it firft appears that you have fati^^ 
fied this duty, and alfo that you pay the judge conferva- 
tor you (hall name, the falary which he (hall enjoy by the 
faid occupation, which is to be manifefted by certificate 
Jrom the office of this duty. Given in Zaragoza, the 19th 
day of March, 1645.

Second Cedida, amplifying and confu'vung ike Privileges 
granted to the £ngLiih nation. 

TO doflor Don Francifco de Medrano, judge of my 
court of degrees of the city of Seviiia; know ye, thai 
by one of my letters and decrees of the 19th of March, of 
this prefcnt year, I did grant (to Richard Anthony, con- 
ful of the Englidi nation, and to the fubjefls of the king- 
dom of England, which refide and trade in Aiidaluzia, 
principally in this city, and in that of Cadiz, and in that of 
San Lucar dc BarramedaJ the privileges, exemptions and 
licences, which appertain to them, as welt by the articles 
of the peace, as by the confirmation, and other favours 
- and induUos, which the king my lord and father (now in 
glory) granted them, and with the other qualities, condi- 
tions, preeminences, and amplifications in the faid decree 
declared, for having offered to ferve me with two thoufand 
iive hundred ducats of filver, according as more largely 
thereby doth appear, to which I refer myfelf, and one of 
the conditions which I did grant them, was, that I would 
name and ,^iiow them ajudgc confervator for Andaluzia, 
priBcipally for the faid two cities, and San Lucar de Bar- 
rameda,- to whom fbould be given fufficicnt commiffion, 
for the obfervance and accomplifliment of the faid privile- 
ges, liberties and exemptions, who fhould take cognizance 
of all caufes, both civil and criminal, which fliould be 
brought againll them, in which they were made defendants, 
that before him (hould come all law-fiiits, and caufes what- 
foever, which fhould concern, the faid Englifii, or any other 
perfons whatfoevcr, of whatfocvcr quality they may be, as 
well thofe in which ihey lliall be defendants, as in ihofe 
in which tbey (hall be plaintiffs, although the perfons that 
fliall fue them may have fpecial judges, as well by agree- 
ment or conlraft, which they may have made, by the pre- 
eminence or immunity which they may have, becau/e of 
the (aid caufes, only fliall take fpecial cognizance the faid 
judge confervator, and no other judge, or tribunal, al- 
though it may be by way of excefs, or in any other man- 
ner or form whatfoevcr, and that for the caufes and fuits 
that fliall olfer in the faid cities of Cadiz and Malaga, and 
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San Lucar, may be fubftituted their commi/fion in tbef 
perfon, which by the faid nation fliall be propofcd, that hc^ 
may bring thingstoa conclufion, and that they be remitted 
to him to determine, and of that which the faid Judge 
fliall fo determine, they may appeal to my couricij, and 
not to any other tribunal, and that the time. yt>ti (h^l aft 
in the faid courtj you fliall be eftccmcd asdidi, and in 
your abfencc, and after you, he whom the faid nation, in 
the faid city of Scvilla fliall appoint, and becanfe that* my 
will IS, that all this be obferved, and accomptiflied in the ' 
form as is expreflcd, I have thought fit to give chatige i(% 
you, and by this prefent do give you charge of the pro* 
teftionand defence hereof, and command you that you fefe 
the faid decree, and the conditions, preeminences, and 
amplifications therein contained, and all of it be obferved^' . 
and accomplifhedinform acccfrdmgly, and after the mah*" 
nef thatiti the faid decree, and in this my cedtria is de* 
dared, without confenting, or allowing that in the whdle 
or in part, may put or be put, any doubt or diffieulry, 
and befote* you, and not before any other judge; at the 
firft inftance (hall be brought and followed, sA\ cattfes and 
law-fuits, whrch thereupoir, or any other thirtg or part 
thereof, fhallbemade, and caufe cognizance to be talcen 
of all caufes, civil and criminal, in which they fhall be 
profecuted, or againfl them (hall be attempts; and be- 
fore you fhall be brought whatfoever law-fuits and caufes 
which fhall concern the faid Englifh, between whatfoever 
perfbns, or whatfoever quality they may be, and the exe- 
cution, and chaftifement of thofe that fhall difobey ; be^ 
caufe that my will is, that the cognizance and determina- 
tion of all that is contained in the faid provifion, and in 
this my cedula of amplification,fpecially fhall and do con* 
cern you, proceeding fully againft thofe that fhall be guilty, 
executing upon them the punifhments you fhallfind by juf^ 
tice due t6 them, without that any of the tribunals, courts 
of chancery, or any other judges, or juflices of my king* 
doms and dominions of Caftile, of whatfoever quality they 
may be, may intermeddle, or do intermeddle herein, nei- 
ther in the ufe nor exercife of the fpecial jurilHiftion in the 
fkid firft inftance, which by this my cedula I grant you^ 
be Jt by w&ly t)f excefs, ^pp?al, or any other reco&rfe* ot ^ 
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manner, to whom, and to each of you, I inhibit, and ivA^ 

for inhibited their cognizance, declaring you forjudges in- 
competent diereof, as for the ■whole, and every thing, and 
part thereof, and I grant you the moft fuiJ and conipleat 
power, aitd moll ample commiflion, as by law k required 
and neceffary, with their incidencies, dependencies, an- 
nexities and connexities, and that after you, the faid Eng- 
lilh nation of tlie faid city of Scviila, may have power to 
name in the faid commiffion, one of the judges of this 
court, whom the faid nation (haJl ihink fit, and I command 
thofe of ray privy council, that prefenting before them his 
name, the laid commiirion being vacant by promotion or 
otherwife, him who (hail be named, (hall have his difjiatches 
in due form, according as in this my ccdula is ordained, 
and that it may the better be acconiplillied all that is con- 
tained in the laid decree, and in this my ccdula, I grant 
you licence, power and authorily, that you may fubftimie, 
and do fubflitutc this coinmiiEon for matters, and law-fuits 
that fiiall o0"er in the iaid cities of Cadiz, Malaga, and 
San Lucar, in the perfon that by the faid nation (haU be 
propofed to you, tliat he may conclude rtiaiters. you re- 
mitting to him the termination thereof, in the form yoii 
ihall think fit, fiich as may be for the fecuriiy of the laid 
decree, and that all may be obfcrved in the form, which 
by it is ordained and commanded, any laws and pragma- 
ticas of my faid kingdoms, and dominions, ofdonnancc^ 
Uile, ufe and cutlom, or any thing vhatfoever, to the con- 
trary not with ftanding : All which, and foralinuch as re-* 
iites to thefe prcR-nts, I dilpenfc with, abrogate, afld dero- 
gate, muke void and annul, comit for nothmg, and of no" 
Value and force, and that thele prefents remain in iiiU 
force and vigour for the future. Done in Zaragoza, the 
26ih of June, in the year 1645.

Forafmuch as by nty letter and decree of the 19th of 
March, of this prefent year, I did grant to you, the fub- 
jeQs of the king of Great Britain, who refide in Andaluzia, 
a confirmation and approbation of the privil^es, cedulas, 
and franchises which were granted you by the crowns of 
Caftille and Portugal, and commanded that they fliould be 
kept, and obfervedto you the faid articles of peace> made 
between my crowns and that of England, and that hy my 
otheri cedula of the 26th of June of the fame year, you may 
name, a judge, confervator, that (hall take cognizance of all 
your fraufes civil and criminal, as well in thofe in which 
you (hall be plaintiffs, as in thofe in which you ihall be de- 
fendants, 1 with, other conditions, amplifications, and pre- 
eminences, ifi the faid decree and cedula contained, re- 
ferring my felf to the tenor thereof. . , 

And now on . ypur part, relation having been made to 
me, that having prefented the laft ■ cedula in the aflembly 
of the court of degrees of the city of Se villa, a copy there- 
of was ordered to be given to Don Juan de Villalva, my 
fifcal of the faid court, who kept it in his poffeflion from 
the 15th of July, without having anfwered it till now, 
which hath hindered and deprived you of the benefit and 
performance of the faid decree and cedula, to your great 
prejudice and detriment, although by what is ordained 
thereby, the judge confervator ought to take cognizance 
of all caufes, civil and criminal, as well being plaintiffs as 
defendants, with any perfbn whatfoever you fliould trade 
with, your intent being only to enjoy the faid privileges 
and judge confervator, when there uiould be any law-fuits 
between thofe of your nation, whether you be plaintiffs or 
defendants, and whether the caufes be civil, or whether 
they be criminal, and when the fuits fhall be with Spani- 
ards, or with other perfons of different nations, the con- 
fervator is to take cognizance fofar only of the caufes in

which ybu ftiall be civilly or criminaDy profecuted as de- 
fendants, and not in which you fliall be plaintiffs, humbly 
intreating me, thai whereas in this particular you have 
waved and defilted from the faid privilege before Alanfo 
de Alarcon, that I would be plealed to declare it, with the 
conditions, amplifications, and preeminences, as may be 
moll convenient for you, and Ihall be moft necelfary for 
the greater force of what is infifted, of what my pleafiire 
lhallbe;andbecaurethatforihe fervice ofthewars.youhave 
offered to aflill me with one thoufand five hundred ducats in 
filver, payable at certain prefixed days, I have thought 
fit, and by thefe prefents I will and declare, tliat whcBi the 
fuits Ihall be between thofe of your natioHj whether you be 
plaintiffs or defendants, or the caufes fhall be civil or 
criminal, you (hall enjoy the faid privilege and its condi- 
tions : and when the laid fitits fhall be with Spaniards, or 
with otlier perfons of divers nations, that the judge con- 
fervator fhall take cognizance, and do take cognizance 
only of the caulcs in which you fhall be civilly or crimi- 
nally defendants, and not when you fhall be plaintiffs. 

And becaufe that the duties of excife of millones, which 
arc impofed on bacallao dry and frefh, pillchards, herrings, 
and faimon, and other kinds of filh, frefli and faltcd, it 
Was ordered that it fliould be recovered of thofe which 
Con fume it; and by reafon the farmers of thefe duties, 
and judges which take cognizance of thefe caufes, do oc- 
cafion you great grievances, and oblige you to pay two 
hundred marvedis for each quintal of bacallao, ana ac- 
cordingly on o:her forts as are permitted, and upon the 
arrival of the fhips at the ports of Malaga, Cadiz and San 
Lucar, they oblige you to declare the quantity of fifh you 
bring, charging you by the great for the whole, oblig- 
ing you to the payment thereof as money due to me, 
and oblige you to the payment thereof in four months of 
what it amounts to, which is unjuft, becaufe that thofe 
who buy thefe kinds, are clergymen, fryars, monks, and 
other perfons which have privileges and habits, mayors, 
aldermen, and common-council men, for which caufe the 
farmers of thefe duties will not recover them of fuch, but 
, recover them of you for the whole, widioutconfiderinj^ 
the quantity they ftcal from you, that which is rotten, and

what you fpend in your own families, and if you infift cm 
the recovery thereof of fuch perfons, they treat you ill, 
and do not pay you ; therefore I will and command, that 
tiiis duty be recovered of the buyers and confumers, and 
that the fanners put a perfon for their account, that may 
recover the fame, as is done in the revenuies of alcavala 
and almoxarifazgo, with this condition, that you be ol>liged, 
as I obliK you, that you (hall regifter all the faid kind^ 
of 6fh aforefaid, as you are obliged to do, according to 
the general difpatches, without that this may be in any 
manner avoided. 

And becaufe from the vifits which the farmers of dutiea 
tnake you, there refults a great deal of trouble, I will 
and command, chat in the cities of Malaga, San Lucar 
and Cadiz, be obferved to you, and kept the privilege, 
riiat they may not examine the merchandizes which are 
in your houlcs, according to what is ordered and com- 
manded by the faid decree, of the nineteenth of Marcli 
of this prefent year, being the fame which is granted to 
thofe who refiae in the city of Sevilla : and likewife X 
command that the faid fearch may not be made by any 
iarmer, if in the Cuttom-houfe you have paid all the duw 
ticsj and that this be obferved to you, and aceomplifhed 
inviolably. 

And becaufe that all (hips that come to thefc my faid 
kingdoms, from thofe of England, Ireland and Scotland, 
the rainifter of the contrabands, and of the almoxarifazga 
upon fearching them, as they enter the ports, caufe great 
vex uions, and trouble to the matters of them, and fbut 
up ti e holes and hatcl es of the faid fhips, deferring the 
vifiting them eight or fitteen days, putting waiters Bboard 
at the cod of the mafters, who they will have to maintain 
them, and make them prefents, I command the feid mt- 
nifters, as well of the contraband, as thofe of ahnoxarifaz- 
go and every of them, that within three days they fhalJ 
and do make the faid vifit, without putting waiters aboard 
them or taking any duties by rea(on thereof, and if they 
fhall put them, it fhall be at the coft of the chief almoxan-, 
fa/^o, and the admiralty, fince you owe nothing: and 
when there (hall come into the faid ports of Malaga, Ca- 
diz, and San Lucar, any Ihip with provUjons, or m^r^ 

cbandises^ 



tliandizes, neither at the lime of the vifit.andoFthe unload- }. 

JTig, lior at any other, as aforefaid, I order iliat the 
judges, and officers of tlie contraband; nor admiraliy, 
nor any others, may not put, or do put in tliem waiters 
at the colt of the mafters or Owners, nor do give you any 
trouble, -either the one, or the other upon that account, 
according to what is ordered in the fourth article of the ' 
inftitution of thfe faid admiralty, by which it is expreft, 
relating theieuiuo, for the fatisfaftion of the waiters and 
other officers, in the eighth article of the peace, in 
which it is ordered. That the vaffals of the one king in the 
territory of the other, Ihall be treated as the natives, them- 
felves, in whofe fhips never are put waiters at the coft of 
the mafters, or owners thereof. 

And becaufe alfo, that the officers of the contraband 
in the faid ports, as foon as the ftiips call: anchor, demand 
of the mafters their manifcft, and if they do not find in 
it the merchandizes that come configncd to you, they 
give you trouble, although you have the bills of lading 
that the mafters have figned for them, to deliver them 
according to their confignment, in which you receive a 
great deal of damage, becaufe that the beft inftrument 
you can have is the bills of lading, becaufe that by them, 
you may oblige them by juftice to deliver you your goods, 
and if the mailers by negleft or malice, do not write them 
in the faid manifeft, it is not juft, that they execute the 
punifhment upon the owners of the goods, but upon the 
mafters and (hips, and in fo doing, the manifeft Ihall be 
always jnftifiablc. Wherefore it is my will, and I declare, 
that the mailers do c'omply with exhibiting their manifeft, 
within three days after their arrival in the faid ports, and 
I command, that by reafon hereof, the owner of the 
goods Ihewing the bill of lading, you may not give him 
any trouble, or moleitation whatfoever. 

And becaufe hkewife the judges for exportation, and 
other officers, caufe you much trouble and ve?:ation if 
they find in the Ihip any money, and it being neceftary 
that the mafters have a jiim according to the tonnage, to 
buy fails, cables, anchors, and other neceffary ftores, \ 
give licence and permiflion, that having firft made a re- 
gifter, as is ufual, every fliip may have three pieces of eight

(cur every ton, for the ftid porpofe, and not for aiy ottie^, 
without therefore that upon that account they be put to 
any trouble. 

And becaufe, that alfo they of the excife ofiBce 
of the laid city <^ Sevilla, occafion you trouble, vexation, 
and law-fuits, laying, that there is an order that you 
fliall manifett the butter, leather, and other merchandi* 
zes, and provifions, and that you declare the price you^ 
fell them at, and to what perfons, by which meam it i$ 
two years (inee, that you have not brought any butter to 
the faid city, and the order doth not relate to the ftrangen 
that bring thefe goods, and provifions by lea, but only 
with the retailers that go to buy them in the ports, and 
bring them to the faid citv to gain by them, I declare, 
diat you have no obligation to make the faid manifeft 
and declaration, nor can tliey be obliged thereby to make 
them, nor to make a procels againft you, and if they do, I 
command they be remitted to the judge confervator to 
determine them. 

And becaufe that many times you have taken leafeaof 
the houfes in which you live, and keep your merchan* 
dizes, and while vou are in them perfons of great autho- 
rity take them from you, before your leafe is expired, 
becaufe they be large and ftand where trade is, and 
oblige you to remove the goods, whereby they are da- 
maged and ilolen from you ; I will, and command, that 
during the time of your leafe, the faid houfes may not be 
taken from you by any perfon, although he may be a 
judge, and have a particular privilege. 

And that all this may be certain* and fecure, I com-^ 
mand the Agent, and judges of my court of degrees of 
the city of Se\'illa, and the judges of the courts thereof, 
and my governor of the faid city, and his deputy, and 
the other jndges and jttftices thereof^ and of others what- 
foeyer cities, villages, and places of my kingdoms, and 
dominions of my crowns of Caftile, to whpm principally 
or accidentally fliall concern what is hare contained, thai 
^H caufes which fliall be depending, in which you fliall be 
defendants, being of the qualities in this my letter con- 
tained, that they may provide and give order, that they 
may be remitted prefently to the judge confervator, as I

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have named you, in the poftiire they fhafl be, though 
they may have been begun before, or after my faid de-

ihe faid decree, and cedulas, and in this my letter, but 
that they obfcrve, and fulfil, and caufc to be ofaferved, 
and fulfilled, and executed in all, and through »li, as 
therein is contained, and that each of you, in that pan 
which fhall concern him, do caufe them lo be put in true 
and due execution eifeftually, fo as in all rcfpeRi it may 
■be complied with, without that it be neceflary to have 
further recourfe to me hereupon, whatfoever laws, and 
pragmaticas of thefe my kingdoms and dominions, ordi- 
nances, ftiles, ufc and cuftom, which iliey have, or might 
have, to the contrary notwithilanding; with which, for as 
much as relates to thefe prefents, I diipenfc, abrogate and 
derogate, make void and null, and give for no value and ef- 
fcfl, thefe prefents remaining in full force and vigour for 
the future, and of this my letter, the clerks of my royal 
treafury are to take notice, and 1 declare, that for this 
grant, you have paid the duty of the media anata. Given 
in Valencia, the nineteenth day of November, in the year 
-one thoufand fix hundred forty five.

The Treaty of UTRtctiT. 

THEIR royal majeliies do mutually promife, thai 
they will faithfully perform and fulfill all and every one 
of the articles of the foregoing treaty, and alt privileges, 
conceffions, agreements, or other advantages whaiilitf- 
ver, arifing to the fuhjeds on cither fide, which arc con- 
tained in ihcm, or in the annexed fchedules; »»d lliat 
-they will at all times caiife the feme to be performed and 
fulfilled by their minifters, officers, or other ruhjeSs, St 
that the fubjefts on each fide may enjoy the full effeft 
of all and every one of them, (thofe only escejned, €o«- 
Q 3 earning 
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cemitig which fomething elfe (hall be eftablUhed in the fol» 
lowing articles, to the mutual fatisfadion of each party) anj 
of all thole iikewife which are contained in the foUowing ar« 
tides. Moreover, the treaty of 1670, made between the 
crowns of Great Britain and Spain, for preventing all differ 
rences, reftr^ining depredations, and eftabtiibing peace 
between tiie iaid crowns in America, is again ratified and 
confirmed, without any prejudice however to any contra^ 
or other privilege or leave granted by his Catholick Mar 
jefty to the queen of Great Britain, or her fubje^si, in the 
late treaty of peace, or in the contract of Affiento, asi Ukc^ 
wife without prejudice to any liberty or powers, which the 
fuhje£|s of Great Britain enjoyed befgre* eithei; thrpiig)i 
right, fufferance or indulgence. 

II. The fubj^£ts of their majefties^ aradipg. refpe6lively 
in the dominions of their faid majefties, ihalt not be boiMtid 
to pay greater duties, or other imports wbatfc^veiT,. for 
their imports or exports,, than (hall be exaBed of. and paid, 
by the fubjeds of the moft favoured ligation; and if it fhall 
happen in time to come, that any diminutions of dutiqs, w 
other advantages fliall be granted by either .fide, to any 
foreign nation, the fubje&s of es^ch crown fliall reciprocal- 
ly and fully enjoy the fame. And as it has been ^greedt 
as is above mentioned, concerning the ra^es of duties, fo.it 
is ordained as a general rule between their majefties, that 
all and every one of their fubje3s fiiallt in ^ lands and pkir 
ces fubje6l to the command of their refpeflive majefties, 
ufe and enjoy, at leait ^he faipe privileges, liberties and 
immunities, concerning all impofts or duties whatfoever, 
which relate to perfons, wares, merchandize, fhips, freight- 
ing, mariners, navigation and commerce, and enjoy the 
fame favour in all things (as well in the courts of juftice, as 
in all thofe things which relate to trade, or any other right 
whatfoever) as the moft favoured n^tipn ufes and enjoys, 
or may ufe and enjoy forthc future, as is explained more 
at large in the 38th article of the treaty of 1662:^ vhiclk is 
Ipecially inferted in the foregoing article. 

III. Whereas by the treaty of peace lately concly d^d 
• between their royal majefties, it was laid as the bafis and 

foundation of the faid treaty, that the fubjefls of Great Bri- 
tain ihould ufe and enjoy the fame privileges and lil^rty 
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of trade lliroughout all the donrtnions of Spain, wfcich ihty 
enjoyed in the time of Charles II. and therefore the tame 
rule isiikcwife, and ought to be, the bafis and foundation 
of the prcfcnt treaty of commerce, (winch is undcrilood 
to extend reciprocally to the fubjetls of Spain trading in 
Great Britain, in regard to whatibcvcr, by agreement, be- 
longs to them:) and i,\hcreas a certain, clear, and expe- 
ditious method of paying the duties, is of the greateft ufc 
in fettling trade upon a good fuol, and to the mucuai ad- 
vantage of each nation; it is iht-rcfore agreed and con- 
cluded, ibat within the fpace of three months from the ra- 
tification of this treaty, commin'aries api.oipicd for that 
purpofe by their rei|-tfiive niajcfties, fhall meei on the 
part of each of iheir royai ir.ajeliies, cither at Madrid or 
Cadiz; by vhom a iiev book of laies Iliall, wiifvoot any 
delay of lime, be made, which book of rales fhaii ke pub- 
lished in every port, and fh.all contain, and (cverally cx- 
prels the duties which are hereafter to be paid for vares 
brought mto, or carried out of Cajlillc, Arragon, Valen- 
cia and Catalonia, and Hiall fettle thcp in fuch a manner, 
that all the different imports which, in the time of the laie 
king Charles II. were paid under feveral names, and in 
different cuftom^houfcs, lor wares entering into, or going 
out of the poriB of Spain, (the kingdoms of Arragon and 
Valencia, and the principality of Catalonia being coraprc- 
bended therein, Guipufcoa and Eifcaya, of which men- 
tion Ihall be made hereafter, only excepted) (hall be put 
together, and be contained in one duty, and payable only 
in one fum. 

But whereas the Briiifh ambaflador made prefling in- 
flances, that it might be given as a rule to the faid com- 
ntiffaries, that no greater duties, or other jmpofls whatso- 
ever, fliotild be made payable in any port, wet or dry, in 
his faid Catholick Majedys dominions, by lie faid new 
book of rates, than what were paid in the cuftom-houfes 
pf the port of St. Mary's, or Cadiz, in the reign of the 
late king of Spain, Charles II. the ambaffadors of Spain 
have coniented, and it is agreed and (lipulated, that that 
rule fhall be obfervcd in thofe very ports of Cadiz and St* 
Gary's ; fo that all augmentations of duties which were in- 
troduced in the faid ports aher the time of Charles IL 
Q, 4 on 
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on occafion of the war, or under the tide of babiliialJon, 
or a. y other whatfoever, ceafing and being taken away, 
the Britifh fubje£ls fhall not, before or after the faid book 
of rates is fettled, be bound to pay any greater duties, of 
what fort foever, oi under what name (bever, for their 
imports or exports in the ports of St. Mary's and Ca<ji^; 
than what were paid there in the time of King Charles II. ■ 
Moreover, in regard to the ports of St. Mary's and Cai 
diz, the faid commiflaries (hall be ftridly enjoined not to 
make the new book of rates according to the old indexei 
of duties, which, by reafon of the exorbitant rights that 
were appointed to be paid by' them; ceaffed to be in ufeirt 
the time of CharJes.lL but fffall follow the tenor of tjiofe . 
indexes only, (which whether they were cotilimonly caffed 
arancd or regifters) fhall be found to have fubfifted in the 
time of king Charles II. and to have been i!hc rtile b^ 
which the duties were then paid. 

And it is further agreed, that the ilibjeds df*Gi^t Bri*^ 
tain, having paid thefe duties for their wares in the faid 
ports, to wit, thofe, until the new itidexes are made, which 
were paid in the time of Charles il. or elfe fiich asflmli 
be made payable by the faid new 'book of rates, - fliaM have 
liberty totranfport the faid wares, either by fea or 1aftd,in^ 
to any other port or place of the afbrefaid dominions of 
Spain, nor fhall the duties which were paid before, be re- 
exafted on that occafion. 

Moreover, for preventing all difputes, which (notwith- 
Handing the exaft admfinifbration of juftice in Spain in tdl • 
other rerpe6b; have formerly arifen concerning other du- 
ties, which, to the great prejudice of trade and tradfers, n 
have been exafted f ;rmcrly ; it is agreed, that wares whicK 
have paid the duties in the manner aforefaid at Cadiz, or 
the port of St. Mary's, and are tranfported in order to be? 
fold by 'vholefale, fhall be free and clear from any other 
duty whatfoever, throughout all Spain, provided however, • 
that the proprietor of the faid wares or fa6lors bring cer- 
tificates, that the duties were duly paid in the manner afore- . 
faid. oiherwife fuch ware« fliall be looked upon as fraudu-* 
lently tranfported. But as to the payment of the rights 
commonly called de AkavaloSy CientoSy and Millones, it is 

•agreed; 
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agreed, that it fhall be regulaied according to die fifth 
cijfhih article of this treaty. 

Bui becaufe the Spanifti ambafladors are perfuaded, that 
the duties in every port of Spain cannot be reduced to the 
fame rule with thofe which are or may become cuftomary 
in Cadiz, or the port of St. Mary's, without violating the 
laws of Spain, and fcveral privileges there, which have 
the force of laws, nor without the too great prejudice of 
their king and mailer; it is therefore thought proper to 
leave this matter to the determination of the commjfla- 
ries who (hall be appointed to fettle the new book of 
rates. 

But his Cathotick Majerty promifcs, that he will imme- 
diately take off all augmentations of duties in the faid 
ports, which have been introduced there fince the time of 
Charles II. on occafion of the war, or under the title of 
habilitations, or any other whatfoever, and that either the 
feme rule fhall be oWerved in thofe ports, which is agreed 
to in the ports of St. Mary's and Cadiz, or elfe at leaft 
that the fame rule fhall be obfer\'ed. as well before as af- 
ter the faid new book of rates (hall be made, which had 
obtained in each refpeQive port in the time of king 
Charles 11. fo that hereafter no greater duties ihall be ex- 
afted there, or in any other place of paffage, than what 
were paid in the faid places in the time of Charles II. 
In the fame places ftiall be likewife oblerved, what has 
been above appointed in this article concerning the rights 
de AlcavaloSjCientoi, and Millonti. 

As to the ports of Guipulcoa and Bifcaya, and others, 
not fubjeft to the laws of Cadille, in which lefs duties 
were paid in the time of Charles II. than at Cadiz, or in 
the port of St. Mary's, his Catholick Majefty promifes, 
that thofe duties (hall not be augmented in the faid places 
by the new book of rates, but ihall. in the mean time, re- 
main as they were in the time of Charles II. All wares, 
however brought into the ports of Bilcaya and Guipufcoa, 
which (hail afterwards be carried by land into the king- 
doms of Cadille or Arragon, fhall be bound to pay fuch 
duties in the port where they firft enter the faid kingdoms, 
as were paid there in the time of Charles II. or elfe (uch 
its fliaU be eftablidied by the new book of rates. 
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IV. The Cadiolick King confenu and promifes, tint 
for the future, it ihall always be lawful for the fubjeda of 
Great Britain, living in die provinces of fiifcaya and Gui- 
pufcoa, to hire houies or warehouies fit for the prefcrva* 
tion of their merchandize, and his majefty will, by renew- 
ing his orders to diat purpofe, take etfedual care thai it 
fhall be in their power to do this in the like manner, and 
with the fame pnvileges, with which the faid Britiih fob* 
jefts, by virtue of the aforefaid treaty of 1667, or of any 
diploma or ordinance, granted by their Catholick Ma- 
jefties, did enjoy, or ought to have enjoyed, that liberty 
in Andalufta, or in ^ny other ports and places of Spain 
whatfoever. The fubjeOs of Spain ftiall enjoy thie lame 
liberty in any ports and places of Great Britain, with 
all the privileges belonging to them by the aforefaid 
treaty. 

V.^To prevent abufes in colleding the rights called 
de Akavahs (S- Curitos, his Catholick Majefty contents, that 
the fubjeds of Great Britain, who {hall bring their wares 
into any port of Spain, wet or dry, in order to fell them 
by who!e4le, ihall have their choice, whether they will pay 
the faid rights de Alcavaloi, & CietUos, in the firft place or 
port that they arrive at, or elfe according to the laws of 
CaftiHe, at the place where, and at the time when they 
are fold ; which faid rights (ball be the fame as were paid 
in the time of king Charles II. And it is further agreed, 
that the fubjefts of Great Britain, may fend or carry the 
wares, for which the faid rights de Alcavdos have oncQ 
been paid, into any port or place whatfoever, belonging 
to his Catholick Majefty 's dominions in Europe, (ifi order 
to fell them there by wholefale; without any moleftation 
or repetition of the faid duties, or exaction of any others 
for the firft fale ; provided however, that they who carry 
the faid wares, ftiall bring receipts or certificates from the 
farmers, or commiflioners of the cuftom^houfes, from 
whence it may appear, that the faid rjghts have been paid 
for thofe wares, and likewife other certificates, proving 
that the faid wares have not yet been fold, but if any mer- 
chant fells his wares by retail, he ftiall be bound under 
fuch penalties as are inflided by law, to pay all the local 
and municipal duties which are 4ue w4 cuftQmiury «t.tbe 
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fale of them, logeihcr with the rights de Alcavtilos (^ CiCTitos, 
and all others wliatfoever. 

His CatliohckMajcfty farther confents, that if after the 
ccrtficates abovemeiitioiied have been Ihewn, any officer, 
or gatherer of duties, {hall exact the faid rights again, or 
fhall give any trouble, or flop the jfafTage of the wares on 
thai account, the officer guilty of the laid fault, (hall incur 
the penalty of 2000 ducats, payable to the ufe of his raa- 

jeily's chamber, or of the general hofpitalat Madrid; the 
notaries of the ctiftom-houfes, or the contraband, Ihatl not 
receive above 15 Ryals Villon, for difpatching the faid cer- 
tificates, unlefs it (hall be otherwife agreed w fettling the 
pew book of rates, 

VI. And as tiie fiibjeEts of their majefties are to enjoy 
on both fides an entire, fecure, and unmolefted ufe and 
liberty of navigation and coainierce, as long as the peace 
and friendfhip, entered into by their majelHes, and their 
frowns, (hall continue, fo likewife iheir majefties have pro- 
vided, that the faid fubje6ls fhall not be deprived of that 
fecurity for any little difference which may pollibly arifc, 
but that they (hallj on the contrary, enjoy all the bene- 
fits of peace, until war be declared between Uic two 

; prawns. 

t And it is further agreed, that if it fiiould happen, (which 
God prevent) diat war Ihould arife, and be declared be- 
tween their majefties and their kingdoms, then according 
to the contents of the 36th article of the aforementioned 
treaty of ^667, after the declaration of fuch a rupture, the 
ipace of fix months (hall be allowed to the fubjetts of each 
party, refiding in the dominions of the other, inwhichtbey 
Ihall be permitted to withdraw with their families, good*, 
merchandizes, effefls, and fliips, and to tranfport them, 
after having paid the due and accuftomed impofts, either 
by Tea or land, to whaiJbever place they pleafe, as they 
fhall alfo be fuffered to fell and alienate their moveable 
and immoveable goods, and freely, and without any di- 

.fturbance, to carry away the price of them, nor fiiall their 

.goods, wealth, merchandizes or effefts, much lefs their 
perfons, be in the mean time detained or molefted, by any 

■ ieizure qr arreft. Moreover, the fubjeBs of each fide 
ft^, ip the mean time, enjoy and pbtaiin quick and 

I impartial 
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tfAfmitia) jaftice, by means of which they may, before the 
expiration of the fix months, recover the jbocmIs and cffetis 
which ihcy have lent, either to tiie pubUck, or to private 
perfons. 

VII. And it is further agreed, that all the lofles which 
the fubjefls of either crown Ihall duly prove, that (hey 
have fuftained in the beginning of the late war, (contrary 
to ihe tetior of the 36th article of the abovementioned 
treaty) whether they confided of moveable or immoveable 
goods, fhall be reciprocally made good, without any delay 
to them, their lawful procurators, heirs, or ihofe to whom 
their caule is intruded, and reditinion Ihall be made of 
thofe goods, whether lands, buildings, or inheritance, dr 
of what fort foever they are, which remain and were con- 
fifcated, and the juftand lawful price of thofe goods which 
canfiot be recovered, whether moveable or immoveable, 
fhall be paid; and their majePies have articled and agreed, 
thai the faid payments, the pretcnfions to them being, as 
is aforefaid, fully proved, (half faithfully be perfonnedj and 
made by their treafurers on each pan. 

Vni. It is agreed, and his Catholick Majefty will give 
effeSiial orders to that purpofe, that the duties tipon fift, 
and other provilion, called Millon, fhall not be demanded 
in the place where the laid wares firll arrive, but the faid 
duties (hall be paid according to the ancient cuftom efta- 
blilhed by law, only in the place of confumptton, and 
vhen the wares are fold; and not before. 

IX. His Catholick Majefty promifcs, that thofe mer- 
chandizes, which are not particularly mentioned in the ca- 
talogue of rates, which is to be made according to the third 
article of this treaty, fliall be charged with the lame duties 
in proportion to their value, and no greater than ihofe 
which are laid upon merchandizes named in the faid cata- 
logue of rates. And if any difference arifcs between the 
farmers of the cullom-houfej, or commiffaries, and any 
merchai)t, concerning the value of any wares, it (half be 
in the choice of the merchant to fell hi.s wares to the far- 
mer or commilTary, at the price the fanner of the cullom- 
houfe valued them (which price fhall be immediately paid 
in ready money, the dirties only deducted) or elle to give 
part of his merchandizes at the rale fet upon them, «s 

hath 
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hath been mentioned, to the farmer or commifTary, infteatt 
of the duty, and retain the reft. 

X. It is agreed, that in cafe the BritliTi fubje^is fliall 
bring any wares from any part of the coaib of Africa, in- 
to Spain, and the lamefhall be admitted to pay ihe duties, 
thofe being duly paid, the faid wares (hall not afterwards 
be charged, either by the captains -general of the coafts, 
or connmanders of the harbours, or any body elfc, with 
any other duties, under what name or title foever, ex- 
cepting fuch as are payable in general, for all wares of the 
fame Ibrt, at the time of their lale. 

XI. The mafters of merchant-fhips, who fhall enter in- 
to any port of Spain with their (hips, (hall be obliged, 
within iweniy-fbur hours after their arrival, to deliver two 
declarations, or inventories, of their wares, or of that part 
of them which they are to unlade there, viz. one declara- 
tion to the farmer of the cuflom-houfcs, or commiflary, 
and another to the judge of the contraband, nor (hall they 
open the hatches of their{hips, tilt they either have (earch- 
ers with them, or have leave given ihem by the farmer of 
the cuftom-houfes to do it. No wares fhali be unladen 
with any other view than that of being immediately car- 
ried to liie ciiftomhoufes, according to a pcrmifllon which 
ftall be given in writing for that end. It (hall not be law- 
ful however for any of the judges of contraband, or other 
officers of the cullom-houles, under any pretence whatfo- 
cver, to open any bags, chclts, hogCheads, or other cover* 
of any wares whatfoever, belonging to rhe lubje£ls of Great 
Britain, while they are carrying] to the cuftom-houfe, and 
before they are brought thither, and the proprietor of them, 

, or his faflor, is alfo come, who may difcharge the ditties, 
and take the goods into his own cuftody. But the faid 
judges of contraband, or their deputies, may be prefent 
when the wares are taken oiii of the (hips, and alfo when 
they are declared and laid open in the cuftom-houfe, and 
if there he fufpicion of deceit, as that it is defigned to lay 
open one merchandize inftead of another, it (hall be law- 
fid for him to open all the bags, chefts, and hoglheads, Co 
this be done in the cuftom-houfe, and no other place, and 
in the prefence of the merchant, or his faftor, and not 

-t^therwife. But, when the goods have beenexpofed, and 
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Cirri^ away from the cuftoni*houfe, And the cbefts, Iiogf^ 
beads, or other covers containing them, have been mark*'' 
ed with the figo or feai of the proper officer, na judge o( 
the contrabaiul» or other officer, (hall prefume to open 
them again, or to hinder them from being carried to the 
merchant's houfe. Neither fhall it be lawful for them/ 
luider any pretence whatfbever, to hinder the faid goods 
from being carried from one houfe or warehoufe to ano- 
ther, withm the walls or coropafs of the faid city or pta<;e ; 
provided that be done between the hours of eight in the 
morning, and five in the evening, and previous notice be 
given to the fanners of the rights de Alcavalos & Cientos^ 
ef the intent with which thofe goods are removed, to wit^ 
whether it be that they (hould be fold, that in that cafe 
thofe duties, if not paid before, may be paid there, or at 
the place of fale ; or, if they are not to be fold, then a 
certificate may be given, after the ufual manner, to the 
merchant. FurthernK)re, it (ball be lawful to carry wares 
from any port or place within the king of Spain's domi-* 
nions, to any other port or place, either by fea or land, 
under fuch conditions as are cxprefled in the fifth article 
of this treaty. 

XII. The duties upon merchandize brought into the 
Canary iflands, exported from thence by Britifh fubjefts, 
fhall not be greater than thofe that were paid in the reign 
of the late king Charles II. or fuch as (hall become payable 
by the new book of rates* 

XIII. ThefubjeQsof each of their majefties, who arc 
in debt to the fubjeSs of the other, whether the debts 
vere contracted before the beginning of the faid war, or 
vithin the fpace of fix months after it was begun, or (du- 
ring the war, under the protection of letters of fafc conduft) 
or laflly, after a truce w as made between the two crowns, 
fliall be bound and obliged faithfully to pay the fame, in 
the fame manner as if war had never arofe between the two 
crowns, nor (hall they be permitted to raife any excep* 
tions againft the juft demands of their creditors, on pre- 
tence of the war. 

XIV. His Catholick Majefty gives leave to the fubjefts 
of Great Britain to fettle themfelves^ and dwell in the town 

called 
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called St. Ander, Upon the terms that afe'exprefled in ttifl 
ggth article of the treaty of 1667. 

XV. As to the judge conren/ator, and others to be fub- 
ftiluted by him, if this privilege be granted to any other fo- 
reign natijn whatfoever, the liibjetts of Great Britain (hall 
Hkewife enjoy it. In the mean time however, and until 
fome thing cenain ftiall be determined in this matter, hfs 
Catholick Majefty will giveexprcfs orders to all and every 
one of tl e judges of his kingdom, and to all others whom- 
focver, who are any ways concerned in die adminiftration, 
or execution of jiillice, and fliall enjoin the fame under 
ihe ttridelt penalties, to do jullice, and caufe it to be ex- 
ecuted, without any delay, paniality, favour, or afFec- 
tion. in all caufes relating 10 the fubjefts of Great 
Britain. 

The Catholick King confents, that appeals from femen- 
ccs in caules concerning the Britifh fubjefls, may be 
brought before die tribunal of the council of war at Ma- 
drid, and no where elfe. 

XVI. Ifanyminifter, or other fubjeft of her majefty 
of Great Britain, or of his Catholick Majefty, fhall violate 
this treaty, or any article of it, he (hall be refponfible for 
all the damage occafioned by it; and if he be placed in 
any publick office, he (hall, befides making fatisfaflion to 
the injured party, (as is aforefaidj be deprived of his of- 
fice alfo. 

XVII. The fubjefts of Great Britain having brought 
by fea from any odier port in Spain, wine, brandy, oil, 
foap. dried grapes, or other merchandizes, and producing 
certificates, that the duties were paid at the place whence 
they (et fail, (hall be fuffercd to put the fame into their 
ftiips lying at Cadiz, or there to remove them from one 
fliip to another (with the conlent of the infpeftors of the 
maritime affairs, and in the prefence of them, or their 
deputies, if they have a mind to be there, and at a feafbn- 
ablc dme to be appointed by the fai4 infpeftors, within 
four and twenty hours, in order to prevent ail frauds what- 
foever) and to carry away from thence ; with this liberty, 
that they (hall not pay the duly called Hondcaxt, or any 
other of entrance, or going out. 

The 
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Tht yrtfam CfMty (ball be ntified by (he moft Terem 
queen of Grett Britain, and the moft ferene Catholkk 
Kin^, andtheratificationi ihall be exchanged at Utrecht, 
vithm two Biontbfk or iboner, if poffible.

WE having feen and confidered tlie above-written 
treaty, have approved, ratified, and confirmed 
the fame, as we do by thefc prefents, for ourfelves, our 
heirK and faccedbrs, approve, ratify, and confirm it, ex- 
cepting only three articles thereof, viz. the third, fifth, and 
eighth, concluded at Utrecht, which are to be obferved 
and underftoodin the manner and form following: 

III. T X THEREAS, by the late treaty of peace it isa- 
V V greed and cftablifhed as a bafis and founda* 
tion, that the fubjeds of Great Britain, in what regards 
commerce, (hall enjoy the fame liberties and privileges 
which they enjoyed in the reign of king Charles II. in all 
parts of the king of Spain's dominions, which rule is what 
is alio to ferve for a bafis and foundation of the prefent 
treaty of commerce, and is to be underftood reciprocally 
in favour of the king of Spain's fubjeQs trading in the 
dominions of Great Britain. And as nothing can contri- 
bute more to eftablifh tlie commerce to a mutual benefit 
than a Bxed, clear, and eafy rule in paying the duties, 
cfpecially on a nK)derate footing, and proportionable to 
the value of tlie merchandize, in order to prevent the 
frauds that otherwise would be praflifed, to the prejudice 
oftherevenucs of either crown, which has been often ex- 
perienced in Spain, where the eftabliflied duties by the 
ancient books of rates are exceffive ; in confideration 
whereof his Catholick Majeftv, being defirous to avoid the 

like 
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like conlequcnccs, and to favour, augment, and'facililale> 
in all that depends upon him, the commerce, in as ample 
a manner, as her Britannick majcfty defires, hath con- 
fented, on his part, to fupprefs and make void tlie diffe- 
rent duties payable upon importation and exportation, con- 
tained in the ancient books of rates, as alfo ihofe that have 
been impofed fince, under any name or pretence whatfb- 
cver, and content himfelf with one only duty to be paid 
on importation of all goods and merchandize, after the rate 
of lo per cent, of their value ; and the like duty upon all 
goods and merchandize, which fliall be exported out of 
his dominions, whether the valuation be made by weight, 
meafure, piece, or ad valorem ; and the fame duty fhall 
be collefted in all the ports of entry in Spain, comprehend- 
ing thofe of Arragon, Valencia, and Catalonia, excepting 
out of this general rule, Bifcaya and Guipufcoa, whofe du- 
ties of importation and exportation are to remain as ihey 
were in the time of Charles 11. And that the faid lo per 
fcent. being once paid, the farmers or officers of the ciif- 
tom-houfes where thofe goods (hall be entered, fliall be 
obliged to mark the fame with the proper feals and marks 
of their otEce, and alfo give the requifite dlfpatches; by 
virtue of which, the proprietors of the goods may freely 
tranfport them to all the other parts of Spain where they 
pleafe, without being liable to pay any other duty, impo- 
fition, or charges, to the ufe or tenefit of his CathoHck 
Majefty, in any ports or parts of Spain whatfoevcr, in re- 
ipeftof tranlportiiigthe faid merchandize, over and above 
what they have paid, in purfuance of this new aranccl^ 
provided the receipts and marks are produced ; in default 
of which, they ffiall be efteemed to be fraudulently tranf- 
Jwrted. But it is to be imderftood, that this is not to ex- 
tend to the Alcavalas, Cientos, and Millones. in relation 
to which, proviiion is made in the fifth and eighth articles 
of this treaty. 

And forainmch as the ambalTador of England hath repre- 
fentcd, that to avoid all differences and difputes for the fu- 
ture, it is abfulutcly neceflary to eftablilh a certain valua- 
tion, or rate of the feveral forts of merchandize, by which 
the faid duty of lo per cent, fliall always be paid, and not 
altered, either by means of the augmentation or dlniinu- 
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iion of the* price of the laid merchandize, which iriayhere^ 
after happen in the commerce, in any time, or in any part 
of the kingdom ; it is agreed by their Catholick and Bri* 
tannick majefties, by their ambafladors, that in the term 
of three months, from the ratification of this treaty, or 
fooncr, if poffible, commiflaries^named andauthorifed by 
both their majefties in due form, (hall meet at Madrid, or 
in Cadiz, who, without lofs of time, (hall proceed to the 
forming a new book of rates, in fuch a manner, as to fix 
and limit what (hall be paid for the future, on all forts of 
merchandize, as well upon importation as exportation; 
and fo as that all the different duties which were payable^ 
either before or in the time of Charles 11. or (ince, under 
whatfoever name or pretence, or collefted in diflFerent 
cuftom-houfes or offices, (hall be comprehended in this 
only duty ; payable in one fum, whether upon importation 
or exportation, in all the ports of Spain, and (hall extend 
to the kingdoms of Arragon, Valencia, and principality of 
Catalonia, and their dependencies, excepting only the pro- 
vinces of Guipufcoa and Bifcaya, of which mention hasf 
been already made. And whereas great inftances have 
been made by the ambaffador of Great Britain, that direc- 
tions be given to the faid commifTaries, that they take care, 
and above all, do obferve, as a fixed rule, that this duty 
be laid equally and generally in all the ports and cuftom- 
houfes of Spain, upon the importation and exportation of 
all goods and merchandize, after the rate of i o per cent, 
of the value which fuch goods and merchandize bear in the 
courfe of trade, between the merchants of Cadiz and port 
St. Mary's ; to which the ambafTadors of Spain have con- 
fented ; always provided, that the goods and commodities 
which Ihall be imported into the kingdom of Spain, by the 
ports of Bifcaya and Guipufcoa, and afterwards tranfport- 
ed into the other provinces depending on the kingdoms of 
Caftille and Arragon, (hall be obliged to pay at the firft 
cuftom-houfe of entry into the faid kingdoms, the duties 
which (hall be eftablifhed in this new book of rates. 

V. To prevent the abufes that may be committed in 
coUedling the duties called Alcavalas & Cientos, his Catho- 
lick majefty confents, that the fubjeQs of her Britannick 
majefty (hall not be obliged to pay thefe duties, during 

fuch 
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inch time ais they think fit to let their merchandize remain 
in the magazines of the cuftom-houfes appointed for that 
purpofe ; but when they (hall think fit to take out the faid 
goods, either to be tranlported farther into the country, 
feil them in the fame place, or cariy them to their own 
houfcs, it fhall be permitted them fo to do, upon giving 
his bond, with fuflBcient fecurity, to pay the faid duties of 
Alcavalas & Cienfos, for the firft fale, in two months after 
the date of his bond, upon which he (hall have receipts gi- 
ven him for the faid duties, and the goods fhall be marked 
with the proper mark and feal of the farmers of the faid 
Alcavalas and Cienios, where fuch bond and fecurity (hall 
be given for the firft fale, after which the faid merchandize 
may be tranfpofted, and fold by wholefale, in any port or 
place belonging to the king of Spain in Europe ; and that 
no obftruftion or hindrance (hall be made upon account 
of the faid duties, nor the proprietor liable to pay a fecond 
time in refpefl; of the firft fale, provided thofe who carry 
the feid merchandizes produce the receipts and mj^rks of 
the farmer, or proper officer, concerned in the colleQiotf 
ofthefe duties, or making fufficient proof of their not be- 
ing fold befofe. But if, on the contrary, any merchant 
do feil his goods by retail, he fhall be obliged to pay the 
laid duties o( Alcavalas and Cientos a fecond time, under 
the pains eftablifhed by the laws. And his Catholick Ma- 
jefty declares, that if any officer of the Alcavalas and Ci- 
entos fhall exaft a fecond time the faid duties on the fame 
merchandize, when the faid receipts and marks have been 
produced, or fhould obftruft their paffage, or tranfpor- 
tation, or occafion the leatt impediment, fuch officer (hall 
be fined 2000 Crowns, to the benefit of his majefty's reve- . 
nues. And the officers of the cuftom-houfes fhall not de- 
mand, or take, for making fuch receipts or certificates,, 
more than 15 reals vellon, unlefs it be otherwife fettled in 
the new book of rates. ■ 

VIII. His Catholick Majefty confents, that the duties 
commonly called Millones, which are payable upon fifh, 
and other forts of domcftick provifions, fhall not be de- . 
manded in the firft ports or cuftom-houfes of entry in 
Spain, during fuch time as the prpprietors will let them re- 
main in the warehoufes appointed for that purpofe. But in 
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cafe the owner Ihall defire to take them out, either to fejd 
into the country, fell them on the place, or cany them 
to their own houfes, they are then to give bond, .with good 
iecurity, to pay the faia duty of Miilones in two months 
after date of the faid bond, npon which the neceifary 
difpatches are to be given them. And the (aid iner* 
chandize (hall be marked with the feals or marks of the 
farmers of the Miilones where the faid duties were fecured, 
after which the faid goods may be traniported to, and ibid 
in the places where they are to be confumed, without pay- 
ing any new duties of Miilones. His majefty alfo declares, 
that if after the receipts are produced, any officer belong- 
ing to the farmers of the MilloneSy fhould exa£l a fecond 
time the fame duties on the fame goods, or (hould oppofe 
their pafiage, tranfport or fale, or occafion the leafl impc« 
diment, the faid officer ihall be fined 2000 crow^s^ for 
the benefit of his majefty 's revenue, 

Therefoki, by virtue ofthefeprefents, we do approve 
and tatify the treaty above written, as likewife the three 
articles, viz. the third, fifth, and eighth, as they are fet 
forth in this ihftrument pf ratification, and ^re to be taken 
as part of the faid treaty, and to have the fame force and 
effefl, as if they had been infertcd therein : promifing and 
engaging our royal word, that we will faithfully and reli- 
gioufly perform and obferve, all and Angular the things a- 
greed upon in this treaty ,- and that we will not fuflPer the 
fame to be violated by any one, as far as lies in our power. 
For the greater teftimony and validity whereof, we have 
caufed oui^ great feal to be affixed to thefe prefents, which 
we figned with our royal hand. Given at our cafUe of 
Windlbr, the 7th day of February, 1714^, in the twelfth 
year of our reign.

BY the prefent feparate article, which (ball be altoge- 
ther of the fame validity and force, as if it was infert- 
ed word for word in the treaty of commerce this day con- 
cluded, between their royal majefties of Great Britain and 
Spain, and (hall for that end be ratified, as well as the faid 
treaty; his Catholick Majelty confents, that it fhall at all 
limes hereafter be lawful for the Britiih fubje£ls, who Ihall 
live in the Canary illands, for t-he fake of their trade, to 
nominate fome one perfon, being a fubjeft of Spain, who 
fliall execute the office of judge confervator there, and 
fliall at the firfl: inftance take cognizance of all caiifes re- 
lating to the commerce of the Britiih fubjeBs ; and his roy- 
al majefty promifes, that he will grant commiflions to fuch 
judge confervator fo named, together with the fame au- 
thority, and all the privileges which the judges conferva- 
tors have formerly enjoyed in Andalufia. And if the Brl- 
tifli fubjefts fliall defire to have more judges of that fort 
tiiere, or to change thofe that are appointed every three 

f'cars, it fliail be allowed and granted them. His Catho- 
ick Majefly confents likcwife, that appeals from the fen- 
t^nces of the faid judge confervator, fiiall be brought be- 
fore the tribunal at the council of war at. Madridj and no 
where elfq.

Who bc-r 
ing affembled in the city of Antwerp, which by commoii 
confent had been named for the place of congreft, an(| 
having exchanged their fiiU powers, copies whereof are ii|-- 
^rted at the end of this treaty, after many conferences, 
have agreed for, and in the name of his Imperial and Ca< 
tholick Majefty, his firitannick Majefty, and the Ix^rds 
the States General, in the manner as follows : 

I. The States General of the United Provinces, inune^' 
diately after the exchange of the ratifications of the pre* 
fent treaty, fliall, by virtue of the grand alliance in 1701, 
and of the engagements they have entered into fi^ce, re- 
mit to his Impenal and Catholick Majefty all the proving 
ct% and towns of the Netherlands, with their dependen- 
cies, as well thofe which were poflfeiT^d by the late i;ing of 
Spain, Charles II. of glorious memory, as thofe whidl 
were lately given up by his late majefty the moft Chri- 
ftian King, aifo of glorious memory; wnich provinces and 
towns together, as well thofe that are remitted by this pre-; 
fent treaty, as thofe which were remitted before, (hall here* 
after be and compofe in whole or in part, but one undir 
vtdable, unalienable, and unchangeable domain, which 
ihall be infeparable from the eftatesofthe houfe of Auftria 
in Germany, to be enjoved by his Imperial and Catholiclf 
Majefty, his heirs ana uicceffors, in full and irrevokablo 
fiwereignty and propriety ; that is to fey, with TCfpeft to 
the former, as they were enjoyed, or ought to have been 
enjoyed, by the late king Charles 11. of glorious memo* 
ry, purfuant to the treaty of Rylwick i $ind with refpeft tQ' 
the hitter, in the fame manner, and upoji x\ic fame condi^ 
fions as they were furrendered i;p, and remitted to the 
lords the States General, by the late moft Chriftian King, 
of glorious memory, in favour of the moft ftuguft houfe of 
Auftria, and without any other charges, mortgages or en- 
gagements, which may have been conftiti^tecj on U^? f^ 
of the States General, and to their pro^U 
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II. His Imperial and Catholick Majefty promifes and 
engages, that no province, city, place, fortrcls or territory 
of the faid Netherlands, ftiall be furrendered, transferred, 
granted, or deicend to the crown of France, nor to any 
prince or princefs of the houfe and line of France, nor to 
any other who (hall not be the fuccelTor, heir and poflef- 
for of the dominions of the houfe of Auitria in Germany-, 
either by donation, fale, exchange, marriage -contraft, in- 
heritance, teilamentary fucceflion, or ab intfjl-alo, or upon 
any other title or pretext whatfoever. So that not any 
province, city, place, fortrefs or territory of the faid Ne- 
therlands, fliall ever be fubje£t to any other prince, i\\xa 
the fucceffbrs of the faid houfe of Aullria ; only excepting 
what was formerly yielded to the kingof Pruffia, and wlat 
fiiali be given up by the prcfcnt treaty to the faid lords die 
States General. 

III. Whereas the fafety of the Auftrian Netherlands 
will chiefly depend upon the number of troops tliat may 
be kept in the faid Netlierlands, and places that are to form 
the barrier which has been promifed to the lords the State* 
General by the grand alliance, his Imperial and Catholick 
Majelly, and their High MightinelTes, have agreed con- 
flantly to maintain therein, at their own expence, a lx>dy 
of from 30 to 35000, whereof his Imperial and Catholick 
Majefty (hall provide thi-ee fifths, and the States General 
two fifths. Provided always, that if his Imperial and Ca- 
tholick Majefty ftiall diminilh his quota, it ftiall be in the 
power of the (aid States General, to leffen theirs in pro- 
portion : and when there is any appearance of war or at- 
tack, the faid body (haft be augmented to 40,000 men, ac- 
cording to the fame proportion ; and, in cafe of aflual 
War, a farther force (hall be agreed upon, according as 
fliall be found neccftary. The repartition of the faid troops 
in time of peace, for as much as concerns the places com- 
mitted to the guard of the troops of their High Mightinef- 
fes, (hall be made by them oniy, and the repartition of 
the reft by the governor of the Netherlands, by imparting 
reciprocally to each other, the dilpofttions they fhaft have 
made. 

IV. His Imperial and Catholick Majefty gjrants to the 
States General, a privative or feparate garrilon of their own 
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troops, in the towns and caftlcs of Namur and TournajTy 
and in the towns of Menin, Furnes, Wameton, Ypres, 
and Fort Knoque ; and the States General engage them- 
felves, not to employ any troops in the faid places, which 
although in their own pay, belong to any prince or nation 
that may be at war with, or fufpefted to be in engagements 
contrary to the interefts of his Imperial and Catholick Ma^ 
jcfty. . , . 

V. It is agreed, that in the town of Dendermonde there 
fliall be a common garrifon, which (hall be compofed, for 
riie prefent, of one batallion of Imperial troops, and one 
batallion of the troops of the States General ; and that if 
hereafter it fhould be neceflary to augment the faid gar- 
rifon, fuch augmentations fhall be made equally by the 
troops of both parties, and by mutual concert. The go- 
vernor fhall be put in by his Imperial and Catholick Ma- 
jefty, and, together with the fdbaltern officers, Ihall- take 
an oath to the States General, never to do, or fuffer any 
riling to be done in the faid town, which may be prejudicial 
to their fervice, with refpeft to the prefervation of the 
town and garrifon : and he fhall be obliged, by the faid 
oath, to grant free paflage to their troops always, and as 
often as they fhall defire ; provided it be demanded before-* 
hand, and that it be for a moderate number at a time. 

VI. His Imperial and Catholick Majefty confents alfa, 
riiat in the places hereby granted to the States General, 
to hold their feparate garrifons in, they may place fuch 
governors, commanders, and otfeer officers that compofe 
the flate major as they fhall think fit, on condition that 
they fhall be no charge to his Imperial and Catholick Ma- 
jefty, nor to the provinces and towns, unlefs it be for con- 
venient lodging, and the emoluments accruing from the 
fortifications, and that they be not perfons who may be 
difagreeable or fufpefted to his majefty, for particular rea- 
sons that may be given. 

VII. Which governors, commanders and officers, fhall 
be entirely and feparately dependent on, and fubjeft to 
the fole orders and jurifdiQ.ion of the States General, for 
all.that concerns the defence, guard, fecurity, and all other 
military affairs of their places. But the faid governors, as 
well as their fubalterns, fliall be obliged to take an oath to 
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"his Imperial aiid Catholick Majefty, to keep tlic fald pla- 
ces true to the fovereigiity ofthe houre of Auftria, and not 
to intermeddle in any other affairs, according to the 
form that is agreed upon and inferted at the end of this 
treaty. 

VIII. The generals (hall give to one another recipro- 
cally, as well in the towns where his Imperial and Catho- 
lick Majefty has a garrifon, as in thofe intrufled to the 
guard of the troops of their High Mightineffes the States 
General, the honours ufually paid according to their cha- 
rafter, and the nature of theirfervicc ; and in cafe the go- 
vernor-general of the Netherlands come into places com- 
mitted to the guard of their High Mightineffcs, the fame 
honours (hall be paid to him which he ufually receives in 
the places garrifoned by the troops of his Imperial and 
Cathohck Majefty; and he fliall even give the word there: 
but all this without prejudice to tlie fixth article. And 
the governors, or in their abfcnce the commanders, Jhall 
give nodce to the faid governor-general of the difpolitions 
by them made for the fecurity and guard of the places 
committed to their care; and they fhall have a due regard 
for the changes which the laid governor- general fhall judge 
proper to make. 

IX. His Imperial Catholick Majefty grants to ihetroops 
ofthe States General, wherever they are in garrifon, the 
free exercife of their religion, fo as to be in particular pla- 
ces convenient and proportionable to the number ofthe 
garrifon, which the magilirates fliall aflign and maintain in 
every town and place where there has been none afligned 
already, and to which places no external mark of a church 
fiiaU be given : and it (hall be ftriftly enjoined by both par- 
ties, to the civil and niilitaiy officers, as alfo to ecclefiaf- 
ticks, and all others concerned, to hinder all occafion of 
fcandal and controver/ies that may arifc upon the fubjeft 
of religion ; and when any difpute or difficulty fliali hap- 
pen, both parties fliall amicably accommodate it. And as 
for religion, with regard to the inhabitants of the Auftrian 
Netherlands, all things (liall continue and remain on the 
fame foot they were during the reign of Charles II. of 
glorious memory. 

X. All 
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X. All the ammunitioii, strtilleiy, and arms of ihi 
States General, as alfo materials for the fortifications, com 
in time of fcarcity, provifions to put into the mag^nes^ 
when there is an appearance of war ; and moreover, the 
cloth and furniture for clothing the foldiers, which Ihall 
be certified to be defigned for that ufe, fhall p^ freely, 
and without paying any cuftomsor tolls, by Virtue of pa£& 
ports which fiiall be demanded and granted, upon the fye-^ 
cification figned ; on c^ondition neverthele&, that at . thcf 
firft cuftom-houfe of his Imperial and Catbolick Majefty^ 
where the faid provifions, materials, arms and mountings 
fball enter, and at the place where they are to be unladen; 
the boats and other carriages may be duly vifited, to hin^ 
der the mixture of other merchandize therewith, and tcf 

Erevent fraud and abufe ; againft which it fhall be always 
Lwful to take fuch precautions, as length of time and ex- 
perience fhall fhew to be neceflary : and the governors and 
their fubaltems fhall not be permitted in any manner what^ 
foever, to hinder the efieQ: of this article. 

XI. The States General may change their gsirrifons, and 
the difpofition of the troops in the towns and places com-> 
mitted to their particular guard, according as they fhall 
judge proper, and no body fhall on any ptetente whatfof 
ever, hinder or flop the pafTage of the troops, which they 
fiialt from time to time fend thither, or draw from thence^ 
And the faid troops may even, in cafe it be required, pafs 
thro' all the towns of Brabant and Flanders, and thro' alt 
the open country, and make bridges as well over the ca- 
nal betwixt Bruges and Ghent, as over all other canals and 
rivers which they fhall find in their road ; on conditio^ 
Tieverthelefs, that they fhall be the troops of a prince or 
nation not in war with his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, 
nor fufpefled to be in any engagement or league contrary 
to his interefts, as is faid above in the fourth article, and 
that notice fhall be given of it beforehand, and requefl 
made to the governor-general, of the Netherlands, with 
whom the routes and other affairs fhall be regulated, by 
fome perfon who fhall have their High Mightinefles com- 
miffion. The regulation made by the States General 
for the paflage of the troops, fhall be obferved here, 
as it is obferved in their own country : and the States 
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General fhall obferve to make the faid change of garri- 
fons, ^s well as the difpofitions neceflary to it, with as 
little charge and incoriveniency as poffible, to the inhabi- 
tants. 

XII. For as much as the common fafety demands in 
time of war, or in imminent danger of war, that the States 
General ftiould fend their troops to places that are moft ex- 
pofed to the danger of being attacked or furprized, it -is 
agreed between his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, and 
the States General, that their troops (hall be received into 
the faid places, as far as fhall be neceffary for their de- 
fence, when it fhall be evidently the, cafe; alwjiys provided^ 
that this be done by agreement and concert with the gover- 
nor-general of the Netherlands. 

XIII. The States General may, at their own coft and 
cxpence, caufe the faid towns and places to be fortified, 
either by new works, or by caufing the old to be repair- 
ed, and maintain them, and generally provide all that they 
ftall find neceffary for the fecurity and defence of the faid 
towns and places; excepting that they (hall not caufe new 
fortifications to be built, without giving notice of it before- 
hand, to the governor-general of the Netherlands, and 
having his opinion and advice thereupon, nor bring the 
charges thereof to the account of his Imperial and Ca- 
tholick Majefty, or the country, without his faid majefty 's 
confent. 

XIV. For the fecurity of the commurtication between, 
the United Provinces, and the places of the barrier, his Im- 
perial and Catholick Majefty fhall take care fo to order it, 
that the letters and meflengers, as well ordinary as extra-, 
ordinary, may pafs freely to and from the towns and pla- 
ces of the barrier, and thofe of other countries; on condi- 
tion that the faid meffengers carry ho letters or packets for 
merchants, or other private perfbns, which as well for the 
places of the barrier, as for all other countries, fhall be 
put in at the poft-offices of his Imperial and Catholick 
Majefty. 

XV. As for the artillery, magazines and military pro- 
vifibns which their High Mightineffes have in the towns 
and places which they remit to his Imperial and Catho- 
lick Majefty, they fhaJl be allowed to carry them out with- 
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out any hindrance, and without paying any cuftoms or tolla^ 
as well thofe which they brought thither themfelves, as the 
artillery marked with their arms, and loft in the late war, 
or otherwife belonging to them, and found in the faid pla- 
ces when taken ; unlefs his Imperial and Catholick Ma* 
jefty defire to take the faid artillery and ammunition up- 
on his own account, and agree with their High Mightinel^ 
fcs for the price, before the places are furrendered. And 
as for the artillery and ammunition at this time in the places 
committed to the guaf d of the troops of the States Gene- 
ral, they Ihall be left to their keeping and dire3ion, ac: 
cording to the inventories that fliall be drawn up and fignr 
ed on both fides, before the exchange of the ratifications 
of the prefent treaty; but they fhall not be tranfported 
elfewhere without common confent, and the property fliall 
remain to his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, for as much 
as they are found in the faid places at the time of their cef- 
fion or furrender. 

XVI. In cafe the provinces of the Auftrian Netherlands 
be attacked, and it happen (which God forbid) that the 
enemy's forces ftiould enter Brabant, to aS there, and lay 
fiege to any place in the faid province, or any of thole 
that form the barriei, their High Mightinefles Ihall be 
permitted to caufe their troops to enter and take poft in 
the towns and places on the Demer, from the Schelde to 
the Maefe, as alfo to make retrenchments, lines and inuiv 
dations there, as much as the circumftances of the war fhafl 
require, to hinder the farther progrefs of the enemy; pro- 
vided the whole be done in concert with the governor-ge- 
neral of the Netherlands. 

XVII. As it appears by the experience of the laft war, 
that for fecuring the frontiers of the States General in Flanr 
ders, it was neceffary to leave fo many confiderable bodies 
of troops there, that Ae army was thereby very much 
weakened : to prevent this inconvenience, and the better 
to fecure the faid frontiers for the future, his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty yields to the States General fuch forts, 
and as much of tlie territory of the Auftrian Flanders bor- 
dering upon the faid frontiers, as they fliall want to make 
the necelfary inundations, and for covering them from the 
Schelde to the fea, in places where they are not already 
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f\ifficiemly fecured, and where they cannot be fecured by 
making inundations upon thofc lands only that already be- 
long to the States General, 

For this purpofe his Imperial and Catholick Maje[[y a- 
erces and approves, that the limits of the States General 
in Flanders Ihall hereafter begin at the fea between Blan- 
kenbcrg and Hcyfl, at the place where there are no downs ; 
provided they do not caule or permit any villages or houfes 
to be built near that port, nor futFer fifliermen to fettle 
there, nor make any lluices to the fea there. 

And their High Mightineffes promife moreover, that if 
they think fit to caufe any fortificanons to be built at the 
head of their new limits^ they will take care not to weaken 
the dyke ; and they will not only defray the extraordinary 
expcnces that may be incurred on account of the faid for- 
tifications, but will alfo indemnify the inhabitants of the. 
Auftrian Netherlands from all lodes they may fuftain, in 
cafe the fea comes to make inundations through the faid 
fortifications. 

There (hall be drawn from the poll abovenamed, a di- 
rett line to Grootewege, from whence the line lliali be 
continued towards Heyft, and from Heyft it Ihall go to the 
Dric-hoeck and Swarte-fluice, from thence to fort St, Do- 
nas, which his Imperial and Catholick Majefly yields in 
full propriety and ibvereignty to their High Mightineffes, 
(provided the gates of the fluices of the faid fort be left 
open in time of peace;) and in like manner he gives up 
the land fituatc on the north fide of the above-mentioned 
l^ne. 

From fort St, Donas, the new limits of the States Ge- 
neral (hall extend to fort St. Job, from whence they (hall 
fall in with the old ones near the town of Middleburg ; 
which limits (V.all be condnued along the Zydelings Dyke, 
as far as the place where the Eckelofe Watercourfe and 
the AVater-loop meet at a fluicc, 

. After this the limits Ihall run from the Graaf-Jaans Dyke 
. to the villageof Bouchout, (theproprieiorsofwhofe fluices 
are permitted to place them where they were before! and 
from Bouchout tlie line (hall he continued (trait forward 
to the anticni limits of the States General. 
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His Imperial and Catholick Majefty gives^ up alfei in 
full and entire fovereignty to the States General, the tcp* 
ritory fituate on the north fide of the Kne. 

And in regard it is- neceflary for their entire feeurity, 
that the inundation be continued from Bouchout, as far a» 
the canal of Sas van Ghent, along the Graaf-Jaans.Dyke^ 
their High Mightinefles (hall be permitted, in time of war, 
to take poffeffion of, and fortify alt the fluices that they 
fliall find in the Graaf-Jaans Dyke, and the Zydelihg^ 
Dyke. 

As for the town of Sas van Ghent, the limits fliall 
be extended to the diftance of two thoufand geometri- 
cal paces ; provided that na villus be included in that 
Ipace. 

And for the preferva^n ef the fower Schelde, and ther 
communication between Brabant and Dutch Flanders, hist 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty gives up to the StaitesCe* 
neral, the fall and entire property and fovereignty of the- 
villageand Polder of Doel, together with the Poldtewof St. 
Anne and Keteniffe. 

And whereas, in time of war it will Be neceflary; for th& 
better fecurity, to make inundations through the fluices, 
between the forts of the Meer and the Perle, his Imperiar 
and Catholick Majefty ftiall, as foon as the barrier i^ at- 
tacked, or a war begun, remit the guard of the Perle fort, 
and the fluices, to their High Mightinefles; provided 
that as foon as the war is over, their High Mightineflcs^ 
fliall reftore the faid fluices and fort to his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty, together with tliofe which they fliall, in^ 
that time, have taken pofleflion of on the Graaf-Jaans 
dyke, and Zydelings dyke. The States General fliail nor 
make any inundation in time of peace, and when they find 
themfelves obliged to make any in time of war, they fliall- 
give previous notice of it to- the governor-general of the* 
Netherlands, and concert the aff^r with the generals that- 
command the armies in the Netherlands: promifing more- 
over, that if upon occafion of the giving up to them fome 
fluices (whereof the inhabitants of the Auftrian Flanders 
fliall retain the free ufe in time of peace) they fliould hap- 
pen to fuffer any damage or prejudice, eidicr from the 
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commander^, or* otker military Queers, the States Gene« 
ral (ball not only remedy it immediately, but (ball alio give 
iatisfa^on to thefe concerned. > 

. And beqaufe by this new fituation of the limits, it will 
^ necefljiry to altcjr the toU-lpufes, for preventing frauds, 
which i^ a cafe wherein his I^l{>erial and Catholick Ma- 
jtjfty, and their High Mightincflfes, are equally concerned, 
X^e. places fball ^e agreed on for eilablifbing the faid offi- 
«c68, aiyl.lqr fucb /artherprecautiojis as it fhall be thought 
convenient tgf ta|cc. 

. k is ijiorjcover Stipulated by this article, that a juft va* 
iMipn iball ht Qia4e before the ratification of the prefent 
treaty of the revenues ariiing to the fovereign, from the 
lands which Ihall be yielded to their High Mightineffes 
by this article, SkS alfo of what profit accrued to the fove- 
reign, by the renewing of grants on the foot that they were 
agreed to for thirty years laft paft, to be deduQed and fet 
ioff from the amiiial fubfidy of 500,000 crowns. 
: And the Roman-catholick religion Ihall be preferved 
nnd maintained in the places given up as above, on the 
l^me footing as it is now, and was exercifed in the reign of 
king Charles II. of glorious memory ; and all the privile- 
^s of the inhabitants ihall be preferved and maintained in 
{ike manner. 

The fort. of Rodenhuyfen (hall be razed, and the diflfe- 
fences touching the canal of Bruges ihall be refetared to 
riie decifion of neutral arbitrators chofe by both parties ; 
l^rovided, . that by the giving up of the fort of St. Donas, 
riie people of the town of Sluys ihall not have more right 
upon that tw^9 tthan tliey had before that place was 
^iejded up. 

. ' XVHI. Hi« imperial and CathoUck Majefty yields to 
ihcir High Mightineifes the States General for ever, in 
full fovereignty. and propriety, the town of V^nlo in the 
i^ipper quarter of Guelderland, with its pre;ci«6l andjurif- 
di&ion, . and the fort of St. Michael, and moreover the fort 
rf Stevcnrwaert," with its territory or jurifdiflion ; as alfo 
as much land as fhall be neceCTaiy to augment their forti- 
jGcations on this fide the Macfe: And his faid majeily pro- 
mifes, that he will never caufe tc) be built, or permit any 
gather to buiid any fortification, of what name foever, with- 
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in the diftance of half a league from the faid fbrtrefs. 
Moreover, his Imperial and Catholick Majefty gives up to 
the States General, the ammanie of Montfort, confifting 
(with exception to the villages of Swalmt and Elmt, which 
he referves to himfelf) of the little towns of Nteuftadc and 
Echt, with the following villages, viz. Ohc and Lack, 
Roofteren, Braght, Beefel, Belfen, Vlodorp, Poftert, Berg; 
Lin, and Montfort, to be poflefled by the faid States Ge- 
neral, in the manner as they were enjoyed by his majefty 
king Charles IL of glorious memory, with the perfec- 
tures, burghs, fiefs, lands, funds, quit-rents, revenues, tolb, 
of what nature foever, fubfidies, contributions and col- 
le6Uons, fealties, demefnes, and others whatfocver, be- 
longing to the faid places given up as aforefaid. The whole 
however, without prejudice to, and faving all the rights 
which may belong to the king of PrufBa, &c. and not- 
withftanding all exceptions, preienfions, or cavils already 
made, or that may hereafter be formed to difturbthe States 
General in the peaceable pofleffion of the places yielded 
up by the prefent article ; all compafts, conventions, or 
difpofitions, contrary to the prefent article, being deem- 
ed null and void. 

Provided, and be it underftood, that this furrender is 
made with this exprefs claufe, that the ftatutes, antient 
cuftoms, and, in general, all privileges civil and ecclefi* 
aftical, as well with regard to the magiftrates and private 
perfons, as to the churches, convents, monafteries, fchools, 
feminaries, hofpitals, and other publick places, with all 
their appurtenancies and dependencies, as alfo the diocefan 
right of biftiop of the Ruremonde, and in general every 
thing that concerns the rights, liberties, immunities, func- 
tions, ufages, ceremonies, and the exercife of the catho- 
lick religion, fliall be preferved and fubfift without any 
charge or innovation, either direftly or indireftly, in all 
the places yielded as above, in the fame manner as in the 
time of king Charles II. ofi»glorious memory, and as it 
fhall be explained on both fides more fully, in cafe any 
difpute happens on that account; and the offices of the ma- 
giftracy and the police, (hall be given to none but perfons 
of ihe Catholick Religion, 
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The right of collation to benefices, which has been hi- 
therto in the fovereign, fhall hereafter belong to the bifhop 
6F Rureraonde ; on condition that the faid benefices (hall 
not be given to perfons difagreeable to the States General, 
for particular reafons that may be alledged. 

It is alfo ftipulated, that the States General fhall not 
pretend to have acquired by the ceffion of the town of Echt, 
any right of judicature or appeal, with refpeft to the chap- 
ter of Thorn, or other lands of the empire ; and it (hall 
be free for his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, to no- 
minate fuch place as he Ihall think fit for the faid judica- 
ture or appeal. 

And becaufe the inhabitants of that part of the upper 
quarter which is hereby furrendered, can no longer carry 
their procefs, in cafe of appeal, to the court of Ruremonde, 
it fhall be free for their High MightinefTes to eftablifh a 
court of appeal for their fubjefts, in what part of the pro- 
vince they think fit. 

It is moreover agreed, that all the duties on import and 
export, which are levied along the Maefe, (hall not be en- 
ereafed or lefTened, in the whole or in part, but by com- 
mon confent; of which duties his Imperial and Catholick 
Majefty fhall receive to his own profit, thofe which are col- 
le£ied at Rurenjonde and Navaigne, and the Lords the 
States General thofe which are paid at Venlo ; and for as 
much as the faid duties upon the Maefe in general, as alfo 
thofe upon the Schelde by V^^y of fubfidy, are appropria- 
ted to the payment of two diftinft annuities, viz. one of 
80,000 florins a year, and another of 70,000, by virtue of 
a tranfaSion paffed and concluded the 26th of December, 
i[687, with his late majefty of Great Britain king Wil- 
liam III.it is j^greed that their High MightinefTes, by rea- 
ibn of the cellion abovementioned, fhall give a yearly fup- 
ply to his Imperial and CathoHck Majefty, in the payment 
of the faid annuities and other debts, which may be there 
mortgaged, in proportion to the produce of the duties 
of import and export which they fhall receive, the whole 
accordiug to the very conftitution of the faid annuities. 

And asfor^he debts contrafted and conftituted upon 
the generality of the upper quarter of Guelderland, the 
States General fhall concur in the paymciit ^hereof, for fa

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much as is their quota, according to the proportion fet 
fonh in the matricula of all the faid upper quarter. All 
the documents and papers which concern the upper quar- 
ter of Guclderland, ftall remain as heretofore, in the ar* 
chieves of Ruremonde. But it is agreed, that an inven- 
tory, or regifler of them (hall be formed at the meeting of 
commifTaries from his Imperial and Catholick Majefl.y, bis 
majcfty of Pruflia, and the lords the States General; and 
an authcntick copy of the faid inventory fliall be given to 
each of thofe three powers, that they may always have fre^ 
accefs to all the papers and documents, whereof they may 
have occafion, for the part which they fcverally pofleis 
in the faid upper quarter of Guelderland ; and an authen^ 
tick copy of fuch papers fhall be delivered to them on the 
firil: demand, 

XIX, In confideration of the great charge, and extra- 
ordinary expence which the States General are unavoidably, 
obliged to be at, as well for maintaining the great number 
of troops which they are engaged by the prefent treaty tq 
keep in the towns above named, as for fupplying the great 
fums abfolutely neceffary for the maintenance and repaii; 
of the. fortifications of the (aid places, and for furuifhing 
them with ammunition and provifions, his Jmperial and 
Catholick Majefty engages and promifes to caufe to be an- 
nually paid to the States General, the fum of 500,000, 
ctowtis, or 1,250,000 florins Dutch money, over and a- 
bove the revenue of the part of the upper quarter of GueU 
derland, given up by his Imperial and Catholick Majefty 
in propriety to the States General, by the 18th article of the 
prefent treaty, as alfo over and above the coft of lodging 
the troops, according to the regulation made in the year 
1698, in the manner as fhall be particularly agreed upon: 
which fum of 500,000 crowns, or 1,250,000 florins Dutch 
money, fliall be fecured and mortgaged, as it is by this ar- 
ticle fecured and mortgaged upon all the revenues of the; 
Auftrian Netherlands in general, including therein thei 
countries yielded up by France; and in particular, upon

faid mortgage, iS for the means and terms of receiving the 
faid fums. 

And the faid payment of the fubfidy of 500,000 crowns, 
or 1,250,000 florins Dutch money, iliall commence from 
the day of the figning the prelent treaty ; from which ihall 
be dcduflcd the revenues of the towns, chatellanies, 
and dependencies yielded by France, in proportion to 
the term eiapfed from the fiid day, till the day on which 
the faid countries Ihall be remitted to his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty, in proportion to what the Slates Gene- 
ral fhaJl receive. 

XX. His Imperial and Catholick Majclly, by this ani- 
cle, confirms and ratifies the capitulations granted to the 
provinces and towns of the Netherlands, heretofore called 
Spanilli, at the time of their redufiion to the obedience 
of his faid majefty, together with the general adminiftra- 
tion of the faid country therein, excrciled by Great Bri- 
tain, and the Stales General of the United Provinces, the 
lawful fovereign having been reprefented by their mini- 
flers who refidcd at BruUels, and by the council of Hate 
commiHioned to the general government of the faid Ne- 
therlands, in purfuance of the power and inflruclions that 
were given them, and of the requells that were made on. 
the part of the two powers, as well in matters of regale, 
juftice and police, as of the finances ; as alfo the pamicu- 
lar adminillration of the Hates, provinces, colleges, towns 
and communities in the open country, as alfo of the fove- 
reign courts of juftice, and die other fubahern courts and 
judges. 

Which afls of police, regale, juftice, and the finances, 
fiiall fubfift and have their full and entire effeft, according 
to the tenor of the faid afls, and fentences paffed; the 
whole in the fame manner, as if they had been done by 
the lawful fovereign of the country, aqd under his govcrn- 
pient. 

XXI. Every thing that is cqmprifedin the foregoing ar- 
ticle fhall alfo be obfcrved, ratified and maintained, on the 
part of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, -with refpeftto 
the upper quarter of Guelderland, and the countries con- 
quered from France, (of which king Charles II. of glorious 
n(fimory, was not in pofilfTion at hii deceafc) for all the 

dif- 
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diipofitions made in the name, and on the part of the States 
General of the United Provinces. 

And as for what concerns ecclefiaftical benefices and 
dignities, thofe who have been preferred to them, and are 
now in pofleflion, (hall not be difplaced ; and thofe who 
are not yet in pofleffion, (hall be admitted to them without 
any oppofition, but by the ways, and in the order of 
jullice, according to tne laws and cuftoms of the Coiin- 
try. 

XXII. His Imperial and CathoJick Majefty acknow" 
ledges, and promifes to fatisfy the obligations entered into 
by his Catbolick Majefty Charles II. of glorious memory, 
for the levies of money which their High Mightineffes 
caufed to be negotiated for his faid majefty, 4 Kft where^ 
of is fubjoined to this article : and as there have not yet 
been remitted to the States General the obligations of the 
Spanifh Netherlands, for the fum of 200,000 Qorins a yeai', 
for payment of the intereft, and reimburfing the principal 
of 1,400,000 florins, taken up at intereft in the year 
1698, to be employed on the neceffary occafions of the 
frontiers of the faid Spanifh Netherlands, and four years 
intereft, amounting to the funi of 224,000 flqrins, where- 
with the faid capital of 1,406,000 florins is encreafed;

IN. N. fwcar and promife, faiiliFully to keep 
which has been committed to my government, in Tuil 
fovcreignty and property for iiis Imperial and Catholicli.

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1,950,000 florins Dutch money, granted annually, an4 
ftipulated by the faid article, has particulariy chaiged the 
ftim of 610,000 florins Dutch money annually, upon the. 
countries, towns, chatellanies and dependencies, yieldedby 
France, according to the following repartition, viz. Up- 
qn the city of Toumay 55,000 florins ; upon the chatellany 
of Tournay called the, Tourpefis, 25,000 florins ; upoq 
the city and verge of Menin 90,000 florins ; and upon 
that part of Weft Flanders which w^ yielded by France, 
ihare and (hare alike among the towns, chatellanies. an^^ 
dependencies, 44,000 florins ; and the refidue thus, viz. 
One-third upon the fubfidies of the province of Brabant, 
amounting to the fum of 213,3334- florins; ^dupon thofe 
of the Province of Flanders, two-thirds, amounting to the 
fumof 426^66&J.florips, making all together the faid' total 
Aim of 500,000 crowns, or ^,250,000 florins Dutch money. 

The portion of the province of Brabant is charged upon 
the contingent of the feven quarters of Antwerp, and the 
other diftrift of Brabant, in the fubfidies of that province. 

And the quot^i. of the province of Flanders upon the 
contingent of the country of Waes, including therein Be- 
veren, the county of Oudenburg, the frank of Bruges, 
country of Aloft, and the town and country of Dender- 
monde, in the fubfidies of that province. And for the 
better fecuring the regular payment of the faid refpeftive 
films, his Imperial and Catholick Majefty promifes and 
engages that it fliall be made quarterly, viz. at the end of 
cveryr three months from the day of the figning of the pre- 
fent treaty : And on failure of payment at the end of the 
faid three months, hisTmperial and Catholick Majefty from

which his Imperial and Catholick Majefty renders thereto 
liable, by virtue of this article. The whole without prejudice 
to the right of their High Mightineffes to the other revenues 
of the fovereign, over and above the fublidy of the pro- 
vinces, fuch as the dudes of import and export, taxes, 
tailles, tolls, and other domains. 

Moreover, it is agreed that the payment of the faid 
fjibfidy fiiall not be retarded, much lefs refufed on pre- 
tence of compentation, liquidation, or any other claims, 
of what name or nature foever they be. 

And this feparate article (hall have the fame force as the 
laid treaty of barrier, altogether as much as if it was there- 
in inferted verbatim, and it (hall be ratified at the fame 
time as tiiis treaty.

WHEREAS fince the treaties of peace and commerce, 
lately concluded at Utrecht, the 13th of July and 
|he gth of December 1713, between his Catholick Ma- 
T a jeft; 
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jcftv and her late Majcfty the Queen of Great Britain of 
glorious memory, there remained ftill fome differences 
about trade and the courfe thereof; andhis Catholick 
Majefty and the King of Great Britain, being inclined to 
maintain and cultivate a firm and inviolable peace and 
fricndfhip, in order to attain to this good end they have 
by their two minifters underwritten, mutually and duly 
qualified^ caufcd tlie following articles to be concluded and 
figned 

I. The Bfitifh fubjefbihall not be obliged to pay higher 
or other duties, for goods coming in or going out of the fc* 
vcral ports of his Catholick Majefly, than thofe they paid 
for the fame goods in King Charles the Second's tinic^ fet-r 
tied by ccdules and ordonnances of the (aid king or bi& 
predcccffors : and although the Gratias commonly called 
Pie del fardo, be not grounded on any royal ordonnance, 
nc\ erthclefs his Catholick Majefty declares, wills and or-i 
dains, that it be obferved now and hereafter as an invio- 
lable law ; which duties (hall be exa£led and raifed now 
and for the future, with the fame advantages and favours 
to the faid fubjefts. 

II. His majefty confirms the treaty made by the Britifl^ 
fiibjefts with the magiftraites of St. Andero, in the year 
1700. 

III. His Catholick Majefty permits the faid fubjeQs to 
gather fait in the ifle of Tortugas, they having enjoyed this 
liberty in the reign of King Charles IJ. without ipterrup* 
tion. 

IV. The faid fubjefts (hall pay no where any higher or 
other duties than thofe paid by the fubje£ts of his Catho* 
lick Majefty in the fame places. 

V. The faid fubjefls fhall enjoy all the rights, privileges, 
franchifes. exemptions, and immunities whatever, which 
they enjoyed before the laft war, b^ virtue of the royal 
cediilcs or ordonnances, and by the -articles of the treaty 
of peace and commerce made at Madrid in 1667, whiqh i* 
hereby fully confirmed; and the faid fubjcQs fhall be ufed in 
Spain in the fame manner as the moft favoured nation, an(| 
confequGi^tly all nations fliall pay thq fame duties oh woqI 
and other merchandizes coming in and going out by fea : 
and all the rights, piivileges, fraiafhifes^ exemptions, and im-^

mimilics that fhall be granted and alloived to the faid (i 
jefts. the like Ihall be granted, obJcrv-cd and pcrmiitcd -_ 
the iiibjefls of Spain, in the kingdoms of his Majclly the 
King of Great Britain. 

VI. And as innovations may have been made in 
trade, his Cathohck Majefty promifes on his part to ufe 
his utmoft endeavours to abolifli them, and for the fnture 
to caufe them to be avoided : in hke manner the King of 
Great Britain promifes to ufe all poflible endeavours to 
abulith aU innovations on his part, and for the future to 
caufe them by all means to be avoided. 

VIL The treaty of commerce made at Utrecht, the 
glh of December 1713, fhal! continue in force, except the 
articles that fliall be found contrary to what is this day con- 
cluded and figncd, which (hall be abolifhed and rendered 
of no force, and etpeciaily the three articles commonly 
called explanatory: and thefe prefents (hall be approved, 
radfied and exchanged on each fide, within the fpacc of 
Cx weeks, or fooner, if poflible. In witnefs whereof, and 
J)y virtue of our full powers, we have (igned thefe prefenis 
at Madrid, the 14th of December, in the year 1715.

Treaty ofmtUual defence between the mojl ferene and mojl po- 
ttnt prince Ch.Ax\e%X\. Emperor o/CcTmd.ny, &?c. and 
ike mofl ferene and mod potent prince George, by the 
Grace of God, A^iw^ 0/ Great Britain, France OTid Ire- 
land, Defender of the Faith, (3c. concluded at Wcftmin- 
ftcr on the 2^ikofMa.y, 1716.

In the name of the mofl Holy and Undivided Trinity. 

BE it known to ail and every one whom it may con- 
cern. The aiigufl emperor of the Romans. Charles 
VI. king of Spain, Hungary, and Bohemia, archduke of 
Auftria, duke of Burgundy, &c. and the molt ferine and 
mod potent prince, George, by the Grace of God, king 
of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, duke ofBrimfwick 
and Lunciiburgh, elc^or of the Holy Roman Empire, 
T 3 &c. 
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&c. having rcflcftcd on the eminent advantages wKicfc 
were derived from the fincere and conftant union of their 
prcdeceffors, and therefore confidering the more attentive;*- 
ly the circumftances of the prefent time, they applied their 
minds to the renewing of the feme for the connnon good. 

Whereupon, by the bleffing of God, concerting counfet^, 
they have agreed m form upon a treaty and mutual alliance 
confiding of the following articles. 

I. That there be between his abovcmentioned InJperiaS 
and Royal Catholick Majefty, and his Sacred Royal Ma- 
jefty of Great Briuin, a fincere friendfliip and union of 
counfcls, and perfeft alliance, that each of them locA up- 
on the other's interefts as his own, andearneftly endeavpttf 
to promote them, and prevent by the beft means he is ablt, 
all damages. 

II. That the defign and end of this defenfive alliance be 
no other than mutually to defend each other, and to pftf- 
ferve themfelves in the poffeffion of the kingdoms, provinceis 
and rights, in the condition they now are, which either ot 
them adually has and enjoys ; if therefore it fhall hap^ 
pen, that the one or the other of thefe allies fhall be hbftile^ 
ly invaded or molefted by any power, it is agreed, that the 
honour, dignity, as alfo the kingdoms, provinces, and 
rights abovcmentioned, which that allypofTefTesin any part 
of Europe at the time of this alliance, or which during the 
fame they fhall by mutual confeht acquird, fhall with com- 
mon aid and affiflance by land and by fea, be preferved, 
defended and maintained inviolable, againll all aggrefTors 
whatfoever ; and likewife that ajuft fatisfaftion fhall be pro- 
cured for any injury which fhall happen to be done. 

III. For attaining this wholefome end, in the forefaid 
cafe of any hoflile invafion, the party attacked fhall notify 
the fame to his ally, who fhall ule all his endeavours witn 
the aggreffor, to induce him to abftain without delay from 
farther hoflility, to make due fatisfaftion for the damiage 
done, and fliall take care for the future fecurity of his 
Ally. 

IV. If this fair means do not fucceed within* the fpace 
of two months, affiflance fhall immediately be fent by the 
ally to the party attacked, nor fhall the fame be recalled till 
what is cxprcfTed in the foregoing fecond article be obtained. 

V. The 
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V. The fuccours, which when this cafe happens, are US 
be furnilhed by the allies, (hall be as follows: On thd 
part of liis Imperial and Catholick Majelly, twelve thou- 
fand men, that is to fay, eight thoufand foot, and four thou- 
fand horfe. And on the part of Iiis facred royal majefty of 
Great Britain, as many tbbufand mfcn ; that is to 
fay, eight thoufand foot, and four thoufand horfe. 
But if the nature of the war fhould require rallier 
tnaritime fuccours, in V^'hole or in part, the ally ihall be 
obliged to furhifh, inftead of tiie faid land forces, fo many 
fliips of war as fliail be equal in expence to the faid num- 
ber of men : So likewife in cafe greater fuccours, either of 
land or fea forces, (hould be necelTary, the allies fhal! with- 
but delay come to an agreement about them, and fhow art 
amicable difpofition on both fides. 

VI. It is agreed, that no other prince or power fliall be 
invited or admitted into this alliance, linlefs by the unani- 
mous and mutual confent of the allies, and in fuch manner 
as fhall be ftipulated and agreed between them. 

VII. But whereas nothing is more defired by cithcralty, 
than, this treaty Being made,to fecure by mutual affiftance 
the common fafety, and pheferve inviolable the publidk 
peace; and there being no doubt but the Mighty States 
General of the United Provinces of the Netherlands afe 
difpofed moil readily to aflift and promote, bj- their a'c- 
"celBon, fo ufeful and fo licceiTary a wdrk, it is therefore 
now thought fit not only^'willingly td' admit the faid States 
General itito thtspt-efent allianc'b-, but to invite theiti ami- 
cably without delay, to enter into it. 

In witnefs whereof ihe'plenipotentiaries as well of his 
Sacred Imperial and Catholick Majefty, as of his Sacrcd 
"Royal Majefty of Great Britaih, have figned thefeipre- 
fents with their hands, and fet their feals thereto. Done at 
Weftminfter on the s^th of May 1716.

Additional Separette and Secret Article. 

WHEREAS it is the principal fcope and intention of 
the treaty of alliance concluded the laft year be- 
tween his Sacred Imperial and Royal Cathulick Majefty 
aiid his Roynl Majcfty of Great liritain, iliat the ujiion 
and fricndftiij) betwixt their faid majeftics may he bound 
in the clofcft engagements that arc poffible, and that oa 
every occafion that oifers they may mutually promote each 
other's intcrefts, and may faithfully and fincerely fecure 
thcrafelvcs againft all enemies whatfocver: and whereas, 
fince the conclufion of the faid alliance, many of his Bri- 
lannick Majefty's rebel fut^ecls have come into fcveraj^ 
of the hereditary provinces of his Imperial and Catholick 
Majcfty, whereby they found means and opportunity -o£ 
carrying on a pernicious correfpondcnce with other iU-a£. 
fefted and fedilious inhabitants of Great Britain, and ufc 
all their endeavours to ftir up a new rebellion in, the faid 
kingdom; whence both the frovcrnmcnt of his Britannick 
Majefty, and the tranquillity ajid repofe of his faithful fiiib- 
jeSs may be continually difturbcd by there fecret fa£lians 
and confpiracies, to tlicir very great detriment. It is 
therefore declared by thefe prcfcnls on the part of his Im- 
perial and Royal Catholick Majefty, that he will grant no 
entertainment, refuge, or paftage, under any pretext what- 
focver 
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foever within his hereditary provinces fituated in Germany 
and Uie Auftrian Nelherlands, to his Britannick Majcliy's 
rebel fubjetils, who are or fliall be declared fuch. nor to ilie 
perfoii commonly called the Pretender. As likcwjfe his 
royal majcfly of Great Britain dotii promiltr, that he ne- 
ver will grant any palTage, entertainment, or refuge, to tlie 
rebel fubjefls of his Imperial and Royal Catholitk Ma- 
jefty, who are or (hall be declared fuch within his king- 
doms of Great Britain and Provinces of the Roman Em- 
pire. Wherefore it is on both fides provided that they 
wilt mutually compel the afbrcfaid rebel fubjecls to de- 
part out of the faid kingdoms and provinces within the 
Ipace of eight days, from the time ilut the niijiilter of 
him, whofe fnbjetts thofe rebels are reputed, ihall have 
made fuch application to his faid Imperial Majefty, or 
his Royal Majcfty, in the name of his mailer. In wit- 
ncls whereof we the commiffioncrs artd plenipotentiaries 
of his Sacred Imperial and Royal Catliolick Majelly, and 
of his Sacred Royal Majefty of Great Britain, by virtue 
of our full powers refpe£iively (the copies whereof are ad- 
ded at the end of this article) have figned this indrumciu 
with our hands.

Convention for explaining the articles of the Afllento, or 
. itontraBjor Negroes, between the mojt Serene and niofi 
Potent Prince George, by Ike Grace nf God, King of 
Great Britain, France, and Ireland, Defender oj (he 
faith, 0c. and the tnoji Serene and mojl Potent Prince 
Philip V. the Catholick King oj Spain. Concluded at 
Madrid, the ^ 0/ May, 1716. 

GEORGE, by the Grace of God, King of Great Bri- 
tain, France, ■and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, 
&c. To all and fingular to whom thcfc prcTent letters (hall 
come, greeting; whereas a curtain convention, for explain- 
ing the articles of the treaty commonly called El Afilento 
de los Negros, the Contrati for Neqroes. between us and 
our good brother Phrlij) V. the Catholick king of Spain 
: I und 
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tnd the tn^ies, was concluded and flgned by miniffers ple^ 
tiipotcntiaries impowered with fufficient authority on both 
fides, at Madrid on the ^ day of the month of May taft^ 
in the form and words following : 

After a long war, which had affliQed almofl all Europe^ 
and had produced difmal efFe8s, it appearing that the con- 
tinuance of it would cfreate yet more, it was agreed with 
the queen of Great Britain of glorious memory, to put a 
ftop to it, by a good and fincerc peace ; and in order id 
render it firm and fotid, and to maintain the union be-* 
twecn the two nations, it was determined that the Affiento 
for fumifhing our Weft Indies with Negroes, (hoiildfor the 
future, and during the time expreflcd in the treaty of Affi- 
ento, be on the accompt of the royal company of £ng-^ 
land ; which faid Company having thereupon made feve- 
ral reprefentations to us by the minifter of Great Britain, 
after they had made the fame to the king their matter, 
concerning fome difficulties which related to certain arti- 
c^s of the fiiid treaty; and we being defirous, not only td 
maintain the peace eftablifhed with the Englifli nation, but 
to preferve and augment it by a perfeft good underftand- 
ing, have comitianded our minifters to confer on the faid 
affair of the Affiento with the minifter plenipotentiary of 
the king of Great Britain, to the end that, as equity re- 
quires, fome agreement might be made on the faid articles, 
as has a&ually been done by the following declarations. 

In the treaty of Affiento made between their Britannick 
and Catholick Majefti6s on March 26, i^ig^ for the car- 
rying of Negroes to the Indies by the company of Englsmd, 
and for the term of thirty years, which were to commence 
from May 1, 1713, his Catholick Majefty was pleafed to 
grant to the faid Company the favour of fending to the: 
Indies every year (during the faid Affiento) a fhip of 500' 
tun, as is mentioned in the faid treaty: on condition that 
the goods with which the faid annual fhip fhould be laderif, 
Ihould not be allowed to be fold bat in the time of th6 
fair ; and that if the fliip arrived in the Indies before the 
fhips from Spain, the faftors employed by the faid con^-^ 
pany fhould be obliged to land all the goods, find depofite 
them in truft in the Catholick King's warehoufes, to bcf 
kept under two keys, and with other circumftances fpech* 

fied 



fied Tn tt\e faid treaty, till they could be fold at the time of 
the fair. 

It has been reprefentcd on the part of his Britannicfe 
Majefty and of the faid cbmpany, that the faid favour was 
granted by the Catholick King to make good the lofles 
vhich the company might fufFer by the Alfiento ; fo that 
if the condition, not to difpofe of the goods but; in the time 
bf the fair, were to be obferved, and the fair not being 
held regulaiiy every year, as experience has (hewn hereto- 
fore, and as may happen hereafter, the company mftead 
of gaining profit, would lofe the prime coft of the cargo; 
it being v6ry well known, that goods will not keep long 
in that country, and particularly at Porto-Bello. For 
this reafbn the company defires an affurance that the faif 
Ihallbe held every year, either at Cartagena, Porto-Belto, 
^r VeraCrtiz; and that notice may be given them at 
'Which of thofe three ports it is intended to keep the fair, 
that they may know where to fend out their fhip; which 
^arriving at the faid ports, if no fair be the fe held, the 
company may vend the goods after a certain limited time, 
^6 be reckoned from the day of the arrival of the faid Ihip 
at fuch port. 

" His majefty being willing to give the king of Great Bri- 
tain hew proofs of his fricndfhip, and to corroborate the 
Qi^ion and good correfpondence between the two nations, 
has declared, and declares, that the fair fhall be held re- 
'gulariy every year, either in Peru, or in New Spain, and 
that notice mall be given to the court of England of the 
«xa& time when the Flota or; Galleons will fail for the In- 
A'es, to the end the company may at the fame time diC- 
.patch the (hip granted by his Cathclick Majefty ; and in 
cafe the Flota and Galleon's fhall not depart from Cadiz 
-before the month of June expires, the faid company ftiall 
be alk)wed to fend away their (hip, giving notice of the 
•day of her failing to the court of Madrid, or to the mini- 
fter of bis Catholick Majefty who Ihall be at London; 
and when ftie fhall arrive at one of the three ports of 
•Cartagena, Porto-Bello, or Vera Cruz, ftie fhall be ob- 
liged to wait there for the Flota or Galleons four months, 
'^o be reckoned from the day of the arrival of the faid fhip ; 
• whicbterm -being expired, the company ftall be allowed 

to 
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to fell their goods without any hindrance ; but it is to be 
underftood, that if this fhip of the company's be bound fo? 
Peru, (he (hall go direQly to Cartagena, and Porto-Belto, 
without paffing into the South-Sea. 

The faid company has alfo reprefented, that th^ num- 
ber and price of Negroes to be bought in Africa being un- 
certain ; and as they muft be purchafed with goods, not 
with money, the quantity of merchandize to be carried to 
that country cannot be exaftly fettled ; and it being im- 
proper to run any hazard of having too few goods for that 
trade, it may happen that there will be an overplus.: where- 
fore the faid company defire, that the goods whiiSli fliall re- 
main undifpofed of in exchange for the Negroes, may be 
carried to the Indies, otherwife they (hould be obliged to 
cad them into the fea ; for obtaining this the faid company 
offer, for the greater fecurity, to depofite the faid gooos 
which fhall remain overplus, in the firft port belonging to 
his Catholick Majefty which their fliip Ihall reach, and in 
the king's warehoufes, to take the fame oa. board agai^ 
when the (hip (hall be on her return to Europe. 

As to the article, importing that, the overplus goods 
which fliall not be difpofed of in purchafing Negroes, and 
for want of warehoufes in Africa, are propofed t;o be car- 
ried to die Indies, to be laid up in his Catholick Mvy^fty'^ 
ports, under two keys, one to be kept by the king's of. 
ficers, and the other by die faftors of the faid company, 
his Catholick Majefty will grant it to be done only at the 
port of Buenos Ayres ; becaufe between Africa and the 
faid port of Buenos Ayres, there is not any ifland or place 
under the dominion of die king of Great Britain where the 
lliips belonging to the AlTiento for Negroes can put in.; 
but it is quite the contrary with refpefl: to the navigation 
between Africa and the ports.of Caracas, Cartagena, For* 
to- Bella, Vera Cruz, Havana, Porto-Rico, and St. Doi- 
mingo : for his Britannick Majefty is among the windward 
iflands polfefTed of the iflands of Barbadoes, Jamaica, and 
feveral others ; at which the faid A(riento (hips may touch, 
and leave the faid overplus goods, which (hali, not have 
been exchanged for the Negroes, and take them in again 
when they return to Europe. By this means all manner 
of fufpicioa is taken away, and the proceedings in the af- 
fair 




fair of the Affiento fliall be with good faith, which ought 
to be delircdon both fides, and is moft convenient. The 
faftors of die faid company fhall be obhgcd, asfoon astlie 
fhip ihalt arrive in the port of Buenos Ayrcs, to give a 
dcclaradon of all the faid goods lo his Caihohck Majeliy's 
officersi on condition, that all the goods which fliall not 
be declared, fliall be immediately confifcatcd and adjiidged 
to his Catholick Majefty. 

The faid company has hkewife reprefentcd to his Catho- 
lick Majefly fomc difficulty that has rifcn about the pay- 
ment of the duties of the year 1713, ftipulated and agreed 
pn by the treaty of Affiento, in which it is faid, that the 
Affiento was to begin on the 1 ft day ofMayinthefaid year : 
but the company having at the fame time purchafed the 
whole number of Negroes, to keep them under his Ca- 
tholick Majefty "s proteftion till the figning of the treaty, 
the importing thofe Negroes into the Indies was not per- 
mitted, by reafon of the claufe which was infcrlcd in the 
j8th article, namely, that the execution of ihe treaty 
fcould not take place till the peace ftiould be proclaimed; 
■fo that the company was obliged to caufe them to be fold 
to the Britilh colonies at confiderable lof^. And though 
the aompany have not received any profit, but fuCfered 
lofs, bv rcalbn of the faid article, and of the faid claufe 
inferted in the faid treaty by his Catholick Majefty 's mi- 
niftcrs; yet the faid company are witling to give proofs 
of their moft humble refpett to his Catholick Majefty, and 
propofc to pay for the year 1714, that is to fay, from the 
1 ft of May, that year forwards, fubmitting intirely to the 
pretenfion for two years: on condition his Catholick Ma- 
jefty will be pleafed to grant to the faid company the per- 
miffion of fending the Chip on the terms above expreffed, 
in which his majefty is intercfttd for the fourth part of the 
gain, with five per cent, on the other three parts ; lb that 
the faid company oblige themfelves to pay to his Catho- 
Jick Majefty's order, as foon as they fhall have a favoura- 
ble anfwer, not only the 200,000 pieces of eight by way of 
^inticipalion, but alii) die money due for the two years: 
which two fums together amount to 466,666 pieces of 
eight and two-thirds. 
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Hk Catholick Majefty liaving confidcred the (aid repre# 
fentation, has been picaled to grant, as he does grant to 
die faki company, that the faid Afliento (hall commence 
from May 1, 1714; and confequendy that the faid com* 
pany fhall be obliged to pay the duties of the two years^ 
which began on May 1, 1714, and ended on May 1, 1716, 
sis well as the 260,000 pieces of eight, by way of anticipa- 
lion ; which fum the faid company are obliged to pay at 
Arafterdam, Paris, London, or Madrid, all in one pay« 
ment, or divided into feveral, as his Catholick Majefty 
fhall think fit; and in the like manner (hall the payments 
be made for the future, as long as the faid Affiento lafts; 
for which payments the efifeQs of the faid company fhall be 
ajifwcrable. 

As to the yearly fliip which his majefty has granted to the 
company, and which they have not fent to the Indies in the 
three years 1714, 1715, and 1716; the company having 
obliged themfelves to pay his Catholick Majefty the daties^ 
and revenues of the aforefeid three years, his majefty is 
pfeafed to make the faid company amends, by allowing 
them to divide the 1,500 tuns into ten annual parts^ to be- 
gin the enfuing year 1717, and end in the year 1727 ; fo 
that the fhip granted by the treaty of Afliento, inftead of 
being but of 500 tun, Ihall be of 650 tun, (each tun being 
to be computed at two pipes of Malaga in meafure, and at 
20 quintals in weight, as is the ordinary computation bcr 
tween Spain and England) during the faid 10 years; on 
condition that the faid fhip fhall be fearched and regiftered 
by his Catholick Majefty 's minifters and ofiicers, who fhall 
te at the ports of Vera Cruz, Cartagena, and Porto-Bello. 

The treaty of Affiento made at Madrid on March 26, 
1713, fliall remain in force, thofe articles excepted which 
Ibal! appear to be contrary to what is concluded and figne4 
this day, which fliall be aboliftied and of no validity; ancl 
thcfc prcfcnts fhall be approved, ratified, and exchanged 
cm both fides, within the term of fix weeks, or fooner if it 
be poffible. In witnefs whereof, and by virtue of our full

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'^ treaty of alliance betzueen Lewis XV. king of France and 
jN'avarre, George king of Great Britain, and the Lords 
the States General of the United PTOvinces,/or the main- 
tenance and guarantee of the treaties oj peace made at 
Utrecht in 1713, and particularly for maintaining iha 
order of the fucceffion to the crotuns of France cth^ Eng- 
land, as eflahlifhcd by thefaid treaties, and for the derno^ 
lition of the port of Mardyke. Concluded at the Hague, 
Jan. 4, 1717. 

LEWIS by the Grace of God king of France and Na- 
varre, to all who (hall fee thel'e prefents, greeting. 
ItVhereas our trufly and well-beloved the Abbot du Bois, 
counfellor in ordinary in our council of ftate; and our 
Irufty and well-beloved the Sieur de Chateauncuf, marqui* 
de Caftagnere, honorary counfellor in our court of parlia- 
ment at Paris, our ambaffadors extraordinary and plenipo- 
tentiary, have by virtue of the full powers which we gave 
tbem, agreed to conclude and (ign the following treaty of 
defenfive alliance, on the 4th of this prefent month of Jbt- 
nuary, with William lord Cadogan. baron of Reading, 
knight of the order of St. Andrew, mafler of the robes to 
our mod dearly beloved brother the king of Great Britain, 
lieutenant general of his armies, colonel of the fecond re- 
giment of his guards, governor of the Ific of Wight, and 
his ambalfador extraordinary and plenipotentiary, who was 
alfo furnilhed with full powers ; and with the Sirur John 
van Efibn, burgomafler of Zutphen, curator of the uni- 
yeriity of Hardenvick; Wigbold Vander Does, lord of 
Nortwick, of the order of the nobility of Holland and 
Weftfrjciland; Samuel Coninck, fenator of the town 
pfVeere; Frederick Adrian, baron dc Rheede, lord dc 
Renfwoude, Emminckhuyfen and Moerkerkcn, &.c. pre- 
iidentofthe nobility of the province of Utrecht j Ulbe 
Aylva van Burmania, baiUff of the nobility of Lecwarden; 
Anthony Eckout, burgomafter of the town of Campen; 
and Wicher Wichers, burgomafter of the town of Gro- 
ningqn , all depudcsin their affembly, on the part of the 
Jlates of Guelderland, Holland and Weftfricfland, Zea- 
.|3nd, Utrecht, Ffi^land, Overyffelj Groningen, and Om- 
. " ' ■ inelands. 



melands. in quality of pleni{)otcntiarics from their. High 
Mightinefies, our very dear and great friends the States 
Ccneral of the United Provinces of the Netherlands, like* 
wife furniflied with full powers. 

Forafinuch as the moll ferene and moft mighty prince 
Lewis XV. by tlie Grace of God, moft Chriftian King of 
France and Navarre, the moft ferene and moft mighty 
prince George, by the Grace of God king of Great Eri-» 
tain, duke of Brunfwick and Lunenbcrg, eleftor of the 
Holy Roman Empire, &c. and the High and Mighty 
Lords the States General of the United Provinces of the 
Netherlands, being defirous to corroborate more arid more 
the peace that is eftabhfhed between their kingdortis and 
flates refpeftively to remove entirely on every fide, all 
caufe of jealoufy, which might in any manner whatlbever 
difturb the tranquillity of their dominions, and to bind 
yet more ftrongly by new tics, that friendfbip which is be- 
tween them, in order to attain fo falutary an end, they 
have thought it neceflary to come to an agreement between 
ihemfelvcs : and to that purpofe their majefties aforefaid, 
and the faid lords the States General have named, viz. 

The moft Chriftian King, his ambafladors extraordinary 
and plenipotentiaries, the Sieur William du Bois, abbot of 
St. Peter d' Airvault, of St. Juft, and of Nogent, former- 
ly preceptor to his royal highnefs the duke of Orleans, 
regent of the kingdom of France, counfellor of ftate in 
ordinary ; and the fieurs Peter Anthony de Chafteauneuf, 
marquifs de Caftagnere, honorary counfellor to the par- 
liament of Paris, and ambaflador from his moft Chriftian 
Majefty to the lords the States General of the United 
Provinces. 

The king of Great Britain has named his ambaffador 
extraordinary and plenipotentiary, the lord William Cado- 
gan, baron of Reading, knight of the order of St. Andrew, 
mafter of the robes to the king of Great Britain, lieutenant 
general of his armies, colonel of the fecond regiment pf his 
guards, and governor of the Ifle of Wight. 

And the lords the States General have named their 
deputies and plenipotentiaries, the fieurs John van Eflen, 
burgomafter of ttie town of Zutphen, curator of the uni- 
verfity at Hardcrwick ; Wigbold Vander Does, lord of 

Noortwick, 
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Noortwick, of tlie order of the nobility of Holland and 
Weftfriedand, grand baily and dykegrave of Rhynland ; 
Anthony Heinfius, councilor, penlionary keeper of the 
great feal, and fiiperintendant of the fiefs of the province 
of Holland and Weftfriedand ; Samuel Coninck, fenator 
of thetownofVeere; Frederick Adrian, baron de Rheede, 
lord of Renfwoude, Emminckhuylen and Moerkerken, 
&c. prefidcnt of the nobility of the province of Utrecht; 
Ulbc Aylva van Burmania, baily of the nobility of Lee- 
warden ; Anthony Eckhout, burgomafter of the town of 
Campen; and Wicher Wichers, burgomafter of the town 
of Groningen, all deputies in their aftembly, on the part 
of the Itatesof Guelderland, Holland, and Weftfricfland, 
Zealand, Utrecht, Friefland, Overyffel, Groningen, and 
jhe Ommelands. 

Who after having communicated their full powers to 
one another, and after having exchanged the fame accord- 
ing to cuftom, agreed upon a treaty of defenfive alliance, 
between the molt Chriftian King, the king of Great Bri- 
tain, and the lords the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces, their kingdoms, dominions and fubjefts, on the . 
following condition;. 

I. That from this day forth and for ever, there ftiall be 
P a. true, firm, and inviolable peace, a moft fincere and in- 
timate friondthip, and a moft ftrift alliance and union be- 
(wecn the laid maft fcrcne kings, their heirs and fucceflbrs, 
and the lords the States General, their lands, countries, and 
towns rcfpcflively, and their fubjeSs and inhabitants, as 
■well within as out of Europe: and that the fame be pre- 
fcrved and cultivated in fuch manner, that the contrafling 
parties may faithfully and reciprocally reap their profit and 
advantage thereby ; and tliat by the moft convenient mea- 
fures all loffes and damages which might befal them, may 
fae averted and prevented. 

II. And forafmuch as it is known by experience, that 
(be near abode of the perfon, who in the life-time of king 
James 11. did take upon him the title of prince of Wales, 
Bud ftnce the death of the faid king has taken the title of 
l^ing of Great Britain, may excite commotions and trou- 
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Ues in Great Britain, and the dominions depending there« 
on^ it is agreed upon and determined, that his moft fer^efie 
majefty the moft Chriftian King do oblige himfelf .by the 
prefeitt treaty, to engage the faid perfon to depart out of 
the country of Avignon, and to go and take up his refi- 
dence on the other fide of the Alps, immediately after the 
figning of the treaty, and before the exchange of the rati- 
fications. And the moft Chriftian King, yet farther to 
teftify his finccrc defire, not only to obferve all the en- 
gagements which the crown of France has formerly en- 
tered into concerning the faid perfon, religioufly and in- 
violably, but alfo to prevent all manner of fufpicion and 
diffidence for the future; does again promife and engage 
for himfelf, his heirs and fucceffors, not to give, or fur. 
nilh at any time whatever, direftly, or indireftly, either 
by fea, or by land, any advice, aid or affiftance by money, 
arms, ammunition, military ftores, ftiips, foldiers, leamen, 
or any other manner of help whatfoever, to the faid perfon, 
who takes upon himfelf the title before mentioned, or to 
any other perlbns whatever, who having commiffion frpm 
him may in confequence thereof difturb the tranquillity 
of Great Britain by open war, or by fecret confpiracies, or 
infurreftions and rebellions, and make oppofition to the 
government of his Britannick Majefty. 

Moreover, the moft Chriftian King promifes and engages, 
not to permit the perfon above defigned to return at any 
time hereafter to Avignon, or topafs through the lands de- 
pending on the crown of France, on pretence of returning 
either to Avignon or to Lorrain, or fo much as to fet foot 
on any part of his moft Chiriftian Majefty 's dominions, 
much lefs to refide there under any name or appea.rance 
whatfoever. 

' III. The faid moft ferene kings and the faid lords the 
States Geiieral do alfo promife and engage themfclves, re- 
ciprocally to refiile all kind of refuge and proteftion to 
the fubjeiEls of either of them, who have been, or fliall be 
declared rebels, whenever it ftiall be requcfted by the 
contrafling party, whofe fubjeQs thofe rebels ftiall be knowa 
to l)e, and likcwife to compel the faid rebels to depart out

tn*. Netherlands, which is only to be carried on by fmall 
boats, that are not allowed to be above 16 feet wide; his 
tnoft ChriHian Majefly doth engage, andpromile to caufe 
every thing to be executed, which the fieur d' Ibberville 
his molt Chriftian Majelly's envoy, having full power for 
that purpofe, did agree to, at Hampton- Court, as is cdn-i 
tained in a memorial of the 44 of November, 1716, figned 
by the fieur d' Ibberville, and by the lord vifcount Town- 
inend, ,and Mr. Methuen, fecretaries of ftate for Great 
£ritain, which is as follows. 

An explanation of -what Jhoidd he inferied in the IVtk ar- 
ticle of the treaty cofuermng the canal andjluices of Mar> 
dyke. 

1. 'T^HAT the great paffage of the new fluice of 
JL Mardyke, which is 44 feet wide, fhalt be de- 
molilhed from top to bottom, that is to fay, by taking away 
its * bajoyers, planks, * bufks, * longrines, and * tiaver- 
fines, from one end to the other; and by taking off the 
gates, thewood and iron-work of which (hall be taken to 
pieces, and all ihefe materials be empbyed eifewhere to 
fuch ufes as his moft Chriftian Majefty (hall think lit ; pro- 
vided neverthelefs, that they be never made ufe of for any 

' • Thefe arc temjs for beams, &c. which cannot be renJerel 
kito Bngli(b. 
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pott, haven or fluice at Dunkirk or M ardyke, or In a^ . 
other place whatfoever, within two leagues, from either w 
thofe two places: it being the intention of the contraOiog 
parties, and the end they propofe to themfelves by Hoi. 
treaty, that no port, haven, fortification, fluice or ba&i, 
be made or built at Dunkirk, the fluice of Mardyke, or any 
other place whatever along the fliore, at fuch qiftaiice up-' 
on that coaft. 

2. That the litde fluice fliall remain as it is at ptefent, 
with refpeft to its depth, provided the breadth thereof be 
reduced to 16 feet; that is to fay, by advancing the Bar 
joyer de la Pille ten feet on tne weft-fide, after having 
taken away fix feet of the flooring, and the bufks of the 
* radier all along on the fame fide, the remaining four feet 
of plank or flooring being neceffary te ferve for the foun^ 
dation of a new * bajoyer ; and forafmuch as the £iid ba« 
joyer muft be advanced ten feet towards the eaflrfide, there 
(hall likewife be demoliflied ten feet of the fame pile on 
the weft-fide from the foundation, to the end that the prc- 
fent radier may never ferve for a fluice of ^6 ftet broad, 
as this is at pre fen t. 

3. The jettees and fafcine-work from the Downs, or 
the place where the tide rifes upon the ftrand, when it is 
high water, down to the loweft ebb, (hall be demolifhed 
on both fides of the new c^nal, and made level wi^h the 
fliore ; and the ftones and fafcipe-work tha^ are above the 
faid level, may be carried away and employed to fuch vife 
as his moft Chriftian Majefty fhall think fit; provided how- 
ever, th^t they be never made ufe of for any port or^har 
ven at Dunkirk, or Mardyke, or any other place whatfo^ 
ever, within two leagues from either of thofe two places ; 
the intention of the parties contrafting, and th^ end they 
« propofe to themfelves by this treaty being, ^ha^ no mor(f 
jettees or fafcipe-work fhall ever be made again upon th^ 
fhore of this coaft, within that diftance on either fide.. 

4. It is alfo fiipulated, that immediately after the ratifi- 
cation of this prefent treaty, a fufficient number of worker 
men fliall be employed in the demolition of the faid jettees 
along the new canal, to the end that they may be raaed, 
and the work finifhed, if poffible, within two iponths aftev

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e ratification. But for as much as it has been reprefcnt- 
1, that bccaufe the feafon is fo far advanced, they cannot 
~gin to narrow the rndier of the fmall pallage, nor demo- 
fh tiie great radier till next fpnng, it is agreed that this 
ork Ihail be begun ^''"-' '? -, and entirely pcrfeftcd if 

ofiible, in the manner abovementioncd by the end of 
une, 1717. 

5. The demolition of the jetiees or peel's on both fides """^ 
tf the old canal ot port of Dunkirk, fliall be entirely j 

inifhcd and made level with the ground, all the way from 
he loweft ebb, as far as within the town of Dunkirk; and 
if there (hall remain any pieces of Fort Blanc, Chateau 
Vcrd, and Bonne Efpcfance, they (hall be totally laid flat 
to the ground. 

When this treaty fliall be ratified, the king of Great 
Britain, and the lords the States General of the United 
Provinces may fend commiffioncrs to the fpot, tobecye- 
witnefies of the execution of this article. 

We have figned this article provifionally, and upon con^ 
diiion that it be approved by his mod Chriftian Majeify, 
his Britannick Majefty, and the lords the States General 
of th^ United Provinces. At Hampton-Court the ^?- of 
September in the year 1716. Signed by d' Ibberville, 
Townfiiend, and P. Methuen. 

V. it being tbe true end and put-pote of this alliance, 
between the (aid moft ferene kings, and the lords the States 
General, to preferve and maintain reciprocally the peace 
and tranquillity of their kingdoms, dominions and pro- 
vinces, eftablifhcd by the late treaties of peace, concluded 
and figncd at Utrecht the iiih of April 1713, between 
their moft ferene majefties the moft Cbriftian King, the 
queen of Great Britain, and the faid high and mighty 
lords the States General of the United Provinces; it is 
agreed upon and concluded, that all and fingular the arti- 
cles of the faid treaties of peace, as far as ihcy relate to the 
interelt of the faid three powers refpeftively, and of each 
of them in particular, and likewife the fucceCGons to the 
crown of Great Britain ifl the proteftanl line, and to the 
U 3 crown 
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crown of France, according to the faid treaties, Ihall rS 
main in their full force and vigour; and that the faidnioft 
fercne kings and the faid lords the States General do pro- 
mife their reciprocal guarantee for the execution of allthfc 
conventions contained in the faid articles, fo far as they 
regard the fucccffions and interefts of the faid kingdoms 
and dates as abovefaidjand likewife for the maintaining and 
defending of all the kingdoms, provinces, ftates, - rights, 
immunities, and advantages, which each of the faid allies 
refpe6lively fhall really be poffefled of, at the time of the 
figning of this alliance. And for this end the faid raoft fc- 
rene kings, and the lords the States General, have agreed 
and concluded between themfelves, that if any one of the 
faid allies be attacked by the arms of any prince or ftate 
whatever, the other allies fhall interpofe their good offices 
with the aggrefTor, to procure fatisfaftion to the party of- 
fended, and to engage the aggrefTor to abftain entirely from 
all kinds of hoflility. 

VI. But if fuch good offices have not the expefted effeQ!, 
to reconcile the two parties, and to obtain a fatisfaftion and 
reparation of damages within two months, then thofe of 
the allies who have not been attacked, fhall be obliged 
without delay to affift their ally, and to furnifh hini the 
Jiiccours hereafter mentioned, viz. 

The mofl Chriftian King, 8,go6 foot and 2,coo horfe* 
The king of Great Britain, 8,000 foot and 2,000 horfe^ 
The States General 4,000 foot and 1,000 horfe. 

But if the ally who fhall be engaged in a war, as afore"- 
faid, chufe rather to have fuccours by fea, or^ven prefers 
money to either fea or land forces, the fame ffiall be left 
to his difcretion ; provided a proportion be ah<^ays obferved 
•between the furas given, and the number of troops above 
fpecified. ' " 

And to the end that there may be no difpute about this 
point, it is flipulated that 1,000 foot foldiers thai! be valued 
at the fum of 10,000 livres per month, and 1,000 horfe at 
the fum of 30,000 livres per month, Dutch mohey, rec- 
koning 12 months in the year; andfucccuti by fea Ihall 
be valued at the fame prc^ortion. • - - - - ^ 
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■ VII. It fs likewife ftipulated and agreed upon, ttiat fP 
the kingdoms, countries or provinces of any of the allies 
are difturbed by inicftine quarrels, or by rebellions on ac- 
c6unt ofihe faid fucceffions, or under any other pretext 
whatever, the ally thus in trouble fliall have full right to de- 
mand of his allies the fuccours abovcmentioned, or fuch 
part thereof as he fhall judge neceiTary, at the coft and ex- 
pence of the allies that are obliged to furnlih thefe itic- 
cours, which fhall be lent within the fpace of two months 
after they are demanded ; faving however, asis aforefaid, 
to the party that requires them, his free choice to demand 
fuccours cither by land or fea : and the allies fhall be r&- 
imburfed of what charges they fiiall be at for the fuccours 
given; by virtue of this article, within the fpace of a year 
after thofe troubles are pacified and appealed. But in cafe 
the laid fuccours be not Sufficient, the faid allies fhall agree 
in concert to furnifh a greater number, and aHb if the cafe 
require it, they fliall declare war againft the aggreffors, and 
alTift one another with all their forces. 

VIII. The prefent treaty (hall be ratified by their moll 
Chrifltan and Britannick Majefties, and the lords the 
States General, and the letters of ratification (hall be de- 
livered in due form on all lides, within the fpace- of four 
weeks or fooner, if poffiblC) counting from the day of 
(igning thefe prefents. 

In witnefs whereof, we the underwritten being vefted 
■with full powers from their moft Chriflian and Britannick 
Majelties, and the lords the States General of the United 
Provinces, have in their names (igned this prefent treaty, 
and caufed the feals of our arms to be thereto affixed. 
Done at the Hague, Jan. 4, 1717.

The ptefent feparat^ article fliall be of the fame force 
as if it was inferted verbatim in the treaty, and fliall be ra- 
tified at the fame time as the treaty, and the ratifications 
fhall alfo be exchanged at the fame time with thofe of the 
treaty. 

In witnefs whereof, we the underwritten,, vefted with 
the full powers of his moft Chriftian Majefty, and the 
lords the States General of the United Provinces, have in 
their names figned the prefent article, and thereto caufed 
the feals of our arms to be affixed. Done at the Hague 
the 4th day of January, 1717.

II. Their Britannick and raoft ChirTtian Majefl:ies,prc»- 
mifc and oblige themfclvcs reciprocally, to caufe to be 
figned, and to ratify the faid treaty, according to tlie plan 
above inferted; and they will forthwith give to their pleni- 
potentiaries the neceffary orders and powers for figning it 
at London, without any further delay, as foon as the cm* 
peror's minifter plenipotentiary fiiall be authorized to do 
it, in the name of his Imperial Majefty.

the Catholick king, and betwixt the faid emperor and the 
king of Sicily, as the conditions of an alliance made for

The inclination which that republick has fhewn 
for reftoring and eftablifhing the publick tranquillity 
leaves no room of doubt but they will moft readily ac- 
cede thereto. The States General aforefaid are therefore 
by name inferted as contrafting parties in the faid treaty, 
in moft certain hope that they will enter therein, as foon 
as the iifual forms of their government will allow. 

But, if contrary to the hopes and wifhes of the contrac- 
ting parties (which neverthelefs is not in the leaft to be 
-fufpefted) the faid lords the States General ftiall not takfc 
their refolution to accede to the faid treaty ; it is exprefsly 
-agreed and covenanted between the faid contrafting par- 
ties, that the treaty abovementioned and this day figned, 
Ihall neverthelefs have its effeft among them, and fhall in

In the name of the Mof Holy and Undivided Trinity, 

BE it known to all whom it doth concern, or may an^ 
way concern. 
Whereas the mofl: ferene and mofl: potent prince, 
George, of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, king, 
duke of Erunfwick and Luncnburgh, eleftor of the holy 
Roman Empire, i&:c, and the moft ferene and moll potent 
prince Lewis XV. the moft Chriftian King, &c. as like- 
wife the High and Mighty States General of the United 
Provinces of the Netherlands; being continually intent on 
preferving the blcffing of peace, have duly coufidered, 
that however by the triple alliance concluded by them on 
tjie 4th day of January, 1717, their own kingdoms and 

pro- 
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provinces were provided for, yet that die provi^n urai 
ncilher fo general nor fo folid, as that the publick tnm- 
qtiillity could long flourilh andJaft, unlefsatthe (amethne 
the jealoudes which were dill increafing between /bme of 
the prince's of Europe as perpetual occafions of variance 
could be removed : and being convinced by. experience 
from the war kindled the laft year in Italy, for the timely 
cxtinguifhing whereof. by A treaty made the i8th day of 
July, N. S. in the year 1718, they agreed among them* 
i^Ives upon certain articles of pacification, according to 
which a peace might be brought about and eftablifhed be- 
twcen his (acred Imperial Majcfty and the king of Spain; a$ 
likewife between his faid Imperial Majefty and the king 
of Sicily, and farther g4ve a friendly invitation to his Im- 
perial Majefty, that out of his love for the publick- peace 
and quiet, he would receive and approve the faid articles 
of convention in his own name, and accordingly that he 
hinifclf would accede to the treaty made by them, the te- 
nor of which is as foUoweth, 

Conditions of peace between his Imperial Majejly and his royal 

Catholick Majejly. 

.:Art. I. For quieting the difturbances lately raifed con- 
trary to the peace of Baden, concluded the 7th day of Sep- 
tember, 1714, as likewife to the neutrality eftablifhed for 
J taly by the treaty of the 14th day of March, 1713, the 
moft ferene and moft potent king of Spain obliges -himfelf 
to reftore to his Imperial Majefty, and accordingly fliall 
immediately, or at the- fartheft after two months to be 
feckoned from the exchange of the ratifications of this 
prefent treaty, a6tuaUy*.reftore .to his faid Imperial Ma- 
jefty the ifland and kingdom of Sardinia in the condition 
wherein he fcized it, and fhall renounce in favour of his 
Imperial Majefty all rights, pretcnfions, interefts, and 
claims upon the (kid kingdom ; fo that his Imperial Ma- 
jefty fullv and freely, and in the manner which he judges 
beft, out of his love to the publick good, may difpofe of it 
as of his own property, 

II. Whereas the only method which could be found 
out for fixing a durable balance in Europe was judged to 

be 
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be this, that it fhould be an eftabliflied rule that the king- 
doms of France and Spain fhould never go together, or be 
united in one and the lame perfon, or in one and the fame 
line, and that thofe two monarchies Ihould henceforward 
for ever remain feparkte ; and whereas for confirming this 
rule fo neceflary for the public tranquillity, thofe princes, 
to whom the prerogative of birth might have given a right 
of fucceeding in both kingdoms, have folemnly renounced 
one of thofe two kingdoms for themfelves and all their poC- 
terity ; fo that this feparation of the two monarchies has 
paffed into a fundamental law^ in the general aflembly 
commonly called Las Kortes, which was receivecl at Madrid 
the gth day of November 1712, and confolidated by the 
treaties of Utrecht, the 11th day of April 1713, his: Im- 
perial Majefty being willing to give, the utmoft perfection 
to fo necelfary and wholfome alaw, to take away all ground 
of fufpicion, and to promote the publick tranquillity, doth 
accept and agree to thofe things which were done, ratified, 
and eftablifhed in the treaty of Utrecht, with regard to the 
right and order of fucceffion to the kingdoms of France 
and Spain, and doth i*enounce as w^ell for himfelf, as .for 
his heirs, defcendents, and fucceffbrs, 'male and female, 
all rights, and all and every pretenfidri whatfoever, .not 
one in the leaft excepted, on any kingdoms whatfoevcr, 
dominions, and provinces of the Spanifh monarchy, whj^re-- 
of the" Cathohck King was acknowledged tgbe the; rightful 
poffeflbr by the treaty 6f Utrecht, knd will caufe.tp. be 
made -out in due form accordingly folenln aQs of reijun- 
ciation, which he will caufe'to bepubliflied jipd regifterecj 
in the proper courts, and promifeis that he will exhil^it the 
ofual inftruments thereupon to his Catliolick Majefty and 
to the contracting powers. , 

III. By virtue of the faid renunciation, which his Im- 
perial Majefty has made out of regard to the fecurity of all 
Europe; and in confideration likewife that the duke of 
Orleans has for himfelf and for his defcendents renounced 
all his rights and claims upon the kingdom of Spain, on 
condition that neither the emperor, nor any of his de- 
fcendents, fliall ever fucceed to the faid kingdom ; hi;s Im- 
perial Majefty doth acknowledge Philip V. to be .lawful 
king of Spain and of the Indies, and doth promife to give 

hi I,/ 
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him tfie titles and prerogatives belonging to his dignity and 
Iw kmgdoms; and moreover, he will allow hint, his 
deicendents, heirs and fucceflbrs, male and female, peace- 
ably to enjoy all thofe dominions of the Spanifh monarcbjr 
hk Europe, the Indies, an() elfewhere; the poflefficm 
whereof was allowed to him by the treaties of Utrecht, nor 
vitt h^ dire£Uy or inditedly difturb him in the laid pof- 
Ibf&on at any time, nor wHl he claim to himlelf any righl 
to the (aid kingdoms and provinces^ 

IV. In return for the renunciation and acknowledgment 
made by his Imperial Majefty in the two foregoing arti- 
cles, the Catholick King as well in his owii, as in the name 
€fi his heirs, dependents, and fucceflbrs, male and female, 
^h renounce in favour of his Imperial Majefty, his fuc- 
ceflbrs, heirs and defcendents male and female, all rights 
and claims whatibever, none in the leaft being excepted, 
icpon aU and every the kingdoms, provinces, and ^Hni^ 
ntons, which his Imperial Majefty doth pofTefs in Italy or 
the Netherlands, or may accrue to hirp by virtue of this 
prefent treaty ; and he doth wholly abdicate all rightSi 
kingdoms, and provinces in Italy, which heretofore be- 
k>i>gcd to the Spanilh monarchy, among which the mar*? 
ijuifat of FnKtl yielded by his Imperial Majefty to the re^ 
puMick of Genoa in the year 1713, is underltood to be 
expreisly comprehended, and he will caufe to be made out 
acccMrdin^y (blemn a£ls of renunciation in due form, which 
liewilkaufetobepid)lifl)ed^ndregifteredintheproper courts, 
andpromifes that he will exhibit the ufual inftruments there* 
upon to his Imperial Majefty and the contrafling powers. 
His Catholick Majefty doth in like manner renounce the 
right of reverfion of the kingdom of Sicily to the crown of 
Spain, which he had referved to bimfelf, and all other 
claims and pretenfions under pretext whereof he might 
difturb his Imperial Majefty, his heirs and fucceflbrs, di- 
reftly or indireftly, as well in the afofefaid kingdoms and 
provinces, as in all other dominions, which he a£tually 
poflefles in the Netherlands or elfewhere. 

V. Whereas in cafe the grand duke of Tufcany, or the 
duke of Parma and Placentia, or their fucceflbrs, ftiould die 
without male ilTue^ the pretenfions of fiic^elfio^ to the do? 
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minions pofleffed by them might kindle a new war in Italy, 
tin account of the different rights of fucceffion, whereby, 
after the deceafe of the next heirs before her, the prefent 
queen of Spain born dutchefs of Parma, claims the faid 
dukedoms to herfelf on the. one part, and the emperor and 
empire on the other part. To the end that the great dif- 
putes, aad the evils arifing from them, may be timely ob- 
viated ; it is agreed that the dates and dutchies.at prefent 
poffeffed by the grand duke of Tufcany, and duke of 
•Parma and Placentia aforefaid, fhall in time to come be 
held and acknowledged by all the contrafting powers as 
undoubted male fiefs of the Holy Roman Empire. His 
Imperial Ma jefty on his part doth confent by himfelf as 
head of the empire, that whenever it (hall happen that the 
faid dutchies fhall lie open for want of heirs male, the 
firfl-born fon of the faid queen of Spain, and his defcen- 
dents, being males, born in lawful matrimony ; and in de- 
fault of them the fecond born, or other the younger fons 
of the faid queen, if any fliall be bom, together with their 
male defcendents, born in lawful marriage, fliall in like 
manner fucceed to all the provinces aforefaid. To which 
end it being neceflary that the confent of the empire be 
.alfo given, his Imperial Majetty will ufe all his endeavours 
to obtain it ; and having obtained it, he will caufe the 
letters of expetlative, containing the eventual invcftiture 
for the fon of the faid queen, or her fons, and their legiti- 
-roate male defcendents, to be expedited in due form ; and 
he will caufe the laid letters to be delivered to the Ca- 
:tholick King immediately, or at lead after two months 
from the exchange of the ratifications: without any da- 
^ mage tieverthelels, or prejudice, to the princes who now 
have pofl'effion of the faid dutchies, which poflbfFion is to 
remain entirely fafe to them. 

It is farther agreed, between his facred Imperial Ma- 
jefly, and the Catholick King, that the town of Leghorne 
may, and ought, perpetually to remain a free port, in 
the fame manner as it now is. 

By virtue of the renunciation made by the king of 

Spain, of all the dominions, kingdoii)s and provinces in 

*Italy^ which heretofore belonged to the kings of Spain, 

^ibat king (hall yield to the aforefaid prince his fon, tlie 
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town oF Porto- I^ngone, together with that part of de 
ifinnd KIha, which he actually poflefles therein ; and fhall 
deliver the linnc up to him, as (bon as that prince, on the 
cxtindion of the inale pofterity of the grand duke of Tuf 
cany, fliall be admitted into the a6ual podellion of his 
territories. 

It IS moreover agreed to, and provided by folennn con* 
trafct, that none of the aforefaid dutchtes or dominions, at 
any time, or in any cafe, may or ought to be pofl'cft by a 
prince, who at the fame time holds the kingdom of Spain; 
and that no king of Spain can ever take upon him the 
guardianfhip of that prince, or may be allowed to exercifc 
the fame. 

Laftly it is agreed, and thereto all and fingnlar the parties 
contracting have equally bound themfelves, that it never 
Ihall be allowed, during the lives of the prefent pofTefforsof 
the dutchies of Tufcany and Parma, or of their male fuecef- 
fbrs, that any forces of any country whatfoever, whether 
their own or hired, Ihall either by the emperor, the king 
of Spain and France, or even by the prince appointed, as 
above, to the liicceflTion, be introduced into the provinces 
and lands of the faid dutchies; nor Ihall any of them place 
any garrifon in the cities, ports, towns, or fortrefiQs there- 
in fituatcd. 

liwt that the faid fon of the queen of Spain, appointed 
by this treaty to the fucceflion of the great dnke of Tufca- 
ny and the duke of Parma and Placcntia, may be more 
fully fccured againft all events, and may more certainly 
elc])end on the execution of the fucceflion promrfed him: 
and likewnfe that the fief, conftituted as above, may remain 
inviolable to the emperor and empire; it is agreed on both 
fides, that garrifbns, not exceeding however the number of 
6,000 men, which fiiall be put into the principal towns 
thereof, viz'. Leghorn, Porto Ferraro, Parma, and Pla-* 
centra, be taken from among the SwiCs Cantons, which 
Cantons arc for this pui-pofe to be payed by the three con- 
tracting powers, who have taken upon them the part of me- 
diators. And the faid garrifons are therein to be con- 
tinued till the cafe of the faid fucceflion fliall happen, when 
they fliall be obliged to deliver the towns to the faid prince 
appointed to- the? fucceflion, Neverthelefi without anjr 
r, .1 ... trouble 
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trouole or charge to the prefent pofleffors, and their fuC- 

ceflbrs be males, to whom likewife the faid garrifons are to 
take an oath of fid(^lity, and are to affume to themfelves 
no other authority than only the guard of the cities com- 
mitted to their charge. 

But whereas this beneficial work may be longer delayed 
than is convenient, before an agreement can be ma^e with 
the Swifs Cantons about the number, pay, and manner of 
ellablifhing fuch a force; his facred royal Britannick Ma- 
jcfty out of his Angular zeal for the faid work, and the 
publick tranquillity, and for the earlier obtaining the end 
propofed, will not in the meantime refufe to lend his own 
forces, for the ufe abovementioned, if the reft of the con- 
irafting powers think good, till the forces to be raifed in 
the Swifs Cantons can take upon them the guard and cuf- 
tody of the faid cities. 

VI. His Catholick Majefty, to teftify his fincere incli- 
nation for the publick tranquillity, doth cortfent to all things 
hereafter mentioned, with regard to what is fettled about 
the kingdom of Sicily for the advantage of his Imperial 
Majefty, and doth renounce for himfelf, his heirs and fuc- 
ceflTors male and female, the right of reverfion of that 
kingdom to the crown of Spain, which he exprefsly re- 
ferred to himfelf by the inftrument of ceffion dated the 
loth of June 1713. Out of love to the publick good he 
moreover departs from the faid aS of the 10th of June 
1713, as far as is neceffary, as likewife from the fixth 
article of the treaty of Utrecht betwixt himfelf and his 
royal highnefs the duke of Savoy, as likewife in jTeneral 
from every thing that may oppofe the retroceflion, diP- 
pofitioh and permutation of the above-mentioned king- 
dom of Sicily by this prefent treaty eftablilhed. On con- 
dition neverthelefs that the right of reverfion of the ifland 
and kingdom of Sardinia to the faid crown may be yielded 
and allowed to him, as hereafter in the fecond article of the 
conventions betwe.en his facred Imperial Majefty and the 
king of Sicily is farther explained. 

VI L The emperor and the Catliolick King mutually 
promife and bind themfelves to a reciprocal defence and 
guarajUy of all the kingdoms and provinces which they 
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a6luatly poflefi, or the pofleflion whereof ought to belong 
to them by virtue of the prefent treaty. 

VIII. His Imperial Majclly and his royal Catholick 
Majefty (hall immediately after exchange of the ratifica- 
tions of thefe prefent conventions, put in execution all 
and every the conditions therein comprehended, and that 
within the fpace of two months at the fartheft, and the in- 
ftrumcnts of the ratifications of the faid coitventions fliall 
be exchanged at London within the fpace of two months, 
to be computed from the day of figning, or fboner if pof- 
fible. Which execution of the conditions being previouf- 
\y performed, their minifters and plenipotentiaries, by 
them to be named, (hall in the place of congrefs, which 
they (hall agree upon, with all fpeed feverally fettle and 
determine the other points of their particular peace, un- 
der the mediation of the three contrafting powers. 

It is farther agreed, that in the treaty of peace particu- 
larly to be made between the emperor and the king of 
Spain, a general amnefty (hall be granted to all perfons 
of any ftate, dignity, degree, or fex whatfoevcr, whether 
ccclefiaftical or military, political or civil, who followed 
the party of the one or the other prince during the late 
war; in virtue whereof all and Angular the faid perfons 
(hall be permitted to receive, and they may receive full 
pofTcflTion and ufe of their goods, rights, privileges, ho- 
nours, dignities, and immunities, and (hall ufe and enjoy 
the fame as freely as they did enjoy them at the beginning 
of the laft war, or at the time when they begun to join 
themfclves to the one or the other party, all confifcations, 
arrefts, and fcntences made, paffed, or pronounced, du- 
ring the war to the contrary notwithftanding, which (hall 
be held as null and of no cfFcft. In virtue moreover of 
the aforefaid amnefty, it (liall be lawful and free for all and 
(jngufar the faid perlbns, who followed one or the other 
party, to return to their country, and to enjoy their goods 
in tnc fame manner as if no war had happened; and a full 
licence is given them to take care of the laid e(fefls, either 
by themfelves if they (Iiould be prelent, Or by their at- 
tornics. if thev fhould chooie rather to abfent themfelves 
irom their country, and they may either fell, or any other 
vray, according to their pleafurc, dilpofe of them entirely 
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aEter the fame manner they might have done before die 
beginning of the war. 

Conditions of the treaty to be concluded between his Imperial 

Majejly and the king of Sicily. 

Art. I. Whereas the ceffion of Sicily, by the treaties 
of Utrecht to the houfe of Savoy, being folely made for 
rendering that peace folid, and not on the account of any 
right the king of Sicily had thereto, has been fo far from 
bringing about the end propofed, that, as all Europe can 
witnefs, it has rather proved the great obftacle which hin- 
dered the emperor from acceding to the faid treaties, in- 
afmuch as the feparatioxi of the kingdoms of Naples and 
Sicily, fo long ufed to remain under the fame dominion 
and to be called by the name of Both the Sicilies, has not 
only beenfound oppofite to the common interefts and mu- 
tual prefervation of boih kingdoms, but likewife to the 
repofe of all Italy, being conftantly produftive of new 
commotions, while neither the ancient intercourfe and 
' mutual relation between the two nations can be deftroyed, 
nor the interefts of the different princes can be eafily re- 
conciled : for this rcafon it is that the princes, who firft 
made the Utrecht treaties, have thought it lawful for them 
even without the confent of the parties concerned, to abro- 
gate that one article of thofe treaties which regards the 
kingdom of Sicily, and is not any principal part of 
the faid treaty, founding themfelves chiefly upon the(e 
reafons ; that the prcfcnt treaty will receive its increafc and 
completion from the emperor's renunciation; and that by 
the exchange of Sicily for Sardinia, the wars which threaten 
Italy may be prevented, inafmuch as the emperor might 
rightfully attack Sicily, which he never yet renounced, and 
which lince the infraction of the neutrality of Italy by the 
feizure of Sardinia, he may rightfully recover by force of 
arms : befides that' the king of Sicily may become polTefled 
of a certain and durable dominion by the benefit of fb 
jolemn a treaty with his Imperial Majefty, and guarantied 
by the chief princes of Europe. Being moved therefore 
Jby fo great reafons they have agreed, that the king of Sici* 
\y Ih^ll jeftore to bis Imperial Majefly the ifland and 
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kingdom of Sicilv with all its dependencies and appen^ 
dagcs in the ftatc wherein thfey now are, immediately, or 
in two months at the fartheft from the exchange of the ra- 
tifications of the prefcnt treaty. And he (hall in favour 
of the emperor, his heirs, and fucceffors of both fexes, 
renounce all rights and preienfions whatfocvcr to the faid 
kingdom, as well for himfelf as his heirs and fucceflbrs, 
male and female; the reverfion thereof to the crown of 
Spain being entirely taken away. 

II. In return his Imperial Majefty (hall yield to the 
king of Sicily the ifland and*kingdom of Sardinia, in the 
fame condition wherein he fhall receive it from the Ca- 
tholick King, and fhall renounce all rights and interefts 
in the faid kingdom for himfelf, his heirs and fucceflbrs, 
of both fexps, in favour of the king of Sicily, his heirs and 
fucceffors, that he may heteafter perpetually poflefs the 
fame with a title of a kingdom, and all other honours an- 
nexed to the royal dignity in th? fame manner as he poP 
fcfled the kingdom of 3icily ; on condition nevertheleft 
that the reverfion of the faid kingdom of Sardinia (hall be 
referved to the crown pf Spain, whenever it may happen 
that the king of Sicily fhall be without heirs male, and all 
the houfc of Savoy mall likewife be dcftitute of heirs male. 
But in the fame manner altogether as the faid reverfion 
was fettled and ordained for the kingdom of Sicily by 
the treaties of Utrecht, and by the aft of cefiion in pur- 
fu^nce thereof made by the king of Spain. 

III. His Imperial Majefly fliall confirm to the king of 
Sicily all the cefTiQns made to him by the treaty figned at 
Turin the 8th day of November 1703, as well of that 
part oftheDutchy of Montferrat, as of (:he provinces, 
cities, towns, qafHes, lands, places, rights, and revenues 
of the fiate of Milan,; which he now doth ppiFefs, in the 
manner wherein he aflyally doth pofTels them ; and he 
will; flip'ulate for himfelf, his defcendents, and fucceflbrs, 
that he never will diflurb him, his heirs, or (uccefTors, in 
the pofleflTion aforefaid : op condition neverthelefs that all 
other claims and pretcpfions which he may poffibly make 
jn virtue of the faid treaty Ihall be and remain void. 

IV. His Imperial Majefty fhall acknow^ledge the right 
pf the Ki^S of Sicily, an4 hi? bpuf^ to fucgeed immediately 
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to the Tcingdom of Spain and of the Indies, in cafe of the 
failure of king Philip V. andihis pofterity, in manner as i$ 
fettled by the renunciations of the CathoHck King, the 
duke of Berry, and the duke of Orleans, and by the 
treaties of Utrecht; and his Imperial Majefly fhall pro- 
mife as well for himfelf as for his fiicceffors and. defcen- 
dents, thz^t at no time he willdire6lly orindirefllyoppofe, 
or any way aOi contrary to th^ fame. It is declared ne- 
verthelefs that no prince of the houfe of Savoy who. fhall 
fucceed to the crown of Spain, may poflefs at the fame 
time any Province or dominion on the continent of Italy^ 
and that m fuch cafe thofe provinces fhall devolve to the 
collateral princes of that houfe who fhall fucceed therein 
one after another according to the proximity of blood. 

V. His Imperial Majefty and the king of Sicily fhall 
give mutual gtiaranties for all the kingdoms and provinces 
which they aflually poCTefs in Italy, or which fliall accrue 
to them by virtue of this prefent treaty. 

VI. His Imperial Majefty and the King of Sicily imme- 
;diately after the exchange of the ratifications of thefe con- 
ventions fliall put in execution all and every the conditions 
ihercin contained, and that within the fpace of two months 
at the fartheft : and the inftruments of the ratifications of 
the faid conventions fhall be exchanged at London within 
two months from the day of figning, or fooner if poffible. 
And immediately after tne previous execution of the faid 
conditions, their minifters and plenipotentiaries by them 
to be named (hall, in the place of congrel^ they fhall 
agree upon, with all fpeed feverally fettle the other points 
of their particular peace, under the mediation of the three 
contrading powers. 

His abovenamed Imperial and CathoHck Majefty be- 
ing extremely inclined to proniote the peace propofed, 
and to avert the dreadful calamities of war, and out of his 
fincefe defire to fettle an univerfal pacification, hath ag- 
. cepted the afore-mentioned conventions, and all and fin- 
gular the articles thereof, and hereby doth accept the fame, 
and accordingly has entered into a particular treaty with 
the three powers abovefaid on the following conditions. 

Ari. I That there be and remain between his facred 
Imperial Catholick Majefty, his facred Royal Majefty of 
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Great Britain, his facrcd royal and moft Chriflian Ma- 
jcHy, and the Hij;h and Mighty Lords the States General 
of the United Netherlands, and their heirs and fucceflbrs, 
a moft ftrid alliance, in virtue whereof each of them arc 
bound to preferve the dominions and fubje£ls of the others, 
as likewife to maintain peace, to promote mutually the in- 
tercfts of the others as their own, and to prevent and re- 
pel all damages and injuries whatfocver. 

II. The treaties made at Utrecht and Baden fhall remain 
in their full llrength and force, and fhall be a part of this 
treaty, thofe articles excepted, from which it has been 
judged for the publick good to depart ; as likewife thofe 
articles of the Utrecht treaties excepted, which were abo- 
liflied by the treaty of Baden. The treaty of alliance made 
at Weftminfter the 25th day of May i7i6,*betwen his fa- 
cred Imperial and Cadiolick Majefty, and bis facred Roval 
Majefty of Great Britain, as likewile the treaty made at 
the Hague the 4th day of January 1717, between the king 
of Great Britain and the moft Chrillian King, and the 
States General of the United Provinces, (hall neverthelefs 
remain in full force in every particular. 

III. His facred Britannick Majefty, as likewife his fa- 
crcd moft Chriftian Majefty, and the lords the States Ge- 
neral of the UnitedNetherlands, do covenant for themfelves 
their heirs and fuccelfors, that they never will direQly or 
indirectly difturb his facred Imperial and Catholick Ma- 
jefty his heirs and fucceflbrs, in any of his kingdoms, do- 
minions, and provinces, which he poflcfles by virtue of the 
treaties of Utrecht and Baden, or which he ihall gain pof- 
feflion of by virtue of this prefent treaty. On the contrary 
they both will and ought to defend and guarantee the pro- 
vinces, kingdoms, and jurifdiftions, which he now polleflcs, 
or which fliall accrue to him in virtue of this treaty, as well 
in Germany as in the Netherlands and in Italy , and they 
promife that they will defend the laid kingdoms and pro- 
vinces of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty againft all 
and finguiar who may attempt to invade the (amein a ho- 
(iile manner: and that they both will and ought, when the 
cafe happens, to furnifti him with fuch fuccours as he ftiall 
need, according to the conditions and repartidon, which 
jdiey hiivc agreed upon as hereafter ixientioned. In like 
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manner their Royal Britaimick and mod Cliriflian Ma- 
jeftics and the States General exprelsly bind tliemleives, 
tiiat they wiU not at any time give or grant any proteftioji 
or refuge in any part of their dominions to the liibjefts of 
his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, who attualjy arc, or 
licreaftcr (hall be by him declared rebels, and in cafe any 
fiich fliall be found in their kingdoms, provinces, or domi- 
nions, ihey fincerely proniile that they will take effetiual 
care to expel them out of their territdries within eight davs 
after application made bv his Imperial Majclty, 

IV. On ihe other hand hislacred Imperial and Catho- 
lick Majefly, his facrcd Royal Briiannick Majelly, and 
the States General of the United Provinces, promife for 
thcmfelves, their heirs, and fucccHbrs, ihal they never will, 
dircftly orilidireftly, dilturb his lacrcd mnil Chriftian Ma- 
jelly in any of his dominions to the crow^n of France now 
belonging. On the contrary they will and ought to guard 
and defend the fame againit all and lingular who may at- 
tempt to invade them in a hoftile manner, and in that cafe 
they will and ought to furnifti fuch fuccours as his moil 
Chriftian Majefty fliall want, according as hereafter is 
agreed upon. 

His facrcd Imperial and Catholick Majefty, his facred 
Royal Majeliy of Great Britain, and the lords the States 
General, do likewile promife and oblige themlclves that 
they will and ought to maintain, guarantee, and defend 
the right of fuccelfion in the kingdom of France, accord- 
ing to the tenor of the treaties made at Utrecht the iith 
Jay of April 1713, obliging themfelvcs to fland by the 
faid fuccelfion plainly according to the form of the re- 
nunciation made by the king of Spain the 5th day of No- 
vember 1712, and by a Iblemn aft accepted indiegcne- 

■ ral alfenibly of the ftates of Spain die 9th day of the 

■ month and year aforcfaid, which thereupon palled into a 
I law the i8th of March 1713, and laftly was ellabliflicd 
m and fetded by the treaties of Utrecht : and this they lliall 
I perform againfl: all perlbns whatfoever who may prefume 
I to difturb the order of the faid (uccefTion in contradiftiun 
I to the previous afts, and ticaties fubfequent thereupon. 
B, To which end they fliall furriilh the fuccours, according to 

■ (be repartition agreed on below. Farther, when tht mat- 
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ler may rrquirc it, they fliall defend the faid ordser-of fuc- 
ccllion with dll their forees, by likewi/e declaring war 
agaiail him wlio may attempt to infringe or* impugn the 
iame. 

Moreover his Imperial Royal Catholick Majefty, and 
his iioyal Britannick Majefty, and the States General, 
do likewifc promife diat they will nor at any time give 
or grant any protcclion or refuge in their, dominions to 
the fubjeffcj of his royal moll Chriftian Majefty^ who ac- 
tually arc, or hereafter (hall be declared rebek; ^nd in 
cafe any fuch (hall be found in their kingdoms, provinces, 
ai>d dominions, they fliall command them to depart the 
fame within the fpace of eight days after application made 
by the faid king. 

V. His facred Imperial and Royal Catholick Majefty, 
as alfo his royal moft Chriftian Majefty, and the States 
General of the United Provinces do biijd themfelves, their 
Iieins, and fucceilbrs, to maijitain and guarantee tlie fucr 
cedion im the kingdom of Great Britain, as eftabli(bed by 
the laws of that kingdom in the houfe of his Britannick 
Majefty now reigning, as likewife to defend all thfc. do- 
minions and provinces poflefled by his Majefty. .And 
they fhall not give or grant any pi-otoQion or refuge in 
any part of their dominions to the perfon, or his' depen- 
dents, if he ftiould have any, who during the Ufe of 
James II. took on him die title of Prince of Wales, and 
fince the death of that king, afl'umed the royal title of 
King of Great Britain. Promifing alike for themfelves, 
jheir heirs, and fucceftbrs, that they will not give to the 
faid perfon or his dependents, direftly or iudireOiiy, by 
fea or by land, any fuccour, council or affiftance whatlbever, 
cither in money, arms, military ftores, ftiips, foldiers, 
mariners, or any- other manner whatlbever. The fame 
they fljall obferve with regard to thofe who may be ordered 
or commiiTioncd by the laid perfon or his defccndents, to 
difturb the govcrprnGnt of his Britannick Majefty, or the 
tranquillity of his kingdom, whether by open war or clan- 
deftine confpiracies, by raiGng feditions and rebellions, or 
by exercifin^ piracy on his Britannick Majefty's- fubjefls. 
In which laft cafe his Imperial and Royal Catholick Ma* 
jcfty doth promiie, that h^ will ill no wife allow that there 
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be Jiny receptacle granted to fuch pirates in Ws ports in the 
Netlicrlands. The fame do his facred moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty and the States General of the United Provinces fti-* 
.pulate, with regard to the ports in their refpeftive domi- 
nions: as on the other hand his Britannick Majefty doth' 
promife, that he will refufe any refuge in the ports of his 
kingdoms to pirates infefting the fubjeQs of his facred Im- 
perial and Royal Catholick Majefty, of his facred Royal 
moft Chriftian Majefty, or of the lords the States General. 
Laftly, his Imperial and Royal Catholick Majefty, his fa- 
cred Royal moft Chriftian Majefty, and the lords the States 
General oblige themfelves, that they never will give any 
refuge or proteftion in any part of their dominions to 
fuch of his Britannick Majefty 's fubjefts as aftually are, 
or hereafter Ihall be declared rebels; and in cafe any 
fuch fhall be found in any of their kingdoms, provinces, 
or dominions, they ftiall command them^ within eight 
days after application made by the faid king, to depart out 
of their territories. And if it fhould happen that his fa- 
cred Britannick Majefty ftiould be invaded in any part in 
a hoftile manner, his Imperial and Royal Catholick Ma- 
jefty, as likewife his Royal moft Chriftian Majefty and 
the States General of the United Provinces, do oblige them- 
ielves in that cafe to furnifti the fuccours hereafter fpeci-. 
fied. The fame they are to do in favour of his defcen- 
dents, if ever it fliould happen that they fliould be dif- 
turbed in the fucceffion of the kingdom of Great Britain. 

VI. His Imperial and Royal Catholick Majefty, and 
their Royal Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties do 
bind themfelves, their heirs, and fucceflbrs, toproteft an(| 
guar*antee all the dominions, jurifdiclions, and provinces, 
which the lords the States General of the United Pror 
vinces aOually poflefs, againft all perlbns whatfoever who 
may difturb or invade them, promifing to furnifh them in 
fuch cafe with the fuccours hereafter mentioned, His 
Imperial and Royal Catholick Majefty, and their Roya| 
Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties, likewife oblige 
themfelves, that they will give no lefuge or protection in 
any of their kingdoms to the fubjefts of the States Gene- 
raJ, who are, or hereafter ftiall be declared rebels ; and if 
»ny fuel) fliall be fourid ii) any of tbpir kingdoms, domi- 
nion • 
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Aions, or provinces, they will take care to fend them out 
of their dominions within the fpace of eight days after ap- 
plication made by the Republick. 

VII. When it fliall happen that any one of the four c<mi- 
tra6Ung powers fliall be invaded by any other prince or 
fiate, or difturbed in the pofleflion of their kingdoms or 
dominions, by the violent detention of their fubjefts, fliips, 
goods, or merchandife, by fea or by land, then the three 
remaining powers ftiall, as foon as they are required there- 
to, ufe their good offices that the party fufFering may have 
iatisfa6lion for the damage and injury received, and that 
the aggreflbr may abftain from the profecution of his ho- 
ftility. But when thefe friendly offices for reconciliation 
and procuring fatisfadion and reparation to the injured 
party fliall have proved infufficient, in that cafe the high 
allies, within two months after application made, ftiall fur- 
nifti the party invaded with the following fuccours, jointly 
or feparately. Viz. 

His Imperial and Royal Catholick Majefly, 8,000 foot, 
and 4,000 horfe. 

His Britannick Majefty, 8,000 foot, and 4,000 horfe. 

His moft Chriftian Majefty, 8,000 foot, and 4,000 
hcwfe. 

And the lords the States General, 4,000 foot, and 2,000 
horfe. 

But if the prince or party injured, inftead of foldiers 
chufes rather fliips of war, or tranfports, or fubfidies in 
money, which is ]eft to his difcretion, in that cafe, the 
fliips or money defired Qiall be granted him in proportioH 
to the charge of the foldiers to be furniftied. And that aU 
ambiguity with regard to the calculation and charge of fuch 
fums maybe taken away, it is agreed, that 1,000 foot by 
the month, fliall be reckoned at 10,000 florins of Holland, 
and 1,000 horfe fliall be reckoned at 30,000 florins of 
Holland by the mouth ; the fame proportion being obferved 
with refpeft to the fliips. 

When the above-named fuccours fliall be found infuf- 
ficient for thenecefiity impending, the contraQing powers 
ihall without delay agree on contributing more ample fup- 
plies. Aii4 farther, in cafe of exigency, they fliall aflift

their injured ally with all their forces, and declare war a- 
gftkifbthe aggreflbr. 

VIII. The princes and ftates upon whom the contrac* 
ting powers fhall unanimoufly agree, may accede to this 
treaty, and the king of Portugal by name. 

This treaty fhall be approved and ratified by their Im- 
perial, Britannick, and moft Chriftian Majefties, and by 
the High and AJighty Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces, and the inftrumentsof ratification fliall 
be exchanged at London, and reciprocally delivered with- 
in the fpace of two months, or fooner, if poffible. 

In witnefs whereof we the underwritten (being furnilhed 
with full powers, which have been mutually communicated^ 
and the copies whereof having been in due form by us 
collated and examined with the originals, are word for 
word inferted at the end of this inftrument) have fub- 
fcribed this prefent treaty, and thereto put our feals. Done 
at London the a»d_ofjuiv_a^ [^ ^j^^ y^^^ 1718.

Separate and Secret Articles. 

Art. I. T 71 7HEREAS the mod fercne and liioft p6fen( 
V V king of Great Britain, and the moft fereno 
and moft potent the moft Chrittian King, as likewife the 
High and iMighty Lords the States General of the United. 
Netherlands, by virtue of the treaty between them this 
day concluded and figned, have agreed on certain con* 
ditions, whereby a peace may be made between the moft 
lorene and molt potent emperor of the Romans, and the 
moft ferene and moli\)otent king of Spain, as alfo jbet\^eei» 
his facred Imperial Majefty aforefaid, andtjh^'-kfrtg of 
Sicily, (whom hereafter it is thought fit t<j irdllthc icing of 
Sardinia) which conditions they have communicated to the 
three princes aforefaid, as a bafis of the peace to be efta- 
blilhed between diem. His facred Imperial Majefty, be- 
ing moved by the moft weighty reafons which induced the 
Jcing of Great Britain, the moft Chriftian King, and the 
States General aforefaid, to take upon themfelves ib great 
and fo wholefome a work, and, yielding to their circumf- 
pe£l and urgent counfels and perfuafions, declares that he 
doth accept the faid conditions or articles, none of them 
excepted, as fixed, and immutable conditions, according 
to which he agrees to conclude a perpetual peace with the 
king of Spain, and the king of Sardinia. 

11. But becaufc the king of Spain and the king, of Sar* 
dinia have r^ot yet confented to the laid conditions, his 
Imperial Majefty, as likewife their royal Britannick andr 
moft Chriftian Majeftics, and the States General aforeliid, . 
have agreed to allow them for confenting thereto, the (pace 
of three months, to be computed from ihe day of figning 
this prefent treaty, as judging this interval oftimfe fuHicient 
for them duly to weigh the faid conditions, and finally de- 
termine and declare themfelves whether they are willing to 
accept them as fixed and immutable conditions of their 
pacification with his Imperial Majefty, as from their piety 
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and prudence.it may be hoped they HvUI do, and, folloti- 
ing the example of his Imperial Majefiy, that they will be 
induced to moderate their paffions, and out of regard tt> 
humanity,, that they will prefer the publkk tranquillity to 
their own private opinions ; and at the fame time not onfy 
fpare die cffufion of their own people's blood, but aveit 
the calamities of war from the other nations of turope : 
to which end dieir Britannick and raoft Chriftian Majeltie*, 
and the States General of the United Netherlands, will 
jointly and feparaiely contribute their moft efi'eOiial offi- 
ces, for inclining the faid princes to fuch an acceptation. 

III.. But if, contrary to all expectation of the partre^ 
above cgntrafling, and the wiflies of all Europe; the king 
of Spain, and the king of Sardinia after the term of three 
months elapfed, {hould decline to accept the faid condition.si 
of pacification propofcd betwixt them and his Imperial 
Majetty, fince it is not realbnable that the tranquiUity of 
Europe fhould depend upon their refufal, or private de- 
figns, their Britannick and -moft Chriftian Majefties, and 
the States General, do promife that-they will join their' 
forces with thofe of his Imperisrl Majefly, in order ro com- 
pel them to the acceptance and execution of the afbrelaid 
conditions. To which end they will furnilh his Imperial Ma- 
jefly joindy and feparately with the felf-lame fuccours 
which they have agreed upon for their reciprocal defence 
by the feventh article of the treaty figned this day, unanf- 
•moufly confenting that the moft Chriftian King fhall, inftead 
of foldiers contribute his quota in money. And if the flic- 
cours fpecificd in the faid (cventh article fhall not be fiif- 
ficient for compaffing the end propofcd, dicn the four 
contraQing parties fliall without delay agree of more ample 
fuccours to be furniflicd to his Imperial Majefly, and fhall 
continue the fame till his Imperial Majefty fliall have re- 
duced the kingdom of Sicily, and till his kingdoms and 
proviirces in Italy fiiall enjoy full fccurity. It is farther 
agreed, and that in expreJs words, that if, by reafon of 
the fuccours which their Britannick and moft Chriftian 
Majefties, and the lords the States General Ihall furnifli to 
his Imperial Majefty, by virtue, and in execution of the 
prefent treaty^^the kings of Spain and Sardinia, or either 
of them,. .{hall declare or wage war againft any one of the 
k .!' fairj 
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faid contractors, either by attacking them in their domi- 
nions or by violendy detaining their fubjeds, or (hips, their 
goods and merchandizes by Tea or land, in that cafe the 
two other of the contracting powers fhatl immediately de- 
clare war againft the faid kings of Spain and Sardinia, 
or againft him of the two kings, who (hall have de- 
nounced or waged war againft any one of the faid contrac- 
ting powers ; nor (hall they lay down their arms before the 
emperor fliall be poffefled of Sicily, and made fecore with 
regard to his kingdoms and provinces in Italy, and like- 
wile juft fatisfaftion Ihall be given to him of the three con- 
frading' powers, who 'fliall have been invaded or fuffered 
damage by reafon of the prefent treaty . 

IV. When only one of the two kings aforefaid who have 
not yet confented to the conditions of peace to be made 
with his Imperial. Majefty fliall accept them, he likewife 
Ihall join himfclf with the four contra6ling powers, to com- 
pel him that fliall refufe the faid conditions, and fhall fur- 
nifli his quota of fuccours according to the diftribution to 
be made thereupon. 

V. If the Cat holick King out of regard to the pubHck 
good, and a perfuaflon that an exchange of the kingdoms 
of Sicily and Sardinia is necelfary for the maintenance of 
the general peace, fliall agree thereto and embrace the 
conditions of peace to be made with the emperor as above ; 
and on the other hand, ifthekingof Sardinia fliall rejeS 
fucb an exchange, arid perfift in retainirtg Sicily; in that 
ycafe the king of Spain Ihall reftore Sardinia to the em- 
peror, who (faving his fupreme dominion over it) fliall 
put the fame into the cuftody of the moft ferene king of 
Great Britain, and of the lords the States General, for fo 
long time, till Sicily being reduced, the king of Sardinia 
ftall fign the above-mentioned conditions of a treaty with 
the emperor, and fliall agree to accept the kingdom of 
Sardinia as an equivalent for the kingdom of Sicily ; which 
being done, he fliall be admitted into the poffeflion there- 
of by the king of Great Britain and the States General. 
But if his Imperial Majefty (hould not be able to conquer 
Sicily, and reduce it under his power, in that cafe the 
king of Great Britain, and the States General fliall reftore 
to him the kingdom of Sardinia; and in the n^ean time 

his 
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\ih ImpeHal Majefty fhaJI enjoy the revenues of the faid 
kingdom, which fhall exceed the charge of keeping it. 

VI.. But in cafe the king of Sardinia fhall confent to 
Ae faid exchange, and the king of Spain Ihall refufe, in 
this cafe the eniperor being aided by the fuccours of the 
reft of the contraftors, Ihall attack Sardinia, with which 
fuccours they on their part promife to furnifh him ; as the 
emperor promifes on his part, that he will not lay down 
his arms till he Ihall have poffefTcd himfelf of the whole 
kingdom of Sardinia, which immediately after fuch pof- 
feffion he fhall give up to the king of Sardinia. 

VII. But if both the kings of Spain and Sardinia fhall 
oppofe the exchange of Sicily and Sardinia, the emperor, 
together with the fuccours of the allies, fhall in the firft 
place attack Sicily, and having reduced it, he Ihall turn 
his ^rms againft Sardinia with fuch a number of forces, 
befides the fuccours of the allies, as he fhall jud'je necef- 
farv for both expeditions : and, having likewife reduced 
Sardinia, his Imperial Majefty fhall commit the cuftody 
thereof to the king of Great Britain, and to the lords the 
States General, till the king of Sardinia fhall have figned 
the conditions of peace to be made with the emperor, and 
Ihall confent to accept the kingdom of Sardinia as an equi- 
valent for the kingdom of Sicily, which then is to be de- 
livered up to him by his Britannick Majefty and the States 
General, and in the mean time his Imperial Majefty fliall 
enjoy the revenues of that kingdom, which fhall exceed 
the charge of keeping it. 

VIII. In cafe the Catholick King and the king of Sar- 
dinia, or either of them, fhall refufe to accept and execute 
the abovefaid conditions of peace to them propofed, and 
for that reafon the four contracting powers fhould be com- 
pelled to proceed againft them, or either of them, by open 
force; it is exprefsly covenanted, that the emperor fwhat 
progrefs foever his arms may make againft ^:the Lid two 
kings, or either of them,) fhall be content, and ought to 
acquiefce in the advantages, by mutual confent allotted to 
him in the faid conditions, power ncverthclcfs being re- 
fervcd to his Imperial Majefty of recovering the rights 
which he pretends to have over that part of the dutchy of 
Milan, which the king of Sardinia now poffelTes, either 
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by waf, or by a treaty of peace fubfequent upon filch war$ 
power being likewife referved to the other three allien, ini 
cafe fuch a war Ihould be undertaken againit the kings of 
Spain and Sardinia^ to agree with his Imperial. Majefty in 
appointing fome other prince, in whofe favour his Impe* 
rial Majefty may difpofe of tliat part of the dutchy o{ 
lUontferrat, now poflefled by the kiijg of Sardinia, in ex- 
clufion of the faid king; and to what otbpr prince or 
princes he may, with the confent of the empire, grant the 
letters of expeftative, containing the eventual inveftiture 
of the ftatcs now poflefled by the grand duke of Tufcany, 
and by the duke of Parma and Placentia, in exclufion of 
the fons of the prefent queen of Spain. Thi^ declaration 
being added, that in no time or cafe whatfoever, either 
his Imperial Majefty, or any prince of the houfe of Au-^ 
uria, who (hall poflefs the kingdoms, dominions, andpro- 
vinces of Italy, may aflert or gain to hiipfelf the laid 
dutchies of Tufcany and, Parma. • 

IX. But if his Imperial Majefty, aftpr hi$ efforts by a 
fufficient number of forces, and the fuccours and. other 
means of the allies, and by ufing alj convenient diligence, 
fhould not be able by arms to fubdue, or to eftablifii 
himfelf in the pofTefTion of Sicily, the contrafting powers 
do agree and declare, .that his Imperial Majefty is, and 
Ihall be in that cafe, altogether free and difcharged from 
every obligation, entered, into by this treaty, of agreeing 
to make a peace with the kings of Spain and Sardinia, on 
the conditions abovementioned. All other the articles of 
this treaty neverthelefs to remain good, which mutually 
regard his Imperial Majefty, their Britannick and jmoffc 
Chriftian Majefties, and the lords the States General of the 
United Netherlands. 

X. However, as the fecurity and tranquillity of Europe 
is the end and fcope of the renunciations to be made by his 
Imperial Majefty, and by his Catholick Majefty, for them- 
felves, their defcendents and fuccelTors, of all pretenfions 
to the kingdom of Spain, and the Indies on the one part ; 
and on the kingdoms, dominions, and provinces of Italy, 
and the Auftrian Netherlands, on the other part : the faid 
renunciations fhall be made on the one and the other part, 
in manner and form/ as in thq fecond and. fourth articles 
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<>Ftlie conditions of a peace to be made between bis Im- 
perial Majefty and his Royal Catholick Majefty has been 
agreed. And though the Catholick King fhould refufe to 
accept th? aforefaid conditions, the emperor nevertheleft 
ihall caufe the inftruments of his renunciation to be dif- 
patched, the publication whereof (hall however be defer- 
red till the day of figning^ the peace with the Cathohck 
King. And if the Catholick King fhould conftantly perfifl; 
in rcjefting the faid peace, his Imperial Majefty neverthe- 
lefs; at the time when the ratifications of this treaty (hall 
be exchanged, fhall deliver to the king of Great Britain a 
folemn aft of the faid renunciations, which his Britannick 
Majefty, purfuant to the common agreement of the con- 
' trafting powers, dothpromife ftiall not be exhibited to the 
; tnoft Chriftian King before his Imperial Majefty fhall 
come into the polfeflion of Sicily. But that being ob- 
tained, then the exhibition, as well as publication of the 
faid aft of his Imperial Majefty 's renunciations, fhall be 
performed upon the lirft demand of the moft Chriftian 
King. . And thofe renunciations fhall take place, whether 
the Catholick King fhall fign the peace with the emperor 
or no ; by reafon that, in this laft cafe, the guarantee of 
the contrafting parties fhall be to the emperor in lieu of 
that fecurity which otherwife the renunciations of the Ca- 
tholick King would have given to his Imperial Majefty for 
Sicily, the other ftates of Italy, and the provinces of the 
Netherlands. 

XI. His Imperial Majefty doth promife that he will not 
attempt or enterprife any thing againft the Catholick King, 
or the king of Sardinia, or in general, againft the neutra- 
lity of Italy, in that fpace of three months allowed them 
for accepting the conditions of their peace with the em- 
peror. But, if within the fpace of three months, the Ca- 
tholick King, inftcad of accepting the faid conditions, fliall 
rather perfift in the profecuting of his hoftilities againft his 
Imperial Majefty : or if the king of Sardinia fliould with 
arms attack the provinces which the emperor poffcires in 
Italy ; in that cafe their Britannick and moft Chriftiaa 
Majefties, and the lords the States General, oblige ihera- 
felves inftantly to furnifh Kis Imperial Majefty for his 
dicfence, with the fuccours. which, in virtue of the treaty 
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this day figned, they have mutually agreed to lend one 
another for their reciprocal defence : and that jointly or 
feparaiely, and without waiting the expiration of the two 
months otherwife prefixed in the faid treaty, for the em- 
ploying of friendly offices. And if the fuccours /pecified 
by the faid treaty ftiould not be fufficicnt for the end pjo- 
pofcd, the four contrafling parties Ihall immediately agree 
amongft themfelves to fend more powerful afCltance to his 
Imperial Majefty. 

XII. The eleven foregoing articles are to be kept fecret 
by his Imperial Majefty, their Britannick and moft Chri- 
ftian Majefties, and the States General, for the (pace of 
thice months, from the day of the figning, unlefs it fhall 
be unaniraoufly agreed by them to Ihorten gr prolong the 
faid term : and though the faid eleven articles be feparate 
from die treaty of alliance, this day figned by the four 
contrafting parties aforefaid, they fhall neverthelefs have 
the fame power and force, as if they had been word for 
word inferted therein, fince they are deemed to be an et 
fential part thereof. 

The ratifications thereof fliall moreover be exchanged 
at the fame time, as the other articles of the faid treaty.

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Convention between Charles VI. emperor of the Rothani 
and Catholick king of Spain, George king, of Great 
Britain, and the lords the States General of the United 
Provinces, relating to the execution of certain articles and 
p'Hnts of the Barrier Treaty, concluded on the i^th of 
November, 1715. Signed at the Hague the 2 2d of 
December, 1718. 

SOME of the articles of the barrier treaty, concluded 
on the J 5th of November, 1715, between his Impe- 
rial and Catholick Majefty, his Majefty the king of Great 
Britain, and the lords the States General of the United 
Pfovinces, being impoffibte to be performed, by reafon 
of certain difficulties that have occurred ; and his majefty 
fhe king of Great Britain, and their High Mightinefles, be- 
ing alike defirous to remove thofe difficulties by the moft 
agreeable methods, in order to attain to the view propofed 
by the faid treaty, and the better to eftablifli the founda- 
tions of a foh'd friendlhip and a good underftanding, to 
lyhich all die ponies are inclined, his tmp^ri^ and Catho^ 
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tickMajefty, hisniajefty the king of Great Britain, and 
their High Mightinefles have nominated and appointed to 
treat thereof, viz. his Imperial and Catholick Majeliy, 
the fieur Hercules Jofeph Lewis Turenetti, marquis de 
Prie & de Pancalier, count de Mitteleyurg & de CaftiU 
Jon, lordde St. Servolo «fe Caftelnovo in Carniola, ofFri- 
4aw & Rabonftein in Auftria, of Schiurge Belvar & St. 
Miclos in Hungary, a grandee of Spain, knight of the or- 
/dcr of the annunciada, privy couniellor of his Imperial 
and Catholick Majefty, his minifter plenipotentiary for the 
government of the Netherlands, and his ambaffador pleni- 
potentiary, for concluding and figning this prefent treaty^ 
tor the execution of the treaty of the barrier : his Britan- 
jiick Majefty, William earl Cadogan, vifcount of Caverr 
iham, baron of Reading and Oakley, general of the footj 
.colonel of the 2d regiment of foot guards, governor of the 
Ifle of Wight, mafter of the wardrobe, privy counfellor^ 
knight of the moft noble andmoft antient order of St; An- 
drew, and his ambaflador extraordinary and plenipotenti-. 
ary to the lords the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces : and their High Mightineffes, the fieurs John van 
Wynbergen, lord of Glinthorft, of the body of the nobles 
of the quarter of Veluwe, in the province of Guelderland ; 
Wigbolt vander Does, lord of Noortwyck, ofthe order of 
jhe nobility of Hollatnd and Weftfriefland, high baiHff and 
4ykegrave of Rhinland; Anthony Heinfius, counfellor 
penfionary, keeper ofthe great feal, and fuperintendant of 
the fiefs of the province of Holland and Weftfriefland; 
Adrian Velters, late Echevin, fenatpr and penfionary of 
the town of Middleburg in Zealand; Gerard Godart Taat^ 
van Amerongen, canon of the chapter of St. John at 
Utrecht, afleflor in the council of fubfidies, conttituting the 
jchief member of the ftates of the province of Utrecht, 
grand huntfman of the faid province, and afleflor in the 
council of the Heemrades of the river of Leek; Dancker 
de Kempenaar, fenator ofthe town of Harlingcn, in Frief- 
land ; Everard Roufe, bqrgomafter of Deventer in Ove^ 
fyffel; and Eger Tamminga, lord in Zeeryp, Enum, 
JLeerumus and Zandt, all refpeftively depqties in our af* 
fembly on the part of the ftates of Guelderland, Holland^ 
ipd \\^?JQ:frieflan4, pyeryffel ^ncj Gfoningen, and the Om^ 
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melands; who by virtue of their relpeftive full powers, af- 
ter having held feveral conferences together, have agreed 
as follows. 

I. Whereas certain diflRculties have arifen with refpefit 
to the 17th article of the faid treaty of barrier, which 
relates to the fecurity of the frontiers, and the extending 
of the limits of their. High Mightineffcs in Flanders, from 
whence inconveniencies may arifc, which all the parties are 
defirous to prevent, it is agreed to fubftitute the prefent 
article in the place of the faid 17th article. 

His .Imperial and Catholick Majcfty agrees and ap 
proves, that for the future the boundaries of the States 
General in Flanders fhall begin at the fea to the N. W. of 
the fort of St. Paul now demoHfhed, which his majefty 
yields to them together with ten rods of land, each rod 
confiding of 14 feet round the ditch of the counterfcarp, 
to the well and fouth fides; and a ftrait line fhall be drawn 
from the dyke which is to the fouth of the faid fort, marked 
by the letter A on the map which has been formed and 
figned by all the parties, through the Folder called Hafe- 
gras, as far as where it joins to the dyke of Crommendyke, 
marked B, paffing along by a ditch on the weft fide of the 
faid demoliflied dyke, and from thence to the canal called 
Neeuwgedhclft marked C, and from thence to the Neeuw- 
gedhelft Dryhoeck marked D ; from whence the new li- 
mits fhall run along a watercourfe and ditch, marked E, 
as far as to the line marked F, which watercourfe and 
ditcli fhall remain to his majefty. From the letter F they 
fiiall be continued along the faid line beyond the toll-houfe 
of his Imperijil and Catholick Majefty, marked G, in an 
angle, w^here it fhall enter the dyke again, and run through 
die little polder level with a ditch as far as the waterfall of 
ihe black fluice, and continued on the point of a redoubt 
or traverfe, which is upon the dyke beyond the two canals 
of Saute and Soute, marked H, near the fort of St. Do- 
jiat, which his Imperial and Catholick Majefty yields in 
full foverei^rnty aii^d propriety to the States General, toge- 
ther with the fovcreignty of the land fituate to the north of 
the line, marked as above ; provided that the gates of the 
flu^ces of theTaid Fort be, and continue taken down in 
tim^oi peace, mid that the proprietors be permitted to fink 

the 
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tlie thre(holds level with that of the black fluice, and toin- 
fpeft them as often as they think neceffary, to the end that 
in time of peace the water may always have a free current 
to the Tea. 

From the faid poft, the new limits fliall return back 
along the foot of the dyke, towards the polder, called the 
Worlds End, and from thence along the fea dyke, as it is 
fet down in the map, as far as the antient boundaries, to 
the cut in the dyke \yhich clofes the creelc of I-apfchure, 
marked I ; and the land on the north fide of the line fliall 
belong to their High Mightineffes in fovcreignty. 

From thence the old Hmits (hall be continued as far as 
the Barbara Polder, at which place the new limits Ihall 
enter and begin at the foot of the dyke, running alongr 
that polder, and the Lauraine Polder, to the long ftreet 
marked K ; and from thence in a ftrait line along the faid 
fireet to the dyke which goes from Boucklioute, to the 
harbour of Bouckhoute, marked hi and from thence 
they fliall enter into the Chapel Polder, and continue in a 
ftrait line to an angle of the Grafjanfdyke, marked M ; 
and from thence along the dyke, as far as the Red Pol* 
der. 

His Imperial and Catholick Majcfly yields to their High 
Mightinefles in full fovcreignty the Barbary Polder, Lau- 
raine Polder, Chapel Polder, and the Red Polder ; ex- 
cept what is referved by the line above drawn iri the Cha- 
pel and the Laurain Polders, which fhall remain to his 
Imperial and Catholick Majcfty. 

Their High Mightineffes permit the owners of the 
fluices of Bouckhoute to replace diem where they were 
before, and that the faid fluices may have their currents 
direQly to the fea, as they had before the late war. 

Their High Mightinefles fhall be permitted in time of 
war, when it is neceflary for the defence and fecurity of 
their frontiers, to occupy and fortify the neceffary pofts in 
the Grafjanfdyke and Zydliogfdyke. 
- As to the town of Sas van Ghent., the limits fhall be ex- 
tended to the diflance of two-thirds of two geometrical 
miles round the town, beginning at the ani^les of the baf- 
ti^ons, which fhall terminate o]fi the fide towards Zelfate, 

at 
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at tiie point of their antient limits on the bank of tliecanif 
of the Sas. 

And for the prefervation of the lower Schelde, and for 
the fake of the communication between Dutch Brabant 
and Flanders, his Imperial and Catholick Majefty gives up 
to the States General the full and entire fovereignty of tie 
tillage and polder of Doel, as alfo of the polders of Su 
Anne and Keteniffe ; provided nevertheleft, that the ter- 
ritory of their High Mightinefles fhall not extend between 
the forts of the Pearl and Liefkenfhoeck, farther than the 
midway between the two forts. 

His Imperial and Catholick Majefty, asfoon as the bap 
rier fhall be attacked, or a war begun, fliall deliver up the 
guard of fort Pearl to their High Mightinefles; on con- 
dition neverthelefs, that as fpon as fuch war is at an end, 
they (hall reftore the faid fort Pearl to his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty, together with the pofts they fhall have 
in that time taken pofTeflion of, on the Grafjanfdyke and 
Zydlingfdyke. 

Their High MightineflTespromife moreover, that ifupon 
occafion of giving up to them fome fluices (wherof the in- 
habitants of Auftrian Flanders fhall retain the free ufe in 
time of peace) they fhould fuffer any damage or prejudice, 
either from the commanders or other military officers, the 
States General will not only remedy it immediately, but 
likewife make fatifa£lion to thofe concerned. 

And becaufe, from this new fituation of the- limits, 
there will be a neceffity of changing the toll houfes to pre- 
vent frauds, wherein his Imperial and Catholick Majefty 
and their High MightinefTes are equally interefted ; other 
places for eftablifhing the faid toll-houfes fhall be agreed 
on, as well as the farther precautions that it fhall bethought 
convenient to take. 

It fhall moreover be ftipulated, that a juft valuation 
fhall be made, in three months time, of the revenues which 
the fovereign receives from the lands that fhall be yielded 
up to their HightineRcs by this article ; as alio what have 
arifen to the fovereign by the renewing of the grants on the 
foot they have been agreed to for thirty years paft, to be 
deduSed and ftruck off from the annual fubfidy of 500,000 
c^rowns ; but the payment of the faid fubfidy Ihall not be re- 
tarded

tardedi by reafon of the faid valuation : which lands fhall 
not be charged with any taxes more than what they^now 
contribute in the publick affeffments, according to the rat© 
ihey are valued at. 

The Roman Catholick Religion fhall be preferved ancf 
maintained in the places abovementioned, in the fame 
manner and with the fame freedom of publick exercife as 
now ; and to the fajne extent as this freedom was ftipulatect 
ky the 1 8th article of the barrier treaty. 

The. proprietors of the lands and other eftates fituatc 
within the limits of the faid ceffion, fhall retain the erypy- 
ment of the fame, in full. pofTeflSon and propriety, with al.I 
the prerogatives and rights thereto annexed, none referved 
nor excepted; and fhall moreover be continued particular 
lords of the faid lands and eftatesj and maintained in the 
peaceful propriety and poffefTion of the jurifdiSions apper- 
taining to them, in all the degrees of high, mean, and low 
jurifdi6ion, as they have enjoyed* the fame hitherto. 

The fort of Rodenhuyfen fhall be dcmoh'flied, and. the 
difputjcs touching the canalof Bruges fhall be referred tQ 
the decifion of neutral arbitrators, to be chofen on both 
fides ; provided neverthelefs, that by given up of the fort 
of St* Donat, thofe of the town of Sluys fliall not have 
more right upon that canal than they had before thisceflion* 

In confequence of the ceflions included in this article, 
their High MightinefFes defifl their pretenfions to all other 
lands and places which were yielded to them by the 17th 
article of the barrier treaty, which fliall remain as they 
did before under the dominion of his Imperial and Catho- 
iick Majcfly. 

II. Whereas his Imperial and Catholick Majefly pro- 
miledby the 19th article of the barrier treaty, to canfe to 
be paid to the States General the fum of 500,000 crowns 
ayear, amounting to 1,250,000 florins of Holland, at the 
terms fpecified by the faid treaty, in confiderat-on of the, 
great charges and extraordinary expences, to which/the 
lords tlie States General are indifpenfihly obliged, as well- 
for maintaining the great number of troops, which they 
are obliged by the faid treaty to keep in the towns and 
places of the faid barrier, as for fupportiug thegreat-cKarge 
abfoiutely neceffary for the maintenance and reparation gf 
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the fortifications of the faid places, and for fupplyin^ tlicm 
vith ammunition and provifions. 

And his majclly defires diat his promife may be punc- 
tually executed according to the tenor of the faid 19th ar-* 
tide having for that end Ihewn their High Mightineffes the 
difficulties and inconveniencies that might ariie in the per-* 
formance of the faid article, as alfo of the feparate article 
of the faid treaty, with regard to the aflignments made upon 
the fiubfidics of the provinces of Brabant and Flanders, and 
the quarters, dillrifls and chatellaniesthrein mentioned, for- 
the fum of 640,000 florins of Holland. 

His Imperial and Catholick Majefty and the lofds the 
States General have agreed upon another repartition, and 
upon another fpecial mortgage, which fhall be fubftituted 
in the place of the faid mortgages and affignments, upon 
the fubfidies of the provinces of Brabant and Flanders, 
over and above the general mortgage upon all the reve- 
nues of the Aullrian Netherlands ftipulated by the faid 
treaty. 

Namely, that his Imperial and Catholick Majefly, for 
the better fecuring and facilitating the payment of the faid 
fubfidy of 500,000 crowns, or 1,250,000 florins Dutch 
money per annum, affigns a fum of 700,000 florins, or 
280,000 crowns, in lieu of the fum of 610,000 florins af- 
fefled upon the countries, cities, chatellanies, and depen- 
dencies, made over again by France, the revenues of which 
confifls in the aids and fubfidies payable by the faid towns 
and chatellanieSjin the duties of the four members of Flan- 
ders, and other duties of domains, in that called the four 
Patars par Bonnier, and other taxes for the fortifications, 
the ranfom of thofe called Contines MilitaireSy and in the 
emoluments, and other gratuities, which were paid at the 
time that the faid towns and chatellanies were in the power 
of France, to the intendants, governors, and other officers 
on the eftablifiiment in the places: and that he does this 
for all the duties and impofts in general, which their High 
Jli^ightinefTes have enjoyed hitherto in whole or in part, 
without any exception whatfoever. 

On condition that no diminution or alteration be made 
In them to the prejudice of the faid mortgage. 

The 
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The awarding of the farm of the faid duties of the four 
members of Flanders fhall be madeinpublick to the high- 
eft bidders ; provided neverthelefs, that in cafe of infbl- 
vfency of the farmers and their fecurities, his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty fhall make good the deficiency out of 
the other branches and revenues of the towns, and cha- 
tellanies abovementioned, or out of his demefnes in the 
other Auftirian Netherlands, as far as amounts to the funi 
of 700,000 florins a year. 

And when any abatement is foli cited, by which the re- 
venues of the faid farm, or of the aids and other duties 
ahd impofts above fpecified, may not be fufficient to pro- 
duce the entire film of 700,000 florins, it fliall not be 
granted till provifion be made for the faid abatement in 
fome other fufficient way to their fatisfaftion. 

His Imperial and Carholick Majefty affigns and makes 
over the remaining 550,000 florins of Holland^ or 
1^20,000 crowns, lipon all the revenues of the tolls 
above mentioned, arifing from the duties of importation 
and exportation paid iii the Auftrian Netherlands, which 
are only engaged by way of fubfidy to their High Migh- 
tinefles for their levies of money on feveral occafions, 
or for annuities in the country, and the like certain, 
charges. 

Namely, the toU-houfes of BrufTels, Burgherout, Tir- 
lemont, Charleroy, Mons, Aeth, Beaumont, Courtray, 
Ypres, Tournay, Newport, of the province of Luxem- 
burg, and that of Mechlin, fliall generally and feverally 
be mortgaged for the faid fum of 550,000 florins. 

And for the better fecuring the payment of the faid 
fum. his majefty engages, by the way of a fubfidiary and 
fupplemental fund, the fum of 250.000 Dutch floiins 
per annum, out of the firft. and cleareftVevenue from the 
auties of import and export of Ghent, Bruges, and Oftend; 
promifing that they ftall be entirely paid in five years, 
Out of what remains in arrear of the principal and in- 
tereft of 1,040,600 florins, which were raifed upon thofe 
three toll houfes in 1710. 

His majefty likewifc promifes that no alteration fhall 
be made in the duties of import and export, which may 
. Vol, 1. Z lefiea 
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leflen the revenue thereof to the prejudice of the mott* 

And if his majefty in procels of time judges, it neceflary 
to make any alteration in the levy of the (aid duties, by 
which they may happen to be diminilhed, fuch alteration 
(hali not be eftablifhed till a fufficient fund is appropri- 
ated to make good fuch deficiency. 

His Imperial and Catholick Majefty doth by this con- 
vention command the receiver general of his majefty 's 
finances, and him that ftiall be eftabliflied to prefide in 
chief in the countries made over again, that by virtue of 
thefe prefents, and according to a copy hereof, they pay 
eveiy three months, computing fi-om the firft of this in- 
ftant December 1718, to the receiver general of the States 
General in thofe countries that are made over again, in 
fuch coin, or fuch money as is received at the toU-houfes 
and at his majefty 's general receiving office, an exaS 
quarter part of the fum of 280,000 crowns, or 700,000 
Dutch florins; and to the receiver general of his ma- 
jefty 's finances in the city of Antwerp, to pay alfo an ex- 
aft fourth part of the remaining fum of 550,000 florins, or 
220,000 crowns, without flaying for any other order or af- 
fignment; thefe prefents being to ferve inftead of an order 
or aflignment, both now and hereafter: and the faid pay- 
ments fliall be allowed them in their accompt with his Im- 
perial and Catholick Majefty, as much as if they had made 
themtohimfelf. 

As for the arrears of the faid fubfidy of 500,000 crowns, 
or 1,250,000 florins of Holland, per annum, that have ac- 
crued from the 15th of November 1715, the day on which 
the barrier treaty was figncd, on the laft day of November 
laft, it is agreed, for avoiding all manner of difpute touching 
the produce in that time, of the revenues of the towns 
and chatellanies made over again by France, which have 
not amounted to above 300,000 crowns per annum, all 
charges deduQed, as their High Mightinefles have fhewn 
by citimates ther(?of, which they have caufed to be drawn 
up and communicated, and which have been examined by 
one of the commifiioners of his Imperial and Catholick 
Majcdy's finances, and alfo for putting an end to the dif- 
putes that have arifen on account of the non-performance 
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bf certain articles of the faid treaty, with regard to th^ 
pay of the faid arrears from the 15th of November 1715, 
to the firft of January 1718, which on the part of the 
States are caft up at above 400,000 crowns ; their High 
Mightineffes will be content to take for all thofe arrears, 
from the 15th of November 1715, to the faid firft of Ja- 
nuary 1718, 200,000 crowns ^r 500,000 florins of Hol- 
land, payable by 20,000 crowns a year, till the fum total 
is difcharged; provided that the intire fubfidy be paid to 
them from the beginning of the prefent year, in manner 
following. 

Namely, that the arrears of the firft eight months of the 
})refent year, amounting to the fum of 333,333 florins, 
fix fous, eight deniers of Holland money, ftiall be paid 
in the fame manner by 20,000 crowns a year in part of pay- 
ment, as is aforefaid, immediately after the payment of 
the faid arreiirs of the preceding years. 

For fecuring the payment of both the one and the other, 
his Imperial and Catholick Majefty engages, and makes 
over by way of fpecial mortgage, the duties of import and 
export of the toll-houfes of Ghent, Bruges, and Oftend, 
over and above, and without prejudice to the fubfidiary 
engagement of the faid toll-houfes for the fum of 250,000 
Dutch florins a year, ftipulated by the prefent conven- 
tion. 

For the greater fecurity whereof, the adminiftrators ge- 
neral of the duties of import and export, fliall, by the 
bond which they give for the yearly payment of 550,000 
Dutch florins, during the fix years of their adminittration, 
charge themfelves with the payment of the fix firft portions 
or terms of the faid arrears •, and after the expiration of 
the term of their contraft, or receipt, the reft (hall be paid 
hy quarter pdrts by the new adminiftrators, or by thofe 
who ftiall then have the regio and receipt of the faid du- 
ties, at Ghent, Bruges, and Oftend, after the manner and 
under the engagements ftipulated for fecuring the pay- 
ment of the 550,000 florins. 

The furplus, or the three months remaining of the ar- 
rears of the prefent year, amounting to the fum of 125,000 
Dutch florins, fli all be paid in 1720; his Imperial and Ca- 
tholick Majefty particularly appropriating for the payment 
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thereof, the revenue of the towns and chatellanies made 
over again by France, over and above, and without pre- 
judice to the appropriation of the 700,000 florins a year, 
made by this convention. 

Their High Mightineffes fhall enjoy the revenues of the 
countries made over again to the laft day of laft November, 
and fliall be at hberty to proceed by way of execution 
for the recovery of the arrears of the revenues of the 
faid towns and chatellanies, that are and may become due 
to the laft day of laft November; and for this purpofe to 
make uk of the fame methods of execution agatnft the 
States (the ecclefiafticks excepted) magiftrates, towns and 
chatellanies, farmers and others, as they have^ftipulated 
for the recovery of the 700,000 florins a year, afligned 
upon the faid revenues, and may alfo make ufe of the fame 
method with regard to the ,125,000 florins which are made 
over to them, conformably to the foregoing article. 

And whereaa his faid majefty has put his duties of im- 
port and export into adminiftration and direftion, and 
bound the adminiftrators general or direftors of the faid 
duties, to pay a fixed fum yearly for the improvement of 
his majefty 's finances ; the adminiftrators general or direc- 
tors of the faid duties, fliall enter into an obligation, under 
a voluntary condemnation, which fliall be decreed by the 
grand council of Mechlin, and by thofe of Brabant and 
Flanders, to pay every three months during the time of 
their adminiftratioQ the faid fourth part of the fum of 
550,000 florins^tJr Holland, to the receiver general of the 
United Provinces, or his order, as is faid : and the pre- 
fcnt article fliall fuffice for the difcharge of the laid admi- 
niftrauors ordireftors, with the acquittance of the faid re- 
ceiver general of the United Provinces. 

The laid adminiftrators general, or direQors, fliall ob- 
lige themfelves by the fame afl:, to pay off*, by equal pay- 
ments in five years, \that remains to be paid to the States- 
General of the faid 1,040,625 florins, raifed in 1710 upon 
the toll-houfes of Ghent, Bruges, and Oftend, with the 
interefts that fliall accrue every year; to the end, that 
when the five years are expired, the faid toll-houfes may 
be entirely difchargedfrom the faid levy. 

And

And on the failure of the payment, after the mannear 
above ftipulated, as well of the fums of the fubfidy of 
500,000 crowns, or 1,250,000 Dutch florins, as of the 
faid money raifed upon the toll houfes, the lords the 
States General may proceed to Methods of compulfion and 
execution, even by way of violence, againft the receiver 
general of his majefty's finances, and againft the receiver 
of the countries yielded back again, who fhall be both re- 
fponfible and liable to an execution, for jhe particular and. 
fubaltern receivers of the funds afligned to their riefpeftive 
provinces; if either the receivers general, or the others, 
divert any part of their general or particular receipt to 
the prejudice of what is contained in the prefent conven- 
tion : provided however, that this article (hall not take place 
againft the receiver general of the finances, but in cafe of 
the management of the duties of import and export. 
• His majefty grants the fame power to bring an execu- 
tion as well againft the toll -houfes, engaged previoufly by 
fpecial mortgage, as againft the toll- houfes engaged fub- 
fidiarily on failure of the former^ and againft the funds of 
the faid country made over again, as alfo againft the States, 
except the ecclefiafticks, and agaipft the magiftrates of 
the towns and chatellanies of the laid country yielded back , 
again, if they make any fcruple or too long delays in af- 
feffing and furnifliing the imports, which they are obliged 
to raife for his Imperial and Catholick Majefty. 

And this execution againft the faid States, excepting the 
'clergy, and againft the faid magiftrates, fliall be made in 
the name, and on the part of his majefty, and in the 
ufual manner; his majefty for this end authorizing the go- 
vernors of the barrier towns who have taken an oath to him, 
and fubjeftingthe faid States thereto, (except the clergy) 
and the faid magiftrates by virtue of the prefent conven- 
tion, as well as the faid funds, as thofe were fubjefled to it 
which were fpecially mortgaged and afligned for the re- 
fpeSive fums of the faid fubfidy, by the 19th article, and 
the feparate article of the barrier treaty. 

The officers of juftice, to whom it ftiall appertain 
ftiall be obliged to give the neceffary afliftance of their of- 
fice, when thofe who bring the writs that (hall be ordered 
japdiflued in favour of their High Mightineffes, againft tUc 
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adminiftrators of his majefty's duties of import and es^it, 
as well as againft their aflociates, fhall have recouiie to 
them, in order to proceed to the execution of the fki4 
writs, according to the received ulage of the tribunals 
from whence they are difpatched ; in the fame manner 
as they are ufed.to execute the fentences which the na^ 
tives and other inhabitants of the Auftrian Netherlands 
obtain there. And as to the States of the Netherlanik 
yielded back again, (the ecclefiafticks excepted) magi- 
ftrates, toll-hou(es and funds, execution ihay be ifliied 
againft them in the manner as is agreed by the barrier treaty. 

And finally, befides the order which fliall be given 
by, his majefty to the governor general of the Auftrian 
Netherlands, the prefent convention ftialLferve infliead of 
a fpecial and irrevocable order and inftruftion, for him 
and his future fucceflbrs, in purfuance of which they fliall 
perform and caufe to be performed what is ftipulated by 
the prefent convention ; and are exprefsly forbid not to 
divert, or fuffer to be diverted by the council of ftate and 
the finances, by the diredor general of the finances, 
or by any other perfon whatfoever, any fum of the 
revenues abovementioned of the faid towns and cha- 
jtellanies, nor of the faid adminiftration, management and 
receipt of the duties of import and export, for any occafion 
whatfoever, though never fo material ^and urgent, unlefs 
of what fhall remain after the payment of the faid quar^ 
ters; which payment fhall not be retarded, much left re- 
fufed under colour of compenfations, liquidations, or 
other pretences of what name or nature foever they be : 
in confequence of which,' their High Mightinefles the 
Stares General renounce, and entirely give up, by virtue 
of the prefent convention, every aclion and mortgage 
which had been ftipulated by the 19th article of the bar- 
rier treaty, and its feparate article, againft the provinces 
of Brabant and Flanders, their jurifdiftions, chatellanies, 
the feven quarters of Antwerp, and againft the ftates and 
receivers of the faid provinces. 

III. The arrears due of the intereft of the fums raifed 
upon the revenue of the pofts in the Auftrian Nether- 
lands being very confiderable, his Imperial and Catholick 
Majefty prpmifes and eqgages to remedy it, by. caufing 
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entire payment to be made both of the intereft and principal 
as fbon as pofSble ; and till this is performed, his Imperial 
and Catiiolick Majefty will give very ftri£l orders that the 
revenue oFthe pofts may be employed conformably to the 
bonds, and that no part of it be divened to the prejudice 
of their contents. 

IV, The Lords the States General having made con- 
fiderabte advances towards paying off the intereft of the 
monies levied as fpecified in the barrier treaty, it has been 
agreed and concluded, that the fum of 705,01 1 florins, 18 
fous and 10 deniers, which his Calholick Majefty owes to 
their High Mightinefies, according to the liquidation fet- 
tled on this day the 22d of December 1718, fliall be paid 
off by equal portions of 20,000 crowns or 50,000 Dutch 
florins a year, to commence immediately after the fix years 
of the prefent general adminiftralion of the duties of import 
and export; his Imperial and Catholick Majefly engaging 
the faid duties in Flanders as they are now railed, and as 
they fiiall continue to be raifed aficr the end of the faid 
general admin iflration, for paying off the faid fum of 
705,011 florins, 18 fous and 10 deniers, by wayof fpecial 
mortgage : and till the fame is efFcfliiallypald off, he fhall 
caufe intereft to be paid for the faid fum, or that part of it 
which fhall remain unpaid, at the rate of two and a half 
per cent, per annum. 

In order to facilitate the payment of the faid intereft of 
two and a half per cent, per annum, their High Mighti- 
nefies confent that it be computed by the double canon 
of 800,000 florins per annum, raifed upon the revenues 
of the province of Namur, and fubfidiarily upon thofe of 
the mayoralty and province of Luxemburg; on condition 
that the faid double canon be continued proportionably to 
the time that the reimburfement of the faid 800,000 flo- 
rins Iball be retarded by the faid diminution. 
- V. To put an end to the differences touching the artil- 
lery and the magazines of war, and particularly concern- 
ing the propriety of thofe of Venlo, St. Michael and Stc- 
venfwaert, places yielded to the States General by the 
treaty of barrier, his Imperial and Catholick Majefty 
gives up all claim to the faid artillery and magazines, on 
condition that their High Mightinefies recede, as they do 
Z 4 by 
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Dy the prefent coov^ntion, from the demand of th^ monef 
<liie to them, in purfuance of the ad pafled at Antwerp 
ihe 30th of January 1716, by the count de Konigfi^ 
plenipotentiary of his Imperial and Catholipk Majefiy 
took for the powder, bal}, and other ammunition, which the 
commiffioners of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty 
took for his accompt, agreeable to the faid a£l, and to 
lifts Hgned by the faid commifTioners, which amount i(i 
value to aboye 100,000 (lodns : but his Imperial and Ca- 
tholick Majefty makes no claim on account of the powder 
nnd ammunition belonging to France, which was found 
at the reduftion of Antwerp, Mechlin, Ghent, and other 
places of the Auftrian Netherlands. 

VI. The States General immediately after the exchange 
of the ratifications of the prefent convention, fhall remit 
to his Imperial 5^nd Catholick Majefty tlie poffeflion and 
enjoyment of all the towns, chatellanies, diftrifts and ju- 
rifdiftions made over again by France, according to the 
^qior of the firft article qf the barrier treaty. And his 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty (hall likewife remit to 
their High Mightineffes, immediately after the exchange 
of the fai4 ratifipatiops, the pofTeffiqn of the land and pol- 
ders whiph he has yielded to them in Flanders by the firft 
article of this convention. 

VII. The barrier treaty, and its feparate article of the 
15th of November 1715, (lull be confirnied by thefepre- 
feijts, in all and every of its articles. 

VI II. Forafmuch as for the greater fecurity and better 
performance of the barrier treaty, bi§ Eritannick -Ma- 
jefty has con{irmed and guarantied the faid treaty, fo his 
faid majf fty doth prpniife and engage to confifm and gua- 
rantee the prefent convention, a§ he dqth confirm and 
gurantee it by this article. 

IX. The prefent treaty (h all bp ratified and approved 
by his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, by his Britannick 
Majefty, and by the Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces, and the rati(ications (hajl be exchanged 
in (ix weeks, or foqner if po(rible, after the day of its 
I eing (igned. 

In witnefs v^hereof, we the amba(radors and plenipq- 
,:entiaries of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, andqf 
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his Britannick Majefty , and the deputies and plenipotcn^ 
tiariesof the Lords the States General, by virtue of our 
refpeftive powers, have in their names figned thefe pre . 
fents, and thereto fet the; feals of our arms. Done at the

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Treaty of peace betwixt George King of Great Britain as 
EleElor and Duke of Brunfwick, and Ulrica Eleonora, 

• Queen ^ Sweden ; hy which, in purfuance of the pre- 
liminary treaty, concluded July i~ ^7^9, the Duchies of 
Bremen and Verden are yielded to the faid King as 
EleBor and Duke of Brunfwick, with the fame prero- 
gatives and titles as the crown of Sweden poffejfcd them, 
by the peace of Weftphalia. 

PARTICULARLY, 

Including therein^ the right of voice and fffion in the 
diets of the empire, the dircBorfhip in the circle of 
Lower Saxony, and the rights to the cathedral Chap- 
ter of Hamburg, and that o/* Bremen; as alfo the pro- 
priety of the town of Willhaufen, with its Bailywick^ 
held heretofore hy the Duke of Brunfwick as a pledge. 
In exchange whereof the King, Elector, and Duke, pro^ 
mifeth her Swedifh Majefly, to caufe a million of crowns 
in money of Leipfick, to be paid to her at three terms, 
to maintain the fuhjeSls and inhabitants in all their 
rights, liberties, and privileges, as well with regard to 
religion, as in other refpeHs^ and to procure favourable 
iufiice to be done according to the promifes of the late 
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. Xing Charles XII. to tkc/e who JIukU affemr U hf^ 
teen aggrieved in the great and general reduBiany wkuk 
was made heretofore^ The King alfo firomijeth, JhriSif 
to maintain alljfbrmer treaties made with the crown of 
Sweden, including therein the gvaratUies in faoowr y 
the Houfe oj Holftein GoUorp, and Uhtmfe to renew 
ibem at this time, in confonkitjf to the frehnE vmatu 
Concluded at Stockholm, the -ruth of November ^19* 

In the name 0/ the Holy Trinzl^. 

BE it known by thefe prefents : whereas the titHibks 
of the North, which oegan without the hoiy Roman 
empire, did likewife in courfe of time infeft ibitie €)£ the 
provinces depending on the faid empire, and afterwards 
penetrated as far as the circle of Lower Saxony, which 
was the reafon that the mod illuftrious and moft potent 
prince and lord, George king of Great ^Brttain^ France, 
and Ireland, defender of the faith, duke of Bruniwick and 
Ldnenburg, arch-treafurer and eledor of the holy Roman 
empire, as duke and ele£lor of Bruniwick and Lunen- 
huFg, was involved in the war ; the moft illuftrious and 
moft potent princess Ulrica Eleonora, queen of Sweden, 
the Goths and Vandals, great duchefs of Finland, duchefs 
of Schonen, Efthonia, Livonia, Carelia, Bremen, Ver- 
den, Stetin, Pomerania, Caflubia and Vandalia, princefs 
of Rugen, lady of Ingria and Wifmar, countefs palatine 
of the Rhine and Bavaria, duchefs of Juliers, Cleves, and 
Berg, Landgravine and hereditary princefs of Heflfe, 
princefs of Hirchsfeld, countefsof Catzenellebogen, Dietz, 
Ziegenhain, Nidda, and Schaumbourg, &c. and his faid 
Britannick Majefty have with a Chriftian and laudable in- 
tention, confidered by what meafures they might not only 
prevent greater misfortunes, and the ruin of countries and 
nations being occafioned by fuch a war, but chiefly to 
reftore peace and tranquillity betwixt their faid majefties, 
and to eftablifli and renew the good harmony and mutual 
underftanding between the two parties. For this end the 
moft illuftrious and moft potent prince and lord Lewis XV. 
the moft Chriftian King of France and Navarre, employed 
his good offices and mediation by the noble lord James 
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de Campredon, his minifter refiding at the Swedifli Court; 
. and a preliminary treaty of peace was aflually agreed on 
between their faid majefties, which was concluded at Stock- 
holm the ~ of July laft, in which it was ttipulaied that 
peace Ihould be formally concluded betwixt ihem on the 
foot of the faid treaty, and that a folemn inftrument 
Ihould be drawn up for that purpofe. For the advancing 
and perfe£ting a work fo defirable and falutary, the ple- 
nipotentiary minifters on both fides being veiled with fuffici- 
ent full powers, have in the name of God entered into a 
conference, viz. on the part of her Swedifii Majefty, 
the count Guftavus Cronhielm, fenator of her majefty 
and the kingdom, prefident of the royal chancery, and 
chancellor of the academy at Upfal ; the count Charles 
Guftavus Ducker, fenator of her raajefty and the kingdom, 
velt raarfiial and counfellor of war; the count Guftavus 
Adam Taube, fenator of her majefty and the kingdom, 
and governor of Stockholm; the count Magnus de la Gar- 
die, fenator of her majefty and the kingdom, and prefi- 
dent of the college of commerce; and the baron Daniel 
Nicholas de Hopken, fecretary of ftate to ber Swedifli 
Majefty; and on the part of his Britannick Majefty, as duke 
and elefclor of Brunfwick and Lunenburg, his plenipoten- 
tiary, minifter and colonel, Adolphus Frederick de Bafte- 
witz; who have agreed to the foUowing articles. 

I. A lafting and fincere peace and fricndihip fhall be 
eftablilhed and confirmed by thefe prefenis, between his 
Swcdifti Majefty and the kingdom of Sweden on the one 
part, and his Britannick Majefty as duke and eleflor of 
BrUnfwick Lunenburg, and his ducal and eleftoral houfe 
ontlie other part; and both ftiall fincerely and conftantiy 
do every thing in their power for ftrengthening the bands 
of union and confidence between them, as much as pof- 
fible ; and all hoftilides and warlike proceedings of the one 
part againft the other fball entirely ceafe from this time. 

IL There fhall alfo be on both fides, a perpetual ob- 
livion and amnefty of whatever the one has committed 
hoftilely againft the other, of what nature foevcr the aflion 
was, in fuch manner that nothing done by either party, or 
by their fubjefls, fliall be correfled or revenged, but every 
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thing fliall by there prefents be aboh'fh^ed^ and for ever 
buried in obhvion. 

III. As her Swedifli Majefty, by virtue of the prelimi- 
nary treaty of peace concluded July 4-^1719, with his 
Britannick Majefty, as duke and elector of Bnin^ck 
and Lunenburg, did then yield, fo (he does by virtue 
pf thefe prefents again yield for herfelf, the kingdom of 
Sweden, and her fucceflfors and defcendents, to his Bri- 
tannick Majefty, as duke and ele3or of Brunfwick aod 
Lunenburg, and his fucceflbrs for ever, the duchies of 
Bremen and Verden, plenojure, with tU their rights and 
dependencies, in the fame manner as thofe duchies were 
among others appropriated, according to the Xth article 
of the treaty of peace at Ofnaburg, dated the 44 Oftober 
1648, and as the kings and kingdom of Sweden have fince 
that time pofleffed, do now poflefs, or ought to have pof- 
fefled the faid duchies, with their rights, appendages and 
appurtenances, without any exception ; and principally the 
jus pignoris of the bailywick and town of Vilfhaufen, 
with aU its rights and dependencies, which was formerly 
in the hands of the eleflor of Brunfwiek ; in fuch man- 
ner however, that no demand fhall be formed upon her 
majefty or the kingdom of Sweden for any engagements 
with which the fame are, or may be incumbered, either 
now or hereafter : giving up the whoe together, and eve- 
ry particular thereof now and for ev r, with the fame pre- 
rogatives as her Swedifh Majefty and her predeceffbrs in 
the government, as well as the kingdom of Sweden, had 
poflefied them, without any diminution or refervation ; as 
alft) without exception of any rights, inteftine or foreign, 
to keep and poftefs them in propriety, without any dif- 
pute, hindrance or interruption on the part of her Swedilh 
Majefty, or her fucceffors ; yielding up, and renouncing 
by thefe prefents in favour of his faid Britannick Majefty, 
as duke and eleftor of Brunfwiek and Lunenburg, and 
his heirs for. ever, all the rights fhe hath, or ever had, 
or ought either one way or another to claim, to the duchies 
of Bremen and Verden, in general and particular, both as 
to the direftorfhip in the circle of Lower Saxony, a feflion 
and vote in the diets of the empire and the circles^ or any 
thing elfe, by what name foever called , refigning in the 
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fame manner by tliefe prefeiits, to the fubjcfts and inhabi- 
tants of the faid diiichies, all their oaths and obligations by 
which they were bound to her iiiajefty and the kingdom 
of Sweden, and tranferring them by the feme to his raa- 
jefiy of Great Britain, as duke and eleflor of Brunfwick 
and Lunenburg, and to his heirs, as their prefent Ible and 
perpetual fovereign lord; and in like manner the chapter 
of Hamburg and that of Bremen, together with the per- 
fons appertaining to the latter, fubjefls, tenants in fief, far- 
mers and tributaries, as well in the town of Bremen, as 
thofe who live in what are called the four Gohcn of Bre- 
men, and all other places which are there, fliall be by vir- 
tue of thefe prcfents freed from their faid oaths and 
engagements taken to the crown and kingdom of Swe- 
den, and made over to his Britannick Majcfly, as duke 
and cletior of Brunfwick and Lunenburg, and his heirs. 

Her Swedilii Majelly, for herfelf and her fucceflbrs, 
does, by virtue of thefe prefents, again renounce the jura 
feudi which flie and her predecefTors had, on account of 
the duchies of Bremen and Verden, acquired of the em- 
perors and the lioly empire, and hitherto enjoyed; and 
transfers the faid jura feudi in like manner to hisBritannick 
Majefty and his heirs. 

And the archives and documents which relate to die 
duchies of Bremen and Verden, fhall bona fide, with all 
the fpeed poffible, be put into the hands of perfons 
named and authorised by his Britannick Majefty, to re- 
ceive them. 

IV. His Britannick Majefty, as duke and eleftor of 
Brunfwick and Lunenburg, docs as well for himfelf as his 
heirs, promife and engage on his part to the ftates, fubjefts, 
and alt tlie inhabitants of the country, both in the towns 
of the faid duchies of Bremen and Verden, and all places 
that do or may depend thereon, no perfon excepted, and 
ccnfequently to every one of them, to maintain and defend 
their juftjy acquired liberties, eftates, rights and privi- 
leges, in general and particular, in the fame maniierasthe 
faid ftates, fubjefts and iiihabitants enjoyed and pofl^efTed 
them, and as-they were granted to them by the peace of 
Wellphalia, asfwellas tlie free exercife of the two reli- 
gions, according to the Augfburg confeftlon, as to which 
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iha\\ at all times be left to their free choice, without 
moleltation. 

And in cafe that cither the one or the other is not yet 
a&ually confirmed in the expeftatives of certain prebends 
of the chapter of Hamburg, granted by the former kings 
of Sweden, or bought of others, fuch expeflatives, ac- 
cording to their rights and origin, (hall remain entire ; in 
fuch manner neverthelefs, that for the future, when a va- 
cancy happens, no body Jhall be preferred to thofc who are 
the bearers of them. 

V. The reduflion and liquidation eftablifhed every 
where by the preceding government of Sweden, having 
given occafion to many grievances of the fnbjefls and in^ 
habitants, the late king of Sweden of glorious memory, 
injuftice to the caufe, was determined to give a fecurity 
by letters patent, that in cafe any of the fubjefts coufd 
prove, that any eftate jufHy belonging to them had been 
taken from them, their right fhould be preferved ; in con- 
fequence of which feveral were reftored to the pofleffion 
of their eftates formerly difputed, or fequeftered by virtue 
of the faid reduction, or any other pretext; which right 
has been again confirmed to them fince, by their laft affem- 
bly of the 30th of May laft. 

It is therefore agreed and ftipuiated by thefe prefents, 
between the two contrafting fovcreigns, that the ceflion 
made of the duchies of Bremen and Verden, by the afore- 
faid third article of the prefent treaty, fliall not prejudice 
the rights andjuft pretenfions of the liibje£b and inhabi- 
tants of the faid duchies, or their heirs, living intra vel 
extra territorium ; but the fame (hall be maintained by his 
Eritannick Majefty, as eleElor of Brunfwick and Lunen- 
burg, to all intents and purpofes in the fame manner as 
they are now by her Swedilh Majefty, and as they may be 
certified now or hereafter. 

VI. In like manner, purfuant to what is ftipuiated by 
the fecond article concerning the amnefty, the eftates, 
huufes and properties of any perfons whatfoever, who had 
been put under arreft by reafon of the war, fliall be re- 
ftored and returned to the lawful proprietors, whether 
they live intra vel extra territorium. 

VII. 
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VII. Neyerthelers, all negotiations adually made in &6 
laid duchies, and during the Swediih regency, publico no^ 
mine, till the faid duchies were invaded by his Danifli 
Majei^, by reafon of debts and farms which were lev»l 
and carried into the royal cheft, and the fums put into it 
by the faid regency, (hall remain in &iU force, in fuch 
manner ths^ die creditors, and thofe who have legal bonds 
in confequence of their loans of money, and mortgages 
truly furrendered, Ihall enjoy the contraos which they have 
in their hands, and the engagements included therein, till 
by virtue of their contra^ they are quite expired, and 
their monies advanced are all paid ; at which time the 
eftates, aiid hou(es fituate or belonging in and to the faid 
duchies, fo engaged to the &id creditors, (hall become the 
property of his firitannick Majefty, as duke and eledorof 
Brunfwick and Lunenburg and his fuccelTors, and (hail be 
incorporated in his chamber^ But the fiates (haH be ob- 
liged to pay every thing negotiated upon the bonds and ie« 
curity of the laid ftates. 

VIII. His Britannick Majefty promifeth by thefe pre- 
ients, not only as king, but ^fo as duke and ele8x>r of 
Brunfwick and Lunenburg, to renew from henceforth 
with her majefty, and the kingdom of Sweden, the RriQ. 
alliances and treaties of friend(hip heretofore eftabli(hed 
with the predece(rors of her majefty and the kingdom of 
Sweden, as well as the guaranties, which by virtue of the 
treaty of peace concluded between the allies of the North, 
or by that which may be concluded hereafter, fliall be ap- 
plied to the advantage of the ducal houfe of Holftein 
Gottorp, and to regulate the feme according to the prefent 
junfture of affairs. 

Moreover, his Britannick Majefty, as duke and eleftor 
of Brunfwick^ engages to pay at Hamburg to her Swediih 
Majefty the fum of a million of rix dollars, in new and 
valid pieces of (ingle and double marks or drittels, accord- 
ing to the allay of Leiplic in the year 1690, of which 
each fine mark of filver was worth 12 current dollars. 
And it is fettled, that one third of the faid fum, viz. 
333»333t rixdoUars, (hall i)e paid at Hamburg to her 
Swedi(h Majefty upon her receipts, before the figning of 
this inftrument of peace, which (hall accordingly remain 
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in force ; and the reft of the faid millioh of rixdollars (hall 
be paid fpeedily, and without fail at Hamburg all at once; 
tipon proper affignments and acquittances, in five or fix 
weeks time after the exchange of the ratifications of this 
treaty of peace. 

IX. The treaty of Weftphalia, e^xcepf where it is al- 
tered by this treaty, or otherwife where it may be altered 
by treaties that may be concluded in the North, (hall re- 
main in its full force and efficacy; and the two contraSing 
fovereigns engage themfelves feverally to do every thing 
that (hall be judged necefTary for the obfervation of the 
faid treaty of Weftphalia. 

X. The two contrafting fovereigns referve to them- 
felves by this article to demand and accept his Imperial 
Majefty's guarantee for this treaty, and that of other 
powers, according to the circumttance of affairs. 

XI. The ratifications of this peace fliall be difpatched 
in two months time at fartheft, and exchanged one with 
the other here at Stockholm. 

XII. In witnefs of the above, two copies, both of one 
and the fame tenor, have been made, which have beert 
(igned and fealed by the plenipotentiaries of the Wo con- 
trafling fovereigns, of which one has been given to each 

party. Done at Stockholm, the 20th of November, 1719.

Treaty hetwttn Ulrica Eleonora Queen of Sweden, ani 
George King of Great Britain, for 18 years^ concluded 
by the mediation of the mofl Chrifian King ; by which 
the parties agree to ajjijl one another mutually^ in every 
cafe ofnecejfity, on the bafis of former treaties, which are 
hereby feajjumed. And the King promifes the Queen to 
affijh her asfoon as poffible with fubfidies and foldiers, in 
the prefent war againf the Czar 0/ Mufcovy, and to con-* 
tinue juch ajjiflanct till a peace isreflored; and the Queen ^ 
binds herfelf and her kingdoms to the perpetual guarantee 
of the fuccejfion of the crown of Great Britain, inthefa-^ 
mily of Brunfwick Lunenburg. Made the 2ifh of Ja- 
nuary, 1720. 

WHEREAS the moft ferene and mod potent princefi 
and lady, Ulrica Eleonora, queen of the Swedes, 
Goths and Vandals, &c. &c. &c. and the moft ferene and 
moft potent prince and lord, George king of Great Bri- 
tain, France, and Ireland, defender of the faith, duke of 
Brunfwick and Lunenburg, arch-treafurer and eleftor of 
the holy Roman empire, for the better, afferting and con- 
firming an intimate friendfhip and clofe union, and for 
increafing and promoting the welfare and fecurity of the 
faid fovereigns, and their kingdoms and fubjefls, thought 
it expedient that the former treaties made between the fa- 
mous kingdoms of Sweden and Great Britain, and between 
the former fovereigns of the faid kingdoms, fhould now 
be reaflumed, amended, renewed and accommodated, 
and applied to the prefent ftate of affairs, by the media- 
tion, and under the guarantee of his facred royal majefty 
of France, who for that end was pleafed to appoint and in- 
ftruQ: his refident M. de Campredon, to be his plenipo- 
tentiary, and efpecially that treaty which was made for 18 
years at the Hague in 1700, between his royal majefty of 
Sweden, Charles XH. of bleffed and moft glorious me-' 
moiy then reigning, and his royal majefty of Great Bri- 
tain, William 111. alfo of bleffed and moft glorious me- 
mory then reigning, and which expired in the yeaf 17 iS. 
Her facred royal majefty of Sweden has therefore been 
pleafed, for perfecting this falutaiy work,^ lawfully to con-

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(litute and fally to auehorife his excellency count. Charles 
Guftavus a Duckcr, fcnator of her majefty and the king- 
dom, Velt marflial general, and x:oun{ellor at war ; and 
his excellency count Guftavus Adam a Tauble, anotherof 
her majefty's and the kingdom's fenators, Velt roarihal 
general, and chief governor of Stockholm ; alfo his ex- 
cellency the count Magnus de la Gafdie, her majefiy'sand 
the kingdom's fenator, and prefident of the colfegeof 
commerce ; and his excellency John count Lillienftedt, 
her majefty's and the kingdom's fenator, and counfellor 
of the chancery ; and Bnally, his excellency Daniel Niclio- 
las de Hopken, free baron, and her fecretary of ftate: and 
his facred royal majefty. of Great Britain has commiffioned 
his excellency John lord Carteret, baron of Hawnes in the 
county of Bedford, one of the lords of his bedchamber, 
lord lieutenant of the county of Devon, and his ambaf- 
fador extraordinary and plenipotentiary at the court of his 
facred royal majefty of Sweden : who having duly exhi- 
. bited and communicated their full powers inr a congrefs at 
Stockholm, and held divers conferences on that account, 
did, after accurate knowledge and difquifition of things, ac- 
cording to the importance of the affair, agree and conclude 
to make the treaties of the firft of March 1665, at Stock- 
holm, and the 6th of June 1700, at Stockholm, the bafis 
and foundation ; provided neverthelefs, that a negotiation 
be entered into immediately, without lofs of time, by the 
commiffioners of both parties at Stockholm, concerning 
thofe things which relate to the commerce of both king- 
doms, and of their fubjefts, and which conftitute a part of 
the treaties of 1665 and 1700; and as for every thing which 
relates to mutual friendfhip, good correlpondence and fe- 
curity, the faid treaties gf 1665 and 1700 are by this prc- 
fent treaty intirely confirmed and corroborated, with ad- 
ditions and alterations only to render them better accom-' 
modated, and more applicable to the prefent ftate of af- 
fairs, as will appear to be more at large fet forth, provided 
and ftipulated by the following articles. 

I. There (hall be a fincere, conftant and perpetual 
fricndftiip, league and good correfpondence between her 
facred royal majefty of Sweden, and the kings her heirs 
and fucceflbrs on the one part, and his facred royal nja-? 

j'efty 
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jefty of Gi^eat Britain, and the kings" bis heirs and fuccef- 
fors on tlie other part, and all and Angular their kingdoms, 
dominions, provinces, iflands, lands, colonies, tities, 
towns, people, fubjefts,, and inhabitants, and confequentfy 
all their fubjefts and vaffals, both now: and hereafter, within 
Europe arid without it, in all places botK by larid ot fea, 
and dri the' freftii-waters ; fo that neither they nor either if 
them flialldo any detriment to the other's kingdoms, pro* 
vinces, colonies, wherever fituate, or fubjefts, nor permit, 
much lefs conferit that it be done by others ; but fiiall em- 
brace each other's interefts withTmcere affeftion, all man- 

• ner of good will, and mutual affeftion. 

II. In like inanner, both of the confederates, and their 
' heirs and fucceflbrs, Ihall be obliged to take care of aijd 

promote their mutual advantage and honour with all ap- 
J)lication, to difdovei' and bring to light all dangers, con* 
ipirades and machinations of the ehemy, as foon as they • 

. Come, to their knowledge, to oppofe the fame as far as lies 
in their power, and to employ arid unite their counfels and 
forces, for averting and hindering them ; for which reafon 

' it ftiall not be lawful for any one of the confederates, either 
by himfelf, or any others whomfoever, to negotiate or at* 
tempt any thing to the detriment of the other, or even to 

• the damage of the other's lands^ dominions, or rights where* 
foever, fituate either by land or fea ;. arid they' Ihall in rjo 
Vife fupport the other confederate's rebels, or enemies, to 
his prejudice, nor Ihall receive or admit any of his rebels 
and traitors into his dominions, much lefs afford them any 
advice, aid, and favour, or fuffer or permit fuch advice, 
aid, or favour, to be given by his fu^bjefts, people or in- 

' habitants. 

III. And particularly as to rebels, juft now. mentioned^ 
' whofoever fhall be declared a rebel and enemy, by letters 

fent from either of the confederates to the Other, he fhall 
be inftantly reputed as fuch by that confederate to whom 
' fuch letters (hall be fent; and all the ftipulations made by . 
this alliance againft the enemies and rebels of either, , fhall 
be put in force. 

IV. And to the end that the faid friendfhip and good 
correfpondence may be cultivated every day with greater 
fuccefs, -to the advantage of both the faid princes, arid 
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tlieir kingdoms and fubjcfts, and the proteflion of the pro- 
leftant religion, and that their fecurity may be the better 
provided for and guarded, it is agreed on both fides, that 
the mod ferenc and moft potent kings and kingdoms of 
Sweden and Great Britain, may be united as clofely as pof- 
fible, by a particular defenfive alliance, as they are by 
thefe prcfents joined together by the clofeft alliance, 
and reciprocally obliged to the mutual defence of their 
kingdoms, dominions, provinces, ftates, fubjef^s, pof- 
feffions, rights, liberty of navigation and commerce in 
the Baltick, the Sound, the Northern, Weftern, and Bri- 
tifh feas, and in the Channel ; as alfo of the privileges and 
prerogatives lawfully belonging to either of the confede- 
rates, as well by compa£U and received cuftoms, as by the 
law of nations and hereditary right, againft all manner of 
invaders, aggreflbrs, and difturbers, whether by land or 
fea in Europe, as is more particularly declared hereaf- 
ter. 

V. If It happen therefore that her royal majefty, and 
her heirs and fucceffors, the kings and kingdom of Swe- 
den, be invaded, infcfted or difturbed in their kingdoms, 
dominions and provinces, iflands, and jurifdi^ions, either 
within their kingdoms, or without, or in thofe parts of Ger- 
many now belonging to the kings and kingdom of Sweden, 
or even in their pofleflions and prerogatives, privileges and 
laws thereon depending, or in any other manner whatfoever 
hindered and molefted in the freedom of navigation and 
commerce in the feas and channels abovementioned, by 
any one or more kings, princes, flates, republicks, or re- 
bels, or by any one or more illdefigning perfons in Eu- 
rope, his facred royal majefty of Great Britain, and his 
heirs and fucceffors the kings thereof, fhall, after being du- 
ly required, conftantly affift the moft ferene queen, and 
her heirs and fucceffors, the kings and kingdoms of Swe- 
den, againft all fuch aggreffors, difturbers, and rebels, with 
an army of 6,000 foot, on the terms, and in the manner 
as are hereafter ftipulated. 

VI. And thofe auxiliary forces which fliall hereafter be 
fo defired, fhall be all fent in four months after they are 
required, or fooner ifpoffible, to fome convenient place 
and port to be nominated and appointed by die party who 

de- 
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defires them ; and the preparation and fending of fuch 

lUccours fiiall in no wife be retarded, much lefs ihail thofe 
friendly offices be wholly withdrawn, which by virtue of 
this alliance, the confederate who is fent to is firft of all 
to make trial of for obtaining an amicable compofiiion: 
and when the forces are fent and arrived, they fhail be 
maintained and fubfifted at the expence of the ally who 
fends them, till peace be obtained, or as long as the con- 
federate who requires them thinks them necetfary ; provided 
however, that while the fuccours are in his dominions, they 
may be furniflied with all neceffaries for food and raiment, 
at as reafonable a price as his own. 

Vir. It fhall be free for the confederate who requires 
the fuccours, to chufe whether he will have the whole num- 
ber of forces ahovementioned, or only a part thereof, and 
the reft in military ftores, ammunition, provifion, fliips, 
and the neceffary equipage, reckoning each thoufand foot 
per month, as long as the war lafts, at the rate of 4,(K)0 
imperial dollars; which matter the coramiilioners on both 
Kdes (hall agree on bona fide without delay. 

VIII. But if there be danger, that the auxiliary forces 
may be hindered in coming to the place where they fiiall 
be neceflary for him that requires them, the confederates 
ihall be obligedto join their endeavours that their palfage 
may be made more fafe and eafy ; and it (hall be lawful for 
the confederate of whom they are required, to appoint his 
own general to command his forces, and the fame fliall be 
kept as clofe together in one body, as the ftate of the war 
will admit of; which is to be underftood in fuch a fenfe, 
that they may not be difperfed in parties, to places re- 
mote from each other. And he who is appointed Ge- 
neral of the auxiliary forces, Ihall be fubjefl to the 
command of the ally whq requires them, or to his general 
in military operadons ; and all things which relate to ac- 
tion, and all other military events, ffialt be fo ordered as ia , 
the ufual cuftom in war, and in cafeoffurnifhing fuccours; "TCH 
and the fame rule (hall take place if (liips fliould happen _J,^»- 
to be fent inftead of land forces, whicli, as auxiliaries, 
fhall be obliged to carry the llagof the ally who requires ihem, 

X. If it happen that the deterndned number of force^/x^ 
be not fufficient for the greatnefs of the danger, as in cafe 
t|ie aggrpllbrs be fuccoured by the auxiliaries of any of hi^ 
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confederates, and .be fo ftrong as to over-power and de- 
feat either of the allies, then the other ally (hall be obliged 
as foon as poflftble to aifift the party injured and opprefled, 
with as many forces as he can both by fea and land, and 
by pecuniary fut)ndies ; provided neverthelefe, that in fucli 
cafe, the manner, nature and time of giving fuch aid inay 
be fettled according to the exigency of the affair. And 
vhereas.the kingdom of Sweden bias long ere now been 
ihfefted by feveral neighbouring powers, even while ^e 
tfeaty which was concluded in the year 1700 flill' fubfifis, 
ahd as the war continues hitherto, for this reafbn his (acred 
r6yal majefty of Great Britain thinks him(elf obliged, 
as well by the treaty abovementioiied, as by virtue of thefe 
prefents, to give thofe farther fuccours to her (acred royaj 
ipajefty and the kmgdom of Sweden, as arc hereafter fti- 
p\jrated. 

XI. And whereas every amicable method has been hi- 
therto attempted, but without fuccefs, for putting anpnd 
to this Northern war, according to the defire of her royal 
Swedifh Miajefty, his facred royal majefty pf Great .Bri- 
tain doth declare, and bind himfelf by thefe prefents, that 
he will not fufFer any more time to be wafted in vainly at- 
tempting fuch a reconciliation, but will next fpring fend 
a' ftrong fquadron of men of war to the kingdom of 
Sweden, as fuccours to aft in conjunftion with thie men 
of war of her facred royal majefty of S^veden, under 
J^fer command, and at.her difpofal, for repelling the inva- 
fions of Sweden by the Czar of Mufcovy, and for fpeedily 
obtaining a juft peace from him ; and all operations that 
are to be performed by their joint forces, ftiall be ordered 
and difpofed in a previous council of war, held with the 
commanders of the fquadrons of both crown? : but for the 
future, before the auxiliary forces are fent, the party that 
fuffers any force or injury fhall give notice to the other 
ally, and then both of the allies fhall ufe their endeavours, 
that the invaders or difturbers may be induced by fair 
means to abftain from fuch violence and injury, that there 
may not be a neceffity of haying recourfe tq arms ; and if 
the offender fhould be fo obftinate, that he will not 
condefcend to (Jojuftice by amicable meaf^res, and con- 
fequently the party injured and offended be compelled 
to repel the violence done to him, ^nd ^ny farther dif- 
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turbance by force of ^rms, ihcn the faid forces flial! be- 
fent without delay, and fucli lupply fhall be eontinuedtil] 
ihe party injured has obtained full fatisfaClion. He fliall 
be accounted an aggreflbr, who extorts a juU delcnce by 
injuries. 

XII. It (hall likewife be lawful for both of the confe- 
derates, and their fubje£ls, to enter the ports of either 
with their men of war, and other (hips of force, there to 
winter and Hay, and to poITcfs and enjoy the immunities 
and privileges of thofe ports ; provided that they who 
are not the common enemies be not infcfted in fuch ports, 
or at their entrance, nor thai the traffick to the (aid ports 
be interrupted, much lels wholly cut ofiF. It is alio de- 
termined by tbe mutual confcnt of their royal confederate 
majefties, that a particular negotiation for navigation 
and commerce be immediately fet on foot at Stockholm, 
for the mutual advantage and emolument of both na- 
tions; and in the mean while, and till the fame has its 
effeft, it is covenanted and agreed between both tbe allies, 
that there (hall be a reciprocal and entire freedom of na- 
vigation and commerce in all forts of goods and merchan- 
dize, through all and finguiar their dominions, jurifdic- 
tions and territories fituate in Europe; fo that it (hall be 
lawful for one another's fubjefls freely and fafely to en- 
ter by land or fea Into eiiher's kingdoms, provinces, 
iOands, cities, .towns, and villages, and there to refide 
and exercife commerce in all forts of goods and merchan- 
dize, the importation and exportation of which are not 
particularly prohibited and reflrained by the laws and (ta- 
tutesofboth kingdoms; provided neverthelefs, that fuch 
freedom of commerce be not extended to any other 
places than to thofe fea ports which have hitherto been 
opened for the trade of any foreign nation : in which faid 
ports, towns, cities, and places, ii (hall always be free and 
lawful for the fubjefts of both of the confederates, not only 
to {lay, refide and inhabit there as long as they plcafe, 
without any moleflation, oppredion, reQraint, or limita- 
tion of time, but alfo to iranlport thenifelves from thence, 
with their goods, merchandize, and effefls, elfewhere, 
whenfoever and wherefoever they think fit, without any 
detriment, delay, or impediment, under any pretence, un- 
jefs they have borrowed money, and conlrafled any juft 
A a 4 and 
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and lawful debts ; nor fliall the faid fubjefts be obliged t(^ 
pay any tributes or taxes of any kind, under any pretence, 
during their ftay in the dominions and territories of either 
of the confederates, which the nations in the moft intire 
friendfiiip are not obliged to pay. And to the en^ that the 
mercantile affairs of the faid fubiefts may be confirmed 
and increafed as much as poffible, and that commerce 
may be reciprocally promoted between both kingdoms, 
the faid allies bind one another, and feverally engage that 
the merchandize and manufaBures of both nations fhall 
hereafter pay no other tribute nor taxes, than what are al- 
ready eftablifhed ; and fliall enjoy fuch immuriity, till all 
points relating to their mutual commerce be more clearly 
and firmly decided, by a fpecial convention or treaty to 
be forthwith concluded, and always to be obferved for the 
ufe and profit of both nations : nor Ihall it be lawful for 
the fubjefts of both the allies refpeftively, to claim and 
demand greater rates for the weight and menfiiration of 
the goods and merchandize by them imported and ex- 
ported, than what are demanded and paid by the cities, in- 
habitants, and fubjeQs of both kingdoms. It is moreover 
agreed and eftablifhed, for a general rule between the 
faid confederates, that all and Angular their fubjeQs fhall 
enjoy equal favour, at leaft in all things, and on every oc- 
•cafion, in the dominions and territories fubjeO: on both 
fides to their obedience : and that they fhall ufe and pof- 
fefs the fame privileges, liberties and immunities which the 
fubjefls of any other prince or ftate, even in the ftriftefl 
amity, do or may hereafter ufe, enjoy and poffefs. 

XIII. Whereas by virtue of the fourth and fifth articles 
of the treaty of 1700, both crowns were obhged recipro- 
cally to furnifh the fuccours therein ftipulated; on the 
conditions neverthelefs, which are fpecified in the XVIth 
of the faid treaty, viz, that if the confederate applied to 
for fuccours fhould himfelf be involved in a war, either 
againft his own fubjefts, or againft a foreign enemy, he 
Ihould not only be obliged, during fuch war, to furnilh 
fuccours to the other confederate demanding them, but 
might alfo after three months previous notice recal the 
auxiliary forces, fent in aid of his confederate, by virtue 
of the league : and whereas it happened that her late fa* 
cred royal majefty of Great Britain was herfelf engaged

(i» a war againft the crown of France, tlH the year I 

1713, when the war was concluded by the treaty of 
peace at Utrecht, and therefore neither could nor ought 
to be bound to furnifh the fubfidies promifed to the crowri 
of Sweden ; yet forafmuch as the kingdom of Sweden 
has been in war from that time to this, and for that ' 

reafon demands the Swedifh fubfidies which are in arrear; 
and whereas the fubjeEls of his facred royal majefty of 
Great Britain demanded juft faiisfaftion for their fiiips 
and merchandize intercepted by the Swedifh men ofwar 
and privateers, and afterwards confifcated; and whereas in ! 

like manfier the fubje&s of her facred royal raajefly of | 

Sweden require juft fatisfaftion for their fhips and goods j 

intercepted by the men of war and privateers of Great i 

Bfltain ; for this reafon it is agreed by the contrafling J 

parties, tJiat commifiaries (hall forthwith be ele^ed on I 

both fides, to examine and liquidate the complaints relat- J 

ing to the (liips and goods fo intercepted and taken, that it ' 

may appear what part the one owes to the other, and that 
what is accordingly due, after a calculation made on both 
fides, may bepunaually paid within the term fixed by the 
commifTioners for fettling thofe pretcnfions, ', 

XIV. But the prerogatives mentioned in the beginning * 
of the twelfth article, as granted by either of the confe- | 
derates to the (hips of the other in his harbours, (hali in 

no wife be indulged to the enemies of the other. Nor 
fhall it be lawful for the fubjcfls of either of the confe- 
derates, to affifl: the enemies of the other confederate to j 
his inconvenience and detriment, or to fcrve them either « 
as foldiers or mariners by fea or land, and therefore they r 
fliail be laid under the fevered prohibition. i 

XV. The prefent treaty made between the mod ferene ' 
monarchs of Sweden and Great Britain, fiiall not dero- ■ 
gate in the leaft from the regalities, rights and dominion of * 
her facred royal majefty of Sweden in the Baltick, nor ] 
from thofe of his facred royal majefty of Great Britain j 
in thofe commonly called the Britiih Seas ; but both of the 
confederates (hall hereafter preferve and enjoy all the pre- 
rogatives and privileges. above mentioned, with all things 1 
depending thereon, as they have pofTciTed them hitherto, 
freely and without any cavil. Which enjoyment of all 

■ ■ things 



things as aforefaid rouft be underftood on both fides^ favlng 
this prefent treaty. 

XVI. After trie confederate required as afbrelaid, hath 
Jem his auxiliaries, or difcharged his obligation according 
to the laws of treaties, it is neceflkry that provifion be made 
in like manner for him and his fecurity ; and therefore it is 
agreed on both lides, that the confederate who fends forces 
to the other confederate at his. requeft,- (hall always be re- 
puted a»an auxiliary, and not b^ invdved in the war for 
fending iuch affiftance ; nor fh^ll any treaty of. peace or 
truce b^ entered into, nor any fufpenfion-of arms concluded 
fdr a confiderable time, which may be hurtful to the other 
confederate, without including and fecuring him that fent 
filch affiftance. But if he fhould be involved in open war 
with the aggreflbr, or any other whomfoever, by reaibn 
of his fending fuccours, then neither fhall cbndefcend to 
agree to any preliminaries, or to any general treaty with 
the enemy or enemies, without the confent and council of 
the other, but all things fhall be a6led and treated with 
mntuat help, communication and counfd,' till mofl ample 
provifion is made with common confent, for the fu£Bicient 
fecurity and due fatisfa6lion of both confederates.- Above 
ail, it fhall be by no means lawful for that ally who i& firft 
engaged in the war, to make peace, before the other ally, 
who by virtue of this treaty has fent help to his ally, fliajl 
have ample fatisfaflion made him for any damage from 
tb^ enemy, and be fully reflored at leaft (o his former 
ftate, which hb was in pofleffion of, or had a jufl tide to 
before the war began, in cafe that his flate and condition 
fiiall have fuffered any diminution in the progrefs of 
war; 

XVII. This condition is exprefsly added to the former, 
concerning fending help at the requeft of his ally, ' That 

* if it happens that either of the confederate kings, ei- 

* ther he of whom help is required, or he who re- 

* quires it, fhould be engaged in war againft a common 
^ enemy, or be molefted by any other neighbouring king^ 

* prince or ftate, in his own kingdoms or provinces, (fa 

* that he of whom it is required may juftly account fuch 

* moleftation for a real war) to the averting of which he 

* that requires help might odierwife by vir^ye of this treaty 
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* be obliged himfclf to fend auxiliaries, then the other 

* ally fo molefted, if any auxiliary forces were fern at the 
' r^queft of the other ally before the invafion, may after 
' three months notification recal them to his own and his 
' kingdom's defence, and while he is prefled with fuch in- 

* vafion, he Jhall not be obliged to fend the promifed fuc- 
■ cours, as happened heretofore during the war which 

* continued fo many years betwixt the crown of Great 
' Britain and the moll Chriftian King. And although 

* that treaty of 1700, which fiiall be reckoned as the b^ 

* of this, was entered into upon this condition, and this 

* >hich is concluded even now, ought to be explained iif 

* that manner hereafter, neverthelefs his facred royal ma- 
' jefty of Great Britain, in order to give the moll fignal 

* tokens of his friendfhip to the crown of Sweden, engagee 
' pro hac vice, that the prefent war between the erowiis of 
' Great Britain and Spain, Ihall by no means hinder her 
' royal majefty of Sweden from obtaining the aids aEually 
' flipulated by this treaty, or from enjoying and being 
' fupported by the fame, till the peace is happily rellored, 
' viz. the fubfidies and fquadron of men of war, pro- 

* mifed in the Vlllthand IXth articles, till a peace was 
' reftored with tiie Czar of Mufcovy; but if the war with 
' Denmark Ihould, contrary to expectation, laft longer 

* than that with the Czar, then only the fubfidies (hall bo 

* continued. On the contrary, her facred royal majefty 
' of Sweden obliges hcrfelf not to admit of any terms 
' which may be propoled or offered to her direSiy or in- 
' dire£lly by the king of Spain, if thofe terms aie capable 
' of doing any prejudice or damage to die caufe forwhich 
' a war has been carried on for feveral years againft Spain. 
' Moreover, her facred majefty of Sweden obliges her- 
' felf, her heirs and fucccftors, to maintain and guarantee 
' (he fuccefiion to the crown of Great Britain, as it is 
' eftablifhed by the laws of the realm, in the family of his 
' Britannick Majclly now upon the throne, and likewifc 
'. to defend all the dominions and provinces polTefted bv 
' his majefty; and that fhe will not give or grant any 
' Ihelter or refuge in any part of her dominions to the per- 
' fon or his defcendents, if he fhould have anv, who in 
' the life-uine of JamejII. took the title of prince of 

' Wales. 
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Wales, and after his death the royal title of king of 
Great Britain : promifing likewife for hferfelf, her heirs 
and fucceflbrs, that (he will not direCUy or indireftly 

' give the faid perfon or his defcendents, any aid, counfel 
or afCftancc whatfoever, either in money, arms, military 
equipage, (hips, foldiers, mariners, or in any other man- 
ner whatfoever ; and that (he will obferve the fame pre- 
caution with regard to thofe perfons who may be com- 
manded or commiflioned to difturb his Britannick Ma- 

'jefty's government, or the tranauillity of his kingdom, 

^either by open war, or clandeftme confpiracies, or in 
exciting feditions and rebellions, or in committing pira- 
cies .upoq his Britannick Majefty's fubjefts ; in which laft 
cafe, her facred royal majefty of Sweden promifcs that 

^ (he will by no means permit any refuge to be given to 
fuch pirates in the harbours or her kingdom. Laftly, 
her royal majefty of Sweden obliges herfcif, not to give 
any .prote&ion or (belter iq any part pf her dominions 

'.to thofe fubjefls of his royal majefty of Great Britain, 
who are now, or (hall herereafter be declared rebels ; and 
that in cafe there happen to be fych in her kingdoms, 
provinces and dominions, (he will command them to 
depart her territories in eight days after the warning 
given them from court. And if his facred royal majefty 
of Great Britain fhall happen to be invaded m a hoftile 
manner, (he obliges herfelf to (end the fuccours above- 
mentioned, and to do (he fame to his defcendents, if they 
fliall happen to be difturbed in the fucceflion to the 
crown of Great Britain. And forafmuch as it is of the 
greateft importance to the Proteftant Religion, to the 
commerce of the kingdoms of Sweden and Great Bri- 
tain, and to all Chriftendom, that the Baltick may not 
be in the power of the Czar of Mufcovy ; if therefore 
the feid Czar refufe to make a peace with Sweden, an.d 
to reftore thofe things which are required for the fec^urity 
qf the kingdom of Sweden, and to re-eftablifh the fame 
freedom oif Commerce in the Baltick, as both enjoyed 
before the prefent war, in this cafe his facred royal ma- 
jefty of Great Britain obliges himfelf not only to furni(h 
thofe aids which are exprefled in this treaty, for obtain-, 
jng the fame hy force of arms, but he-promifes to ufe aU 

' ' • *^ hi* 
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^ liis endeavours, and to employ all his oflG.ces with Uii 

* co;ifederates,'that they may help Sweden with TubfidiHs, 

* and confequently furnifh the crown of Sweden with thfe 

* means for keeping the Czar within bounds/ 

XVIII. And although the allies (hall be obliged to 
fend auxiliaries to one another, according to the articles 
above, yet that obligation fhall not be fo far extended, as 
that all friendfhip and mutual correfpondence fhall be takcto 
away and prohibited with the enenliei of the other confe- 
derate : for fuppofing that one of the confederates flioufii 
when required fend his auxiliaries, and not be engaged in 
the war himfelf, it fhall then be free for his fubjefts and 
inhabitants to have trade and navigation with the enemies 
of that ally who is engaged in the war ; and it fhall be 
lawful for <hem to carry any goods whatfoever to them, 
thofe only excepted which are exprefsly forbid, and com- 
monly called contraband, and declared iuch by the com- 
mon agreement of all nations. 

XIX. Forafmuch as both their royal majeflies above- 
mentioned do hereby declare that they are flill bound hy 
certain conventions and treaties formerly entered into witn 
other powers, and that they are willing to obferve the fan\e 
duly, aciiording to the ftipulations of the faid articles, 
but that neverthdefs they are not at this time bound by any 
articles and claufes therein contained, which may or ought 
to weaken and obftruQ; this prefent treaty in any manner, 
or under any pretence : to the end therefore, that the faith 
of the confederates, and their perfeverance in this alliance, 
may appear the more reciprocal, and that the minds of 
their fubjefts and friends may be the more confirmed, 
both their royal majefties abovementioned do oblige them- 
felves and declare, that they will fincerely and bona Jide^ 
fland to all and every one of the articles of this treaty, and 
that they will. not depart a tittle from the genuine and 
plain fenfe of the faid articles, under any pretexts of 
profit, friendlhip, former treaty, contraQ: and promife, 
or for any other colour wliatfoever ; but that thi^y will 
give efFeftual orders that all the things which they have 
promifed in this treaty, as the Hate of affairs fhall re- 
quire, be fpeedily and fully put in execution by them- 
felves, or their .minifters and fubjeQs, according as they. 

ate 
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are exprefsly (lipulated, and this without any Ilmitadanf 
exception or excufe, thofe excepted which are exprefled 
in the preceding articles of this treaty. 

XX. This defenfive treaty fhall lafl 18 years, before 
the end of which the confederate fovereigns may again 
treat concerning its farther continuance, if it fhall feein 
good to both of them. 

XXL Whereas this treaty has been concluded purfuant 
to powers and orders received on both fides, fb the fame 
ought to be approved and ratified in due and fi>lemn form, 
by both their facred royal majefties of Sweden and Great 
Britain, and the inftruments of their ratification be de^ 
Ifvered and exchanged at Stockholm within the fpace 
of three months, to be reckoned from the time of this 
fubfcription, or fooner if poffible. 

For the greater evidence and confirmation of. all things 
aforefaid, two copies of this treaty have been made, one 
of which the aforefaid fenators and fecretary of ftatc 
of her facred royal majefty and the kingdom of Swe-* 
den, have figned and confirmed with their feals, as the 
other has been by the aforefaid ambaflador extraordi- 
nary and plenipotentiary of his facred royal majelly of 
Great Britain, who were all particularly iropowered for 
that end, and that on one and the fame day, viz, the 
21ft of January 1720.

The treaty between Great Britain dfid Spain, concludd 
at Madrid, June 13, N. S. 1721* 

IT having pleafcd the Divine Providence to difpofe the 
hearts of the moft ferene and potent princes, George, 
by the Grace of God king of Great Britain, France, and 
Ireland, &c. and Philip V. by the Grace of God king 
©f Spain, the Indies, &c. to forget all the grounds of 
diffatisfaflion and mifunderftanding that have, given occa- 
fion to interrupt, for fome time, the friendfhip and good 
correfpondence which before flouriflied between them; 
and their Britannick and Catholick Majefties being now 
defirous to renew and re-cftabliih them by the fttongeft 

ties, 
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ties, have ftipulated and agreed by their under-written 
ininillers plenipotentiary, named fur that purpofe, llie 
following articles. 

I. That, for the future, there fhall be, betweenhis Bri- 
(annick Majelly his heirs and fucceffors, and his Catholick 
Majelly his heirs and fucceflbrs, as alfo between their 
kingdoms, duminions, fovereignties, fubjeSs and vallals, 
a good, firm and inviolable peace, and a perpetual and 
fincere friendihip, and a general obHvion of every thing 
that has been done, 011 both fides, upon occafion of die 
kft war. 

II. The treaties of peace and commerce, concluded at 
Utrecht on the 13th of July, and the 9th of December, 
in the year 1713, wherein are comprehended, the treaty 
*niade at Madrid in the year 1667, ajid the cedulas there- 
in mentioned, Ihall remain confirmed and ratified by the 
prefent treaty, except the third, fifth, and eighth arti- 
cles of the did treaty of commerce, commonly called 
explanatory ; which have been annulled by virtue of 
another fubfequent treaty, made at Madrid the 14th of 
the month of December 1715, between the minifters ple- 
nipotentiary, named for that purpofe, by their Britannick 
and Calholick Majefties, which treaty remains likewife 
confirmed and ratified; as alio the particular contraS, 
commonly called The Afliento, for the importation of 
negroe (laves into the Spanith Indies, which was made 
the 26th of March in the (aid year 1713, in confequence 
of the izth article of the treaty of commerce of Utrecht; 

".and likewife the treaty of declaration, concerning that of 
the Affiento, made ihe 26th of May 1716: all which 
treaties, mentioned in this article, with their declaration, 
(hall remain in their full force, virtue and vigour, in every- 
thing, wherein they fliall not be contrary to this; and, to 
the end they may have their entire cffetl and accomplifti- 
ment, his Catholick Majelly will caufe his circular or- 
ders, cedillas, to be difpatched to his viceroys, gover- 
nors, and other minifters, to whom it Ihall belong, of 
the ports and towns in America, that the fhips employed 
. for the traffick of negroes by the royal company of Great 
. Britain cftablinied at London, may be admitted, with- 
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Out hindrance, to trade freely, arid in the fame manhW 
as they did before the laft rupture between the two crowns; 
and the abovcmentioned cedulas (hall be delivered as foori 
as the ratifications of the prefent treaty (hall have heed 
exchanged; and at the fame time his Catholick Majefty 
will give his ordehto the council of the Indies, that the 
junta, compofed of minifters taken out of that council, and 
appointed for the cognizance (exclufivc of all others) rf 
the caufes that refpeft the faid Afliento, may again have 
its courfe, admit of, and confult upon tho(e affairs, ac- 
cording to the rule eftabli(hed at the time of its appoint- 
ment ; ajid as to what regards the obfervation of the treaties 
of peace and commerce, circular orders (hall be di(patched 
to all the governors of Spain, to the end that they may^ 
without any of their interpretations, caufe then! to be ob- 
fervedand accompli(hed ; as in like manner fhall be given, 
on the part of his Britannick Majefty, the orders which 
fliall be demanded, and judged neceffary foi* the accom- 
plifhment of every thing that has been ftipulated and agreed 
between the two crowns in the abovemenrioned treaties cif 
Utrecht ; and particularly as to what may not have been 
put in execution of the points fettled by the eighth, elei- 
venth and fifteenth articles of the treaty of peace, which 
mention the leaving to the Spaniards the free commerce 
and navigation to the Weft Indies, and the maintaining 
the antient limits in America, as they were in the time of 
King Charles II. the free exercife of the Catholick Re- 
ligion in the ifland of Minorca, and the cod-fi(hing xn 
the feas of Newfoundland ; as well as with regard to all 
the other articles which may not hitherto have b^en put 
in execution, on the part of"^ Great Britain. 

III. Forafmuch as by the feventh article of the treaty 
of commerce of Utrecht it was agreed, that all the good* 
confifcated at the beginning of the former war (hould be 
reftored, in regard to the confifcation thereof had been 
made contrary to the tenor of the 36th article of the 
treaty of 1667, his Catholick Majefty, in like conformity, 
will order, that all the goods, merchandizes, money, (hips 
and other effefts, which have been feized, as well in Spain 
as in the Indies, by virtue of his orders of the month of 
September 1718, or of any other fubfequent ordors, at the 

time 
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time before the vrar wets declared between the two crownl, 
or after it was declared, be fpeedily reftored in their fame 
kind, as to thofe which (hall be ftifi in being ; or, if they 
are n6t, the juft and true value of them, at the time that 
they were feized ; the valuation whereof, if, by omiffion 
omegleft, it was not then made, fhall be adjufted, ac- 
cording to the authentick informations that the owners fliafl 
produce before the ordinary magiftrates of the towns and 
places where the faid eflfefts Ihall have been feized. And 
as it is certain, that the orders of his Catholick Majefty 
(although they directed, that inventories of thiofe goods 
and effefts (hould be made and drawn up, and accounts 
and declarations fhould be kept) have not, however, been 
executed in that manner in feveral places, it has been 
agreed, that if the proprietors make it appear, by legal 
proofs, informations, and other documents, that any of 
them have been omitted in the faid inventories, his Ca- 
tholick Majefty will give exprefs orders, that the value of 
thofe things which fliall have been omitted, be paid by the 
ireafurcrs or other perfons, through whofe negleft fuch 
omiftions ihall have been made. 

IV. It is mutually agreed, that his Britannick Majefty 
ftiall give order to his governors, officers, and other mi- 
nifters, to whom it ftiall belong, to caufe to be reftored all 
the goods and effefts of the fubjeSs of his Catholick Ma- 
jefty, which they fliall prove to have been feized and con- 
fifcated in the dominions of his Britannick Majefty, upon 
occafion of the laft war; in the fame manner as it has been 
fettled in the foregoing article, in favour of the fubje6id 
of his Britannick Majefty. 

V. It. is alfo agreed, that his Britannick Majefty fliall 
caufe to be reftored to his Catholick Majefty all the 
fliips of the Spanilh fleet, which were taken by that 
of England, in the naval battle that was fought iri 
the month of Auguft 1718, in the feasof Sicily; with the 
guns, fails, rigging, and other equipage, in the condi- 
tion they are at prefent; or elfe the value of thofe which 
may have been fold, at the fame price that the purchafers 
fhall have given, according to the proofs and vouchers : 
and for the execution of this reftitution, his Britannick 
Majefty fliall caufe the proper orders to be difpatched, im- 
VoL.I. Bb mediately 
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mediately aficr the ratification of this treaty* It is alfo 
declared, that the other pretenfions that there may be, on 
both fides, between the two crowns, concerning matters 
whereof there is no mention made in the prefent treaty, 
and wliich are not comprehended in the fecond article 
liereof, (liail be treated of at the approaching congrefs of 
Cambray. 

VL The prefent treaty fliall have its effeCl immediately 
after it (hall have been mutually radfied ; and the letters 
of ratification (hall be exchanged in fix weeks after the 
figning, or fooner, if poflible ; deferring its publication 
till the general peace £hall have been concluded at the 
congrels of Cambray, between all the parties concerned; 
or till their Britannick and Catholick Majefiies fhall have 
particularly agreed upon it. 

In witnefs whereof, we the under-written minifters ple- 
nipotentiaries of his Britannick Majefty and his Catholick 
Ntyefty, being funiifhed with our full powers, which have 
been mutually communicated, and copies whereof (hall be 
here under tranfcribed, have figned the prefent treaty, 
and affixed thereto the feals of our arms. Done at Ma- 
drid the 13th of June, 1721.

Treaty of itjenfive alliance, betwixt France, Spain, and 
Great Britain. At Madrid, June 13, 1721. 

THE differences that have happened betwixt their Bri- 
tannick and mod Chriftian Majellies on the one 
p^rt, and his Catholick Majefty on the. other, having not 
a: little impaired the friendlhip which they always fhewed 
to one another, it has been a long time their ardent wifli 
IQ re-eftablifh the good correlpondence and fincere 
amity which ought to prevail among them, and which 
will always be the ftrongeft fupport of the greatnefs to 
V^ich God has raifed them, and the fureft means to pre- 
serve the publick tranquillity, as well as the happinefs and 

mutual 
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ttiutual advantages of their {ubje6ls ; and it is with a view 
to cement and corroborate, if poffible, thefe difpofitions, 
which are as conducive to the mutual glory and fecurity 
of their crowns, as they are conformable to the welfare 
and tranquillity of all Europe, that their Britannick, moft 
Ghriftian, and Catholick Majefties have rcfolved to unite 
in fo ftrift a manner, that they may aft hereafter as if they 
had only the fame view, and the fame intereft : and for 
this end the moft ferene king of Great Britain, &c. hav- 
ing given full powers to treat in his name, to William 
Stanhope, e^q. colonel of a regiment of dragoons, a mem- 
ber of the parliament of Great Britain, and ambaflador 
extraordinary from his Britannick Majefty to the court 
of the Catholick King; the moft ferene the moft Chrif. 
tian King having given full powers for the fame end, to 
John Baptift Lewis Andrault de Langeron, marquifs de 
Maulevrier, lieutenant-general of his armies, commander 
and gfand croix of the military order of St. Louis, his 
envoy extrordinary to hisGatholick Majefty; and the moft 
ferene king of Spain having likewife granted his fuU'powers 
for the fame erid to Don Jofeph Grimaldo, knight of the 
order of St. Jago, governor of Riieira and Auzechal, a 
member of the council of the Indies, and his firft fecfe- 
tary of ftate and the dilpatches ; they have agreed on the 
following articles. * 

I. There ftiall be hereafter and for ever a ftrift union 
and a (incere and lafting friendftiip between the "moft fe- 
rene king of Great Britain, the moft ferene the moft 
Chriftian King, and the moft ferene king of Spain, 
their kingdoms and their fubjefts, and inhabitants of the 
countries under their dominion ; fo that the injuries or da- 
mages fuffered during the war, to which an end has been 
put by the acceffion of the moft ferene king of Spain to 
the treaties of London, dated the 2d of Auguft 1718, 
Ihall be buried in eternal oblivion, and that for the future 
each ftiall take the fame care of one another's fafety as of 
his own, and not only inform his ally of the danger that 
may threaten him, but alfo oppofe with all his power the 
injuries that may be done him. 
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[. In order to eltabli(h this union and Gonrel)K)nidence 
finnly, and to render it yet more advantageous to the crowns 
of their Britannick, moft Chriftian and Catholick Ma- 
je&ies, they promife and engage by the prelent treaty of 
defenfive alliances mutually to guarantee the kingdoms, 
provinces, dates and countries under each other's domi- 
Qion, in what part of the world foever fituate ; fo that if 
their majefties are attacked, contrary to what was reiblved 
on at the treaties of Utrecht and Baden, and contrary to 
the treaties of London, and the ftipulations vrhich ihall 
be made at Cambray, they (hall mutually afCft one ano- 
ther till the difturbance is at an end, or till they are fatis* 
fied, by the reparation of the damages which they fhaii 
htve fufipered. 

II L In purfuance of the foregoing article, the mainte- 
nance and obfeivation of the treaties of Utrecht, JBaden, 
London, and of that which is to be mad^ at Cambray/ 
for putting an end to the differences that are to be decided 
betwixt the moft ferene king of Spain and the emperor,, 
ihall be the chief aim of the prefent alliance. And to 
firengthen it the more, the moft ferefte king of Great Bri« 
t^n, the moft ferene the moft Chriftian King, and the 
moft ferene king of Spain, fliall by concert invite fuch 
powers as they fliall think fit to enter into the prefent 
treaty for the common good, and for the prefervation of 
the publick tranquillity. 

IV. If it happen (which God forbid) that, contrary to 
—the faid treaties of Utrecht, Baden, London, or the fti- 
pulations of thofe which ftiall be made at Cambray, their 
Britannick, moft Chriftian and Catholick Majefties fliould 
be attacked, or in any manner difturbed in the enjoy- 
ment of their kingdoms and countries by any potentate, 
they promife and engage to employ their good oflSces as 
foon as they ftiall be tequired, in order to procure for the 
party attacked fatisfaftion for the wrong done to him, and 
to hinder the aggreifor from continuing his hoftilities ; and 
if it happen that his good offices be not fufficient to pro- 
cure fuch reparation out of hand, their faid majefties pro* 
mife to furnifti the following fuccours jointly or fepa* 
rately, viz.

If the party that happens to be attacked, deCre men of 
war or tranfports, or even fubfidics in ready money, in 
ihe room of troops, in that cafe he Ihali be at liberty to 
make his choice, and they ihall furnilh him with the faid 
fhips or money in proportion to the expence of troops j 
and in order to prevent all occafion of doubt in the cal- 
culation of the faid expence, their majefties agree that 
1,000 foot fhall be fettled at 10,000 Dutch florins, and 
1,000 horfc at 30,000 florins per month, obferving the 
fame proportion with regard to fhipping; their faid ma- 
jefties promifing to continue and maintain the faidfuccours 
as long as the troubles fiiall laft ; and if the faid fuccours 
be not fufficient to repel the attacks of the enemy, they 
fiiall agree to augment them ; and if it be neceffary,' their 
faid majefties ftiall mutually aflift one another with all 
their forces, and declare war againfl: the aggreffor. 

V. Their Britannick, moft Chriftian and Catholick 
Majefties, being entirely fatisfied in the fentiments which 
the duke of Parma has always manifefted towards them, 
and being defirous to give him marks of the fingular 
efteem and affe£tion which they have for him, they pro- 
mife and engage by virtue of this prefent treaty, to grant 
him particular proteftion for the prefervation of his ter- 
ritories and rights, and for the maintenance of his dig- 
nity; fb that if he be difturbed contrary to the treaties of 
peace already made, and contrary to what fliall be ftipu- 
lated in thofe that are to be made at Cambray, they (hall 
join their good offices and efforts, to obtain juft fatisfac- 
tion ; and if it be refufed, they fhall agree on meafures 
to procure it for him by all other methods that fhall be in 
their power. 

VI, His Catholick Majefty being defirous to give his 
Britannick Majcfty, and his moft Chriftian Majefty a par- 
ticular proof of his fricndfhip, confirms as far as there 
may be occafion, all the advantages and privileges which 
have been granted by the kings his predeceffors to the 
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Eng1i(h and French nations ; fo that the trading fubjeSs 
of the moft ferene king of Great Britain, and the moft 
fcrene the mod Chriftian King, fliall always enjoy in Spain, 
the fame rights, prerogatives, advantages and privileges for 
their pcrfons, commerce, merchandize, eftates and efFefts, 
which they have enjoyed, or which they ought to have en- 
joyed by virtue of treaties or agreements, or by virtue rfaH 
thofe wiiich have been or (hall be granted in Spain^ to the 
nation that is moft favoured. 

VII. The prefent treaty (hall be ratified by their Bri- 
tannick, moft Chriftian and Catholick Majefties, and the 
ratifications fhall be mutually delivered in due form, and 
exchanged in the fpace of fix weeks, reckoning from the 
day of figning, or fooner, if poffible.

JLnother feparate article of the defenfive alliance between 
Great Britain, France^ and Spam, concluded at Madrid 
the i^th of June, JV. S. 1721. 

THE minifters plenipotentiariei of their Britannick 
and moft Chriftian Majefties, having this day fignedf, 
with the minifter plenipotentiary of the king of Spain, by 
virtue of their refpeftive full powers, a treaty of defen- 
five alliance ; the abovefaid minifters of their Britannick 
end moft Chriftian Majefties have alfo agreed between 
themfelves, by virtue of the fame ppwers, that, as the 
principal intention and aim of that alliance is to maintain 
and preferve the peace and tranquillity of Europe, in 
which it cannot be doubted but the States Getieral bf the 
United Provinces of the Netherlands ate difpofed to con- 
cur, arid to give their affiftance, the firft proper occafio^ 
ftiall be taken, in concert, to invite them thereto ; and 
their faid Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties pro- 
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mifc and engkfft, in the mean time, to maintain the treatjr 
of dcfenfive alliance, made at the Hague, between tht 
lung of Great Britain, the moft Chriftian King, and the 
States General of the 4th of January 17:17, N. S. and 
that nothing fball be done, dire6Uy or indire£Uy, to its 
prejudice. 



Defenjive treaty of alliance between the king of Great Bri* 
tain, the mofl Chrijlian King, and the king of Pruffia, 
concluded at Hanover the ^i of September 1725. With 
three Jeparate articles relating to Thoni, and to the con^ 
iingency of a war agairijl the emperor and empire. 

THEIR majefties the king of Great Britain, the moft 
Chriftian King, and the king of Pruffia, having, 
with pleafure, obferved how much the ftrift union fob- 
fifting between them has contributed, not only to the 
happinefs of their own kingdoms and fubje6ls, but alfo 
to the publick good and tranquillity ; being likewife per- 
fuaded that there i« not a more proper m^ans of fecuring 
and ftrengthening the faid advantages againft all events 
that may happen, than to cultivate the feid union more 
and more, and to make it indiffoluble ; and having ma- 
turely confidered all the treaties that fubCft between their 
faid majefties, (from which they declare that they do not 
intend any way to derogate by this prefent treaty) they 
have thought fit to take before hand, new meafures, 
in cafe any difturbances fhould arife in Europe, by agree- 
ing among themfelves upon what may\be neceffary not 
only for the fecurity and the moft effential interefts of their 
own kingdom, but alfo with regard to the general good 
and tranquillity. Upon thefe confiderations, and with 
thi$ view, their faid Britannick, moft Chriftian, and 
Pruffian Majefties have given their full powers ; that is to 
fay, his Britannick Majefty to Charles VifcountTownfliend, 
Baron of Lynn, his lieutenant in the county of Norfolk, 
knight of the moft noble order of the garter, and his 
fecretary of ftate; his moft Chriftian Majefty,, to Francis 
count de Broglio, lieutenant general of his armies, di- 
re£lor general of his horfe, and of his dragoons, gover- 
nor 
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nor of Mont-Dauphin, and his ambaffador to mil laid 
moft ferene king of Great Briiain; and his PrufJian Ma- 
jcfty, to John Chriltopher de Walienrodt, hisminiftcrof 
ilale, and his envoy extraordinary to the (aid moft ferene 
king of Great Britain ; who, by virtue of the faid fuU 
powers, having with all poffible attention weighed the moft 
proper meafures to attain the end which their faid ma- 
jefties propofe to themfelves, have agreed upon the fol- 
lowing articles. 

I. There (hail be now, and in all time coming, a true 
firm, and inviolable peace, the moft Oncere and indmate 
friendfhip, and the moft ftri£l alliance and union between 
the faid three moft ferene kings, their heirs and fuccelTors, 
their dominions, countries, and towns fituate in their re- 
fpeflive territories, and their fubjcQs and inhabitants, aS 
well in as out of Europe; and the fame Ihall be prefcrved 
and cultivated in fuch manner, that the contraflingparues 
may faithfully promote their reciprocal interefts and ad- 
vantages, and prevent and repel all wrongs and damages 
by the moft proper means they can find out. 

II. As the true aim and intention oF this alliance 
between the faid kings is mutually to preferve the peace 
and tranquillity of their refpeflive kingdoms; their a- 
bovefaid majefties do promile to each other their recipro- 
cal gvarantec for the proiefting and maintaining generally 
all the dominions, countries, and towns both in and out 
of Europe, whereof each of the allies ftiall be aftually in 
pofTeffjon at the lime of the figning of this alliance; as 
alfo all the rights, immunides, and advantages, particu- 
larly thofe relating to trade, which the laid allies enjoy or 
ought to enjoy reipeftively. And to this end the faid kings 
have agreed, that if out of refentment on account of 
this alliance, or upon any other pretext, any one of the 
faid allies (hould be attacked in hoftile manner by, or 
fliould fuffer any wrong from, any prince or ftate whatfoe- 
ver, the other allies Ihall employ their good offices to 
procure fatisfaftion to be given to the injured party, and 
to engage the aggreflbr to forbear any furtlier hoftility or 
wrong. 

III. And 
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III. And if any of the contra6kipg parties ihould be 
openly atucked, or molefted in the above&id cafes, and 
that the good offices abovementioned (hould not be effec- 
tual, fo as to procure a juft fatisfadion for the wrongs 
and damages done to the injured party, then the other 
parties, wtthin two months after application ihall be made 
to them, fhall furnifli (he following fupcours ; tbaf, is to 

His majefty the king of Great Britain fhall fiiniifli 
.8,000 foot, and 4,000 borfe. 

His moft C5hriftian Majefty fhall, in the like cafe, fur- 
nifii 8,000 foot, and 4,000 horfe. 

And his majefty the king of Pruflia, fliall fiirtiiih 3,060 
£[X)t, and 2,000 horfe. 

But if the party attacked (hould rather defire to have 
men of war, or tranfport fliips, or even fubfidies in mo- 
ney, which fhall always be left to bis choice; then the 
^other parties (hall fupply him with fhips or money, in 
proportion to the expence of the troops to be furnifhed 
as above. And to remove all manner of doubt with 
regard to this expence, the cdntrafting parties do agree, 
that 1,000 foot fhall be valued at 10,000 Dutch guilders 
by the month; and 1,000 horfe, at 30,000 guilders of the 
feme money alfo by the month : and the computation fhall 
be made in proportion as to the men of war and tranfport 
Ihips. If the fuccours above fpecified<io not prove fuffi- 
cient to caufe fatisfafticn to be made to the injured party, 
then the contrafting parties fhall agree together upon 
further forces to be furnifhed; and finally, in cafe of 
need, the faid allies fhall aflift the ^jured party with 
all their forces, and fliall even declare war againfl the 
aggreffbr. 

IV. And as the faid three moft ferene kings are re- 
folved to bind more and more clofely the ftrift union that 
fubfifts among them, by all poflible tokens of good faith 
and mutual confidence, they have reciprocally agreed, 
not only to enter into no treaty, alliance or engagement 
whatfoever, which may, in any manner whatever, be con- 
tri^ry to the interefts of each other ; but even faithfully to 
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municate to each other the propofals that may Bemacle to 
them, and not to take, upon what may be propofed, any 
refolution, otherwife than in concert together, and after 
a joint examination of what may conduce to their common 
interefts, and be proper for maintaining the ballance of 
Europe, which is fo neceflary to be preferved for the 
good of the general peace. 

V. His mod Chriltian Majefty being particularly in- 
lerefted as guarantee of the treaties of Weftphalia, in the 
maintaining of the privileges and hberties of the Germa- 
nick Body: and their Britannick and Prulfian Majeftiesas 
members of that body, obferving with equal concern 
feeds of divifion and of complaint that may at length break 
out, and bring on a war, which, by fatal confequences 
refuliing from it, might fet all Europe on fire; their faid 
majellies being ever attentive to what may one daydifturb 
the tranquilHty of the empire in particular, and that of 
Europe in general, do engage and promifc to help each 
other mutually in maintaining and caufing to be obferved 
the abovefaid treaties, and the other a&, which having 
fettled the affairs of the empire, are looked upon as the 
bafis and foundation of the tranquillity of the Germanick 
Body, and the fupport of its rights, privileges and immu- 
nities, which their abovefaid majcfties are truly defirous to 
fecure in a folid manner. 

VI. The prefem alliance fhall fubfift during the fpace 
of 15 years, to be computed from the day of the figning 
of thefe prefents. 

VII. Their Britannick, moft Chriftian, and PrufEan 
Majeilies will invite the princes and ftates which fhall by 
them be agreed upon, to accede to the prcfent treaty;

WHEREAS the affair that lately happened in the 
city of Thorn, and what has enfued thereupon, 
liave alarmed many princes and dates, who apprdiend 
that, to the prejudice of the treaty of Oliva, difliirbances 
may on this occafion arife, not only in Poland, but alfo 
in the neighbouring countries, their Britannick, rooft 
Chriftian, and Pruflian Majefties, who, as guaranties of 
llic faid treaty of Oiiva, are obliged to fee it maintained 
and obferved to all intents and purpofe6,do engage to em* 
ploy their offices the mod effeftually they can, to caufe rc» 
paration to be made for what may have been done contrary 
to the faid treaty of Oliva ; and in order thereunto, their 
faid majefties will, in concert together, inform.themfelvcs 
by tlieir minifters in Poland, of the infradions that may 
have been made of the faid treaty of Oliva, and of the 
means by which the fame may be redrefled, in fuch way as 
may entirely fecure the publick tranquillity againft the 
dangers to which it might be expofed, fhould fo fblemn a 
treaty as that of OliVa be infringed.

IF out of refentraent, on account of fuccours whicS

empire to take any refolution againft France, to thepre^ 
jiidice of the general guarantee ^ poifefik)ns, as it is ftipo^ 
lated by the treaty figned thi^day; his. Britannick Ma^ 
jefi^ and his^ Pruflian Majefty promife in fuch cafe to em- 
ploy their good offices, credit, amdi authority, the moft' 
efiefkuaUy Aey {hall be able, either by their own votes^ 
and thofe of the princes in friendfhip with them at the* 
diet, or by all other proper mcais^ to prevent any thing 
being done contrary thereto: andaf againft all expe£lation^

them with all neceflary vigour, in purfuance of this treat}', 
until the difturbances, wrongs, and infra£lions, fhall en- 
tirely ceafe.

as of the rights, immunities, and advantages, pairtioitariy 
thofe relating to commerce, either in Europe oi* out of ii^ 
which each of the allies enjoyed at the titoe of the figning 
of the faid acceffion. 

Moreover, the faid lords the States General being firmly 
perfuaded, that by their acceffion to the faid treaty of 
Hanover, it is not required of them t6at: they (Kail under- 
take the general guarantee of the treaties of Weftphalia 
and Oliva, mentioned in the fifth article of the treaty of 
Hanover, and in the firfl of the feparate articles, to which 
general guarantee they were never engaged; but that their 
guarantee in this refpeft extends only to the rights and 
pofleffions, which the high allies, or any one of them, have 
acquired by thofe treaties, and which they enjoy at the 
time of the figning. 

And as to the affair of Thorn, mentioned in the 'firfl 
of the feparate articles of the treaty of Hanover, as they 
only engage to employ their amicable offices jointly witfr 
the high contraQing powers, to obtain a reafonable fatisfac- 
tion and reparation for the infraftion of the treaty of Oliva; 
and in cafe thofe amicable offices be employed without 
effeft, and it fhould be thought necelTary to do any thing 
further, then their High MightinefTes fhall be at full 
liberty of giving their thoughts, without being obliged to 
any thing more than good offices, unlefs they renew 
their agreement. 

Finally, fince this alliance has a particular view to the 
eftablifhment of an intire confidence between the con- 
trading parties, and the lords the States General, fup.

pofing that the allies will with all rtfonfidjcpce mutually 
communicate their thoughts: to each other feibout the w«>y3: 
and means which (hall hi thought ntoft eJfFefiual in ca(e oC 
need, forpreferving atui maintaining the poflcflBons arvi 
rights abovementioned, as well thofe delating to commerce 
as others, in Europe or out of Europe. 

And whereas in full perfuafion dnd firm confidence, 
that fuch is the real - aimi and intention of their faid ma-

furnilhed them with full powers to agree about that accef-

THOUGH it is clear and indifputable, that their 
High Mighuneffes the lords the States General of 
the United Provinces of the Netherlands, by the fifth 
. xfcnfl fixth articles of the treaty of Munfter, in the year

nnited: Provinces, have acquired a right which excludes 
the fubjefts of the Auftrian Netherlands, as well as the 
fubjefts of all other countries, which at that time coiifti- 
tuted a part of the Spanilh monarchy, from navigation

BE it known unto all and every one to whom it doth 
or may appertain, that his majefty the moft ferene 
king of Sweden, having been amicably invited, on the 
part of their majcftics the moft ferene kings, the king 
of Great Britain^ the moft Chriftian King, and the 
king of Prufila, by their minifters, to accede to the de- 
fcnfive alliance which their majefties concluded at Han- 
over the 3d of September 172^, and to the three fepa- 
rate articles annexed thereunto; which, as well as the 
faid alliance, have the maintaining and prefcrving of the 
ptiblick tranquillity, and particularly that of the North 
for their only objeft, the tenor whereof is as follows.

And his majefty the moft ferene king of Sweden be- 
ing ah^ays diipofed to concur in ib faiutary a view^ and 
being defirous to fliow how agreeable this invitation was 
to him, has authorized, by his full power, in due form 
his commiffaries, the underwritten fenators of the king- 
dom of Sweden, and members of the chancery, to enter 
into conference with the underwritten minifters plenipo- 
tentiaries, from their majefties the king of Great Bri- 
tain and the moft Chriftian King, provided with like 
full powej's, for negotiating and agreeing upon the ac- 
ceffion of his majclty the king, and the crown of Swe- 
den, to the faid treaty of alliance concluded at Hano- 
ver, and to draw up and fign an aft in form for that 
purpofe; the. faid minifters plenipotentiary and com- 
miffaries having been in conference feveral times upon 
that fubjeft, and having produced their full powers on 
each fide, agreed upon what follows. 

His majefty the moft. ferene king, and the crown of 
Sweden, declare and promife, that his faid majefty, his 
heirs and fucceffors, do full accede to the dcfenfive al- 
liance concluded at Hanover, and here above inferted ; 
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acs likewife to the three fepiarate jjrticlcs thai are thdre* 
unto' annexed; and that his majefty and the crown of 
Sweden, by virtue .o£ this foleron acceffion, do join and 
aflbciate themfelves as a principal contraQmg party to 
their majefties the moft ferene kings, the king of Great 
Britain and the moft Chriftian King, obliging and en- 
gaging themfelves towards their faid majefties, their heirs 
and fucceflbrs, jointly and feparately, to obferve and 
fulfil faithfully and effeftually all the conditions and 
claufes comprehended in the faid trea!ty of a defenfive 
alliance, and the three feparate articles thereof, and to 
furnifh, when the cafe 6f the alliance ftiall happen, a 
fuccour of three thoufand foot, and two thoufand horfe, 
according to the obligadons of the treaty : the whole in 
fuch mitnher, and as faithfully^ as if his majefty and 
the crown of Sweden had been a principal contra6ting 
party from the beginning, wfth the abovefaid moft fe-y 
rene confederate kings, and had concluded with their 
faid majefties jointly or feparately the articles and con« 
ditions exprefied in this defenfive alliance, and the fe^ 
parate articles thereof. 

Their majefties the moft ferene kings, the king of 
Great Britain and the moft Chriftian King, do admit 
and aflbciate his majefty and the crown of Sweden to 
the ' abovefaid treaty of Hanover ; as likewife to the 
three feparate arti^ples which are thereunto annexed, as 
a. principal contraQing party ; declaring and promifing^ 
on their part, that their majefties, their heirs and fuc«- 
ceffors, will obferve and fulfil, jointly and feparately, 
faithfully and efFe£hially, with refpeft to his majefty the 
moft ferene king and the crown of Sweden, all the con-» 
ditions and claufes contained in the faid defenfive al- 
liance and the feparate ardcle^ thereof. 

This aft of acceflBon fliall be approved and ratified, 
on the part of their majefties the king of Great Britain, 
and the moft Chriftian King, and of his majefty and the 
crowTi of Sweden; and the ratifications thereof . ftiall be 
exchanged in the fpace of two months, to be reckoned 
from the day pf the figning this prefent aft, or fboner, if 
ppffible.

ALTHOUGH by the aQ of acceffion and admiflieo 
figned this day, his Majefty and the crown of 
Sweden accede purely and fimply to the treaty of Han- 
over, the minifters plenipotentiaiy of their Britannick 
and moft Chriftian Majefties have however agreed with 
the commiffarics of his faid majefty, to the exceptions and 
articles which follow. 

I. As the defenfive alliance concluded at Hanover the 
jd of September 1725, has no other view but the peace 
and tranquility of Europe, and particularly that of the 
North, their majefties the king of Great Britain, and die 
moft Chriftian King, as likcwife his majefty the king and 
the crown of Sweden declare, that, being not engaged by 
any treaties or conventions with other powers that are con- 
trary to this alliance, the faid treaties and conventions 
flial) not be weakened by this acceflion, but fliall remain 
in their full force : and their majefties declare, at the fame 
time, that they arc, at prefent, and fhall continue always 
in a firm rcfolution to keep and fulfil, inviolably, all that 
has been ftipulated by the abovefaid alliance of Hanover; 
obliging themfelves, on each fide, toobferve faithfully all 
l}ie engagements entered into by the prefent treaty of ac^ 
cefEon, and the feparate articles and fecret one thereof, 
without neglefting or violating the fame in any wife, uur 
derthe pretewca of former treaties aijid engagenjents, or un? 
der any other pretence whatfoeyer, ...

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' II. His majefty and the crown of Sweden having na 
poffeflions at prelent out of Europe, referve to themrclve$ 
•that their guartintee Ihali not be extended beyond the 
bounds of Europe. 

III. The king and the crown of Sweden having fhewfi 
that they defire not to be under the obligation of fending 
the troops liipuiaiedon their part in the aft of acceffion 

- to the treaty of Hanover, and by the fecret article of the 
prefent treaty of acceffion, into countries too far off, it 
is agreed, among the contrafting parties, that, when the 
cafe of this prefent treaty Ihall happen, the faid troops 
.fliall not be employed in Italy, or in Spain, but they may 
^any-wliere elfe; their Britannick and moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefties preferving always the right of demanding the contin- 
gent of five thoufand men, ftipulated on the part of the 
king and of the crown of Sweden, in the aft of their 
RCcefHon to the treaty of Hanover, in money or in 
ihips, purfuant to what is fettled in the faid treaty of 
Hanover. ■ 

IV. His majefty and the crown of Sweden, in order 
to remove all poffibHity of doubt, with refpeft to the afts 

. mentioned in the .fifth article of the treaty of Hanover, as 
having determined concerning the affairs of the empire, de- 
clare, that, by the faid a£b, they underftand no other than 
•thofe which have been received and approved by the ftaies 
of the empire in the ufual manner. 

V. His majefty and the crown of Sweden declare, that 
they accede to the two laft feparate articles of the treaty of 
Hanover, as finding nothing therein contrary to the obli- 
:gations wherewith '.his faid majefty is bound to the empe- 
ror and the empire, as a prince of the empire. 

VI. As by this acceffion his majefty the king and the 
crown of Sweden, enter into no engagements with any 
other power whatfoever, except thofe that are comprehend- 
ed by name in the treaty of Hanover, and whofe mini- 
llcrs fign thcfe prefents, dieir majefties, the king of Great 
Britain, and moft Chriftian King, as likewife his faid ma- 
jefty and crown, do promifc each other reciprocally, not 
to enter, without the knowledge of each other, and with- 
out mutual concurrence, into any engagements with any 
Pther power, that may be contrary to this treaty and thefe 
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ftpanrte artkks and fecret ^ne, or invdiidatc the famtf ia 
any wife^ 

Their firitannick, moil Chriftian and SwediA maje^ 
files have agreed, and do promife each other recipro- 
cally, that if, in hatred of this prefent treaty, or uader 
any other pretext equally tinjuft, tiiey flioiild be attacked, 
inrefted or troubled, jointly or feparateiy, by any power 
,%'hatibeyer9 they will make it a common caufe againft the 
aggreflbr ; and they will mutually fuccour and af&ft each 
cidier faithfully, and in the moft ready and efie&ial way, 
according to the exigency of the danger, and acconiing to 
the (ituation of their affairs, refyeftivdy, without excufing 
themfelves, under pretence of being in war thesn&Ives, or 
under any other pretence whatfoeve^^ 

Secret AaxictE? 

THEIR Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties, 
to (hew their friendfhip towards the king and crown 
of Sweden, promife and engage, by virtue of this prefent 
lecret artitle, to pay at Hamburjg, Amfterdam, or Lon- 
don, as Sweden Ihall chufe each, for three years fuccefive- 
ly, the fum of 50,000!. fterling a year, or the value thereof, 
according to the exchange, to be paid in two payments 
each year, from fix months to fix months, by way of ad- 
vance; and whereof the firft payment for the prefent year 
ihall be made immediately after the exchange of the ratifi- 
cations ; and the fecond payment, for the fame year, a h*t- 
tle while afterwards, and as foon as the ncceffary difpoii- 
tions can be made for that purpofe ; the third payment to 
begin a year after the exchange of the ratifications ; and 
fo the reft from fix months to fix months. 

His majefty and the crown of Sweden oblige themfelves, 
and promife, on their fide, by this article, to hold in 
readinefs, befides the fuccour agreed upon by the aft of 
fhis prefent acceffion, a further body of 7,000 foot, and 
g,ooo horfe, to be employed where the cafes of the al- 
liance fliali render it neceffary. 

Provided; that when their Britannick and moft Chriftian 
Majefties ftiall require the fervice of thefe 10,000 men, 
they fhall be in their pay, and not in that of the king of 
iSweden ; which pay, as wcH as what concerns the- recruits 
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fthdl other matters depending thereon, fhall be then fet- 
tled by a particular convention; his majefty and the crown 
of Sweden referving to themfelves the nght of recalling thiij 
body of troops, or of not fending it out of the kingdom, 
at fuch times when any real and imminent danger (hall 
render it neceffary for the defence of their own domi- 
nions and provinces. 

Thefe feparate articles, and the fecret one, fliall have 
the fame force as if they had been inferted word for word 
In the aft of acceffion, concluded and figned this day 5 
they fhall be ratified in the fame manner, and the ratifi-. 
cation thereof (hall be exchanged at the fame time with 
thofe of the aft of acccfSon.

Treaty oj alliance between Great Britain, France, uni 

Denmark, April 16, 1727. 

WHEREAS their majefties the king of Great Bri- 
tain and the molt Chriftian King are always at- 
tentive to fulfil their engagements, and to watch over the 
quiet apd fecurity of their friends and allies ; and, as their 
faid majefties have really caufe to believe, that the Mufco- 
vites and their adherents may foon concert means, and 
make difpofitions to come and attack the dominions of hi$ 
majefty the king of Denmark, cither to take away by force 
from his Danilh Majefty the duchy of Sl^&vfick.; or to 
prepare the means for executing other prpjefts contrary 
to the tranquility of the North, and of the Lower Sa^ony:^ 
and of the countries which are of concern to the con- 
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tracing parties in the circle of Weftphalia; and astbeii^ 
Bricannick and moft Chrillian Majeftics are (b mucbcon^ 
cerned in intereft to take due precautions againft every 
thing that, by troubling the peace of the faid countries, may, 
at the lame time, give a blow to the treaty of Hanover^ 
as it cfpecially confirms the treaties of Weftphalia ; and 
to put themfelves in a condition to execute faithfully the 
guaranties given againft any invalion or hoftility on the 
part of the Czarina, or of any other power whatfoevcr,- 
which (hould come and attack the duchy of Slefwick: 
their firitannick, moft Chriftian and Daniib Msgefties 
have thought fit to give their full powers, that is to fay, 
bis Britannick Majcfty to John lord Glenorchy, knighl 
of the order of the Bath, and envoy extraordinary from 
his majefty the king of Great Britain to his majefty (he 
king of Denmark; his moft Chriftian Majefty to Peter 
Blouet, count of Camilly, knight of The grand crofi of 
the order of St. John or Jerufalem, captain of the fliips 
of his moft Chriuian Majefty, and his ambaffador pleni- 
potentiary to his majefty the king of Denmark ; as tike- 
wife his Danifli Majefty to his minifters, viz. Ulrick A- 
dolph of Holftein, count of Holftenburg, knight of the 
order of the elephant, great chancellor, privy coun- 
fellor of the council, and chamberlain to his majefty 
the king of Denmark ; John George of Holftein, lord 
of, Mollenhagcn, knight of the order of the elephant> 
privy counfellor of the council, and governor of the 
bailywick of Tondern, for his majefty the king of Dert- 
mark; and Chriftian Lewis of Pleueu, lord of Tufingoe, 
Sillbe and Glorup, knight of the order of Dunnebrog, 
and privy counfellor of the council of his majefty the 
king of Denmark ; \vho, having maturely weighed the 
circumftances of the times, and the dangers which threaten 
the dominions of his Danifh Majefty, and which may 
trouble the quiet of Lower Saxony, and of the coun- 
tries abovementioned, have agreed upon the following 
articles, 

I. His Danifti Majefty being wholly perfuadcd, that 
their Britamiick and moft Chriftian Majefties will fulfil 
the engagements and guaranties given, with refpeft to 
the duchy of Slefwick, and that they will ufe all the 
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efforts imaginable to maintain the quiet of tlie Lowef 
Saxony ; his Danifli Majefty, to concur in the fame end, 
promiies to keep on foot a body of troops of 24,000 men, 
their officers, equipages, and artillery, which ihali aC- 
femble without any delay, in the place that (hall be the 
moft proper; and fliall march every where, as it fliall 
be needful, upon the firfl: certain advices which Ihail 
be received of the motion of the Mufcovite troops, or of 
any other power whatfoever which Iball come to attack 
Slefwick, and to trouble the quiet. and tranquility of the 
Lower Saxony, and of the provinces belonging to the high 
coritraftors in the circle of Weftphalia. • 

II. His Danifli Majefty further obliges himfelf, when 
the faid body of troops of 24,000 men comes to march, 
to have on foot at the fame time another body of 
6,000 men, defigned to re-inforce the former body, if 
there be need. 

III. And« towards helping, at prefcnt, his Danifli 
Majefty to fupport the expence he will be obliged to 
make for fulfilling the engagements fpecified in the pre- 
cedent articles, his moft Chriftian Majefty promiies to 
caufc to be p^id to his Danifii Majefty an annual fubfidy 
of 350,000 rixdollars, current money of Denmoik; 
which ftiall be continued for the fpace of four years, to 
be reckoned from the day of the ratification of this 
prefent treaty, and ftiall be paid exaftly every three months, 
by way of advance, at Hamburg. 

IV. His moft Chriftian Majefty promiies further, in 
order to eafe his Danifti Majefly of part of the charge he 
will be at, in cafe the faid 24,000 men fliould be put 
in march towards the place of rendezvous, to take 
12,000 men into his pay, in fuch manner that, as 
the defence of the king of Denmark is their firft con- 
cern, his moft Chriftian Majefty fliall not pay them 
but on the foot of 9,000, in the fame proportion as 
his Danifli Majefty gives to his troops when they are 
in the field, as well for the pay of each regiment of 
foot and horfe, as for that of the ftaff'-officers of each re- 
giment, of the general field officers, and of the artillery, 
in proportion to the number of 12,000 men pf his 
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froops» officers, and other perfons neceflkiy fbrUsfer' 
vice. 

V. The pay in the manner it is juft now cxpreffed, 
iball not begin to be on the account of his moft Cbri« 
ftian Majefty, but from the day of the firft review which 
Iball be made before his majefty 's commiflary general, 
when the troops ihall be drawn together in a body, as an 
army in order to take the field ; the firft month fliall be 
paid by way of advance, and fo from month to month, as 
long as the faid troops (hall be in the pay of his noft 
Chriftian Majefty. 

VI. And* although his moft Chriftian Majefty might 
with juftice pretend, that the fubfidy fhould ceafe on the 
day that the pay commences ; however, as it may hap- 
pen that the payment of thefe troops might begin be- 
fore the king of Denmark could receive any effeftual 
fuccour from the faid fubfidy, his moft Chriftian Ma* 
jefty is willing to confent, that, if the faid pay of the 
troops fhould commence before the king of Denmark 
ihould have received two years of the fubfidy, then he 
will continue the fiibfidy as long as is neceflary, to the 
end that the king of Denmark may always have two yean 
of the fubfidy, what was paffed, and what was to come, 
being reckoned ; and if, after the faid two years, the faid 
troops fhould remain no longer in the pay of his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, then the fubfidy flipulated in the third 
article fhati continue to be paid to his Danifh Majefty to 
the end of the four years, which is the term of the prefcnt 
treaty. 

VII. His moft Chriftian Majefty will, when he fhall be 
required to do it, fend a commiffary upon the place 
to aflift at the review which fhall be made of the faid 
troops in order to march ; the faid commiflary fhall 
likewife take the names of the regiments which fhall 
then go into the pay of his moft Chriftian Majefty; he 
ihall examine whether they are duly equipped, mounted 
and armed ; the giving of the vacant commiffions, and 
the adminiftration of juftice, fhall, as before, be done 
by his Danifh Majefty: the commiflary general from 
his majefty fhall affift at all the confultations for the mi- 
litary 
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litar)' operations; and, although it is not poffible to de- 
termine beforehand as to ^ny cafe of war, which doth 
not yet exift, it is however agreed in general, that the 
twelve thoufand men of the troops in the pay of his 
jrnoft Chriftian Majefty, on the foot of nine thoufand 
men, fhall be treated in all things with a perfeft equality, 
as the twelve thoufand men entirely in the pay of the king 
of Denmark. 

VIII. If it happens that his faid mod Chriftian Majefty 
fhould not think that he has any more need for the fuc- 
cour of his allies, to continue the payment of the faid 
troops, he ftiall be obliged to give his Danilh Majefty no- 
tice thereof two months before. 

IX. His Britannick Majefty on his fide, (hall hold in a 
rcadinefsto march a body of twelve thoufand men, to be 
joined to the twenty four thoufand men of the Danifh 
troops abovementioned, upon the firft certain advice 
which fliall be received of the motion of the Mufcovite 
troops, or of thofe of any other power whatfoever, that 
fliall come .to attack Slefwick, and trouble the quiet and 
tranquillity of the Lower Saxony. 

X. His Danifli Majefty having given his Britannick 
Majefty to underftand, that, being engaged by this pre- 
feat treaty to march a confiderable body of troops into 
the Lower Saxony, his maritime provinces will lie expofed 
to. the enterprizes of his enemies; his Britannick Ma- 
jefty being always difpofed to provide, according to his 
engagements, as a good and faithful ally, for the lecurity 
of the dominions ofhisDanifti Majefty, promifes and en- 
gages to fend to the fuccour of his Danifli Majefty, upon 
the firft advices of the mptions of the Mufcovite fleet, 
which fhall give juft occafion for fear, a fufficient fquadron 
of good fhips of war, to help to cover the fea coafts of 
his Danifn Majefty, and to hinder the Mufcovites from 
attacking the lame. 

XI. And although their Britannick and moft Chriftian 
Majefties are not obliged to any fixed fuccour for the king 
of Denmark; however, as they defire to keep at a diftance 
from the dominions of that prince all invafion, the 
confequence whereof w^ould be doubdefs to kindle the 
five of a war in violation of the treaty of Hanover, as 

Vs^. I. D 4 like- 
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likewife of the treaties of Wcftphalia ; which would oblige 
them to come to the fup|>ort of their guaranties, and to 
the fuccour of their alHes, who might be attacked, or 
in danger of being fo; to this end his moft Chriftian 
Majcfty engages to hold always in a readineft a body, 
at ieaft, of thirty thoufand men; which body (hall be 
deflincd, whenever his faid majefty (hall be required, to 
march to every place where it fliall be needful, and as it 
fhall be agreed, or to make diverfions, or other opera- 
tions nccefTary for the common advantage, and for the fe- 
curity of his allies in the empire or in the North ; and, at 
the fame time, his firitannick Majefty engages to hold 
likewife in rcadinefs another body of troops^ which muft 
not be lefs than twelve thoufand men, to be deftined, in 
the fame manner, for marching every where, as it Ihall 
be needful, and as it fhall be agreed, either to make di- 
verfions or other operations neceffary for the fecurity of 
his allies in the empire or in the North, as the cafe fhall 
require. 

XII. As the Mufcovites or other troops that may join 
hem to come and attack the dominions of the king of 
Denmark, in order to take from him the duchy of Slef- 
wick, may endeavour to pafs through the countries fubjeS 
to the king of Pruffia, which the allies perfuade themfelves 
that this prince will not fail to refufe ; in cafe therefore, 
that the Czarina, or any other power whatfoever, fhould 
endeavour to force the pafles through the territories of 
the king of Pruffia, or attack him, or occafion any in- 
jury or damage to him, by reafon of the refufal which 
his majefty might give to the letting the Mufcovites, or 
other adherents as abovefaid* pafs through his countries; 
then the contraQing kings fhall caufe their joint army 
to march to the fuccour of the king of Pruffia, and fhall 
xnalce war upon thofe who fhall have invaded or troubled 
him, until the attack and danger fhall ceafe, and the in- 
jury and damage be repaired. 

XIII. The ratifications of the prefent treaty fhall be 
exchanged at Copenhagen in fix weeks, to be reckoned 
from the day gf the figning of this treaty, or fooner, if 
poffiblc.

Separate and fecret articles belonging to the treaty with 

Denmark, April 16, 1727. 

ALTHOUGH his moft Chriftian Majefty might juft- 
ly pretend, that the troops which he takes into his 
pay ought to take an oath to him ; however, his Danifli 
Majefty having refolved to command in perfon the confe- 
derate army, it is agreed, in confideration of his Danifh 
Majefty, to rely in that matter on his royal word, for 
afting purfuant to the engagements which he has entered 
into by the treaty figned this day; but if it (hould hap- 
pen, that his Danifli Majefty ftiould change his refolution 
abovefaid, and that the contra6ling kings Ihould find it re:- 
quifite to feparate the body of troops, for the advantage of 
the common caufe, then the faid troops, in the pay of hi« 
moft Chriftian Majefty, fli all take the oath to him in the 
ufual form. 

2. As their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majeftieshave 
made extraordinary efforts for the interefts of the king of 
Denmark, his Danifli Majefty promifes not to difpofe of 
any part of his troops, either direftly or indireftly, con- 
trary to the interefts of their Britannick and moft Chriftian 
Majefties; and it is agreed, that, as long as this treaty lafts, 
his Danifli Majefty fliall not give or fell any part of his 
troops to any power whatfoever, till after the fame has been 
concerted with their Britannick and moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefties, againft whofe interefts he promifes to do nothing ; 
engaging himfclf likewife to oppofe, every where, where 
it fliall be needful, every thing that may be done or pro- 
jefted contrary thereto, by any power whatfoever; which 
their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties promife re^ 
ciprocally, 

3. It is agreed, that if his moft Chriflian Majefty ftiould 
de fire to employ the twelve thoufand men which he pays 
on the foot of nine thoufand, for affairs which having no 
refpeft to the fecurity of the king of Denmark ftiould only 

concern 
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concern the good of the fervicc of his mod Chriftian Ma- 
jcUy, or that of the alliance of Hanover, in fuch cafe 
the king of Denmark fhall not make any difficulty to 
give them for the fervice of his moft Chriftian Majefty; 
and a convention (hall be made, for that purpofe, fix 
vceks after the demand ftiall have been made by his moft 
Chriftian Majefty. 

4. And confidering, that if the Mufcovites fhould come 
by land to penetrate into the North, and trouble the peace 
of the empire, they could not have any other pafTage than 
through the territories of Poland ; and, as it cannot be 
doubted, but that this kingdom remembers ftill the difor- 
ders which the Mufcovites committed there a few years a^^o, 
it is agreed, by this prefent article, to communicate to the 
king, and to the republick of Poland, the concert which 
has been formed to hinder their entering into the em- 
pire, and to invite them to take likewife on their part 
the moft effeftual meafures to ftop the pafTes which the 
Mufcovites would be defirous of taking in the territo- 
ries of the republick of Poland. Done at Copenhagen, 
this 16th day of April, in the year 1727.
